[ion to giTC JJbee that fatisfa^ion: for, although 
injuries may awaken indignation in vulgar breafts^ 
mine, I hope, will always be an exception to that 
^le. Thou wouldft be glad, perhaps, to find me 
beftowtng upon him the epithets of afs, Uockhead^ 
»d ia(blent coxcomb ; but fuch low revenge never 
once entered mj imagination; his ^ own coilicience* 
^ fufficiendly ^haftife him: let iiim therefore 
ohew the cud of vemorfe, and digeft it if he can* 
I own, I cannot help feeKng the unjuft reproach, 
)i^ he taxes me with lamenefs, and old age, as if 
^ had been in my power to ^retard the jfapfe of 
t!me ; -or that I had betb maimed in fome tavern- 
brawl, and not on the mod glorious occafi^n tjbat ._ 
(ver the paft or prefent age beheld, or pofterity ^m 
ever hope to f<|e« If my wounds do not bfrighten in 
VQt.IIL a the 
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the eyes of every fpeftator, they are, at leaft, es- 
teemed by thofe who know where they were ac- 
quired * ; and who think, that a foldier, who falls in 
battle, makes a much more noble appearance than 
he who iaves himfelf by flight. This opinion is fo - 
rooted within my own bieaft, that, were fuch an 
impoffibility propofed and «ffe<5cd, I would rather 
be lanvBf as I am^ with the* ihare I had in that 
ftupendous a&ion, than found of body^ without 
the honour of having been there. The wounds 
that appear in a £b]dier's countenance and bofom^ 
are fo maay ftars to guide the reil of mankind 
to the haven of honour, and the defire of honeft

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I fuppofci gentle readeri thoa art) by this time^ 
of Opinion, that I walk with great circumfpeftion^ 
and fcrupulouily confinQ myfelf within the bounds 
of modefty, coufcious that it is inhuman to heap 
afiii£tion on the afRi<^edv and that this gentleman'j» 
muft needs be very great, iince he dares not appear 
in the open iield^ and in the face of heaven, but 
conceals his name^ and difiembles his country, as 
if he had been guilty of high treafon : tell him» 
therefore, in my name, if ever thou (houldfl: chance 
to find him out,, that I do not at all think my-^ 
felf injured by what he has done ; for, well do I 
know, what temptations the devil fpreads before 
us i and that one of hia moil effectual fnare8» is 
to make a man believe^ that he has capacity to 
write a book„ by which he (hall obtain an equal 
fiiare of money and reputation. In confirmation 
of what I fay, I will beg the favour of you to tell 
him a flion ftory : 

There was in Seville, a certain madman, feized 
with the lAoft diverting whim that ever entered 
the brain of a lunatic. He ufed to walk with a; 
hollow cane, pointed at one end; and whenever 
he met with a dog in the ftreet, or in any other 
place, he clapped his foot on one of the creature's 
hind legS) pulled up the other with his hand, and 
applying, as well as he could, the pipe to his po- 
fteriors, inflantly blew him up as round as a ball; 
this operation being performed, he clapt him twice 
on the belly, and difmiiTed the patient, faying^ 
very gravely to the mob, that never failed to ga- 
ther round him^ " Gentlemen, I fuppofc now you 
think it is an eafy matter to blow up a dog." 
7n like manner, I fay, " I fuppofe your worlhip 
thinks it an eafy matter to write a ,book.*' If *his

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ftory (hould not be to his liking, be fo good, friendly 
reader, as to tell this other, >vhich alfo relates to a 
dog and a madman : 

There was another ideot in Cordov^Lf who had 
a trick of carrying upon his head a piece of mar- 
ble, or heavy ftone 5 and, as often as he perceir- 
cd any dog off his guard, he would approach him 
ilily, and let it fall plump upon his head. This 
was no joke to the poor dog, who ufed to run 
barking and howling the length of three whole 
ftreets, before he ventured to look behind. But, 
among others, he one day happened to difcharge 
his burthen on a cap-maker's favourite dog ^ down 
went the ftone upon his head, and the injured beaft 
fet up the howl ; the mafter feeing what pafled, 
was .filled with indignation, fnatched up his fnea- 
ftm, and fallying out upon the lunatic, did not 
lelive a whole bone in his fkin, faying, at every 
blow he beftowed, « Dog! rafcal! ufe my ipaniel 
in this manner! did you not fee, barbarous vil- 
lain, that my dog was a fpaniel !" Thus repeating 
the word Spaniel a great many times, he beat the 
aggreffor into jelly. 

* The madman being documented, fneaked off, and 
kept his chamber a whole month; at the end of 
which, he returned to his former paftime, with a 
greater ftone than ever, and coming up to a dog 
that lay afleep, confidered bim with great attention ; 
but was afraid of difcharging the ftone, faying, 
*' 'Ware fpaniel 1" In fhort, all the dogs he after- 
wards met with, whether curs or maftiffs, were in 
his opinion, fpaniels 5 fo that he never ventured to 

repeat his experiment. New this may be the 

fate of our hiftorian, who will not choofe to open 
the Sood-gates of his wit again, in compofing books, 
which, if bad, are harder than ftone.

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'fell him likewife, that t value not his threats a 
farthingi when he faysi that his performance will 
deprive me of bread ; but anfwer him with a quo- 
tation from the famous interlude of the Perendenga ; 
" To four-and-twenty live, my lord, and Chrift be 
with us ^11/' Long live the great count .de Le- 
mos, whofe well-known thriftian generofity fijp- 
ports me againft all the ftrokes of adverfe fortune ; 
and long life to the tranfcendent charity of the moffc 
illuftrious archbifhop of Toledo, Don Bernardo de 
Sandoval y Rojas; if there was not one printing-- 
prefs in the whole world, or if more books were 
publiihed againft me than there are letters in the 
couplets of Mingo Rebulgo \ thefe two princes, un- 
folicited by any adulation or other kind of praife 
on my part, but purely ouf of their own benevo- 
lence, have been pleafed to honour me with their 
countenance and favour, in which I think myfelf 
infinitely more happy and rich than if I had beeip 
conduced to the higheft pinnacle of fortune in the 
ordinary way. Honoor may be enjoyed by a poor^' 
bat never by a vicious man : nobility may be clouded 
by indigence, but never altogether obfcured ; for 
virtue ihining by its own internal light, even through, 
the inconveniencies and crannies of poverty, will re- 
commend itfelf to the efteem of high and princely 
minds, and of coufequence obtain their favour and 
prote^ion. Thou needft fay na more to him j nor 
will I give Aee any farther trouble, except to obferve^ 
that thou a^ to confider this fecond part of Dot! 
Quixote, as a wprk of the fame artificer,, and com- 
pdfed of the fame materials with the firftj in which. 
I prefent the knight at full length ; and, in fhort^. 
exhibit him dead and buried ; that no man, for the 
future, may prefume to raife frefli evidence againft. 
bim I thofe akeady examined being fufficient for the 
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purpofe. The more fo, as a man of honour has 
already given an account of his ingenious follies, 
without ahy intention to refume the fubje£l : for 
there may be too much even of a good thing ; and 
the fcarcity of thofe things which are in thcmfelve* 
indifferent, often -brings them into fome degree of 
eftimation. I had almoit forgot to tell thee, that thou 
mayft expe£l the Perfiles, which I am now finiihing^ 
together with the fecond part of Galatea/ 
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15 Y order of fignor doStot Gutierrez de Cetma, 
^ vicar-general of die city of Madrid, where hiy 
majeily keeps his court, I nave perufed the fecond 
part of the fage Knight Don Quixote de la Mancha, 
written by Miguel de Cervantes Saavedra 5 in which 
I can find noming unworthy of a zealous chriftian, 
or deviating from that refpe£t which is juftly doe to 
good example and. moral virtue. On the contngy, 
the performance contains much erudition and pre-v 
fitable amufement ; not only in the well-fupported fe-» 
quel of his defign, to extirpate thofe vain and lying 
books of chivalry, which had already too far (pread 
their infe£tion, but alfo in the purity of his Caililiaiir 
language, unadulterated with iniipid aiFe£tation,L 
which every man of fenfe abhors ; and in his manner 
of corre&ing the vicious, who generally feel the 
point of his fatire. Yet he fo wifely ooferves the 
laws of chriilian rebuke, that the patient labouring 
mnder the infirmity which he intends to cure, may, in 
fttch fweet and palatable medicine, even without his* 
own knowledge, or the leaft hindrance and lotHing^ 
fwallow down an eiFe£tual deteftation for vice ; fo that 
he will find himfelf at once delighted and reformed^ 
in confequence of an art which is known to few. 
There are many authors, who not knowing how to- 
Uend and mix inftru£kion with delight, have fe^n alF 
their tedious labours mifcarry ; becaufe, not being 
able to imitate Diogenes as a learned philofopher^ 
they have prefumed iicentioufly„ not to fay bbfcurelyj 
to mimic him as a cynic, giving ear to ilander, ajid 
inventing things that never happened 5 by which 

mean» 
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means they enlarge the vicious capacity of thofe 
whom their harfh reproofs 'ftigmatize, and, per- 
haps, ftrike out new paths of lewdnefs hitherto un- 
knowns fo that inftead of reforjhers they 6^om& 
teachers and abettors of vice. In this manner they 
grow hateful ti* men of fenfe, and lofe all their cre- 
dit^ if they had any, with the people who refufe tQ 
encourage their writings : while the vicious are ra- 
ther hardened than amended by their rafh and im- 
prudent corruption ; for the knife and cauftic are not 
proper for all kinds of tumors, iomc of which are 
more fuccefsfuliy treated by foft and gentle remedies^ 
by the application: of Which the experienced and 
learned ^hyiician often attains his end of difcuiTm^ 
them 'f a period much more eligible than that whick 
is obtained by the barbarity of iteel» 

The writings of Migael de Cervantes have met witfr 
a very different reception^ not only from our nation, 
but likcwife from ftrangersj who> as if he was 
fomething miraculous, are inflamed with the defire^ 
of feeing the author of thofe books which have met 
with fucb general applaufe^ on account of the de- 
cency and decorum, as well as the agreeable fweet- 
nefs of his ftyle, in Spain, trance, Italy,. Germany,, 
and Flanders. This I can with gteat truth affirm,^ 
that on the twentieth and fifth day of February, iu- 
this year of God one thoufand fix hundred and fif- 
teen, I attendfsd my mailer, his grace £k>n Bernardo 
de Sandoval y Rojas, cardinal archbifhop a£ Toledo, 
v^hea he returned the vifit of the {"rench ambafla- 
dor, .who came to treat about a double match be- 
tween the princes and princefTes of France and 
Spain 'f and feveral gentlemkcn of that country, be-^ 
lotting to iin embaffy,^ who were equally fenfible 
and well-bred, as weU a& lovers of the Belles Lettres,. 
in their converiation with me and the other chap- 
lains of the cardinal, defired to know what books of 

10 genius* 
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genius were in higheft efteem among us : I chanced 
to mention this performance, which was then lindet 
my examination ; hut no fooner did they hear the 
name of Miguel de Cervantes, than they began to 
e^^patlate upon the high efteem in vt^hich France and 
the neighbouTing kingdoms held his productions } 
namely^ the Galatea, which one of them could i|j^ 
moft repeat, with the Novels, and the firft part ot 
Don Quixote. Such were the commendations they 
bellowed upon them, that I offered to introduce 
them to the author, whom they honoured with a 
thoufalid demonftrations of regard. They were cu- 
rious to know his age, profeflion, quality, and for- 
tune ; and when I found myfelf obliged to tell them 
he was a foldier and a gentleman, oppreffed with po-« 
verty and old age, one of them replied in thefe very 
words, ^^ What! does not Spain load fuch a man 
with rich^s^ and maintain him out of the public trea- 
fuTj ?**—— Another of thofc gentlemen, hearing thii 
obfervation, interpofed, faying, with great vivacity, 
" If neceiEty compels him to Mrrite, God grant that 
he may never enjoy afBuence \ but, in being poo^, 
enrich the world with his works,'* 

I believe this will be thought rather too much for 
a certificate ; and fome will fay, that I have ever* 
encroached upon the bounds of flattery: but the 
truth of my allegation difproves that fufpicion, and 
acquits me of the charge ; befides, in this age, adu- 
lation is beftowed upon none but thofe who are in 
a capacity of greafing the fift of the flatterer ; who, 
though he praifes in fulfome fiftion, experts to b^ 
rewarded in fubftantial truth. .

Of the bcliayiaur of the curate and hziher, with le-r 
.^ard to Dan Xi^ixote's infirmity, 

CI D Hamet Benengeli, in the fecond fiaxt of 
tjus hiftory, contaihing the third fally of Don 
Quixote, relates that -the curate dnd barbpr for- 
bore to vifit hinv for a whole month, that tlicj 
might not revive and recal to his imagination the re- 
niembiance of &ings paft 5 but, during all tliat time, 
they irequently went to fee the houfekeeper and 
niece, on whom they laid ftrong in^undions to ehcrifli 
the knigjit with great care and tendernefs, and treat 
him 'witjt fuch comfortable food as ihould b« mod 
agreeable to his ftomach and brain, in which they 
reafonably fuppofed that his vhole diforder lay. The 
la4ies aflured them it was their chief ftudy, ^hicli 
they would proiecute with all imaginable care jind. 
fatisfadion i foy they began to jcrc^ive that: tlieir, 
VoL-IIL B puft^r> 
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mafter, at certain intervals, gave tokens of being in 
his right wits. This information afforded great plea- 
fure to the two friends, who now concluded they had 
a£ted wifely in bringing him home on the enchanted 
waggon, as hath been recounted in the laft chapter 
of the firft part of this fublime and punftual hiftory ; 
and determined to pay him a vifit, that they might 
be convinced of his amendment, which they deemed 
almoft impoflible : . though they agreed to avoid, with 
great care, the fubjeft of chivalry, that they might 
run no rifk of ripping up the wound fo lately clofed. 

In fhort, they entered his chamber, ^nd found 
him fitting upon his bed, in a waiftco^t of green bays, 
and a red Toledan night-cap, fo meagre, fhrunk, and 
withered, that he looked like an -Egyptian mummy : 
he received them very courteoufly; and when they 
inquired into the ftate of his health, fpoke of his 
indifpofition and himfelf with great judgment and 
elocution. The converfation happening to turn on 
what is called reafons of ftate, and modes of adfnini- 
ftration, they amended certain abufes, and con- 
demned others reforming one cuftom, and banifhing 
another ; as if each of the ijiiree had been a new legif- 
lator, a modem Lycurgys, or regenerated Solon ^ and 
in fuch a manner did they furbifti up the common- 
wealth, that one would have imagined they had 
committed it to a forge, and brought out another 
quite different from that which they put in. Don 
Quixpte fpoke on every fubje£l that was handled, 
with ffuch difcretion, as a£^ually convinced the two 
exam^rs, that he was quite found, and had reco- 
veredi; the right exercife of his judgment; while the 
niece and houfe-keeper, who were prefcnt all the time, 
tho\|^t they could never be thankful enough to God, 
whgn* they heard their mafter talk fo fenfibly. But 
the,/cSrate altering his firft rcfolution, which was, to 
avojrd'the fubjefk of chivalry, now determined to make 
^i :s^^]^x'untnt, by which he 0iould be thorouehlj 
. , li: I *- ' latil- 
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fatisfied, whether the knight's cure was real or ima- 
ginary ; with this view, he from one thing to another 
came to mention fome news from court, and among 
other pieces of intelligence, faid, he was certainly 
informed that the Turk had taken the fea, with a 
powerful armament, though his defign was not knowH) 
nor could it be guefled where the expe£ied ftorxn 
vould burft : but that thefe preparations, which keep 
us almoft conflantly in arms, had alarmed all Chrif- 
tendom ; and that hrs majefty had ordered the coafts 
cf Naples and Sicily, with the ifland of Malta, to be 
provided againft all attempts. To this intimation 
Don Quixote replied, ** His majefty has aded like a 
moft prudent warrior, in providing for the fafety of 
his dominions, that the enemy may not find them 
unprepared ; but, if he would take my advice, I 
would furnifli him with an expedient, which I be- 
lieve our fovereign at prefent little thinks of." 

The curate no fooner heard thefe words, than he 
faid within himfelf, ** Lord h^e mercy upon thee, 
poor Don Quixote ! if I an^ hot miftaken, thou art 
juft going to caft thyfelf headlong from the higheft 
pinnacle of madnefs, into the profound abyfs of thy 
folly.'* But the barber, who immediately adopted 
the fame fufpicion, alkcd the kniTht what that ex- 
pedient was, which he thought (hould be put in prac- 
tice by way of prevention ; obferving, that it was, 
perhaps, fuch a fcheme as defenred to be inferted in 
the lift of thofe impertinent advices ufually offered to 
crowned heads. " Mine, Mr. Shaver,faid Doii Quixote, 
will be pertinent, not impertinent." " I don't fay other- 
v,'ife, replied the barber, I only made that obfervation, 
becaufe experience hath (hewn that all, or the greateft 
part of thbfe proje£ls which have been offered to his 
majefty, are either impofTible, extravagant, or prejudi- 
cial to the ft ate." " My fcheme, anfwered the knight, 
is neither impolTible nor extravagant ; but, on the con- 
trary, the moft cafy, juft, brief, and expeditious that

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ever projeftor conceived." " Methinks your worfliip 
is very flow in delivering it, fignor Don Quixote,'* 
faid the pried.' " I fliould not choofe, anfwered the 
knightj to have what I fay here carried by to-mor- 
row morning, to the ears of the lords of the council ; 
by which means another may reap the credit and 
reward of my labour." " For my own part, cried 
the barber, I here give my word, before God ! never 
. to difclofe what your worfhip fhall impart, either 
to king or knave, or any mortal man : an oath I 
learned in the romance of the Curate, who, in the 

f)reface, gives the king notice of the robber that ftole 
lis hundred ducats, and ambling mule." *' I am 
not acquainted with the ftory, faid Don Quixote^ 
but the oath is a good oath, becaufe I am convinced, 
that Mr. Nicholas is an honeft nian." " Be that as 
it will, replied the curate, I will be bound for him, 
and undertake, that with regard to this affair, he 
fhall fpeak no more than if he was aftually dumb, 
on pain of whatever penalty you fhall think proper 
to inflift." " And who' will be fecurity for you, 
Mr. Curate ?" faid the knight. " My profeffion, 
nnfwered the pried, by which I am bound to keep 
iecrets." " Body of me ! cried Don Quixote, his ma- 
jefty has nothing to do, but to iffue a proclamation, 
commanding all tlie knights-errant in Spain to aflem- 
ble at his court, by fuch a day ; and although not 
more than half a dozen fhould come, among thefe 
one may be foun4j who is alone fufficient to overthrow 
the whole Turkifh power. Pray, gentlemen, give 
attention, and take me along w;th you : is it fuch a 
new thing, for a fingle knight to cut in pieces- a 
whole iirniy of two hundred thoufand men, as if 
they had but one common throat, or were made of 
ginger-bread? How many hiftories are there, think 
you, filled witli fuch marvellous exploits ? Unfortu- j 
natc it is for me (I will not fay, for any other), that 
the renowned Don Belianis is not uqw alive, or fome 

knight j 
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knight cf the innumerable race of Amadis de Gaul ; 
for if any one of them was now living, to confront 
the Turks, in good footh, I fhould not choofe to farm 
their conquefts j but God will provide for his own 
people, and produce fome champion, who, if not 
equal in valour to former knights-errant, at lead will 
be inferior to none of them in point of courage *. — 
Heaven knows my meaning — I will fay no more.'* 
" Lack-a-day !' (cried the niece, when fhe heard this 
infinuation) Fll be hanged, if my uncle is not re- 
folved to turn knight-errant again." '* A knighfe-er- 
rant, replied Don Quixote, I will live and die 5 and* 
the Turks may make their defcents .or afcents, when 
they will, with all the power they are mailers of — !• 
fay again. Heaven knows my meaning!' — Here the 
barber interpofing, " Gentlemen, faid he, I beg you' 
will give me leave to tell a ihort ftory of what once 
happened at Sevil j it comes fo pat to the purpofe, 
that I have a ftrong inclinatidh to relate it.** Don 
Quixote and the. curate granted his requeft, and the 
relt yielded him attention, when he began in thefe 
words : . i

baa a^uaUy fucceeded in praflice. During the captivity -qf -Johft 
Ju^ng of France, his dominions* were ravaged by above one hundred 
thojpfand pcafanta, who, under the name of Jacquieres, aflcmbled in 
arms to exterminate the nobicfle j and among other horrid outrages,, 
murdered every gentleman that fell in their way. The d«chefs of 
Kormandy and Orleans, together with three hundred bdies of rank* 
retired for protection to Meaux, -where they were furrounded, and 
would have a^ually periflied by the fwords of thefe banditti, had- 
they not been refcueJ by the count de Foix, anj thecaptal of Buch; 
who, hearing of their diftrefs, haftencd to their relief with no more 
than iixty knights j and, without hefitation, attacked that furioua 
multitude with fuch bravery and vigour, thtf they were foon rout- 
ed and difperfed* 
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*' There was in the mad-houfe at Sevil, a certain 
Junatic, whom his relations had fent thither on ac- 
count of the defeft in his judgment : he had taken 
his degrees in the canon law, at OlTuna ; and many- 
were of opinion, that if he had acquired them at Sa- 
lamanca, he would not have been a bit the wifcr : this 
graduate, having been confined fome years, took it 
in his head, that he was quite- well, and reftored to 
his right wits ; and in this imagination, wrote ,to the 
archbifhop, earneftly intreating him, with many fcrL-- 
fible arguments, to give order that he fhould be ex- 
tricated from the rnifery in which he lived ; fince, thro* 
the mercy of God, he had recovered his loft judgment, 
though his relations kept him ftill in confinement, that 
they might enjoy his eftate, and, in defpite of truth, 
were refolved that he fhould be mad to the day of 
his death. The archbifhop, perfuaded by the many 
lenfible and pathetic letters he received, ordered one 
of the chaplains to go to the reftor of the mad^houfe, 
and inquire into the truth of what the licentiate al- 
leged, and . even to talk with himfelf^ that, if he 
fhould find him quite recovered, he might brlug him 
away, and fet him at liberty. The chaplain obeyed 
the command of his grace, and the xtGtor affured him 
that the man was flill mad j for although he would 
very often talk like a perfon of excellent underftand- 
ing, at the long-run he commonly broke out into 
foHy and nonfenfe, as abfurd as the firft part of his 
difcourfc was rational and difcreet : however, he liim- 
felf might make the experiment, by converfing with 
the licentiate. The chaplain accordingly went to his 
apartment, and talked with him a whole hour and 
more, during which time the lunatic did not utter 
one vague or incoherent fentence ; but, on the con* 
trary, fpoke fo judicioufly, that the chaplain could not 
help believing him quite found of intelle£i ;. among 
other things, he told him the redor was his enemy, 
altid pronounced him flill diflra£ted^ though with 

lucid 
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lucid intervals, that he might not lofe the prefents 
which he received from his relations : fo that the 
greateft caufe of his misfortune was no other than 
his cwn affluent eftate, which to enjoy, his adverfe- 
ries craftily pretended to doubt of the mercy which 
the Lord had vouchsafed him, in re-converting him 
from a beaft into a man : in fhort, he talked fo ef- 
fe£^ually as to render the re£lor fufpedted, t6 prove 
his relations covetous and unnatural, and himfelf fo 
difcTeet, that the chaplain determined to carry him 
forthwith to the archbiihop, that his grace might be 
perfonally fatisfied of the truth. With this laudable' 
intention, he defired the re<Elor to order the licentiate 
to be drefied with the cloaths in whidi he entered the 
houfe : the redor again advifed him to confider what 
he was about ; for the licentiate was, without all quef- 
tion, ftill diftra£led. But theie cautions and counfels 
had no efieft in diiTuading the chaplain from carry- 
ing him off, and the re£tor feeing the archbiihbp'^ 
order, was obliged to obey ; fo that the licentiate re^* 
ceived' his own cloaths, which were decent and new. 
Seeing himfelf thus diveftcd of the badge of his dif- 
order, and habited again like a perfon of found in- 
telledsyohe befought the chaplain, that he would be 
fo charitable as to allow him to go and take leave olr 
his companions in affli£^ion: the other granted '^if 
requeft, and faid he would accompany him, in orHcf 
to fee the patients ; upon which they went up ftairs^ 
followed by fev(*r3l perfons who chanced to be then 
prefent. The licentiate, going to the gate of a cell>5 
in which there was a furious madman, though at that 
time he was calm and quiet, faid to him, <^ Bro- 
ther, have you any commands for me ? I am going to 
my own houfe $ for God of his infinite goodnefs and 
mercy, without any defert of mine, hath been pleafed 
to reftofe unto me the ufe of my reafon, and I am 
now perfe<^ly recovered ; fo that there is nothing im* 
poihble to the power of the Almighty : put therefore' 
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yo*ir hope and truft in him, who, as he hath reftorcdt 
me to my former ft ate, will .grant the fame indul-- 

gence to you, if you confide in his prbteftion, 1 

will take care to fend you fome cordial food, and be 
fure, at all events, to cat it 5 for, you muft know, I 
conclude from experience, that all our diforder pro- 
ceeds from an empty ftomach, and the brain's being 
filled with wind. Take heart, brother, take heart ^ 
for dcfpondence under misfortune confumes the con- 
ft<itution, and haftens the ftroke of death." This 
difcourfe being overheard by another lunatic, who 
was confined in a cell oppoCte to that of the furious 
patient, he ftarted up ftark naked from an old mat 
on wluch he Uv, and roared aloud, *^ Who is that 
going away fo fober ^nd fo found ?" The licentiate 
replied, <* *Tis I, brother, who am going honve^ 
being un^er 00 necefTity of tarrying longer in this 
placi: ; thaiiks be to Heaven for the (igtial favour I 
have received I" ** Take care what you fay, Mr* 
Licentiate, and let not the devil deceive you, anfwered 
the piadman ; halt a little, ftay where you are, and 
fpare yourfelf the trouble of being brought back/* 
'< I know that I am perfe^ly recovered, faid the 
licentiate) and (hall have no farther occafion to vi&t 
the Stations *.'* " You recovered I cried the other^ 
gog.-! } we (hall fee — adieu-^but, I fwear by Jupiter, 
wnufe majefty I reprefent ©n earth, that, for tlie 
tranfgreffion this day committed in Sevil, by dif- 
chafging you from the houfe, as a perfon of found 
judgment, I will take fuch vengeance as (hall be a 
monumom of wrath for ever and ever,- amen« Do'ft 
thou not know» pitiful licentiate, that all. this is i» 
wy power, being, a$ I have already bbfervcd, Jove 
^xe thunderer, who wield the flaming bolts, with 
l^bjich I ufe to tlireaten» and can deftroy the univerfe f 
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But with one evil only will I chaftife this ignorant 
people : I will not fuffer one drop of rain to fall upoi| 
the citjy nor its confines, nor indeed in any part of 
this diftrid, for the fpace of three whole years, rec* 
koning from the day and minute in which this dread- 
ful menace is made. Thou free ! thou found I thou 
recovered ! and I mad ! I diftrai^ed and confined I X 
will fooner hang myfelf than rain one fpoonful.'* 
The bye-ftanders were very attentive to the vociferous 
exclamations of this madman, when our licentiate 
turning to the chaplain, and taking him by the hand, 
faid, <^ Dear Sir, give yourfelf no uneafinefs or con*- 
cem about what he fays ; for if he who is Jupiter^ 
with-holds refrefhing ihowers from the earth, I who 
am Neptune, the father and god of waters, will rain 
as often as I pleafe, fhould there be occafion for it, 
in confequcnce of the privilege I poflcfs." To this 
promife lie chaplain replied, « Neverthelefs, fijgnor 
Neptune, it wiU not be politic to incenfe fignor Ju- 
piter ; therefore your worQiip will be fo good as to 
ftay where you are, till fome other day, when we may 
have more Icifure and convenience to remove you." 
The YcStoT and the reft of the company could not 
help laughing, the chaplain was out ot countenaucey 
the licentiate was ffaripped, and fent back to his cell » 
and fo ends my ftory." 

" And this is the ftory, Mr, Barber, faid Don 
Quixote, which came fo pat to the purpofe, that you 
codd not heJp relating . it ? Ah ! Mr. Shavec, Mr. 
Shaver, he muft be- blind indeed, diat cannot -fee 
througj) the bottom of a fieve: is it poffiUe your 
woffliip does not know that compaxifons in point pf 
genius, virtue, beauty, and defcent,^ arc always odi- 
ous and ill i^ceived ? I, Mr. fiarber, am not Nep*- 
tune, god of waters ; neither do I fct up for being 
thought a wife man, knowing that I snsi not fo : the 
fote cad of my labours is-to convince Ae avoxid of its 
^^or, in not'feeking Jto renew thoie x»oftJbappy times 
1 B 5 when 
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when the order of knight-errantry exerted itfelf iii 
full perfcftion ; but this depraved age of ours is un- 
worthy of tailing that felicity which was enjoyed by 
thofe ages, when knights-errant undertook the charge, 
and burdened their fhoulders with the defence of 
kingdoms, the ptoteftion of damfels, the relief of 
wards and orphans, the chaftifement of the proud^ 
and the promotion of the, humble. The greateft 
part of your modem knights ruftle in damafks, bro- 
cades, and other rich and fplendid attire, inftead of 
rattling in coats of mail : no knight now fleeps in 
the open field, expofed to the inclenaency of the wea- 
ther, armed at all points cap-a-pie 5 no warrior, in 
this degenerate age, fits on horfeback, and, without 
difengaging his feet from the ftirrups, but, leaning 
upon his lance, endeavours to take, as it were, a 
fnatch of fleep, after the example of former knights- 
errant: no champion, now-a-days, coming out of 
fome dreary wood, immediately enters another rocky 
wildernefs, through which he reaches the barren and 
deferted coaft of the rough and ftormy fea, where 
finding, in fome creek, a crazy boat without oars, 
fails, mail, or tackle, he intrepidly throws himfelf 
into it, and launches out upon the implacable billows 
that whirl him aloft to heaven, and then fink him to 
the profound abyfs, while his unfhaken foul defies 
the ftorm : then, when he dreams of no fuch matter, 
he finds himfelf three thoufand leagues and more 
from the place where he embarked, and leaping aihore 
on fome remote and unknown country,, ^tchieves ad- 
ventures worthy to be written, not on par(E|)unent, 
but on brafs: but now iloth triumphs over adiivity, 
idlencfs over toil, vice over virtue, arrogance over va- 
lour, and the theory uirer the praftice of arms, which 
obtained and fhone refplendent in thofe golden ages 
that produced knights-errant Pray, tell me, who 
could be more honourable and valiant than the 
famous Amadi^ de Gaul? who more difcreet thaa 
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Palmerin of England? who more infinuating and 
pliant than Tirante the White ? who more gallant 
than Lifuarte of Greece ? who more hacked and hack- 
ing than Don Belianis ? who more intrepid than Pe- 
rlon of Gaul ? or, who more daring than Felixmarte 
of Hyrcania ? who more fincere than Efplandian } 
who more defperate than Cirongilio of Thrace ? whd' 
more brave than Rodaxpont ? who more prudent than, 
king Sobrino ? who more bold than Reynaldo ? who 
more invincible than Roldan ? and who more gallant 
and courteous ^tlian Rugero, from whom (according 
to Turpin in his Cofmographia) the prefent dukes 
of Ferrara are defcended ? All thefe, and many more 
which I could name, Mr. Curate, were knights-er- 
rant, and the very light and glory of chivalry : thefe,. 
or fuch as thefe, are the champions propofed by my 
fcheme, which, fhould it take place, wouJd effe^ual— 
ly ferye his majefty's purpofe, fpare an infinite cx^ 
pence, and the Turk would even tear his own beard 
in defpair : in that cafe I would tarry where I am, 
fince the chaplain would not 1;hink fit to enlarge me ; 
and if Jupiter, as the barber faid, would not rain, 
here am I ready to fruftrate his intent : this I men- 
tion, that Mr. Bafon there may know I underftand hi8> 
meaning." ** Verily, (ignor Don Quixote, faid M;^. 
Nicholas, I meant no harm, fo help me God ! my 
intention was good, and therefore your worftiip ought 
not to be difpleafed.?' *« Whether i am difpieafed. or, 
not, replied the knight, I myfelf know bed." < 

Here the curate interpofing, faid,, " Though I have- 
hitherto' fcarce opened my mouth,, I cannot be eafy 
nnder a fcruple which tears and gnaws my confciencQ^ 
and which arofe from what fignor Don Quixote hat|i 
juft now aflerted." ** In greater matter*, Mr. Cve^ 
rate may command me,, anfwered the knight: out 
with your fcjuple, then.: for fcriiples- of confoience 
are very uncomfortable companions," •* WitK-ypuir . 
good pcrmiffion^ replied the pricftj, ibis 19^ it> I cas- 
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Ijy nd metim pcrfuade ihyfelf that the whok tribe of 
knights-enrant, ^Hu>m your worlhip has named, 
-wete really and truly earthly pcrfotis of Rdh and 
Wood : b*i the contrary, I imagine all thefe things 
*re fiiEiiond, fabl<^9, and lying dreams j recounted hy 
incn who are'awate, or rather by thofe who are half 
«fle^p.** " That, faid Don Quixote, is another er- 
ifoir incident to mirny people, who do not believe that 
«iny fmch knights ever exifteo \ and I have, on divers 
and fundry occafions, endeavoured to diffipate that 
alhioft general miftake by the light of truth : Ibme- 
ibnes, indeed, I have not fucceeded in my attempts ; 
however, I have frequently gained my point, by fup- 
^ortitig it on the fhoulders of demonft^tion ; and 
truly the cafe is (b clear, that 1 could, almoft affirm I 
have with my own eyes beheld Amadis de Gaul, "wha 
"was a tall man, of a fair complexion, well fumiflied 
•with a black beard, his afpe£l fomcthing between 
mild andfevere, concife of fpeech, flow to anger, and 
foen appeafed. In the fame, manner, methinks, t 
could delineate and psrint all the knights-errant that 
ever were recorded in hiftory y for, according to the 
ideas formed by reading thefe hiftories, and by com- 
;paring their exploits and difpofitions, found philofo- 
^hy may difcover their lineaments, ftatures, and' 
4y)mpiexions." ** Signor Don Quixote, faid the bar- 
ber, hpw large do you think the giant Morgante 
muft have been ?** *f As to the affair of giants, an- 
fwcred the knight, there are different opinions; fomc 
^f&rming, and others denying, the' exiftence of any 
Juch bemgs : but the holy fcriptures, which furely 
icaiinot fail otie atom in point of truth, put that afr 
ii&f beyond all difpute, in relating the ftoiy of that 
■fliyifline GoUah, who Was. feven cubits and an half 
'in height : - a mc^ amazing ftature ! Befides, in the 
UhfuA ©f Sicily, feveral thigh and ihouldet-bones have 
%teeii dug up, fo large as to manifeft, that the perfons» 
te 'sAhem ftey bcionged tnuil hm^ been hitge igiants, 
■'jr as 
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fls tall as high towers } «nd this can be proved by- 
m^ematical demonftration : but tieverthelefs I will 
not pretend to afcertain the fize of Morgante i thougk 
I belkve he was not very tall> becaufe I find in th& 
hiftory which gives a particular account of his et«- 
ploicsi that he often fiept under a roof : now, if theve 
was any houfe capacious enough to receive him, his 
magnitude could not be very extraordinary." <* N6, 
furely^" faid the curate, who, being diverted with his 
extravagant aflertions, aiked his opinion concerning 
the looks and perfons of Reynaldo de Mbntalbah, 
Bon Orlando, and the reft of the twelve peers of 
France, who were all knights-errant. ** With rc^ 
gard to Reynaldo,^anfwered Don Quixote, I will ven- 
ture to fay, he was broad vifaged, of a ruddy com* 
plexion, with large rolling eyes, full of pun£lilio9 
exceffively choleric, and a friend to robbers and va- 
gabonds. As for Roldan, or Rotolando^ or Orlando, 
for he is mentioned in hiftory by all thefe names, it 
is my opinion, and I affirip, that he was of a mid- 
<iling ftature, broad-ihouldered, fomewhat bandy- 
legged, of a dark complexioa and carotty beard, 
hairy all over, with a ^frowning afpe^, fparing of 
fpeech, though very affable and welWared/* « If 
Roldan wai not tnore comely thaii you have repre- 
fcnted him, replied the curate, I do not wonder that 
Angelica the Fair difdained atid deferted him, for the 
gallantry, mirth, ^and pfcafantry of the little fmeck- 
faced Moor, to whofe embraces ihe yielded ; an^, 
futely, flic was in dre right to prefer the fmoodinefe 
of Medoro to tjie roughnefs of Roldan.** « Thaft 
fame Angelica, .Mr. Curate, faid the knight, was an 
unfettled rambKng- young woman, that longed after 
novelties, and left the world «8 full <rf her imperti* 
cent a£tions as of th« lame of her beauty. She un- 
dervalued a thoufand noblemen, a thoufand valiant 
and difcreet admirers, and contented herfelf with a 
yellow-haired page^ who had neither fortuix! nor 
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reputation, but that of being grateful to his frien4* 
The renowned Ariofto, who fung the praifes of her 
beauty, either not daring or not defigning to rehearfe 
what happened to her after her bafe intrigue, be- 
caufe he deemed it a theme not extremely honourable 
for his mufe, dropped her at thefe lines : 

Another bard may fing in loftier lay. 
How he obtained the fcepter of Cathay. 

And truly this was a fort of prophecy, for the poets 
are alfo called vates, which in Latin fignifies diviners^, 
and it was plainly verified in the event, an Andalu- 
Can bard having fince that time fung in verfe her 
tears and lamentation, as the mod famous and fub* 
limc genius, of Caftile hath celebrated her beauty." 

** Pray tell me, fignor Don Quixote, faid the bar- 
ber, among all thofe aufhors who have written in 
her praife, hath not fome one or other compofed a 
fatire againft my lady Angelica ?" " I firmly believe, 
replied the knight, that if Sacripante or Roldan had 
been bards, they would h'iave made the damfel fmart 
feverely, it being natural and peculiar to poets, who 
^rc difdained and reje^ed by their falfe miftrefics, 
whether real or imaginary, to revenge themfelves 
by fatires and lampoons 5 a refentment altogether 
unworthy of generous breafts; but hitherto I have 
not met with any fuch defamatory verfes againft the 
lady Angelica, though fhe made ftrange confufion in 
the world." " That is a wonder, indeed," faid the cu.- 
rate ; when hearing the houfe-keepcr and niece, who 
had fome time before quitted the company, bawling 
aloud in the yard, th^y ran out to fee what was the 
occafion of fuch noife.^

The notable fray that* happened between Sancho and 
Don Quixote's niece and houfe-keeper ; with other 
diverting incidents. 

'Tp H E hiftory relates, that the noife which Doi^ 
Quixote, the curate, and barber heard, was oc- 
cafioned by the niece and houfe-keeper fcolding at 
Sancho, who ftruggled to get in and fee his mailer^ 
while they defended the door. " What does the 
fwa[^ bellied lurcher want in this houfe i faid the houfe* 
keeper ; get you home, brother 5 it was you, and none 
but you, that turned my poor mailer's brain, enticing 
him from his own home, to ilrole about the high- 
ways.'' To this apoftrophe Sancho replied, " Houfe- 
keeper of Satan ! 'tis my brain that's turned ; 'twa$ 
I that was' enticed to ftrole about the highways, and 
not thy mailer ; for he carried me a rambling : fo 
that you have reckoned without your. hoft. 'Twas 
he that wheedled me from my own houfe, with the 
promife of an ifland, which I expeA' to this good 
hour." " DevV choak thee with 4flands, thou curfed 
cormorant ! cried the niece, and pray what is an ifland ? 
is it any thing to eat, thou gorbellied glutton, ha ?" 
" No not to e&t, 5jut to govern, anfwered Sancho, and 
a fat government it is. Better than four cities, or the 
places of any four of the king's alcades." ** Be that as '' 
will, faid the houfe-keeper, thou (han't fet foot in th3 
houfe, thou bag of mifchief and bundle of malice ! go 
and look after thy own family, fatten thy hogs, and 
let us hear no more of thefe iflands or oyl-lands." 

The curate and barber were highly entertained 
with this dialogue ; but Don Quixote fearing that 
Sancho would open his budget^ and diiburthen him* 
felf of fome mifchievous load of folly, by blabbing 
things not much to hid credit, called him in> bidding 
• . a *« 
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the women hold their tongues, and give him entrance. 
Sancho being accordingly admitted, the curate and 
barber took their leave of Don Quixote, whofe reco- 
very they defpaired of, feeing him fo unalterably fix- 
ed in his folly, and fo wholly poffefled with the fran- 
tic fpirit of knight-errantry, " You fhall fee, neigh- 
bour, faid the curate to the barber, that when >ve 
leaft think of it, this poor gentleman will make an- 
other fally." ** That I make no doubt of, anfwcred 
(he barber ; but I don't wonder fo much at the mad-« 
nefs of the knight as at the (implicity of the f^uire, 
who believes fo devoutly in this iiland, that I^hink 
all the invention of man could not extrafl it from his 
fkull." *< God mend them ! replied the . curate ; 
mean while, let us keep a AxiQ: eye over their beha« 
viour, and obferve the operation of their joint extra- 
vagance; for the madnefs of the matter feems to have 
been caft in the fame mould with the foolifhnefs of 
the. man, and, in my opinion, ^he one without the 
other would not be worth a farthing." <* True, faid 
the barber, and Ifhould be glad to know what they 
are now talking t)f." " I dare fay, replied the cu- 
rate, the niece an* hotife-keeper wHI give us a good 
Account of their converfation j for they are none of 
ihofe who can refift the opportunity of liftcning," 

In the- mean time, Don Quixote having (hut h|m- 
felf up in his apartment with Sancht), faid, ** It 
4<vcs me much concern, Sancho, to hear thee fay, as 
thou dott, that I enticed thee from thy cottage, when 
thou knoweft that I, at the fame time, quitted mj 
own houfe : together we fet out, lived and travelled 
together ; (haring the fame fortune and the fame 
Sate. If thou haft been once tofTed in a blank^et, I 
have been bruifed an hundred times, atid thi& is the 
only pre-eminence I enjoyed/' " And that's but 
teafonable, replied Sancho, according to your wor- 
fiiip's own r^mark^ didl misfortutle £dongs mojpe to 

I . knights** 
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knigbts-errant than to their -fqu ires/' ** There you 
are xniftaken, Sancho, faid Don Quixote ^ for the 
Latin adage fays, Qyando caput dolet, &c.'' ** Nay, 
quoth Sancho, I underftatid no lingo but my mother-^ 
tongue." " The meanings faid the mafter, is. When 
the head akes, all the members are afie^led* I 
therefore, as thy lof d and mafter, am thy head, and 
thou, as my fervant, art a part of me; fothat what* 
ever mifchief has happened or may happen to me^ 
ought to extend to thee likewife, in the fame man- 
ner as I bear a (hare in all thy fufFerings." ** So it 
ought to be, faid Sancho j but when I, as a member^ 
was tofied in a blanket, my head fat peaceably on the 
other (ide of th^ wall, and beheld me vaulting in the 
air, without feeling the leaft uneafinefs; and £nce 
the members are obliged to ake with the bead, I 
think it is but juft that the head ihould ake with the 
members." << How canft thou affirm, Sancho, re* 
plied Don Quixote, that I felt no pain while thou 
waft tofied in the blanket i Say or think fo no more | 
for I was, at that time, more ajBSi&ed in mind thaa 
thou in body. 

<< But let us wave this fubjed: for the prcfent ; an4 
tin&e will, no doubt, oficr an opportunity of confider^ 
ing it more maturely, and of fetting every thing to 
rights : and Idl me, frie^ Sandboy how am I fpoke 
of in this place ? what fay the vulgar ? what charac* 
ter do I bear among the gentry? and how ami 
treated by tlie knights? what is their opinion of my 
valour, exploits, and courteous behaviour? and how 
do they relifh the defign I have undertt^ken of raifing 
and reftoring to the world the long-forgotlen ^der 
of knight-errantry ? In ihort, Sancho, 1 defire that 
thou wilt inform me of every thing thou haft heard on 
this fubjeft, without adding to the good, or fubtra^iing 
from the evil \ it being the duty of faithful fervants t^ 
reprefent the truth to their mafters in its- o^n na*. 
tive ftrmji neither exaggerated by adulation, nor dih 

miniibed 
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.miniflied by any other vain refpeft ; and let me tell 
thee,' Sancho, if the naked truth was. always con- 
veyed to the ears of princes, undifguifed by flattery, 
we fliould fee better days, and other xras would de- 
ferve the name of the iron age more thati the pre- 
fent, which would be juftly looked upon as the age 
of gold. Remember this advice, Sancho, and inform 
me, with > honefty and difcretion, of all that thou 
knovveft in regard to what I have afked." <^ That 
I will with all my heart, Sir, anfwered Sancho, on 
condition that your worfhip won't be offended -with 
the truth, fince you defire to fee it- in its nakednefs, 
juft as it came to my knowledge." ** I fliall not be 
offended in the leafl, repliecj Don Quixote: fpeak 
therefore freely, withdut going about the bufh." 

<« Well then, faid the fquire, in the firft place, 
you muft know that the common people think your 
wor&ip a (lark daring madman, and me a mofl no^ 
torious fool: the better fort fay, that, fcorning the 
rank of a privs^tc gentleman, you have put Don before 
your name, and dubbed youffelf knight, with a 
fmall garden, a few acres of land, and a doublet 
clouted on both fides. * The knights forfooth are af- 
fronted that your fmall gentry fliould pretend to vie 
with them, efpecially thofe needy fquires who fole 
their own fhoes, and darn their black hofe with green 
filk." *< That obfervation, faid Don Quixote, can- 
not afie£fc me ; for I always wear good cloaths, and 
never appear patched. My doublet may, indeed, be 
torn ; but then it is by my armour, not by time.** 
** Touching the valour, courtefy, adventures, and 
defign of your worfliip, faid Sancho, there, are dif- 
ferent opinions. Some fay he is mad, but a diverting 
madman ; others allow that he is valiant, but un- 
lucky ; a third fet obferve that he is courteous, but 
impertinent ; and in this manner we are handled fo 
feverely, that neither your worfliip nor I have a whole 
bone left." " You fee, Sancho, faid Don Quixote, 

that 
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thzt whenever virtue fliincs in an eminent degree, 
Ihe always meets with perfecution. Few or none * of 
the celebrated heroes of antiquity could cfcape the 
calumnies of malice: Julius Caefar, a moft daring, 
wife, and valiant general, was accufed of being am- 
bitious, and not over- cleanly in his cuftoms or appa- 
rel : Alexander, who by his atchievcments acquired 
the name of Great, was faid to be a drunkard : and 
Hercules, renowned for his labours, reported to have 
been lewd and effeminate : Don Galaor, brother of 
Amadis de Gaul, was grumbled at for being excef- 
iively quarrelfome ; and Amadis himfelf ridiculed as 
an arrant whiner'. Therefore, fon Sancho, among fo 
many afperijons thrown upon fuch great men, I may 
well overlook what is faid againft me ; fince it is no 
worfe than what thou hiift repeated." *< That's the 
very thing, body of my fathjfer !" replied Sancho* 
** What, is there any thing more ?" faid his maften 
" More ! cried the fquire, the tail is yet unflca'd. 
What you have heard is but cakes and gingerbread ; 
but, if your worihip would know all the backbitings 
we fuffer, I will this moment bring hither one, who 
can inform you of every circumftance, without lofing. 
a crumb ; for, lafl: night, the fon of Bartholomew 
Carrafco arrived from Salamanca, where he has been 
at his ftudies, and got a batchelor's degree: and 
when I went to welcome him home, he told me there 
was a printed book of your worfhip's hi (lory, in 
which you go by the name of * the ingenious fquire 
Don Quixote de la Mancha / and that I am men- 
tioned in it by my own name of Sancho Panza, as 
well as my lady Dulcinea del Tobofo, jvith other 
things that' paffed between you and me only ; at 
hearing of which I crofled myfelf through fear, won- 
dering how they fliould come to the knowledge of 
the hiftorian/' " You may depend upon it, Sancho, 
faid Don Quixote, the author of our hiftory muft be 
fome fage enchanter ; for notliing is hid from writers 
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of that clafs." " How can he. be a fage enchanter^ 
faid Sancho, when batchdor Sampfon Carrafco (foi] 
that's the name of him who told me) fays tlie authoii 
ofourhiftory is called Cid Hamet Bean-and-jelly ?" 
<^ That name is Moorifh," replied Don Quixote. 
«< Very like, faid the fquire j for I have often nearci,i 
that the Moors are very fond of beans and jellies." 
•* Thou muft certainly be miftaken, Sancho, faid 
i)on Quixote, in the furname of that Cid, which, in 
Arabic, fignifies Signor." *^ Very poffible, anfwered 
the fquire ; but if your worlhip defires to fee the 
batchelor, I will bring him hither in a twinkling*^'* 
♦* Thou wilt oblige me very much, my friend, faid 
Don Quixote , for what thou haft told me has bred 
fuch doubts and fufpence within me, that I cannot 
eat a morfel with any fatisfa£l:ion, until I am informed 
of the whole afiair." « Then I'U go feck him,*' re- 
plied Sancho ; who leaving his mafter, went in quefl 
of the batchelor, with whom he returned in a little 
time, and a moft pleafant dialogue enfued* 

CHAP- in. 

The ludicrous converfation that pafled between Don 
Quixote, Sancho Panza, and the batchebr Sampfon 
Carrafco, 

T^ON Quixote remained extremely penfivc, m 
-•-^ expeftation of the batchelor Sampfon Carrafco, 
from whom he hoped to hear news of hiihfelf in 
print, according to Sancho's , information ; though 
he could hardly perfuade himfelf, that there could 
be fuch a hiftory extant 5 the blood of his enemies 
whom he had flain, being fcarce, as yet, dry upon 
the blade of his fword, and yet they would have his 
high atchievemcnts already recorded in printed books. 
He therefore imagined that fome fage, either friend 
or foe, had caft them off, by the power of inchant- 
ment 3 if a frieixl^ in order- tp aggrandize^ and extol 

* them 
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them above the mod diftinguifhed exploits of knight- 
errantry ; if an enemy, to annihilate and deprefs them 
beneath the meaneft a£tions that ever were recorded 
of any fquire. ** Although^ faid he within him- 
felf, the deeds of ^]uires arc never committed to 
^Titing ; and if my hiftory aftually exifts^ feeing it 
treats of a knight-errant, it muft, of necefhty, be 
pompous, fublime, furprifing, magnificent, and 
true/* This reflexion confoled him a little : but he 
became uneafy again, when he recolIe£l:ed that his 
author was a Moor, as appeared by the name of Cid ; 
and that no truth was to be expefted from that people, 
who are all falfe, deceitful, and chimerical. He 
was afraid that his amours were treated with fpme 
indecency, that might impair and prejudice the ho- 
nour of his lady Dulcinea del Tobofo, wifhing for 
nothing more than a true reprefentation of his fide- 
lity, and the decorum he always preferved, in rcfufiiig 
queens, empreffes, and damfels of all. ranks, thus 
keeping the impulfe of his paffions under the rein. 
Tofled therefore, and fluftuating on thcfe and many 
other fancies, he was found by Sancho and Carrafco, 
whom the knight received with" great courtefy. 

The batchclor, though his name was Sampfon, 
was not very big, but a great wag, of a pale com- 
plexion and excellent underftanding ; he was about 
the age of four and twenty ; had a round vifagc, flat 
nofe, and capacious mouth, all fymptoms of a mlf- 
chievous difpofition, addiftcd to jokes and raillery 5 
as appeared, when he approached Don Quixote, be- 
fore whom he fell upon his knees, faying, *' Permit 
me to kifs your moft puilTant hand, fignor Don Quix- 
ote de la Mancha ; for hy the habit of St. Peter, 
which I wear, though I have received no other orders 
than the firft four, your wprfhip is one of the moft 
famous knights-errant that ever were, or "ever -will 
be, within the circumference of the globe ! Bleft. be 
Cid Hami^t Bencngcli, who wrote the hiftory of your 

great- 
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grcatnefs ! and thrice bleft that curious perfon wHo 
took care to have it tranflated from the Arabic into 
our mother tongue, for die entertainment of man^ 
kind." Don Quixote raifing him up, faid, " Tis 
true,* then, that there is a hiftory of me, and that 
the fage who compofed it is a T.Ioor." " So true, 
fignor (faid Sampfon), that to my certain knowledge, 
there are twelve thoufand volumes of it this day in 
print ; let Portugal, Barcelona, and Valencia, where 
they were printed, contradift me, if they can. It is 
even reported to be now in the prefs at Antwerp ; and 
I can eafily perceive, that thcjre is fcarce a nation or 
language into which it lyill not be tranflated." ** One 
of the things, faid Don Quixote on this occafion, 
which ought to afford the greateft fatisfa£lion to a 
virtuous and eminent man, is to live and fee himfelf 
celebrated in different languages, and his a£^ions re- 
corded in print, with univerfal approbation ; I fay 
with approbation, becaufe to be reprefented other- 
wife, is worfe than the worfl of deaths." ** In point 
of reputation and renown, faid the batchelor, your 
worfhip alone bears away the palm from all other 
knights-errant; for the Moor in Arabic, and the 
Chriflian in his langiiage, have been careful in paint- 
ing the gallantry of your worfliip to the life j your 
vaft courage in encountering dangers, your patience 
in adverfity, your fortitude in the midft of wounds 
artJ mifchance, together with the honour and chaftity 
of your Platonic love for my lady Donna Dulcinea 
delTobofo." 

Here Sancho interpofmg, faid, " I never heard my 
lady called Donna Dulcinea, but fimply the lady 
Dulcinea del Tobofo ; fo that there . the hiflory 13 | 
wrong." " That is no material objeftion," anfwer- 
ed Carrafco. " No fure, replied the knight j but 
tell me,. Mr. Batchelor, which of my exploits is moft 
efteemed in this hiftory." " As to that particular, 
faid t!ie batchelor, there are as many different opi- 
nions 
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nlons as there are difFerent taftes. Some (lick to the 
adventure of the windmillsi which to your worflitp 
appeared monftrous giants ; others, to that of the 
fulling-mills: this reader^ to the defcription of the 
two armies, which were afterwards metamorphofed 
into flocks of fhe^p : while another magnifies that of 
the dead body, which was carrying to the place of 
interment at Segovia : one fays, that the deliverance 
of the galley-ilaves excels all the reft ; and a fecond 
affirms, that none of th^m equals the adventure of 
the Bcnedi£iine giants, and your battb with the va- 
liant Bifcayner." 

Here Sancho interrupting him again, faid, " Tell 
me, Mr. Batchelor, is the adventure of the Yangue- 
fians mentioned, whwi our modeft Rozinante * longed 
for green peafe in December ?" ** Nothing, replied 
Sampfon, has efcaped the pen of the fage author, 
who relates every thing moft minutely, even to the 
capers which honed Sancho cut in the blanket/' 
" 1 cut no capers in the blanket, anfwered Sancho ; 
Ijut in the atr I grant you I performed more than 
^ defired," " In my opinion, faid Don Quixote, 
^here is no human hiftory that does not contain re- 
verfes of fortune, efpecially thofe that treat of chi- 
valry, which cannot always be attended with fuccefs," 
" Ncverthelefs, refumed the batchelor, fome who 
have read your hiftory, fay they fhould not have been 
forry, had the author forgot a few of thofe infinite 
^tubbings, which, in different encounters, were be- 
ftowed on the great Don Quixote." " But, in this, 
confifts the truth of hiftory," faid the fquire. 

Don Quixote obferved, that they might as well 
have omitte^ them ; for thofe incidents, which nci-

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ther change nor affe£^ the truth of the ftory, ought 
to be left out, if they tend to depreciate the chief 
character. ** Take my word for it, faid he, j£neas 
was not fo pious as Virgil reprefents him, nor UlyfTes 
fo prudent as he is exhibited by Homer/' *« True, 
laid Sampfon ; but it is one thing to compofe as a 
poet, and another to record as an luflorian : the poet 
may relate or rehear fe things, not as they were, but 
as they ought to have been; whereas an hiftorian 
muft tranfmit them, not as they ought to have been, 
- but exaftty as they were ; without adding to, or fub- 
tra£ting the leaft tittle from the truth/' « Since tliia 
Moori^ gentleman has told all the truth> faid Sancho, 
I don't doubt that, among the drubbings of my lif- 
ter, he. has mentioned mine alfo; for they never took 
the meafure of his fhoulders, without croi&ng my 
whole body : tut at this I. ought not to wonder, fince, 
as he obferves, when the head aches, the members 
^ught to have their (hare of the pain." " Yqu arc 
a fly rogue, Sancho, replied Don Quixote ; and I .find 
you don't want memory, when you think proper to 
yfe it." <« If I had all the mind in the world, faid 
Sancho, to forget the blows I have received, the 
marks, which are ftill frelh upon my carcafe, would 
By no means allow Aie." 

> ^ Ek)ld your peace, Sancho, faid die knight, and 
Jon't interrupt Mr. Batchelor,' whom I intteat to pro- 
ceed ; and let me know what more is (aid of me in 
^is fame hiftory." <^ Ay,'and of me too, cried Sancho, 
who,- they fay, am. one of the principal perfonages of. 
it." ** You mean perfbns and not perfonages, friend 
Sancho," faid Sampfon. ^« What ! hafve we got another ' 
Kpvimander of words? faid the fquire ;. fince it is] 
come to tliis, we fhall never have done." ** Plague-J 
light on me ! Sancho, replied tiie batchelor, if you 
are not the iecond perfon of the hiilory } and there 
are.many who would rather bear you fpeak than the 
firft character in the book ; though fomc there be aU 

ID fO| 
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tOy who (ay you are exceffirely credulous, in believ- 
ing there eould be any foundation for the govern- 
ment of that ifland, which was promifed to you by 
fignor Don Quixote, here prcfent.*' *« * Their is 
no time loftj {aid Don Quixote : while thou art ad- 
vancing in years, Sancho, age will bring experience ; 
and then thou wilt be more qualified and fit to go« 
vem than thou art at prefcnt." ** Tore God ! Sir, 
faid Sapcho^ the ifland which I cannot govern widi 
thefe years'! (hall never govern, were I as old as 
MethufaEem : the mifchief is, that this fame ifland 
is dclayetVI don't know how; hot that I want nod- 
dle to gov^ra it." <' Recommend it, Sancho, laid 
Don Quixote, to the dire£tion of heaven, which does 
all for the beft^ and may perhaps exceed your expec- 
tation;^ for not a leaf can move upon a tree, without 
the permiflion of God." << True, (aid Sampfon, if 
it be the will of God, Sancho fhall not want a thou« 
fand iflands, much lefs one to govern." << I hane 
feen governors in my time, quoth Sancho, who, to* 
my thinking, did not come up to the ible of my IhoCy 
and . yet they were called your lordfliip, and ferved 
m plate." " Thofe were not governors of iflands, 
repUed Sampfon, but of other governments more ea- 
fily managed; for fuch as govern iflands ought at 
ieaft to have fomc grammatical knowledge." ** I 
know very well how to f cram, faid Sancho ; but as 
to the matted cawl, I will neither meddle nor ms^e, 
• becaufe I don't underft^nd it : but leaving this go- 
^crnracnt in the hands of God, who will diipofe of 
me the beft for his own fervice, I am, Mr. Batchelor 
Sampfon Carrafco, infinitely pkafed and rejoiced that

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the author of our hiftory has fpoke of me in fuch ^ 
manner as not to give offence ; for, by the fai'th of 
good fquire ! if he had faid any thing of me, that did 
not become an old chriftian as I am, the deaf ihoulc] 
have theard of it.** ♦* That were a miracle indeed P* 
anfwered Sampfon. " Miracle or no miracle, faid 
8ancho, let every man take care how he (peaks or 
writes of honeft people, and not fet down at a ven- 
ture the firft thing that comes into his jolterhead." 

" One of the faults that arc found with the hiftory, 
added the batchelor, is, that the author has inferted 
in it a novel, intituled, The Impertiner^^ Curiofity, 
Not that the thing itfelf is bad, or poorly executed ; 
J>ut becaufe it is unfeafonable, and has nothing to do 
with the (lory of his worfhip fignor Don Quixote." 
*^ rn lay a wager, cried Sancho, that this fon of a 
cur has made a ftrange hodge-podge of the whole." 
«* Now I iind, faid the knight, that the author of 
my hiftory is no fage, but fome ignorant prater, who, 
■without either judgment or premeditation, has un- 
dertaken to write it at random, like Orbaneja the 
painter of Ubeda, who being a(ked what he painted, 
^anfwcrqd, -^^ Juftas it happens;" and when he would 
fometimes ferawl out a mifhapen cock, was fain to 
write under it in Gothic letters, This is a cock j and 
my hiftory being of the fame kind, will need a com- 
mentary ?to maie it intelligible." *< Not at all," 
anfwered Sampfon, ** it is already fo plain, that there 
is not the leaft ambiguity in it : the very children 
handle it, boys read it, men imderftand, and old 
people appUud it : in ihort, it is fo thumbed, fo read, 
fo well known by every body, that no fooner a mea- 
gre horfe appears, than they fay, «< There goes 
Rozinante 5*^ but thofe who perufe it moft, are your 
pages: you cannot go into a nobleman's anticham- 
ber where you won't find a Don Quixote, which is 
no focner laid down by one, than another takes it 
up, fome ftrugglmg, and fome intreating for a fight 

Pf 
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of it : in fine, this hiftory is the moft delightful and 
leaft prejudicial entdttainment that ever was fecn : 
for in the whole book there is not the lead (hadow 
oi a diihonourable word, nor one thought unworthy 
of a good catholic." ** To write otherwife, faid Don 
Quixote, were not to publiih truth, but to propa- 
gate lies ; and thofe hiftorians who deal in fuch, 
ought to be burnt like coiners of, falfe money : but I 
cannot imagine what induced the author to avail 
himfelf of novels and (lories that did not belong to 
the fubjeft, when he had fuch a fund of my adven* 
tures to relate : he doubtlefs (luck to the proverb *. 
So the gizzard is cranuned, it matters not how ; for, 
truly, had he confined himfelf to the mauifeftation 
of my reveries, my fighs, my tears, my benevolence, 
and undertakings, he might have cpmpiled a volume 
larger, or as large as all the works of f Toftatus bound 
together : • really, Mr. Batchelor, according to my 
comprehenfion, it requires great judgment, and a ripe 
underftanding, to compofe hiftories, or indeed any 
books whatever 5 for to write with elegance and, wit 
IS the province of great geniufes only: the wittieft 
perfon in the comedy is he that plays the fool ; for, 
he muil be no fimpleton who can exhibit a diverting 
reprefentation of folly. Hiftory is a facred fubje£i;» 
becaufe the foul of it is truth ; and where truth is, 
there the divinity will reGde : yet there are fome who 
compofe and cafl: off books, as if they were tofiing 
up a difli of pancakes."

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^* There is no book fo bad, faid the batcheloTj 
but you may find fomcthing good in it." ^* DoubtJ 
lefs, replied the knight ; but it frequently happens 
that thofe who have defervedly purchafed and aci 
quired great reputation by their writings, lofe it al^ 
or at leaft forfeit a part of it, in printing them.1 
*' The reafon, faid Sampfon, is, that prirtted workj 
are perufed with leifure, confequently their faalt^ 
cafily obferved ; and the greater the reputation of th^ 
author is, the more feverely are they fcrutinized 
men celebrated for their genius, great poetSj and ih 
luftrious hiftorians, are, for the mod part, if nol 
always, envied by thofe whofe pleafure and particu^ 
lar entertainment confifts in criticifing the works oi 
others, without having obliged the world with an J 
thing of their own." " That is not to be wondered 
at, laid Don Quixote; for there are many theolo4 
gills who make but a poor figure in the pulpit, and 
yet 9re excellent in difcerning the faults and fuper^ 
iluities of thofe who preach well." " That is zl\ 
true, fignor Don Quixote, faid Carrafco ; and I could 
wifh that thofe cenfurers were either a little more 
compaffionate, or fomething lefs fctupulous, than to 
infift upon fuch blemHhes of the work they decry, as 
may be compared to little fpots in the fun, and as 
aliquando bonus dormitat Homerus, confider' hoW 
long the author watched, in order to difplay the light 
of his performance, with as little (hade as poffible: 
perhaps too, thofe things which difguft them are x\& 
other than moles, that fometimes add to the beauty 
of the face on which tliey grow : and therefore I afn 
firm, that he who publifhc. a book runs an immenfe 
riik; becauie it i^ abfolutely impoffible to compoie 
fiich an one as will pleafe and entertain every reader." 
*^ I believe few will relifli that which treats of me," 
faid the knight. « Quite the contrary, anfwered 
Sampfon ; for as ftultorum infinitus eft numerus, the 
number of ihofe who arc delighted with yourhiftory 

is 
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is infinite ; though feme accufe the author's memory 
as falfe or faulty, becaufe he has forgot to tell who 
the thief was that Hole Sancho's Dapple, of whom 
there was not^ a word mentioned ; we can only infer 
from the hiftory, that he was ftolen ; and by-and-by 
we Rni the fquire mounted on the fame bead, with- 
out knowing how he was retrieved : they fay likewife, 
that he has omitted telling what Saiicho did with 
thofe hundred crowns which he found in the port- 
manteau, in Sierra Morena ; and which are never 
mentioned, though many people defire to know what 
ufe he made of them ; and this is one of the chief dc- 
feds in the work." . * 

" Mr. Sampfon, anfwered the fquire, I am not in 
a humour at prefent to give accounts and reckon- 
ings of that affair; for I feel a certain qualmiChnefs in 
iny ftomach) and if I don't recruit it with a couple of 
draughts of old ftingc, I fliall be in mod grievous 
taking *( I have the cordial at home^ and my dame 
waits for me ; but when I have filled my belly, I will 
return and fatisfy your worihip, and all the world, 
in whatever they fhall defire to alk, both with reganl 
to the lofs of my beaft, and fpending of the hun- 
dred crowns." So, without expefting a reply, or 
fpeaking another word, he hied him home, while 
Don Quixote defired and intreated the batchelor ta 
ftay and do penance with him. The batchelor ac- 
cepted the invitation, and flayed ; a pair of pigeons 
was added to the knight's ordinary : he talked of no- 
thing but chivalry at table, and Carrafco encouraged 
the difcourfe : the repaft ended, they took their af- 
ternoon's nap, Sancho returned, and the former con- 
Terfation was renewed.

In which Sancho Panza fatisfies the doubts, and an— 
fwers the quedions of batchelor Sampfon Carrafco j 
with other incidents worthy to be recited and known • 

oAncho returning to his matter's houfe, rcfumed 
^ the former converfation, to gratify Mr. Samp- 
fon^ who faid Jie wanted to know when, in -what 
manner, and by whom his afs had been ftolen : ** You 
muft know, then, faid he, that very night we fled 
from tlie holy brotherhood, and got into the brown 
mountain, after the mifventurefomc adventure of the 
galley-flaves, and the corpfe that was carrying to Se- 
govia, we took up our quarters in a thicket, where 
my matter and I, being both fatigued, and forely 
bruifed in the frays we had juft finifiied, went to reft, 
he leaning upon his lance, and I lolling upon Dap- 
ple, as if we had been ftretched upon four feather- 
beds ; I, in particular, flept fo found, that the thief, 
whofoever he was, had an opportunity of coming and 
propping me up with four ftakes, fixed under the' 
eomer oiFmy pannel, on which I was left aftridc; fo 
that he flipt Dapple from under me, without my per- 
ceiving it in the leaft/' " And this is no difficult 
matter, nor new device, faid Don Quixote j for the 
fame thing happened to Sacripante at the fiege of Al- 
braca, where, by this contrivance, his horfe was 
ftolen from between his legs by the famous robber 
Brunelo *.*' ** When morning came, j^oceeded San- 
cho, I no fooner began to ftretch myfelf, than the 
ftakes gave way, and down I came to the ground with 
a vengeance : I looked for my beaft, and finding he 
was gone, the tears gufhed from my eyes, and I fet

** And how does the author feem inclined ?^ faid the 
knight. ** How ! anfwered Carrafco, to fet the prefs 
agoing, as (bon as he can find the hiftory, for which 
he is now fearching with all imaginable diligence; 
thereto fwaycd by intereft> more than by any motive 
of praife.'* ** Since the author keeps intereft and 
money in his eye, faid Sancho, it will be a wonder if 
he fuccecds : for he'll do nothing but hurry, hurry, 
like a taylor on Eafter-eve ; and your works that are 
trumped up in a hafte, are never finiflicd with that 
perfe£l:ion they require : I would have Mr. Moore take 
care and confider what he is about ; for my mafter 
3^nd I will furnifli him with materials, in point of ad- 
ventures and different events, fufBcient to compofe 
not only one, but a hundred fecond parts. What ! 
I fuppoie the honeft man thinks wc are now fleeping 

among 
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imong ftraw ; but let him lift up our feet, and then

declared his intention to the batchelor, whofe advice 
he afked with regard to the rout he ihould take. 
Sainpfon faid, that in his opinion, he ought to diref):

notice, that if he carries me along with him, it iliall

and even if he (hould not keep his word, here (land 
I, fimple^as I am^ and one man muft not depend 
upon another, bvt truft in God alone : befides, the 
bread I eat, without a government, mayhap will re- 
liih better than the dainties of a governor; and how 
4o I know bwt the devil may, in thefe governments, 
laife feme ftumbling-block, over which I fhall fall 
and beat out my grinders ? Sancho I was bom, and 
Sancho will I .die ; but neverthelefs, if by the favour 
of providence,.

" Brother Sancho, faid the batchelor, you hava 
fpoke like a profeiTor j but for alf that, put your 
truft in God, and fignor Don Quixote, who inftead 
of an iiland will give you a wholekingdom." " The 
ojie as likely as the othei;, anfwered Sancho ; though 
1 dare venture to aflure fignor Carrafco, that the king-' 
dom, which my mailer (hall beftow upon me, ^ill 
not be put into a rotten fack ; for I have felt my 
own pulfe, and find myfelf in health fulBcient to rule 
Vmgdoms and govern iflands, as I have, upon many 
other occafions, hinted to my mafter." " ConGder, 
>Sancho, faid the batchelor, tliat honours often change 
the difpofition^ and> perhaps, when you come to

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promifed to compcjfe fuch an acroftic as he defire^f »j 
whichj by the bye, he forefaw would be no eafy tafk^j 
becaufe the name confiftcd of feventeen letters, andr* 
if he ihould make four ftanzas of four lines each,: 
one muft be left out ; or fliould they be compofed of 
five, called decimas or roundelays, three letters would 
be wanting to complete the number : however, he ' 
would endeavour to fink one letter as much as he 
could ; fo that in four ftanzas the name Dulcinea del 
Tobofo (hould be included. <* That muft be done»

at all events, faid Don Quixote ; for if the name be 
not plain and manifeft, no woman, will believe that 
ftie was the fubje£l of the poem." This affair being" 
thus fettled, as alfo the time of their departure^ 
which was fixed at the diftance of eight days, Don 
Quixote charged the batchelor to keep it fecret, ef- 
pecially from the curate, Mr. Nicholas, his niece, 
and houfekeeper, that they might not obftruft his 
honourable and valiant determination. Carrafco, 
having promifed to obferve this caution, took his 
leave of the knight, whom he begged to favour Iiim 
on every occafion, with an account of his good or 
evil fortune; and Sancho went home, to provide 
every thing necefTary for their expedition.

^ H E tranflator fays, he looks upon this chapter

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the duty of a faithful trahflator, and therefore pro- 
ceeds in thcfe words : 

Sancho returned to his own houfe in fuch high 
fpirits, that his wife perceived his gaiety at the di- 
ftance of a bow-fhot, and could not help faying, 
" WTiat is the matter, friend Sancho, that you feem 
h joyful ?" To this queftion the fquire anfwered, 
" An it pleafed God, wife, I (faould be rery glad if 
I were not fo joyful as I feem to be.** •* Truly, huf- 
band, replied * Terefa, I don't underftand you ; and 
cannot conceive what you mean, by faying you fliould 
be very glad, an it pleafed God, you were not fa 
joyful ; for, iimple though I be, I am always glad with 
what makes me joyful." " Mark me, Terefa, faid 
the fquire, I am rejoiced, becaufe it is determined 
that I fliall return to the fervice of my mafter Don 
Quixote, who is going to make a third fally in queft ^ 
of adventures, and I muft accompany him in his ex- 
pedition 5 for fo my deftiny will have it, together 
with the comfortable and lively hope of finding an- 
other hundred crowns like thofe I have expended : 
on the other hand, forry am I to part with thee and 
my children ; and if God would permit me to eat 
my bread dry-fliod at home, without dragging jnc 
over clifts and crofs-paths (and this might be done at 
a fmall expence, if he would only fay the word) ; it 
is plain that my joy would be more firm and perfeftj 
whereas that which I feel at prefent is mingled with 
the melancholy thoughts of leaving thee, my duck : 
wherefore I juftly faid I (hould be glad, an it pleafed 
God, I were lefs joyful." " Verily, Sancho, faid his 
wife, ever fince you made yourfelf a member of 
Wight-errantry, you talk in fuch a round-about 
manner, that there is no underftanding what you 
fey." « Let it fuffice, anfwered the fquire, that I

am underftood by God, who is the underftander o€ 
all things ; and there let it reft : meanwhile, take 
notice, goffip^ it will be cotiTeuient for you to .ten<l 
Papple for thefe two or three days with fpecial care :

to carry arms, and look out for the pannel and the 
reft of the tackle j for we are not goiiig to a wedding, 
but to traverfe the globe, and give and take dry 
blows with your giants, dragons, and hobgoblins,, and 
hear nothing but hifling, roaring, bellowing, and 
bleating ; and all this would bp, but flowers of laven- 
der, were it net our doom to encounter with Yau- 
guefians and enchanted Moors." " I very well be- 
lieve that fquires-errant do not eat the bread of idle- 
jiefs, replied Terefa ; and therefore, bufband, I ihall. 
continually pray to our Lord, to deliver you from 
fuch misfortunes." ** I tell thee, wife, faid Sancho,. 
if I did not expc£l to fee myfelf in a little time gover- 
nor of an illand, I ftiould drop down dead upon the 
fpot." ^' By no means,, dear hufband, cried Terefa> 
let the hen live, though flie have the pip ; and I hope 
you will live, though the devil run away with all the 
governments upon earth ; Vv'ithout a government did 
you come from your mother's womb ; without a go- 
vernment have you lived to this good hour; and 
without a government fliall you go or be carried to 
your grave^ in God's own time : there are many in 
the world who have no governments ; and yet, for 
all that, they live and are numbered among the peo- 
ple. Hunger is the bed fauce ; and as that is never 
wanting among the poor, they always relifli what 
they eat : but take care, Sancho, if you come to a 
government, that you do n^ forget me and your 
children : confider, Sanchico has already fifteen good 
years over his head, and that it is time for him to go 
to fchoo!, if in cafe his uncle the abbot has a mind 
fo breed him to the church : confider too,, that your 
.daughter Mary Sancha will not break her heart if we 

marry 
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marry her ; for I am much raiftaken if Ihe does not 
long for a hufband as much as you do for a govern- 
ment ; and the ihort and the long of it is, you had 
better have your daughter ill buckled as a wife than 
well kept as a concubine." 

" Take my word for it, anfwered Sancho, if by 
the bleffing of God I come to any fort of -government, 
I intend, my dear, to match Mary Sancha fo high» 
that no body fhall come near her, without calline 
her your ladyfliip " " Never think of that, Sancho ! 
cried Terefa, match her with her equal ; which will 
be more prudent than to ralfe her. from clogs to pat- 
lens, from good fourtecn-penny hoyden grey, to 
farthingales and petticoats of filk, and from Molly 
and thou, to Denna and my lady fuch*a-one : tlie 
girl's head would be quite turned, and (he would be 
continually falling into fome blunckr, that would dif- 
cover the coarfe thread of her home-fpun breeding." 
^' Shut that fooliih mouth of tliine, faid Sancho : 
in two or three years practice, quality and polite- 
nefs will become quite familiar to her ; or, if tliey 
iliould not, Avhat does it fignify i let her firft be a 
lady, and then happen wha^ »will." " Meddle, 
Sancho, with thofe of your own ftation, replied Te- 
refa, and feek not to lift your head too high ^ but re- 
member the proverb that fays, when your neigh- 
bour's fon comes to the door, wipe his nofe and take 
him in. It would be a fine thing,' truly, to, match 
our Mary with a great count or cavalier, who would, 
>vhen he fhould take it in his head, look Upon lier as 
a monfter, and call her country wench, and clod- 
breaker's and hemp-fpinner's brat : that fliall never 
happen in my life-time, hufband 5 it was not for that 
I brought up my child : do you find a portion, and 
as to her marriage, leave that to my care : there is 
Lope Tocho, old John Tocho's fon, a jolly young 
fellow, ftout and wholefome, whom we all know, 
and 1 can perceive that he has no diflikc to the girl :. 

be- 
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befides, he being our equal, fhe will be very weli 
matched with him; for we (hall always have tl^m 
under our eye, and the two families will live together, 
parents and children, fons-in-law and grandfons, and 
the peace and bleffing of God will dwell amongft 
us : wherefore you fliall not match me her in your 
courts and grand palaces, where fhe will neither un- 
derftand nor be underttood." ** Hark ye, you beafl: 
and yoke-fellow for Barabbas ! replied Sancho ; why 
wouldH thou now, without rhime or reafon, prevent 
me from matching my daughter, fo as that my grand- 
children (hall be perfons of quality ? Remember, Te- 
refa, I have often heard my elders and betters ob- 
fcrve. He that's coy when fortune's kind, may after 
feek but never find. And iliould not I be to blame, 
if, now that (he knocks at my door, I fliould bolt it 
againft her ? Let us, therefore, take the advantage of 
the favourable gale that blows," 

It was this uncommon ftyle, with what Sancho 
fays below, that induced the tranflator to pronounce 
the whole chapter apocryphal. 

<* Can*t you perceive, animal, with half an eye, 
proceeded Sancho, tbjat I fhall aft wifely, in devot- 
ing this body of mine to fome beneficial government, 
that will lift us out of the dirt, and enable me to 
match Mary Sancha according to my own good plea- 
fure ? then wilt thou hear thyfelf called Donna Terefa' 
Panza, and find thyfelf fcatcd at church upon carpets, 
cuihions, and tapeflry, in defpite and defiance of all 
the fmall gentry in the parifh ; and not be always in 
the fame moping circumftances, without increafe or 
diminution, like a pifture in the hangings : but no 
more of this; Sanchica ihaU be a countefs, though 
thou ihouldft cry thy heart out." " Look before you 
leap, hufband, anfwered Terefa: after all, I wiflv 
to God this quality of my daughter may not be the 
caufe of her perdition : take your own way, and 
make her ducbefs or princefs, or what you pleafe ; 

but 
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But Pil affure you, it fliall never be with my confcnt 
or good-will : I was always a lover of equality, my 
dear, and can't bear to fee people hold their heads 
high without rcafon. Terefa was I chriftened, a 
bare and (imple name, without the addition, garni- 
ture, and embroidery of Don or Donna ; my father's 
n?.me is Cafcajo, and mine, as being your fpoufc, 
Terefa Panza, though by rights I fhould be called Te- 
refa Cafcajo : but as the king minds, the law binds : 
and with that name I am contented, though it be not 
burthened with a Don, which weighs fo heavy, that 
I ihould not be able to bear it \ neither will I put it 
in the power of thofe who fee me dreffed like a coun- 
tefs or governor's lady, to fay. Mind Mrs. Porkfced- 
er, how proud (he looks! it was but yefterday (he 
tolled hard at the diftafF, and went to mafs with the 
tail of her gown about her head, in (lead of a veil ; 
but now, forfooth, (he has got her fine farthingales 
and jewels, and hold >^ up her head, as if we did not 
know her. If God preferve me in my feven or five 
feiifes, or as many as they be, I (hall never bring 
myfelf into fuch a quandary : as for your part, fpoufe, 
you may go to your governments and iflatids, and 
be as proud as a peacock ; but as for my daughter 
and me, by the life of my father ! we will not ftir 
one ftep from the village ; for, the wife that dcferves 
a good name, flays at home as if ihe were lame ; and 
the maid muft ftill be a-doing, that hopes to fee the 
men come a-wooing. You and Don Quixote may 
therefore go to your adventures, and leave us to our 
mifvcntures ; for God will better our condition, if 
we deferve his mercy ; though truly I cannot imagine 
who jnade him a Don ; I am f^re neither his father 
nor grandfather had any fuch title." << I tell thee, 
wife, replied the fquire, diou hafl certainly got fome 
devil in that carcafe of thine : the Lord watch over 
thee, woman ! what a deal of (luff haft thou beea 

tacking together, witliout either head or tail ! What 

the 
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the devil has youc Cafcajos,. jewels, proverbs,, and 
pride j to do with what I have been faying ? Hark 
ye, you ignorant bead ; for fuch I may call thee, as 
thou had neither capacity to underftand my difcourfe^ 
nor prudence to make fure of good fortune, "when 
it lies in thy way, were I to fay, that my daughter 
lliall throw hcrfelf from the top of a fteeple, or go 
ftrollihg about the world, like, the Infanta Donna 
Uraca, thou wouldft have* reafon to contradid my 
pleafure : but if, in two turnings of a ball, and one 
twinkling of an eye, our good fortune Ihould lay a, 
title acrofs our flioulders, and raifing thee from the | 
ftiibble, fet thee in a chair of ftate, under a canopy, | 
or lay thee upon a fofa, confiding of more velvet * j 
alm<^b^ais, than there are Moors in all the family of 
the Almohadas in Morocco ; wherefore wouldft not 
thou confent, and with me enjoy the good-luck that 
falls?'* •* ril tell thee wherefore, hufband, replied 
Terefa, becaufe, as the fayifig^is, what covers, dif- 
covers thee: the eyes of people always run flightly 
over jj>e popr-^ but make a bait, to, examine ^e rich 4 
and if a perfon £9 examined wa^ once poot, then, 
comes tlie grumbling, and the ftandcring ; and he is- 
perfecuted by b^ck-biters, who fwarm ia our ftrect^ 
like bees." 

" Give ear, Terefa, and liften to what I am going 
to fay, anfwered Sancho j for mayhap thou haft never 
ixesffd fuch a thing in all the days of thy life : and I 
do not now pretend to fpeak from my own reflefticn, 
but to repeat the remarks of the good father who 
preached laft Leiit in our village: he faid, if I right 
remember, that all ipbjefts prefent to the view, exift, 
and are i'mprefled upqp the imagination,, with much 
greater enei:gy and force^ ,.than tbofe which we only 
remember to have feen. (The arguments here ufctl 
by Sancho, contributed alfo to make the tranflator

is prefcnt to our view ; and if the perfon, whom for- 
tune hath thus railed from the lownefs of oblivion to 
tlie height of profperity, be well-bred, liberal, and 
courteous, without pretending to vie with the ancient 
nobility, you may take it for granted, Tcrefa, that 
no body will remember what he was, but reverence 
what he now is, except- the children of envy, from 
whom no thriving perfon is fecure." ** I really do 
not underftand you, faid Terefa : you may do what' 
you will J but ftek not to diflraf): my brain with your 
rhetorick and. haranguing/ for if you be rqvblved to 
^0 what- you. fay-^" . ^•^ You muA call it Tefolyed j- 
woman, and ._ not revolvedi^* cried Sancfao. ** Never 
plague yourfelf to difpute with me, hufbandj an-» 
fvvered Terefa: I fpeak as God pleafes, and meddle 
not with other people's concerns. If you are obfti- 
nately bent upon this fame government, I defire you.

is but reafonable that the fons fhould inherit and, 
learn the trade of their fathers." ** As foon as I have 
obtained my .government, faul Salicho, I will fend thee.

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money, anfwered Tcrefa, and I will drefs him up

cried the wife, I fhall reckon her dead and buried j 
but, I tell you again, you may ufe your pleafure : for 
we women are born to be obedient to our hufbands, 
though they arc no better than Wocks." 

So faying, {he began to weep as bitterly as if fhe 
had adlually fecn her daughter laid in her grave: 
Sancho confoled her, by faying, that although {he mud 
be a countefs, he would defer her promotion as long 
as he could. Thus ended the converfation, and the 
fquirei went back to Don Quixote, to concert meafures 
for their fpeedy departure. 

CHAP. VI. 

Of what pafTed between Don Qut::otei his niece^ and 
houfekeeper, being one of the moft important chap- 
ters of the whole .hiftory. 

"VITHILE this impertinent converfation paflcd be-

To tnis decla- 
ration the knight replied, •^ Mrs. Houfekeeper, how 
God will accept of thy complaints I know not ; nei^ 
ther can I guefs in what manner his majefty will an- 
fwer thy petition : this only I know, that if I were 
king, I would excufe mjklt from anfwering that in- 
finite number of impertinent memoriais which are 
daily prefented ; for one of the greateft of the many 
fatigues that attend royalty, is that of being obliged to 
liften and reply to all petitions j therefore, I would 
not have his majefty troubled with any affair of mine." 
'^ Pray, Sir, faid the houfekeeper, are there no knights 
at Court ?" ** Yes, there arc many, anfwered Don 
Quixote ; and it is reafonable that tnere fhould be al- 
vays a good number in attendance to adorn the court, 
and fupport the pomp and magnificence of majefty." 
" Would it not be better, then, for your worfhip, re- 
plied the matron, to be one of that number, and ferve 
your king and mafter quietly and fafely at court ?" 
" You muft know, good woman, faid Don Quixote, 
^H knights cannot be courtiers ; neither can^ or ought 
all courtiers to be knights-errant : there ought to be 
plenty of both ; and though we are all knights, there 
is a great difference between the one fort and the 
other : your courtiers, without crowing the threfholds 
of their own apartments, travel over the world, in 
maps, gratis, and never know what it is to fuffer either 
Icat, coCd, hunger, or thirft, in their journey ; where- 
as^ we real knights-errant meafure the whole globe 
with our own footfteps, expofed night and day, on 
horfc-back and a-foot, to the fummer's fun and win- 
ter's cold, and all the inclemencies of the weather : 
We not only feek to fee the pifture, but the perfon 
of ovtr foe, and on all emergencies and occafions at- 
tack Jiim, without paying any regard to the trifling 

V rule? 
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rules of challenges,; whether, for example, his fvvord 
and lance be ihorter or longer than our own ; \irhe- 
ther he wears about him any relick or fecret coat of 
mail 5 or .whether the fun and wind be equally divid- 
ed 'f with other ceremonies of that nature, which are 
.ufualiy obferved in duelling, and which, though I 
•know them pun£lually, thou art little acquainted with ; 
thou muft alfo know, that a good knight-errant, though 
he fees ten giants, whofe heads not only touch, but 
overtop the clouds, with legs like lofty fteeples, and 
arms refembling the mafts of vaft and warlike fhips ; 
while each eye, as large as a mill-wheel, beams and 
burns like a gtafs furnace, is by no means confounded 
or abaihed ; but, on the contrary, with genteel de- 
meanour and intrepid heart, approaches, a^Taults, and, 
if poflible, vanquiihes and overthrows them in a twink- 
ling, though they are armed with the fhell of a certain 
fiih, faid to be harder than adamant \ and inftead of 
a fword, ufe a keen fcymitar of damaOced fleel, or a 
huge club armed with a point of the fame metal, as 
I have feen on a dozen di^erent occasions* All this I 
have mentioned, good woman, that thou mayeft fee 
what difference there is between knights of different 
orders i and every prince ought, in reafon, to pay 
greater refpeft to this fecond, or rather this firft fpe- 
cies of knights-errant, among whom, as we read in 
hiftory, there have been fome who were the bulwarks 
not only of one, but of many kingdoms." 

" Ah, dear Sir, cried the niece, interrupting him, 
confider that all thofe ftories of knights-errant are 
nothing but lies and invention 5 and every one of the 
books that contain them deferve, if not to be burnt, 
at leaft to wear a * fan benito, or fome other badge, 
by which it may be known for an infamous- perverter 
of virtue and good fenfe." " By the God that pro- 
tefts me ! cried the knight, wert thou not undoubt*

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edly my niece, as being my own fifter's childi I would 
chaftife thee in fuch a manner, for the blafphcmy 
thou hail uttered, that the whole World would re- 
found with the example ! How ! ffiall a pert baggage^ 
who has fcarce capacity enough to manage a dozen 
lace-bobbins, dare to wag her tongue in cenfuring 
the hiftories of knights-errant ? What would ^gnor 
Amadis fay to fuch prefumption ? But, furely, he 
would forgive thy arrogance ; for he was the moft 
humble and courteous knight of hu time, and, bp- 
fides^ the particular champion and prote£lor of dam- 
fels : but thou mighteft have been heard by another 
who would not treat thee fo gently ; for all are not 
affable and well-bred: on the contrary, fome there 
are extremely brutal and impolite. AH thofe who 
call themfelves knights, are not intitled to that dif- 
tindion^ fdme being of pure gold, and others of 
fanfer metal, notwithitanding the denomination they 
aiTume. But thefe laft cannot ftand the touchftone 
of truth : there are mean plebeians, who fweat and 
ftruggle to maintain the appearance of gentlemen; 
and, on the other band, there are gentlemen of rank 
who feem induftrious to appear mean and degene- 
rate : the one fort raife themfelves either by ambition 
or virtue, while the other abafe themfelves by viciouf- 
nefs or iloth; fo that we muft avail ourfelves of 
owr underftanding and difcernment in diftinguifhing 
thofe perfons,. who, though they bear the fame ap- 
pellatbn, are yet fo different in point of chara£ler/* 
" Good God ! faid ihe niece, that youir worfhip 
ihouM be fo learned, that even, if need were, you 
might mount the pulpk, or. go a-preaching in the 
ftreets, and yet remain in ikch woeful blindnefs and 
palpable folly, as to perfuade the world that you are 
a valiant and vigorous righter of wrongs, when you 
are old, feeble, and almoft crippled with age ; but, 
above all things, to give yourfelf out for a knight^ 
when you arc no fuch thing; for,^ though rich gentle- 
men 
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men may be knighted, poor gentlemen, IHce you, fel^ 
dom are." 

" There is a good deal of truth in what thou haft 
obferved, coufin, replied Don Quixote ; and I coulJ 
tell thee fuch things, concerning families, as would 
'raife thine admiration ; hut th^^fe I fupprefs, that t 
maytiot feem to mix what's human widi what's diJ 
vine; take notice, however, my friends, and be at- 
tentive to what I am going to fay : all the families in 
the world may be reduced to four kinds, which are 
thefe : one, that from low beginnings hath extended 
and dilated to a pitch of power and greatnefs \ an- 
other, that from great beginnings hath continued to 
preferre and maintain its original importance; a 
third, that from vail beginnings , hath ended in a 
point, diminifliing and decaying from its founda- 
tion, into an inconfiderable point like that of a py- 
tamid, which in refpeft of its bafe, is next kin to no- 
thing; a fourth, and that the moft numerous, bad 
neither a good foundation, nor reafonable fuperftruc- 
ture, and therefore finks into oblivion, unobfervedj 
fuch are the families of plebeians and ordinary 
people. The firft, that from low begini^gs hath 
mounted to power and greatnefe, which it preferves 
to tliis day, is exemplified in the boufe of Ottoman, 
that ^ from a humble ihepherd, who gave rife to it, 
attained that pinnacle of grandeur on which it now 
ftands: the fccond fort of pedigree, that without 
augmentation hath preferved its original importance, 
is exhibited in the perfons of many princes, who are 
fuch by inheritance, and fupport their rank without 
addition or diminution, containing themfelves peace- 
ably within the limits of their own dominions : of 
thofe who, from illuftrious beginnings have dwindled 
into a point, there are a thoufand examples in the 
Pharaohs and Ptolemys of Egypt, the Cxfars of 
Rome, with all the tribe, if they may be fo called, 
4}i our Median> AfTyrian, Periia% Greek, and Bgr- 

Ji .barian 
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Damn princeSf mohardiSy and great men. All thclc 
families and ftates^ together with their founders, have 
ended in a Very inconfiderable point; fince, at this 
day, it ' ia iHipolIible to trace out one of their defcen- 
4ants ; or, if we could, he would be found in fome 
bafe and low degree. I have nothing to fay of the 
plebeians, who only ferve to increafe the number of 
the livThgi without defcrving any other fame or pa- 
negyric From what I have faid, I would ]iave you 
infer, my precious Wifeacres, that there is a great 
confufion of pedigrees 3 and that thofe only appear 
grand and ilmftrio'us, whofc reprefentativcs abound 
with virtue, liberality, and wealth : I fay virtue, li- 
berality, and wealth, becaufe the Vicious great mat^ 
is no more than a great (inner ; and thd rich man 
without liberality, a mere covetous bej^gar 5 forhap- 
pinefs does not co'nfift in pbfleffingi but in fpicnding 
riches ; and that riot in "fquinddmig them away, but 
in knowing hbwlto ufe diem with tafte : how a poor 
knight has no other way of fignalizitig his iwrth, but 
the pra£f ice "of virtue, being affable, well-bred, courr 
teous, kind, and obliging ; a ftranger to pride^ arro* 
^ahce, and flander ; and, above all things.^ charitable ^ 
for, by giving two farthings cheerfully to tlie poo^ he 
may fhew himfelf as generous as he that <lifp€}rfes 
alms hy found of bell: and whofoever fees "hiin 
a'Jqrned with thefe virtues, although he ihould be an 
titter ftrariger to his race, will conclude that he is de^ 
fcended of a good family. Indeed, it wou|d be a fort 
of miracle to find it otherwifej fo that praife is al^ 
ways the reward of virtue, and never fails to attend^ 
the righteous. There are two paths> my childrei^ 
that lead to wealth and honour : one is that of learn- 
ing, the other that of arms: now I am hetter qtia- 
iified for the laft thasn for the firft., and (as I judge 
from my inclination to arms) was born under the in- 
fluence of the planet Mars : fo that I am, as it were, 
obliged to choofc that road, which I will purfue in 
V0L.UL ^ D fpite 
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•pite of the whole univerfe : you will therefore fatigue 
yourfelves to no purpofe^ in attempting to peffuade 
me from that which Heaven infpires, fortune ordains, 
reafon demands, and, above all things, my own in- 
clination di£tates : knowing, as I do, the innumerable 
toils annexed to knight-errantry, I am alfo well ac- 
quainted with the infinite benefits acquired in the 
exercife of that profeffion. I know the path of virtue 
is very ftrait, while the road of vice is broad and 
fpacious ; . I know their end and iflue is different : the 
wide extended way of vice condufts the traveller to 
death ^ while the narrow toilful path of virtue leads 
to happinefs and life — not that which perifheth, but 
that which hath no end j and I know, as our great 
Caftiiian poet obferves. 

By thefe rough paths of toil and psun^ 
Th' immortal feats of blifs we gain, 
Deny*d to thofe who heedlefs ftray 
In tempting pleafure'^ flow'ry way." 

*« Ah ! woe is me ! cried the coufin, my uncle is 
a poet too ! he knows every thing, and can do every 
thing : Fll lay a wager, if ne fhould turn bricklayer, 
he could build a houfe like any cage." *« I do aflurc 
thee. Niece, replied Don Quixote, if thofe knightly 
fendment^ did not wholly engrofs my attention, there 
is not a thing on earth that I could not make ; nor a 
curiofity that fhould not go thro' my hands, efpecially 
bird-cages, and tooth-piclts." 

Here th%x:onverfation was interrupted by a knock- 
ing at the gate^ which, as they found upon enquiryi 
was made by Sancho ; whofe prefence was no fooner 
intimated than the houfekeeper ran away to hide hcr- 
felf, that fbe might avoid the fight of him whom ihe 
gibhorred : the niece, therefore, opened the door, and 
Ids mafter came out to receive him with open arms : 
then Ihutting themfelves up together, another dialogue 
paffed, no ways inferior to the former.

knight; but I cannot guefs what you drive at/' 
•* What I drive at, anfwered Sancho, is, that your 
worfliip would appoint nae a certain monthly falaiy 
for the time I Ihall ferve you, to be paid out of your 
cftate ; for I don*t choofe to depend upon recom- 
pences that come late or low, or never. God will pro- 
teft me with my own.

Look you, Sancho, I would 
appoint thee a falary, if I could find in any hiftory

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warded vith an ifland^ or fomething equivalent, an4^ 
at leafty were honoured with rank and title. If with 
thefe hopes and expe^ations, you are willing to rci* 
turn to my fervice, do it a-God's name ; but if yott 
think I will unhinge and deviate from the ancient 
cuftoms of chivalry, you \ire grievoufly miftaken: 
wherefore, friend Sau^ho, you may go home again, 
and declare my intention to your wife Terefa ; and 
if flie is pleafed, and you are willing to depend upon 
my favour, bene quidem j if not, let us Ihake hands 
and part; while there are peafe in the dove-houfc, 
I (hall never want pigeons ; and remember, my child, 
that it is better to be rich in hope, than poor in pbf- 
feifion ; and that a good claim is preferable to bad 
pay.

When Sancho heard this firm refolution of his 
mafter, the iky began to lour, and down flagged the 
wings of his heart in a moment ; for he had believed 
that the knight would not fet out without him, for 
all the wealth in the world. While he thus remained 
penfive and deje£ted, in came Sampfon Carrafco, 
followed by the niece, who was very defirous to 
Hear with what arguments he would difluade her 
uncle from going again in queft of adventures. 
Sampfon, who was a notable wag, no (boner en- 
tered, than embracing the knight, as at firfl, he 
pronounced with an audible voice, '' O flower of 
bight-errantry, refplendent fun of arms, thou glory 
and mirror of die Spahilh nation ! may it pleafe the 
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Almighty, of his infinite power, that if any perfon 
or perfons fliall raife any impediment to obftruA thy 
third fally, they may never extricate themfelves front 
the labyrinth qf their defires, or accomplifh -what 
tlicty fo uhjuftly wifh !'* Then turning to the duenna, 
^ Mrs. Houfekeeper, faid he, you need not no-w 
repeat St. Apollonia's prayer j for I know it is the 
precife determination of the ft-ars, that fignor Don 
QuixQte fh^ll again execute his new and lofty plan : 
tiiid I (hould greatly burden my confcience if I for- 
bore to intimate, and defirc, that this knight will' no 
longer withhold and detain the force of his valiant 
a'-Tf), and the virtue of his heroic foul j becaufe, by 
hfi delay, he retards the righting of wrongs, the 
proteftion of orphans, the honour of maidens, the 
favour of widows, the fupport of wives, with many 
other things of that nature, which regard, concern, 
depend upon, and appertain to th^ order of knight- 
'crranjtry. Courage ! fignor Don Quixote, beautiful 
and byave ; may your worfhip and grandeur fet out 
before tp-n(U)rrow morning} and if any thing be 
wanting to forward your expedition, here am I, 
fcadylo make if'j^ood with my perfon and fprtune 5 





Don Quixote hearing this proffer, turned to San- 
cho, faying, ** Did not I tell, tlyee, Sancho, that I 
fliould npt want for fquites.? TaJsC nptice^who it i$ 
*that offers to attend me : who but the unlieard^f 
bajtchelor Sar^ipfon Carrafco, the perpetual dapin^ 
and delight of thj^ court-yards belonging to the Sala- 
mancan fphools, found of body, ftrong of limb, a 
fileni fufferer of l^eat and.cold^^ hunger and thirftj 
and'endue^.w^th all thofe qualifications which are re- 
q'uifite in the fqi.ire of a ki^ight-errant : but Heaven

The batchelor was aftoniflied at hearing the map- 
act aud goiiclufion of Sawil^'s fpeeeh'i for akhouph 
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lie had read the firft part of his mailer's hiftorjr^ he 
ne^er believed him {o diverting as he is there re^ 
prefented ) bvut . now bearing b^m talk of the will 
and codi^ that cc^^d not be rebuked, inftead of re- 
vokedy be wa^conr^ced of the truth of what, he had 
ready and confirmed, in the. opinion of his being one 
4>f the moft folemn fimpletons of the prefent age v 
fayingy withiff himf^lf^ two fuch madmen as the 
•mailer and his fquire, are not to be paralleled upon 
earth: iJn fine, Don Quixote and Sancho ^ere re- 
conciled, and embraced each others and, . in ^{^nfe- 
€]uence of the opinion and aflent.of the. great Ca^ 
rafco, whom they lodced upon aS; an oracle^ it was 
determined that they ihould depart in three days, 
during which they would have time to provide them- 
felves with neccffaries for the journey, and find ^ com- 
plete helmet for the knight, who infilled upon carrying 
pne along with him into the field. Sampfqn, accord- 
ingly, undenook to accommodate hin»,, faying he 
could command a helmet that was in pofleifion of a 
friend of his ; though the brightnefs of the nfietal was 
not a little obfcured by the ruft and mould which it 
had contra£l:ed. 

Innumerable were the curfes which were vented 
againfl the batchelor by the houfekeeper and niece, 
who tore their hair, and fcratched their faces} and 
like the hired mourners, formerly in ufe, lamented 
the departure as if it had been the death of their 
matter. But Sampfon's view in perfuading him to 
another fallyy was to execute a defign which he had 
concerted with the curate and barber; as will appear 
in the fequel. In fliort, during thofe three days, 
Don Quixote and Sancho furnifhed themfelves with 
every thing -they thought they fhould have occafion 
for : the fquire pacified his wife, the knight appeafed 
his niece and houfekeeper ; and on the evening of the 
fourth day, without bdng perceived by any living 
foul but the batchelor, who infifted upon accompa- 
nying 
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nying them half a league out of town, they fet out, 
and took the road to Tobofo j Don Quixote mounted 
on his truify Rozinante, and Sancho throned upon 
his old friend Dapple, with a pair of bags well lined 
with belly-timber, and a purfe of money, which his 
mailer depofited in his hands, in cafe of accidents in 
their expedition. 

Sampfon, embracing the knight, intreated him to 
write an account of his good or evil fortune, that he 
might congratulate or fymphathize with him, as the 
laws of friendfhip require. Don Quixote aflured him, 
he would comply with his requeft^ the batchelor re- 
turned t9 the village, and the other two purfued their 
way towards the great city of Tobofo. 

CHAP, vin. 

An account of what happened ta Don Quixote, ia 
his journey to vifit his miftrefe Dulcinea del 
Tobofo. 

« TiLefled be the almighty Ala !" faith Cid Hamet 
^ Benengeli,' in the beginning of this chapter ; 
and this benediftion he repeats three times, in con- 
fequence of finding Don Quixote and Sancho in the 
field again ; obferving, that the readers of this agree- 
able hittory may aflure themfelves that, from this 
period, the exploits of the knight and his f^uire be- 
gin. He therefore perfuades them to forget the for- 
mer adventures of our fage hero, and fix thdir atten- 
tion upon thofe which are to come ; and which now 
begin in the road to Tobofo, as the others took their 
origin in the field of Montiel ; and truly his demand 
is but reafonable, confidering the fair promife be 
makes. Thus therefore he proceeds : 

Scarce had Sampfon left Don Quixote and Sancho 

by themfelves, when Rozinante began to neigh, and 

Dapple to bray moft melodioufly; a circumftatice 

which was^ looked upon by both our adventurers as a

was, he had fome reafpn for making th^t o\>icrva^ 
tion. 

<* Friend Sahcho,. faid Don Quixote, the night 
is fo far advanced, that ye (ha}] not be able to 
reach Tobofo by day-light : yet thither I am de- 
termined to go, before I fngagc in any other ad- 
venture, that I may receive the benediA(on and 
good leave of the peerlefs Dulcinea, by the help of 
\vhic^ I fhall certainly atchieye ^nd happily pf rforni 
ti>e moft perilous exploits; for nothing in this life 
exalts the valour of knights-errant fo much as the 
favour pf tl^eir miftrefles." " I ani of the fame way 
of thinki;)g, replied the fquire ; but I believe your 
worfbip will fin^ fome di^culty in feeing hejr in d- 
proper pjape fcf courtfliip, or ^decd for fec^iving 
her blei&ng, unlefs fhe thrp\v^s it oyer the pales of , the 
yard through which I faw her for the firll time, when 
I carried jthe letter that gaye an acjcount of ^ folly 
and mad pranks I le^t your worihip committbg in 
the heart of the brown .mpnntain." •* Didft thou 
tben a£lually imagine, faid jDon Quixote, that thofe 
were, the pales of a yard, pver or .tlirough which thou 
fnweft that par.agon of gentlenefs and beauty i Cer- 
^aj^ily they qO|Uld he no other than galleries, arcades, 
of cprrido^es, fuch as ):jelong to ricji and royal pala- 
Q€^J* •* If .^nay be fo^ imiVpJ^d .Sjtnfhp^hut citjber my 

- memory 
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p^tv^OTj faik mer very much^ or to me they feetned 
no lifter tt!^ii the pales of a farmer's yard. •* Bt 
iSuit as it will, refumed Don Quixote, thither we 
will go, and at any rate get fight of her ; for be it 
through pales, windows, crannies, or the rails of a 
garden, fo' the leaft ray of that fun of beauty reacfi 
mine eyes, it' will enlighten my underftanding, and 
fortify my heart in fuch a manner, that I Oiall re- 
main the unequalled phoenix of valour and difcretion,* 
" Truly, fir, faid ihe fquire, when I faw that fame 
fun of my lady Dulcinea del Tobofo, it was not fb 
Iright as to fencf " forth any rays at all ; but the calp 
■was,' the* wheat' that her ladyfhip was winnowiAg, a^ 
I told you before,' raifed fuch a cloud of" dull about 
her, as quite . darkened her countenance." " WiTt 
thou ftiU perfift, Sahcho, replied the tnight, in fay- 
ing, thinking, believing, and affirming, fhat my mif* 
trefs Dulcinea was employed in fiich a mean office, 
fo widie of all that is ' or ought to be praftifed by per- 
fons of rank, who are created and referved for other 
exercifes and amufernents, that denote their quality 
at the diilance of a bow-fhot ? Thou feemeft to for- 
get, O Sancho I thofe verfes of our poet, in which 
he paints the labours that in their cryftal bowers en- 
grofled the four nymphs, who, raifing their heads 
above the waves of their beloved Tagus, fat down to 
>vork in the verdant meadow thefe rich and filkeh 
webs whicTi, as the. ingenious poeit" defcribes, were 
with gold and pearls adoriied and interweaved. ' In" 
this manner my miftrefs muft have been employed 
when thou fa weft her; Ijut'fome wicked irichanter, 
envious of my happmefs and fame, converts and pier- 
verts every thing that yields me pleafiire, into ffiapes 
and figures different from iy^ real appearance ; and 
in that hiftory of my atchieyements' which they fay 
is printed/ if^^^e author oe' forhe' faige who is an 
enemy to iny ^cc.efs, i am aYraid he hath confounded 
t)ae thing Vi^anotiier, ^f\^ .i;lQegc:d eyiry 'f%6i witli 

^ tnou- 
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a thoufand falfehoods ; ftraying from his fubje£t, to 
recount a£lions quite foreign to the ikilful detail of a 
true hiftory. O envy ! thou root of infinite mifchief, 
and canker-worm of virtue f The commifSon of all 
other vices, Sancho, is attended with fome fort of de- 
light J but envy produces nothing in the heart that 
harbours it but rage, rancour, and difguft." ** So 
fay I, matter, anfwcred Sancho j and I fuppofe, m 
this legend or hiftory of us, which batchelor Carrafco 
fays he has feen, my reputation goes like a jolting 
hackney coach, and is tofled about, as the faying is, 
like a tennis-ball ; though in ^ood faith, I never 
fpoke an ill word of any inchanter whatfomever ; nor 
am I rich enough to ftir up envy in any living foul : 
true it is, I am a little waggifh, and have a fmall fpice 
of knavery at bottom ; but all this is crowned and co- 
vered with the broad cloak of my fimplicity; which is 
always natural and never affefted : and if there was 
nothing elfe but my believing, as I always do, firmly 
and fincerely in God, as well as in all that is owned 
and believied by the holy Roman catholic church 5 and 
my being a mortal enemy, as I certainly am, to the 
Jews f the hiftorians ought to have mercy upon me, 
and ufe me tenderly in their writings : but let them 
fay what they will, I naked was born, and naked re- 
main 5 and if I lofe nothing, as little I gain : though 
provided I fee myfelf mentioned in a book, and circu- 
late through the world from hand to hand, I don't 
value what they can fay of me a fig*s end." 

" That obfervation, faid Don Quixote, puts me 
in mind of what happened to a famous poet of this 
age, who having compofed a fevere fatire againft the 
' court ladies, omitted to infert one in particular, by 
name, fo that it was doubtful whether or not {he was 
implied in any part of the performance. The lady 
thus hegle6led, complained to the poet, afking what 
he had, feen in her chara6ler unworthy of being de- 
fcribe<l^ among the reft, and de£ring him to enlarge 

tlie 
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tlie fctirc that (he might be included in the fupple- 
ment, or look to himfelf. .The autljior complied 
•with her ^jequeft, lafliing her in terms not fit to be 
named ^ and ihe was perfe£Hy .well iatisfie4 with the 
fame of being infamous. Of a piece with this, am- 
bition was that reported of the fhepherd, who fct fire 
to the celebrated temple of Diana^ reckoned one of 
the wonders of the world, with no other view than to 
render his name immortal ; and althoug}> there was 
a fevere edift, prohibiting all perfons whatever from 
making mention of his name, either by word or 
writing, that he might not accompliih his aim, it is 
very well known at this day, that his name was Ero- 
ftratus. This likewife bears an affinity to that oc- 
currence which pafTed at Rome, between that great 
emperor Charles the Vth and a certain knight. The 
emperor went to vifit, the famous temple of the Ro- 
tunda, which was of old called the Pantheon, but is 
now more .happily narjaed.the church of All-faints, 
the moft entire edifice that reipains of heathen Rome, 
and which moft of ail evinces the grandeur and mag- 
nificence of its founders. It is built in the (hape of 
half an orange, of a vaft extent, and very well 
lighted, though it has but one window, or rather a 
round lanttorn at its top, from whence the emperor 
confidered the infide of the ftrufture, being attended 
by a Roman knight, who defcribed the excellence 
and ingenious contrivance of that vaft and memorable 
work 5 and after they liad defcended, faid to him, 
" Sacred Sir, a thoufand times was I feized with an 
inclmation to clafp your majefty in my arms, and 
throw myfelf down from the lanthorn, in order to 
eternize my name." ^* I thank you, replied the 
emperor for having refifted fuch a wicked fuggeftion, 
and henceforward will never give you an opportunity 
of repeating fuch a proof of your loyalty 5 avoid my 
prefence, and never prefume to fpeak to me again." 
But, notwithftanding this fevere command,- he con- 
ferred 
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ferred upon him fome extraordinary favour. Mf 
'meaning, Sanciio, isy that the defire of fame is ^ 
moft aSive principle in the humati br^aft. What 
<loft thou imagine was the motive that pfrevaileS on 
Horatius to throw himfelf from the bridge, armed at 
all points, into the <iepth of the river Tiber ? what 
induced Mutius to burn his hand arid arm ? what 
IhM^eiJed Curtius to dart himfelf into thier flamihg 
g\i^h'^hi^h opened in the ihidft' of Rome? wh«tt 
prompted Csefar to pafs the Rubicon, in ^rite of all 
the ' unfaroutible omens that appeared .?* and to give 
ybu a mof e ' fnodern inftaiice, ' What confideratiofa 
bore the {hips, and left on fhore,^ehcompiflcd*witk^ 
ehemies, thofe valiant Spaniards in the 'new XvoHJJ, 
iinder the conduct of the moft tourteoiis Cortex 'f 
All thefe and many other great and various ex|jlbits 
are, were, and fhall be performed, in confequence df 
that defite of fame, which flatter^ mortals with a 
ftiare of thatlmthortality whidh they deem' thte 'me- 
rited rejvaifd of their renowned ktchieveifnents : al- 
though we catholic chriftian knights-errant otight to 
pay greater attention t!o thkt glory which 'is to cOme, 
iind >eternaHy furvives within the aetherial and celeftial 
manfibn^, than' to the Vaniltf of *that famfe, -^ich is- 
obtained in' this ptefeht perifhabje ftate, and^ which,. 
cjon'fidered in its longfeift ditfatiotr, miiil end at length 
With the world itfelf; which 'hath its 'appointed pe- 
riod'. ' WHerfef6re, Sanchxj, bur works imitft 4itft e^- 
'cetd thb liVnifs ptefcribed' Mf^tlit chriftiarv religion,, 
which we ptofefs." We* muft, in flayirig giants, iex- 
tirpate pride ; get the b^er*of emry by benevolence: 
and virtue*^ refift anger with patience arid forbettf- 
an2ej conquer gluttony and- fldth by tempferanci' and 
Wktchfuli^efs ; luxiiVy and lewdriefs'by bur fidelity, to. 
thofe whbm we conftitute miftreffes'of ourihclind- 
t^oW ; and' idlenefs by travelling * throtigh all parrs Of 
the worid,in queft of opportunities' to evince ouf-- 
fcives noi ojily chriftiansj Duu 'liiovcover, renowned: 

knlghtjw. 
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knights. Thus, Sancho, thou feed the means of ac- 
quiring that fuperlative praife which produces fame 
and reputation/* 

^* All that your worihip hath hitherto faid, replied 
the fquire^ I uiiderftahd perfeflly well ; but, for all 
that, I wifli you would diflblve me one doubt, which 
hath this moment ftruck me in the noddle.*' •* Thy 
meaning is refolve, Sancho, faid the knight : in good 
time, out with it, and I will give thee fatisfadion, as 
far as my own knowledge extends." •' Tell me, 
then^ fignor, proceeded Sancho, where now are all 
* "fe Julys and Augufts, atid adventiirefome kniglits 
died fo long ago ?" ** The heathens, anfwered 
h Quixote, are doubtlefs in hell ; and the chrif- 
tians, if they were good catholics, either in purgatory 
or in heaven." ** Right, faid the fquire : let us next 
enquire, if the tombs that c Dntain the bodies of that 
fort of gentry are lighted with (ilver lamps ; or the 
walls of their chiapels adorned with crutcnes, wind- 
ing fleets, periwigs, legs, and eyes, made of wax : 
if iiotj pray in v^hat manner are they adbriiad f*' 
To this iquellion Don Quixote aufwere^ ** That the 



dimenfions, ftiH to be fee» at Rome, under the name 
of St. Pet^r'^qbelifk : the emperor Adrian's tomb was 
a building as large as a good village,' formerly called 
Moles Adriani, but at ptefent the caftle of St. An- 
gelo; and queen Arte mifia buried her hufband Mau- 
folus iWa monument, that "was accounted one' of the 
feven wpnders of the world. But hone of thefe fe* 
pulchrqs, nor any oth^r belonging to the heathens, 
^ere adorned with fiirouds, orferiirigs, or marks, to 
denote tlie fanftity of the perfons there buried.** 
" So 'I perceive, faid Sancho Taiid now tell me whe- 
Act it be more me^titorious to ilay a giant, or raife 
^P the dead to life again ?** « The anfwer is plain, 

"' replied 
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replied the knight : it is more meritorious to reani^ 
mate the dead.'^ ** Then I have caught you fairly^ 
cried the fquire : he who revives^ the dead, reftores 
iight to the blind, (Iraightens the crooked, heals the 
fick 'f before whofe tomb the lamps continually bum^ 
whofe chapels are filled with devout people who adore 
his relics upon their knees : I fay, he ihall have more 
fame in this worlds and that which is to come, than 
all the heathen emperors and knights-errant that ever 
lived have left, or will leave behind them***l " I am 
very fenfible of the truth of what you all^e,'^ an- 
fwered the knight. ^^ Now this fame, this grace, 
this prerogative, or what you call it, refumed the 
fquire, is vefted in the bodies and relics of the faints ; 
and with the approbation and licence of our holy 
mother-church, they have their lamps, tapers,, 
flirouds, crutches, piGures, periwigs, eyes, and legs, 
whereby the devotion of the people is increafed, and 
their own chriftian fame promulgated : the bodies 
and relics of hints ar£ carried upon the (houlders of 
kings, who kifs the very fragments of their bones, 
with which they enrich and adorn their mofl! precious 
altars and oratories.** ** What would'ft thou have 
me infer from all this ?" faid Don Quixote. •< My 
meaning, replied Sancho, is, that we fhould turn 
faints immediately, and fo with the greater difpatch 
acquire that fame which we are in fearch of ; and 
pray take notice, fignor, it was but yeflerday, or 
t'other day, as one may fay in comparifon, that they 
canonized and beautified two bare-footed friars ; and 
people now think it a great happinefs to he allowed 
to touch and kifs the. iron chains with which they 
girded and tormented their poor bpdies,, and which 
are in greater eftfem than the fword of Orlando, 
which, as the report goes, is kept in the armoury of 
our lord the king, whom God in heaven blefs : where- 
fore, dear mafter, it is better to be an humble friar of 
any order whatever, than the mpft valiant knight 

that 
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that ever breathed ; for, with God, two dozen of dif- 
ciplines will more avail than as many thoufand baclc- 
ftrokesy whether they be beftowed on giants, dra-* 
gons, or hobgoblins." " All this is very true, an- 
fwered Don Quixote •. but we cannot all be friars, 
^nd various are the paths by which God conducts the 
good to heaven*. Chivalry itfelf is a religious order> 
and fome that were knights arc now faints in glory." 
** True, refumcd the fquire ; but I have often heard 
it obferved, that there are more friars than knights 
in heaven." « The reafon, faid the knight, is, be* 
caufe there is a greater dumber of monks than of the 
o^r order.'* *« And yet there are many knights-er- 
rant," replied the fquire. ** There is indeed a good 
ii\imber, anfwered Don Quixote 5 but very few that 
deferve the name." 

In this, and other fuch difcourfe, -they pafled that 
night and the following day, without encountering 
any thing worthy of being mentioned ; a circumftancc 
that chagrined our knight not a little. Next day how-* 
€KF in the^ twilight^ they defcried the great city of 
Tobofo : at fight of which Don Quixote's fpirits were 
exhilarated, and S anchors deprefTed, becaufe he did not 
tnow where to find the houfe of Dulcinea, whom he 
had never feen, neither had his mafter ever beheld this 
peerlefs princefs : fo that the one fufFered perturbation 
from the dcfire of feeing her, and the other becaufe he 
had not feen her ; and, indeed, Sancho could not con* 
trive how to manage the affair, when his mafter fhould 
fend him to Tobofo. In fine, Don Quixote refolved to 
ei^ter the city in the dark ; and with this view they 
tarried in a grove of oaks, not far from the gate, till the 
^^^ght was advanced ; then entered the town, where 
they met with things which amount to things indeed* 
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Which contains what you will fee in the pcrufs 

of it. 

iT was midnight, or thereabout^ when ppn QuixJ 
■■ ote and Sanchp leaving their covert, entered th^ 
city of TcJbofo, wHjch \*as then in profound Clence, 
all its inhabitants being aileep, and lying witfr ouM 
ftretched lejgs, as the faying is. Tjie night was clear, 
tlio' S^ancho wiflied it othprwife, that^ in the djurknefs^ 
he might find an excufe for his impofition ^ and no-i 
thing was heard in the whole town but the barking 
of dogs, which thundered in Don Quixote's ears, 
and very much difturbed. the heart of^ancho : yet 
from time to time they were faluted by the braying 
of afles, the grunting of hogs, and the mewing of j 
cats ; which, different notes being augmented by the 
ftillnefs of the night, were conddered as ill omens by 
fhe enamoured knight, who, neverthelefs, faid to his 
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cottage.** *< Then * (he miift have been retired, an- 
swered the knight, to fomc u^aafl apartment of her 
caft\e^ to divert lierfelf with her damfels, according 
tp the nfe and cui^om of princefies and ladies of 
r;mk/' *« Signer, faid the fquire, fince your worfhip, 
in fpitc of all that I can fay, will have my l^dy Dul- 
cinea^s houfe to be a caiile, is this an hour to fmi 
the gate open ? and will it be decent for us to thro;Nr 
the wliole family into confufion and ij^roar, by 
makiiig a racket, and demanding entrance^ at this 
time of night ? Dp .you thipk ' we are going to a 
tawdy-hoUfe, likq your fornicatdrs, who rap ind 
knock, and enter at any hour of the four-and-twcn- 
ty ?" '' Firft of aU« let us fairly find the caftle, re- 
plied 
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pHed the knight> and then I will tell thee what Is to 
be done ; and take notice^ Sancho, for either mine eye- 
fight fails me, or that great ihadowy building before 
us is the palace of Dulcinea." " Advance then, an- 
fwered Sancho ; perhaps it may be fo : and yet, though 

1 ihould fee it with mine eyes, and touch it with my 
hands, I will beliexe it as miich as I believe it is now 
twelve o'clock at npo.q," . . 

Don Quixote liowever .proceeded; and having 
gone about two Jiundred pace^, can^c up. with the 
luilding that produced tjie fliadow, and perceiving it 

2 high fteeple, fo^nd sit was no caftle, but in reality 
the principal church in t^wn, ** We are. arrived at 
the cathedfgl, Sancho,". "laid he, *f Sq I perceive, 
Tcplled the fquire, and God grant we be not arrived at 
our graves ! for it is no good fign to be ilrolhng 
about church yard? ,at thefe .Hours; befidesi I have 
already told your worfliip, (if n)y memory ferves me 
fight,) that my Jady'slioufe ^ (lands in a blind alley.'* 
* Xlje'.Qurfe of God Jight o^ th^e, fpr a blockhead 
.as. tbpi^-a^J. cried X)on Qui.xotp : where, didft thpu 

alleys^?;, mgnor,,anfwerea Sancho, every cowntr/ 
has Tts own cuftoms j and perhaps it is tjie cuftoih 
here,..in.Tobofo, to. raife palaces and grand edifices 
in blind ajley)? ; I therefore humbly befeech yo\ji,r 
vorfliip to let me fearch all the ftreets and alleys I 
ihall meet with > ai^d who knows but in fome corner 
1 may light on ,tt\s fame caflk^ which I wifl^ the dogs 
.had devouredjjtefoKe it had brought us. ^o ,fuch Per- 
plexity, and confufion !" . "! Talk refpeclfiilly^ oan- 
<^^9>.pf tjiofe. things, that.^ appcijtain .to my 'miftrefs, 
faid.thCjtn»^hf,i"ift.i^s iljpend pur Rpliday in peace, 
and ijpt'throy/ the. helve aft;er the .hatchet.", « ^ell, 
1 win be pacified, anfwered. the fqiiii^ jthough )iow 
can I endure your worfliip flioiild expeQ: that I, who 
have feen my lady's houfe but once, fhoald know rt 
•always, and ev^n fiad it out in 'the middle of the 

night. 
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nigl;t, when you yourfelf are at a lofs, though you 
mufl have feen it a thoufand times." ** You diftraft 
me, Sancho, cried Don Quixote : heark ye, heretic, 
have not I told you a thoufand times, that in all the 
days of my life I never faw the peerlefs Dulcinea, 
nor ever crofled the threlhold of her palace, being 
only enamoured' by hearfay, and the" great reputation 
of her beauty and difcretion ?*' '* I hear your wor- 
fhip fay.fo now, replied Sancho ; and tell you in my 
turn, that if you have not feen her, no more have V* 
«« That is impoffible, refumed the knight; at leaft, 
you told me you had feen her winnowing wheat, 
when you brought back an anfwer to the letter with 
which I fent you to her hibitation," "Truly, fig- 
Vior, you muft not depend upon that, anfwered San- 
cho ; for you muft know, my feeing her, and bring- 
ing back the anfwer, was aJfo upon hearfav ; and I 
am as incapable of giving any account of the lady 
Dulcinea, as I am of pulling the moon by the nofe." 
*^ Sancho ! Sancho *1 faid Don Quixote, there is a 
time for jetting, and a time when jokes are very un- 
feafonable : though I fay I have never feen, or ipoke 
with the miftrefs of my foul, there is no reafon for 
thy making the fame- declaration, which thou knowcft 
is fo contrary to the truth," 

While they thus converfed together, they perceived 
a perfon paffing that way with a couple of mules/, 
and by the'noife of a plough-fhare, which they dragged 
along, juftly concluded . that he was a peaiant, who 
had rifen before day to go to labour : they were not 
miftaken ; it was aftually a labourer, who went along 
finging the ballad of Ronfcevalles * ; which the knight 
no fooncr heard, than he exclaimed, ** Let me die, 
Sancho ! if any thing lucky will befall us to-night : 
dorft you hcarj«rhat that peafant is finging ?" " Yes, 
faid Sancho ; but what has the defeat at Konfcevailes 
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to do with our afiair ? If he had fung the baHad of Ca- 
laynos, it would have been the fame thing with re- 
gard t^ our good or evil fortune.** 

Doh Quixote faid to the peafant, who was by this 
time tome up, ** Can you tell me, honeft friend, 
and the bleffing of God attend you, in what part of 
this city ftands the palace of the peerlefs princefs 
Donna Dulcinea del Tobofo ?" ** Signor, anfwered 
the young man, I am a ftranger, and have been but 
a few days in town, in the fcrvice of a rich farmer, 
whofe lands I till ; but in that houfe that fronts you 
five the curate and fexton of the pariib, and eidier 
or both can give your worlhip an account of that 
fame princefs j fpr they keep a regifter of all the in- 
habitants of Tobofo, though, I believe, there is no 
fuch thing as a princefs in the whole place : there 
are, indeed, • many ladies of faihion, and every one 
may be a princefs in her own houfe." " She whom 
I aik Tor muft be one of thefe," faid the knight* 
^* It may be fo, anfwered the peafant ; but I fliall be 
overtaken by the morning." So faying, he drove 
on his mules, without waiting for any more quef* 
tions. 

Sancho feeing his mafter in fufpence, and over 
and above diifatisfied, <' Signor, faid he, day begins 
to break, and it will not 'be altogether convenient 
to let the Tun find us here in the ftreet : we had bet- 
ter quit the city, and look out for fome wood in the 
neighbourhood, where your worfhip may enjoy the 
cool (hade 5 and I will return by day, and fearch 
every hole and cranny in Tobofo for this houfe,. 
caftlc, or palace of my lady, and it will be very un- 
fortunate, indeed, if I cannot find it; and if I have 
the good luck to meet with her ladyfhip, I will tcU 
her where and how I have left your worihip, in ex- 
pe£fation of her contriving fome means whereby you 
majvifit her^ without any prejudice to her honour 

and 
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and reputation.** " Sancho, cried Don Quixote, thoi 
hail uttered a thoufand fentences within me con\paf 
of a few words : the counfel thou haft given me, ! 
relilh, and moft willingly receive. Come, my fon 
let us go in queft of fome thicket, where I may em 
bower myfelf, while thou fhalt return to feekj^ fee 
and talk with my miftrefs, from whofe courtef jr anc 
difcretion I hope to receive more than miraculous fa- 
vours.** 

Sancho hurned with impatience to fee his maftet 
fairly out of town, that he might not deted thefalfe- 
hood of the anfwer which he pretended to bring from 
Duicinea, while he remained in the browmnountain : 
he therefore preffed him to depart, and about two 
miles from the city they found a thicket or ivdod, 
where Don Quixote took iip his refidence, while San- 
cho went back to commune with Duicinea *y and in the 
courfe of his embafly, met with adventures diat de- 
mand new credit and frefh attention. 
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Gives an account of the ftratagem which Sancho 
pra£):ifed, in order to enchant the lady Duicinea \ 
with other circumilances equally ludicrous and 
true. 

'TrHE author of ^ this ftupendons hiflory, when 
•* . he comes to relate whatsis contained in this 
chapter^ lays, lie would have willingly p^alfed it over 
in Tilence, becaufq he was afraid that it wouFd not be 
believed •, for here the nriadiiefs of Don Quixote fours 
to the higheft pitch of extravagance that can be ima- 
gined, and even by two bow-fliots, at leaft, ^exceeds 
all creclit and conception : yet, notwitliflahding tlils 
jealoufy and appreheiiiion,' lie |ras recounted it in tlie 
lame mariner as ii happened,* wltFoutVdcling to the 
lii^r^ry, or detrafling one tittk from the truth, undtr- 

^ valuing 
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raluing the rifk he runs of being deemed apocryphal : 
and furely he was in the right ; for truth may bend, 
but will never break, and always furmounts falfehood, 
as oil floats above water. Wherefore he proceeds in 
the narrative, faying : 

Don Quixote having taken his ftation in the foreft, 
grove, or wood, near the great city of Tobofo, or- 
dered Sancho to go back to town, and not return to 
his pivfence before he fhould have fpoken to his mif- 
trefs, and begged, in his name, that Oie would be 
pleafed to grant an interview to her captive knight, 
and deign to befto,w upon him her blefiing, through 
which he might expe£k the moft happy iflue to all his 
attempts and enterprizes* 

The fquire, having undertaken to execute this 
command, and to bring back as favourable an anfwer 
as he had brought the firft time ; <* Go, my fon, faid 
the knight, and be not confounded when you find 
yoarfelf beamed upon by that refplendent fun of 
beauty, which is the objeft of your inquiry: happy 
thou, above all the fquires that ever lived ! Be fure 
to retain in thy memory every circumftance of thy 
^^ception : obferve if fhe changes colour, while thou 
art delivering my meflage j if Ihe is difcompofed, 
and under confufion at the mention of my name} 
whether fhe finks upon her cufhion, or happens at 
the time to be feated under the rich canopy of her 
authority : if fhe be 'ftanding, take notice whether or 
not fhe fome times fupports herfclf on one foot, fome- 
times on the other; and if fhe repeats her anfwet 
more than once, changing it from kind to harOi^x 
fit)m four to amorous ; and if fhe lifts up her hand 
to adjufl her hair, although it be not difordered : final- 
ly, fon, mark all her geftures and emotions ; and if - 
thou bringeft me an exa3: detail of them, I fhall be 
aUe to divine her moft abftrufe fentiments, touching 
the concerns of my paffion : for know, Sancho, m 
thou art ft411f6le«rn> among k)ve»> the leaft gefti-

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culation in their external behaviour, while the con- 
verfation turns upon tlieir amours, is, as it vrere, a 
meflenger that brings a moft certain account of what 
pafles within the foul. Go, friend, and enjoy thy 
fate, fo much more favourable than thy mailer's; 
and return with much more fuccefs than that >vhich 
I dread and expe<£l: in this cruel folitude, where I now 
remain." " I go, replied Sancho, and will return 
in a twinkling; therefore, good your worfhip, do 
encourage that little heart of your's, which, at pre- 
fent, mufl be no bigger than a hazle-nut ; and con- 
fider, as the faying is, a ftout heart flings misfortune; 
where you meet with no hooks, you need expefl no 
bacon ; and again, the hare often ftarts, where the 
hunter leaft expefts her. This I obferve, becaufe, 
though we did not find the palace and caftle of my 
lady in the night; now that it is day, I hope to 
ftumble upon it, when I leaft expeft to fee it ; and 
if fo be I once catch it, let me alone with her." 
« Sancho, faid the knight, God grant me better 
fortune in my defires than you have in the application 
of the proverbs you utter." 

This was no fooner faid, than Sancho fwitching 
Dapple, quitted tlie knight, who remained on horfe- 
back, rcfting his legs upon his ftirrups, and leaning 
upon his lance, his imagination being engrofled by 
the moft melancholy fuggeftjons. Here let us leave 
him, and proceed with Sancho Panza, who, parting 
from his mafter, in equal perplexity and confufion, 
no fooner found himfelf clear of the wood, than look- 
ing back,, and perceiving that Don Quixote was not- 
in fight, he alighted from his afs, and fitting down 
.at the root of a tree, began to catechife himfelf in 
thefe words: " Brother Sancho, be fo good as to let 
us know, where your worfhip is going? are you in 
fearch of fome ftray beaft i No, truly ! What then 
is your errand ? Why really, I am going in fearch of 
-a thing of nought, a princefs, God wot, and in her, 

the 
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the fun and the whole heaven of beauty. And pray, 
where may you expeft to meet with this that you 
mention, Sancho ? Where, but in the great city of To- 
bofo. Well, and by whofe order are you going upon 
this inquiry ? By order of the renowned knight Don 
Quixote de la Mancha, the tighter of wrongs, who 
gives thirft to the hungry, and food to thofe that 
are dry.* All this is mighty well; but do you know 
the houfe, Sancho ? My mafter fays, it muft be fomc 
royal palace, or ftately caftle. But have you never 
once feen this fame princefs ? Neither I nor he ever 
fet eyes on her. And do you think it will be well 
beftowed, if the inhabitants of Tobofo, getting no- 
tice that you are come with an intention to wheedle 
away their princefTes, and difturb their dames, (hould 
break every bone of your fkin, and grind your ribs to 
a pafte, with pure cudgelling ? Verily they would 
not be much to blame, unlefs they confidered, that I 
do nothing but execute my mailer's command, and 
being, only a meflenger, am not in fault, Never 
truft to that, Sancho; for the Manchegans are as 
choleric as honourable, and will not fufFer themfelves 
to be tickled by any perfon whatever. Ecod ! if you 
are or^e fmoked, you will come but fcurvily oiF. 
Bodikins 1 fince that be the cafe, why fliould I plague 
myfelf, feeking a cat with three legs, for another 
man's pleafure ? Befides, you may as M'ell feek for a 
maQ)ye in Rabena, or a batchelor in Salamanca, as 
for Dulcinea in Tobofo. The devil, and none but the 
devil, has fent me on tliis fooFs errand !" 

The refult of this foJiloquy was another, that 
broke out in thefe words : " There is a remedy for 
every thing but death, under whofe yoke we muft all 
pafs, will we nill we, when this life is at an end. 
This mafter of mine, as I have perceived by a thou- 
sand inftance,s, is mad enough to be ftiackled among 
ftfawt.and, truly,. I am not mudl behind him in fol- 
ly: nay, indeed, I am more m^id than he, feeing I 
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ferve and follow him, if there be any truth in the 
proverb that fays, Tell me your company, and I will 
tell you your manners : and the other. Not he with 
whom you was bred, but he by whom you are fed. 
Now, he being, as he certainly is, a madman, ay, 
and fo matt as for the moft part to miftake one thing 
for another, affirming white to be black, and black 
to be white; as plainly appeared when he took the 
w^indmills for giants, the mules of the friars for dro- 
medaries, the flocks of fhcep for oppofite armies ; 
and a great many other things in the fame ftyle : I 
fay, it will be no difficult matter to make him be- 
lieve the firft country-wench I fhall meet with to be 
his miftrefs Dulcinea : and if he boggles at fwallowing 
the cheat, 1 will fwear luftily to the truth of wbat I 
affirm; and if he fwears alfo, I will fwear again; 
and if he is pofitive, I will be more pofitive ; fo that 
come what will, my obftinacy fhall always exceed his. 
Perhaps, by this ftubborn behaviour, I fhall get rid 
of all fuch troublefome meffages for the future ; when 
he finds what difagreeable anfwers I bring : or pet- 
haps, which I rather believe, he will think that one 
'of thofe enchanters, who, he fays, bear him a grudge, 
hath tranfmographied her fhape, in order to vex and 
difquiet him." 

Sancho having found out this expedient, was quite 
calm and fatisfied in his mind, and thinking he had 
'brought the bufinefs to a good bearing, remained 
where he was till the evening, that !pon Qtiixote 
might think he had fufficient time to execute his 
orders, and return. Every thing fucceeded fo well 
to his wifh, that when he got up to mount Dapple, 
he defcried three country wenches riding frofn To- 
bofo, towards the place where he flood, \ipon three 
young he or fhe-afTes, for the author does not declare 
their fex : though in all likelihood they vfcte of the 
female gender ; as your village maidens conlmonly 
ride upon ilier-afles •, but this being a cifcutoftatice of 
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« 

fmall importance, we fhall not give ourfelves any 
trouble to afeertain it. 

In fhort, Sancho. no fooner perceived the wenches^ 
than he rode back at a round trot to his nia(ler» 
whom he found fighing bitterly, and pouring forth a 
thoufand amorous complaints : the knight feeing him 
arrive, " WeD, friend Sancho, faid he, is this day 
to be marked with a white or black ftone ?" " Your 
worfhip, .anfwered the fquire, had better mark it 
with red ochre, like the titles on a profeflbr's chair, 
that it may be feen the better by thofe who look at 
it." « At that i:ate, replied Don Quixote, thou 
bringeft me good news." ** So good, anfwered 
Sancho, that your worfhip has nothing to do but to 
mount Rozinante, and gaUop into the plain, where 
you will fee my lady Dulcinea del Tobofo and two o£ 
icr damfels coming this way to pay you a vifit.** 
" Gracious God ! cjried the knight, what is that you 
fay, friend Sancho ? Take care how you deceive me, 
endeavouring, by feigned joy, to enliven my real 
fadnefs," *^ What ihould I get by deceiving your 
worihip ? faid the fquire ; befides, you can eafily be 
(atisfied of the truth of what I fay ; make hafte, fig- 
nor, come and fee our miilrefs the princefs, arrayed 
and adorned ; in ihort, as {he ought to be : her 
damfek and {he are all one flame of gold ; all covered 
with pearls, diamonds, rubies, and brocade, more 
than ten hands deep ; their hair flowing loofe about 
their (boulders, like fo many fun-beams waving with 
the wind;, and moreover they are mounted on three 
pyed bellfreys, that it would do one's heart good to 
fee them," *^ Palfreys you mean, Sancho," faid the 
knight. ** "^rbere is no great difierence, anfwered 
the fquire, between palfreys and bellfreys; but, be 
that. as it will, they ^re the iineft creatures one would 
defire to fee, efpe^ially my lady Dulcinea, who is 
enough to flupify the five fenfes.'* " Come then, 
my fon, replied Don Quixote, and as a gratuity for 
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bringing this piece of news, equally welcome and 
unexped^ed, I beftow upon thee the fpoils of the firfl 
adventure I {hall atchieve ; and if thou art not fatif- 
fied with that recompence, I will give unto thee the 
foals that fhall this year be brought forth by my three 
mares, which thou knoweft we left with young upon 
our town common." ** I ftick to the foals, cried 
the fquire, for as to the fpoils of our firft adventure, 
I queition whether or not they will be worth accept-

By this time, they were clear of the wood, and in 
fight pf the three country-maidens ; when the knight 
lifting up his eyes, and furveying the whole road to 
Tobofo, without feeing any thing but them, began 
to be troubled in mind, and atked Sancho if the la- 
dies had got out of town when he left them. " Out 
of town ? faid Sancho. What ! are your worftiip's 
eyes in the nape of your neck, tliat you don't fee 
them coming towards us, glittering and fhining like 
the fun at noon ?*' "I fee nobody, replied the 
knight, but three country-wenches riding upon afies.'* 
*' God deliver me from the devil !'* cried the fquire, is 
it poffible that three bellfreys, or how-d'ye-call-ums, 
white as the driven fnow, ihould appear no better 
than afies in your worihip's eyes ? By the Lord I I'll 
give you leave to pluck ofF every hair ofF my beard if 
that be the cafe." " Then I tell thee, Sancho, faid 
his mailer, they are as certainly he or (he-afles as I 
am Don Quixote, and thou Sancho Panza, at leaft fa 
they feem to me." ** Hold your tongue, fignor, re- 
plied Sancho, and never talk in that manner, but 
ihufF your eyes, and go and make your reverence to 
the miftrefs of your heart, who is juft at hand." 

So faying, he advanced towards the damfels, and 
alighting from Dapple, feized one of their beafts by 
the halter ; then fell upon his knees before the rider, to 
whom he addreffed himfelf in this manner : " Queen, 
princefs, and dutchefs of beauty, will your higKnefs 

and 
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and greatnefs be pleafed to receive into grace and fa- 
vour your captive knight^ who (its there, ftupiiied to 
Rone, utterly confounded and deprived of pulfe, at 
feeing himfelf in prefence of your magnificence : I am> 
Sancho Panza his fquire, and he is the perplexed and 
down-trodden knight Don Quixote de la Mancha, alias 
the knight of the rueful countenance." 

By this time Don Quixote having placed himfelf. 
on his knees, by Sanclio, gazed with ftaring eyes. 
and troubled vifion, upon the obje<Sl which the fquire 
called queen and princefs ; and perceiving nothing 
but a country-wench's vifage, and that none of the 
moft agreeable, for it was round and flat-nofed, he 
remained in the ntmoft confufion and furprize, with- 
out daring to open his lips. The other two damfels 
were equally aftoniflied at feeing a couple of fuch dif- 
ferent figures kneeling before their companion^ whom 
they had detained ; but (he, breaking filence, pro- 
nounced in a moft ungracious and refentful manner : 
** Get out of the way, and let us pafs, for we are in 
a hurry." To this apoftrophe Sancho replied, " O 
prince^ and univerfal lady of Tobofo ! do not your 
magnificent bowels yearn, to fee upon his marrow- 
bones before your fublimated prefence, the very pil- 
lar and prop of knight-errantry ?" One of the other 
two hearing this pathetic remonftrance, bauled aloud, 
'* Would I had the currying that afs's hide of thine : 
mind, forfooth, how your foiall gentry come and pafs 
their gibes upon us country-folks : as if we could 
not give them as good as they bring ; go about your 
bufinefs, friend, and leave us to mind our'n, and fo 
God b'w'ye." 

Here the knight interpofing, faid ** Rife, Sancho, 
I can plainly perceive that tortune, not yet tired of 
perfecuting me, hath barred every avenue by which 
any comfort could arrive at the miferable foul that. 
this carcafe contains : ?ind thou ! the eflence of every 
thing that i$ defirable in nature, thou fum of human

perfeftion, and fole remedy of this affliiSled heart, by 
which thou art adored ! altho' that malicious en- 
chanter, my inveterate enemy^ hath fptead clouds and 
catara£^3 before mine eyes, to them and them only 
changing and transforming thy unequalled beauty 
into the appearance of a poor country-wench ; if he 
hath not alfo altered my figure into that of fome 
frightful fpedire horrid to thy view, deign to look 
upon me with complacency and love : becaufe thou 
mayeft perceive, by this fubmiflire pofture I have 
affumed, even before thy perfon thus dtfguifed, the 
humility with virhich .ray foul adores thy charms." 
** You may go ki£s my grannam, cried the danK£dl> 
Pm a fine madam, truly, to hear fuch gihberiih 5 wc 
ihould be more obliged to you if you would get out 
of our way, and let us go about our own affairs.** 

Sancho accordingly quitted his hold, leaving her 
free to go v/hither fhe would, and highly pleafed 
with the iffue of his ftrata^jlgmu. The fuppofititious 
Dulcinea no fooner found npfelf at liberty, than 
pricking her palfrey with a goad which was in the 
etid of a ftick (he had in her hand, the creature gal- 
loped acrofs the field with great fpeed, and feeling 
the application more fevere than ufual, began to 
plunge ^hd kick in fuch a manner, that my lady fell 
to the ground. Don Quixote perceiving this acci- 
dent, ran with great eagemefs to* raife her up, and 
Sancho made hafte to adjuft and gird on the pannel, 
which had got under the afs's belly. This affiiir be- 
ing fet to rights, the knight went to lift his enchanted 
miftrefs in his arms, and place her on her feat again ; 
but (he, ftarting up from the ground, faved hink that 
trouble; for, retreating a few paces backward, ihe 
made a (mail run, and clapping both hands upon the 
crupper, leaped upon the pannel as nimble as a fal- 
con, feating herfelf aftride like a man. 

« By St. Roque ! cried Sancho, my lady miftrefs 
is as light as a hawk, and can teach the moft dex- 
trous 
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trous hcrfeman to ride ; at one jump fhe has fprung 
into the faddle, and wit^iout fpurs made her palfrey 
£y like any zebra : and truly, her damfels are not a 
whit behind : for they go fcouring along as fwift as 
the wind." This was adually true; for.Dulcinea 
was no fooner remounted, than the other two trotted 
after her, and at laft difappeared, after having gone 
more than half a league, at full fpeed, without once 
looking behind them. 

Don QHixf te followed them with his eyes, until 
they vanifhed ; then turning to his fquire, " Sancho, 
faid he, thou feeft how I am perfecuted by enchanters, 
and mayeft perceive how far the malice and grudge 
they bear me extends ; feeing they have deprived mc 
of me pleafure I fhould have enjoyed at the ^ht of 
my miftrefs in her own beauteous form. Surely, I 
was bom to be an example of mifery ; the very mark 
and butt for all the arrows of misfortune ; nay, thou 
art alfo to obferve, Sancho, that thofe traitors were 
not contented with a fimple metamorphoiis of my 
Dulcinea, , but have transformed and changed her into 
the bafe and homely figure of that country-wench ; 
robbing her, at the fame time, of that which is fo 
peculiar to ladies of fafhion, I mean that fweet fcent 
which is the refult of their living among flowers and 
perfume ; for know, my fncnd, when I went to lift 
Dulcinea upon her palfrey, as thou fayeft it was, tho* 
to me it feemed neither more nor lefs than a flie-afs, 
I was almoft fufFocated and poifoned with a whiiF of 
undigefted garlic P' 

" O ! ye mifcreants ! cried Sancho ; O ? ye mali- 
cious and nufchievous inchanters ! would to God, I 
could fee you' all ftiung by the gills, like fo many 
haddocks ! much you know, much you can, and 
much more will you ftill be doing. Was it not 
enough, ye knaves, to change the pearls of my la- 
dy's eyes into a couple of cork-tree galls, and her. 
hair of Ihining gold into the btiftlc& of a ted cow's 
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tail } and, in (hort, to tranfmography every feature of 
her countenance, without your meddling with the 
fweetnefs of her breathy by which we might have 
difcovered what was concealed beneath that bark of 
homelinefs : tho' to tell the truth, I faw not her 
homelinefs but beauty, which was exceedingly in- 
creafed by a mole upon her upper lip, fomething 
like a whiiker, confiding of feven or eight red hairs, 
like threads of gold, as long as my hand/'- *^ Ac- 
cording to the correfpondence which thfi moles of the 
face have with thofe of the body, faid Don Quixote, 
Dulcinea muft have Juft fuch another on the brawny 
part of her thigh ol the fame fide ; but hairs of fuch 
a lengpi are, methinks, rather too long for moles/' 
•* I do afiure your worihip, anfwered Sancho, they 
feemed as if they had come into the world with her/' 
•* I very well believe what you fay, my friend, re- 
plied the knight; for nature hath beftowed nothing 
on Dulcinea but what. is perfeGly finifhed ; wherefore, 
if »tii6u hadft feen a hundred fuch moles, in her they 
would be fo many moons and refplendent ftars : but 
tell me, Sancho, that which you adjufted, and which 
to me feemed a pannel, was it a plain pad or a iide- 
feddle ?" ** It was a great fide-faddle4 anfwered the 
fquire, fo rich, that half the kingdom would not buy 
it/' " And why could not I fee all this ? laid the 
knight. I fay again, Sancho, and will repeat it a 
thoufand times, that I am the moft unfortunate of 
men/' 

The rogue Sancho, finding his mafter fo dexteroufly 
gulled, and hearing him talk in this mad ftrain, 
could fcarcc refrain from laughing in his face: in 
fine, a good deal more of this fort of converfation 
having paflcd between them, . they remounted their 
beads, and took the road to Saragofa, where they 
expected . to arrive time enough to be prefent at the 
folemn feftival yearly celebrated in that famous city} 
but before they accoropliflied their journey they md: 

with 
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\rith adventures, which, for their variety, novelty, 
and greatnefs, dcferve to be read and recorded, as in 

the fequel. 

C H A P, XL 

Of the ftrange adventure which befel the valiant Don 
Quixote, with the cart or waggon containing the' 
Parliament of Death. 

r\ON Quixote jogged along, exceedingly pcnfive, 
^ his thoughts being ingroifed by the fcurvy 
trick which the enchanters had played him, in^ tranf- 
forming his miftrefs Dulcinea into the difagreeable 
figure of a country-wench; and he could not con- 
ceive what remedy he ihould find for reftoring her to 
her former ihape. So much was he abforpt in this 
refiedionj^ that he injfenfibly dropt the reins upon tho 
neck of Rozinante, who being fenfible of the liberty 
he enjoyed, at every two ftcps turned afide to take a 
pluck at the inviting pafture with which thofe fields 
abounded. At length, Sancho Fanza roufcd him 
from this fit of mufmg, faying, ** Signor, melancholy 
was not made for beafts, but for men ; and yet if 
men encourage melancholy too much, they become 
no better than beafts : good your worfhip be con- 
tented, mind what you're about, take hold of Ro- 
zinaote's reins, route up, awake, and (hew that 
gaiety which ^ all knights-errant ought to have. 
What the devil is the meaning of all this faint-heart- 
ednefs ? Sure you don't know whether we are here or 
in France ! let Satan rather run away with all the 
Dulcineas upon earth; for- the health of one fingle 
knight is of more value than all the enchanted perfons 
or transformations that ev^r were known." " Peace, 
Sancho, cried Don Quixote, with a voice that was 
none of the fainteft, reace, I fay, and utter no fuch 
blafphemies againft that enchanted lady, of whofe 
difgrace and misfortune I am the fole cauCe: for, 
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from the envy of my wicked foes^ h6^, mifchance hath 
fprung.'* ** So fay I, anfwered SanchO) for he that 
hath (een her before, let him look at her now, and her 
fortune deplore." ** Well mayeft thou make that 
obfervation, Sancho, faid the knight, feeing thou 
faweft her in the full perfe£):ion of her beauty } as the 
^enchantment did not extend fo far a$ to difturb thy 
vifion, or conceal her charms from thy view : no ! 
againft me alone, and my longing eyes, was the 
force of its poifon dire£ted ! Yet, nevertfaelefs, Sancho, 
I cannot help obferving that you made but an indifier- 
ent pi£l;ure of her beauty ; for if I rightly remember, 
you likened her eyes to pearls : now, eyes refembling 
pearls are more peculiar to dead whitings than to liv- 
ing beauties ; and, in my conje&ure, Dulcinea's mud 
be rather like green emeralds, arched over with two 
celeftial rainbows : thofe pearls, therefore, muft be 
compared to her teeth, which, without doubt, you 
have miftaken for her eyes." «< Nothing more likely, 
anfwered the fquire, for I was as much confounded 
by her beauty as your worfliip by her uglinefs j but 
let us recommend this whole bufinefs to God, who 
fore-ordains every thing that is to happen in this vale 
of tears ; in this evil world of our's, where fcarce any 
thing is to be had, without a mixture of falfehood, 
knavery, and iinw One thing, dear fir, of all odiers, 
gives me the greateft pain, and that is, to think 
what method is to be fallen upon, when your wor- 
fhip, after having vanquifhed fome giant or knight, 
Ihall command him to go and prefent himfelf before 
the beauty of the lady Dulcinea ; where will this 
poor giant, or this poor miferable obje£): of a van- 
quifhed knight, find out the perfon to whom he is 
fent? Methinks I fee them {trolling up and down, 
and gaping about thro' the ftreets of Tobofo, in 
queft of my lady Dulcinea ; a^ if they fliould ftumble 
upon her in their way, they would no ipore know 
her than they would know my father." « Sancho, 
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refumed Don Quixote^ perhaps the enchs^ntment will 
not extend fb far as to dliguife Dulcinea to the eyes 
of thofe vanquiihed giants and knights who fhall 
prefent themfelves before her ; and in one or two of 
the firft whom I ihall conquer and fend thither, we 
will make the experiment, commanding them to re- 
turn and give me an account of what {hall happen to 
them, with regard to that affair." <« Truly> fignor, 
faid Sancho, 1 heartily approve of your worfliip*8 
fcheme, becaufe, by this artifice, we will foon learn 
what we want to know j and if fo be that (he is only 
concealed from your worfhip, you are the moft un- 
fortunate perfon of the two : for as my lady Dulcinea 
enjoys good health and fatisfa£lion, we will comfort 
ourfelves, and make the beft of a bad bargain, going 
Aout in queft of adventures, and leaving the reft to 
^e, who is the beft phyfician for thefe and other 
greater calamities." 

Don Quixote would have replied, but was prevented 
by the appearance of a fort of waggon that crofled 
'the road, full of the ftrangeft figures that can be ima- 
gined, and conduced by a frightful demon that drove 
the mules. The cart being altogether open, without 
^ItoT cover, the firft figure that ftruck the eyes of 
J^on Quixote, was death itfelf in human fhape; next 
^0 whi^ appeared an angel with broad painted wings : 
on one fide, ftood an emperor with a crown (feeming- 
^Y) of gold, upon his head ; and hard by death, was 
^5 8^ Cupid, with his bow, quiver, and arrows, but 
without the bandage on his eyes: there was likewifc 
^ ^ight armed cap-a-pie, except that he wore neither 
helmet nor head-piece, but a hat adorned with a 
^lume of variegated feathers. Befides thefe, there 
^cre other perfonages of different countenance and 
^refs; fo that Jthe whole groupe appearing of a fud- 
<Jen, difcompofed our hero a little, and filled the heart 
rf Sancho with fear j but Don Quixote foon recolled- 
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ed himfelf) and rejoiced^ becaufe he looked upon it 
as feme new and perilous adventure. On this fuppo- 
fition, and with an effort of courage capable of en- 
countering the greateft danger, he placed himfelf be- 
fore the wain, and with a loud and threatening y<^'^^^ 
pronounced, ** Driver, coachman, devil,, or 'whatfo- 
ever thou art, tell me, ftrait, whither thou art going, 
and who thofc people are whom thou driveft in that 
carriage, which looks more like Charon's bark than 
any modern vehicle." The devil flopping his waggon, 
very courteoufly replied, " Signor, we are players 
belonging to the company of Angulo el Malo, and 
have, this morning, which is the oftave of Corpus 
Chrifti, been reprefenting, in a village on the other 
fide of yon hill, the piece called the Parliament of 
Death, which we are going to aft over again, this 
very evening, in that other village now in fight j ^"e 
therefore travel in our habits, to fave ourfelves the 
trouble of undre fling and drefling anew : this young 
man plays the part of death, that other reprefents an 
angel ; the woman, who is the author's wife, afts the 
queen ; he with the plume of feathers is our hero j 
the emperor you may diftinguifli by his gilded crown ^ 
and I am the devil, which is one of the bell charac- 
ters in the performance ; for I myfelf am the chief 
aftor of this company. If your.worfliip is defirous 
of knowing any Aimgjslfe concerning our afFairs, 
queftion me freely^ and I will anfwer with the utmoft 
punftuality, for being a devil I underftand every 
thing." 

« By the faith of a knight-errant ! faid Don Quix- 
ote, when I firft defcried the waggon, I thought my- 
felf on the eve of fome great adventure ;. and now I 
affirm, that a man ought to examine things with 
more fenfes than one, before he can be afiiired of the 
truth: proceed, my honeft friends, a God's-name, 
in order to exhibit your entertainment, and if I can 
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ferve you in any refpcft, you may command my en- 
deaTOurs> which fliail be heartily and freely exerted 
for your advantage ; for from my childhood I have 
been a great lover of mafques and theatrical reprefent- 
ations." 

While this converfation pafled between them, they 
chanced to be overtaken by one of the company, drefled 
in motley 9 hung round with a number of morrice* 
bells, with a pole in his hand) to the end of which 
were tied three blown ox-bladders. This merry-an- 
drew advancing to Don Quixote, began to fence with 
his pole, beating the ground with his bladders, and 
Ikipplng aboutj fo that his beUs rung continually : 
till at length Rozinante, being difturbed at the un- 
common apparition, took the bridle between his teeth ; 
and tlie knight being unable to reflrain him, began 
to gallop acrofs the plain with more nimblenefs than 
could have been expected from the bones of his ana- 
tomy. Sancho feeing his mailer in danger of falling, 
leaped from Dapple, and ran with all difpatch to give 
him all poCBble alTiftance ; but before he came up the 
^ight was overthrown clcfe by Rozinante, who had 
come to the ground with his lord ; and this was the 
ufual end and confequence. of all his frolickfome ad- 
ventures. Scarce had Sancho quitted his beaft, to run 
to the aifiAance of his mafter, when the bladder-fhak- 
ing devil jumped upon Dapple, and began to bela- 
bour him with his rattle ; fo that being frightened at 
tbe noife, rather than with tlie fmart of the applica- 
tion, he took to his heels, and flew towards the vil- 
lage v/here they intended to perform. Sancho feeing, 
at the fame time, the career of Dapple, and his maf- 
ter^s faU, fcarce knew which of thefe misfortunes he 
ought firft to remedy : but at length,- as became a 
loyal fervant and trufty fquire, his love for his mailer 
prevailed over his tendernefs for the beaft ; tho* every 
time he faw the bladders raifed aloft, and difcharged 

upon 
4 
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upon Dapple's buttocks, he felt the pangs and tor- 
tures of death, and would rather have received every 
thwack upon the apple of his own eye, than have feen 
it fall upon the leaft hair of his afs's tail. 

In this ftate of perplexity and tribulation, he ar- 
rived at the place where Don Quixote lay, in a very 
indiiFerent plight, and helping him to mount Rozi- 
nante, ** Signor, faid he, the devil has run aw^ay 
with Dapple." " Which devil ?" cried the knight. 
** He with the bladders," anfwered the fquire. <* I 
wijr retrieve him, replied Don Quixote, even Lf he 
fliould conceal him in the darkeft and deepeft dun- 
geon in hell : follow me, Sancho, the waggon moves 
flowly, and the mules ihall atone for the lofs of 
Dapple." 

" There is no occafion for putting ourfelves to that 
trouble, faid the fquife : good your worfliip, be pa- 
cified ! for I fee the devil has quitted my afs, and re- 
turned to the reft of his crew." 

This obfervation was aftually true 5 Dapple and his 
new rider had come to the ground, in imitation of 
the knight and Rozinante : upon whicli the devil 
trudged on foot to the village, and the afs returned 
to his right owner. " For all that, faid Don Quix- 
ote, it will not be amifs to puniih the troop for tliat 
devil's incivility, though it fhould be in the perfon of 
the emperor himfelf." " I hope your worfhip's ima- 
gination will harbour no fuch thoughts, anfw^^x.ed 
Sancho; take my advice, and never meddle with 
players, who are a fet of people in* fuch high favour 
with the public, that I have known an ador taken 
up for two murders, and yet 'fcapc fcot-free : your 
worfhip muft know, that being the minifters of mirth 
and pleafure, they are favoured, protefted, affifted, 
' and efteemed by every body : efpecially if they belong 
to the king's company, or to fome grandee ; in which 
cafe all} or moft of them, look like princes in their 

man* 
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manners and diefs." " Neverthelefs, replied the 
iaught, that farcical devil ihall not efcape unpuniihed, 
or applaud hixnfelf for what he has done, tho' all 
mankind ihould appear in his favour." 

So faying, he rode towards the waggon, which wa» 
hj this time pretty near the village, and called aloud, 
" Stay, my merry men 5 halt a little, and I will 
teach you ho'w to treat the afles and cattle belonging 
to the fquires of knights-errant." Don Quixote hol- 
lowed fo loud as to be heard and underftood by the 
people in the waggon, who judging, by his words, 
the intention of the fpeaker, death inftantly jumped 
out of the cart, and was followed by the emperor^ 
^e devil-driver, and the angel, with the queen and 
Cupid in their train: in ihort, the whole company 
MTOcd themfelves with ftones, and, drawing up in 
<nder of battle, ftood without flinching to receive the 
iflailant at point of pebble. 

The knight perceiving them arranged in fuch a 

formidable fquadron, their arms lifted up in a pof- 

tiire that threatened a powerful difcharge of ftones^ 

cWked Rozinante, and began to coniider in what 

n>aiiHer he (hould attack them vv^ith leaft hazard to 

^is perfon. During this paufe, Sancho came up, 

and feeing him bent upon afiaulting fuch a wcll- 

compaftcd brigade, <* It will be the height of mad- 

■cfe, faid he, to attempt any fuch adventure : confi- 

te, dear Sir, that there is no kicking againft the 

P^cka J and that there is no armour upon earth fut 

ncient to defend your body- from fuch a fhbwer, «n- 

Ws your worfliip eould creep into a bell of brafs r 

P^ ought to remember, that it favours more of 

raflinefs than of true valour, for one man to attack 

* whole army, in which death and emperors fight in 

perfon, being aided and alFifted both by good and 

cvd angels ; and if that confideration will not prevail 

upon you to be qiyei,' you ought to be diverted from 

l^v^T purpofe, by knowing certainly, that among all 

thofc 
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thofe enemies, in the appearances of kings, princes^ 
and emperors, there is not fo much as one fingle 
knight-errant." " Now, indeed, crie4 Don Quixote, 
thou haft hit upon the fole reafon that can and ought 
to diffuade me from my determined defign : I neither 
can or ought to draw my fword (as I have told thee, 
on many other occafions) againft any perfon who 
hath not received the honour of knighthood : to thee, 
Sancho, it belongs, if fo thou art inclined, to take 
vengeance for the injury done to Dapple, while I 
from hence will affift and encourage thee with falu- 
tary advice." ** Signor, anfwered the f quire, there 
is no occafion to take vengeance of any perfon what- 
ever ', for it is not the part of a good chriftian to re- 
venge the wrongs he hath fufFered : befides, I wiU 
prevail upon my afs to leave the afiair to my incli- 
nation, which is to live peaceably all the days that 
heaven fhall grant me in this life." ^< Since that is^ 
thy determination, replied the knight, honeft San- 
cho, difcreet Sancho, chriftian and fincere Sancho, 
let us leave thefe phantoms, and go in queft of ad- 
ventures more dignified and fubftantial; for this 
country feems to promife a great many, and thofe 
very extraordinary too." 

He accordingly turned his horfe, Sancho went to 
catch Dapple, while death with his whole flying 
fquadron returned to their' waggon, and proceeded 
on their journey. Thus was the difmal adventure of 
the waggon of death happily terminated by the 
wholefome advice which Sancho Panza gave to his 
mafter; who next day met with another equally 
- furprifing, in the perfon of an enamoured knight- 
errant. 
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CHAP. XII. 

Of the,ftrange adventure that happened to the valiant 
Don Quixote, in his encounter with the knight of 
the mirrours. 

'TpHE night that followed the rencounter with 
* denth, Don Quixote and his fquire paflcd 
among fome tall and Ihady trees ; the knight, by 
Sancho's perfuafion, having eaten of what was found 
in the ftore that Dapple carried. During this meal, 
Sancho faid to his mafter, ** What a fool fliould I 
iiave been, fignor, if I had chofen, by way of grati- 
fication, die ipoils of your worihip's firft adventure, 
inftead of the three foals ? Verily, veriiy, a bird in 
hand is worth two in thebufli." " But, for all that, 
anfwered Don Quixote, hadft thou fufFered me to 
attack them, as I intended, thou wouldft have en- 
joyed among the fpoils the emperor's golden crown, 
with Cupid's painted wings, which I would have ftript 
off againil the grain, and put into thy pofleffion." 
** The fceptres and crowns of your ftage emperors^ 
are never made of pure gold, but of tin or tinfel," 
replied the fquire. •** True, faid the knight, the or- 
naments of comedy ought not to be rich and real, 
but feigned and artificial, like the drama itfelf, which 
I would have thee refped, Sancho, and receive into 
favour, together with thofc who reprefent and com- 
pofe it; for they are all inftruments' of great benefit 
to the commonwealth, holding, as it were, a looking- 
glafs always before us, in which we fee naturally de- 
lineated all the adiions of life ; and no other compa- 
lifon whatever reprefents to us more lively what we 
are, and what we ought to be, than comedy and her 
attendants : for example, haft thou never feen a play 
a6^ed, in which kings, emperors, popes, knights, 
ladies, and many other charafters were introduced I 
One aSs the ruffian, another the {harper, a third the 

mer- 
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merchant, a fourth the foldier, a fifth the defigning 
fool, and a fixth the fimple lover •, but the play being 
endedy and the drefles laid afide, all the aftors re- 
main upon, an equal footing." ** Yes, I have feen 
all this," anfwered Sancho. " Then the very fame 
thing, faid the knight, happiens in the comedy and 
commerce of this world, where one meets with fome 
people playing the parts of emperors, others in the 
chara£^ers of popes, and, finally, all the different 
perfonages that can be introduced in a coniedy ; but 
when the play is done, that is, when life is at a» end, 
death ftrips them of the robes that diftinguifhed their 
ftations, and they become all equal in the grave/* 
** A brave comparifon ! cried Sancho, though not 
fo new but I have heard it made on ditvers ^vd fundry 
occafions, as well as that of the game of chefs, 
during which every piece maintains a particular fta- 
tion and chara<Sl:er ; but when the game i* over^ they 
afe all mixed, jumbled, and fliaken together in a bag, 
like mortals in the grave." "^ Sancho, irefuB^ed the 
knight,, every day you become lefs fimple and more 
difcreet." « Yes., faid the fquire, fome fnaall por- 
tion of your woribip's difcretioa muft needs flick to 
me ; as lands which are, in their own nature, feplefs 
^d barren, being well dunged and cultivated, Qomc 
to yield excellent fruit* My meaning is, that your 
worfhip's conver<iation bs^th fallen like dung upon the 
barren defert of n\y underftanding, which being cul- 
tivated by the time of my fervice and communication, 
will, I hope, produce blefled fruit, fuch as fliall not 
difgrace, nor ftray from the path of that good bxeed- 
iag which your worfhip hath bellowed on my aarrow 
capacity." 

Don Quixote could not help fmiling at the afifeiled 
terms in which Sancho delivered himfelf, tho' what 
he faid of his own impi'overaent was a£lually true ; 
for at certain times he talked to admiration 5 and yet, 
when he attempted to argue, or fpeak in a polite 

ftyle, 
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Ayle^ his efforts always, or for the mod part, ended 
ila precipitating himfelf from the pinnacle of fimpli- 
city to the depth of ignorance ; his chief talent lying 
in his memory, which never failed to furnifli him with 
proyerbs that he lugged idto his difcourfe, whether 
they were pat to the purpofe or not, as may be fecn 
and obferved thro* the whole courfe of this hiftory. 

In this, and other fuch converfation, the greateft 
part of the night elapfed, when Sancho began to be 
inclined to let fall the portcullices of his eyes, as he 
termed it, when he wanted to go to fleep : he there- 
fore unpanneUed Dapple, to let him graze among 
, the rich pafture with which the place abounded ; but 
[ Rozinante's faddle he would not remove, in confe- 
' quetice of bis mailer's exprefs order, which was never 
' to wifaddle his deed while they were in the field, or 
did not jQeep under cover ; it being an ancient efta- 
Uifhed cuftom, obferved by all knights errant, in thefe 
cafes, to take the bridle out of the horfe's mouth, 
and hang it upon the pummel of the faddle, but to 
leave the faddle itfelf untouched. This expedient 
was accordingly pradlifed by Sancho, who turned 
Rozinante loofe with Dapple ; and between thefe 
two animals fuch a flri£l reciprocal friendfhip fub- 
lifted, that, according to tradition from father to 
fop, the author of this true hiftory wrote particu- 
lar chapters on this very fubjeft ; but, in order to 
preferve the decency and decorum which belongs 
. to fuch an heroic compofition, omitted them ; 
though fometimes he feems to negleft this precau- 
tion, and writes, that thefe two friends ufed to ap- 
proach and fcrub each other moft lovingly ; and after 
they had refted and refreflied themfelves, Rozinante 
would ftretch his head more than half a yard bver 
Dapple's neck, while the two were wont to^land in 
Ais pofture, with then: eyes fixed upon the ground, 
three whole days together ; at leaft, till they were 

parted. 
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parted, or compelled by hunger to go in queft cj 
fuftenance : nay, it is confidently reported, that tl^ 
author had compared their mutual attachment t^ 
the friendfhip of Nifus and Euryalus, or that whicj 
fubfifted between Pylades and Oreftes. If this be thi 
cafe, we may with admiration conceive how firm th^ 
fellowfliip of thofe two pacific animals muft hav^ 
been 5 to the utter confufion of mankind, who f<J 
little regard the laws of friendftiip and fociety, ac^ 
cording to the common faying. There is no truft in 
profeffion 5 the ftaff will turn into a fpear ; as the 
fpng goes *, The modes of the court fo common 
are grown, that a true friend can hardly be met. L,ct 
no man imagine the author went out of his road, in 
comparing the friendftiip of brutes with that of the 
human fpecies ; for men have received valuable hints, 
and learned many things of importance from beads, 
fuch as the clyfler from ftorks, gratitude and the ufe 
of vomits from dogs, vigilance from the crane, fore- 
fight and frugality from the ant, honefty from the 
elephant, and loyalty from the horfc. 

In fine, Sancho went. to fleep at the root of a cork- 
tree, and Don Qu^ixote began to flumber under an 
oak 5 but being, m a very little time, awaked by a 
noife behind him, he ftarted up, and employing both 
eyes and ears to diftinguifti whence it proceeded, he 
perceived two men on horfeback, one of whom, let- 
ting himfelf drop, as it were, from the faddlc, faid 
to the other, " Alight, my friend, and unbit the 
horfes ; for this place feems to abound with pafture for 
them, and with filence and folitude, which are the ne- 
ceflary food of my amorous thoughts." He had no 
fooner pronounced thefe words, than he threw hira-

SanchO) who was afleep, and fhaking him by the arm, 
with no fmall difficulty, brought him to himfelf ; fay- 
ing, in a low voice, ** Brother Sancho, here is an 
adventure." " God grant it may be a good one, 
anfwered the fquire ; and praj, fignor, whereabouts 
may her lady (hip be ?*' ** Where ? faid Don Quix- 
ote, turn thine eyes this way, and behold lying upon 
the grafs a knight-errant, who, by what I have al- 
ready obferved, cannot be over and above eafy in his 
mind ; for I faw him throw himfelf upon the ground, 
with evident marks of vexation, and heard his armour 
clatter in his fall." ^* But how has your worfliip 
found that this is an adventure ?" replied the fquire* 
" I will not pofitively fay that it is altogether an ad- 
venture, anfwered the knight, but rather the begin- 
ing of one ; for thus they ufually commence : biit 
hark ! he feem? to tune a lute or rebeck, and by his 
hawking and hemming, I fuppofe he is going to fing.''

Cafildea de Vandalia has doomed this her captive 
knight to confume and exhauft himfelf in continual 
peregrinations^ in harih and rugged toils !

Here the other {qairt took hoM on Sancho hy the 
krm, faying, " Let yott and I go fomewhet^, and talk 
out bellies^H, in our owti way, a*id leaire our maf* 
ters at libertr to recount their amours; for fure I am, 
th6 ni^t wffl be fjiem befbte they ai*e done/' <« With 
»11 my heart, replied Sftncho, and I will tell your wor- 
flnp who I am, that you may fee whether or not I 
am qualified to be ranked aittong your talking fcfmres" 
They accordingly retired Ijogether, ^nd between them 
])^ed a converiatioii eVety bit as ttifiWf^jiS that of 
iheir mafters was grave. 
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in which is continued the adventure of the knight of 
the wood $ with a f^ge, uncommon^ i9ad agreeable 
dialogue that pafied between the two f^uires* 

^jnHE knights afnd their fquires being thus parted, 
^ the firft entertained each other with At -fttfry of 
their loves, while the lad indulged themfehres with 
a reciprocal account of their dwn lives ; bnt the hif- 
tory firft'of all tecqyds the coriverfatiori of the domcf- 
tics, and then '^ceeds to telate what paffed between 
the matters. The fquires, therefore, having chofen 
a iituation, at a convenient diftance from ijie knights,

flavery, to return to our own homes, and there amufc 
ourfelves with more agreeable paftimc ; fuch, for 
example, as hunting or fifliing ; for what fquire is 
there on earth, fo poor as to want a horfe, a couple 
of hounds, and a fi(hing-rod, wherewith to entertain 
himfelf at his own habitation ?" 

** For my own part, anfwered Sancho, I want 
none of thefe conveniencies : true it is, I have not 
a horfe, but then I am in poflefTion of an afs, which 
is worth my niafter's fteed twice over : God let me 
never fee a joyful Eafter, if I would truck with him 
for four bufhels of barley to boot ; you may laugh, 
if you will, at the price I fet upon Dapple, (for that 
is thd colour of my beaft ;) then, I fhould never be in 
want of hounds : for there are plenty, and to fpare, 
in our town, and you know nothing is fo relifhing as 
to hunt at another's expence." ** Really and truly, 
fignor fquire, refumed the ftranger, I am fully refolved 
and determined to quit thefe knights-errant, with all 
'their crazy pranks, and betake myfelf to my own 
•town, where I will bring up my children ; for, thank 
God, I have three, like as many oriental pearls.'* 
<* And I have a couple, faid Sancho, that may be 
prefented to the pope in perfon ; efpecially my daugh- 
ter, whom I breed up to be a countefs, by the blefT- 
ing^ of God, though it be contrary to her mother's in- 
clination." ^* And of what age may this young lady 
be, whom you are breeding for a coimtefs i" faid the 
fquire of the wood. <* Fifteen years,, or thereabout, 
anfwered Sancho ; but Ihe is as tall as a fpear, frefii

* have faft in rhy clutches, hugging it in my arm^j 
and carrying it home to my own houfe, where I pur- 
chafe mortgages and eftates, and live like any prince*; 
and while I pleafe myfelf with thefe notions, 1 bear, 
without murmuring, all the toils and fatigues I un-

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dergo, in the fervice of the wifeacre my maftcr, <rho^ 
I know, is more of a madman than a knight." 

*« So that, according to the proverb, replied the 
ftranger, covetoufnefs burfts the bag. But if you taik 
of wifeacres, there is not a greater in the univerfe 
than tny mafter, who is one of thofe. concerning 
whom people fay, He is burthened like an afs, with 
another man's load : for truly, he is turned mad, that 
another knight may turn wife, and is going about in 
qucft of that which, when he hath found it, may hit 
him in the teeth." " And pray is he in love ?** 
faid Sancho. ** Yes, replied the other, he is ena- 
moured of one Cafildea de Vandalia, the rood fickle

the field." ** In good faith, brother ! refumed he 
of the wood, my ftomach was not made for your 
fweet thiftle, wild pear, and mountain roots : let our 
mafters pleafe themfelves with their own opinions and 
rules of chivalry, and live according to their meagre 
commands : for my own part, I always carry fome 
cold pafty, happen what wiD, and this bottle hang- 
ing at my faddle-bow, which I love fo devoutly, that 
I kifs and embrace it almoft every minute."

attlie very tip of his tongue s" but i^epreffingh^s in^* 

(i%nation a« well as he ,could, that he flight matk^ 

vheilrang<rr^^.o\vn tongue conHii him of falfehood,ihfe

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replied very calmly, «* That yorar worihip, fir knight, 
may have vanquifhed die greateft part of the knights-^ 
errant in Spain » and even in the whole world, I da 
bot pretend to queffion^ but that you have con- 
quered I^on Quixote de la Mancha, I doubt very 
much: perhaps it might be another who refembles 
him, though there are few fuch." «* How i not con* 
quer him r cried he of the wood ; now by yon ca* 
nopy of heaven, under which we fit,. I engaged, over- 
came, an4, fubjeded that very individual Don Quix- 
ote! he is 3 tall, meagre, long-legged, lanthom- 
jawed, Aalking figure ; his hair inclining to grey> his 
nofe booked and aquiUne, with long, ftraight, black 
muilachios: in his excurfiona he afiumes the name 
of the knight of the rueful counti* nance ; and is at- 
tended by a peafant, called Sancho Fanza, who ferves 
him in quality of fqui^: he prefles the loins, and 
governs the reins of a famous ileed bight Rozinan<»- 
te; and, in fine, he avows, as the miftref& of his- 
heart, one Dulcinea del Tobofo, formerly known, 
by the name of Aldonza Lorenzo ; in like manner^ 
my owiv mlftrefe, whofe name, is Cafildca^ being a 
native of Andalufia, is^ now diftinguiflied by the 
appellation of Cafildea de Vandalia. I£ all thefe 
proofs are not fufficient to evince my Teraeity^ here 
is' mv fword, which fhallt make a convert of ificredu>* 
% itfetf." 

<< Have a little patience^ fix knight, &id.Don Quix-> 
«te, and give ear unto whet t am going to fay. xx>o 
xnuft know, that fame Don Quixote you mention, is 
the deareft friend I have upon earth ; fo that I may* 
fay, I love hhn as well as my own individual perfon^ 
now your defcripticxti of him is fo pun£fcttal and exa£b» 
that I fhould never doubt but he is afiualiy the pei^ 
fon you have vanquifhed, did I not fee with my eyes» 
i^nd, as it were, feel widi my hands^ the impoifibility 
of the fa£l; ; and yet, as divers enchanters are his en&> 
xaieS) particularly one who perfecutes him incefifantly^ 

^ fnmc 
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fome one among them may have aflumed his figure^ 
and aUowed himfelf to be overcome, in order to de* 
fraud the knight of that fame whtch his gallant ex«> 
ploits had collected and acquired thro' the whole 
known virorld : in confirmation of this conjefture, I 
muil alfo tell you that about two days ago, Uiofe per*- 
verfe enchanters transformed the (hape and perfon of 
the beautiful Dulctnea del Tobofo, into that of a 
mean and plebeian country wench : fo that Don 
Quixote mull have alfo undergone a transformation^ 
And if all this is not enough to afcertain the truth of 
^hat I fay, here is Don Quixote himfelf, who will 
maintain it by force of arms, on horfeback, or on foot^ 
or in any {hape you pleafe*" 

So faying, he ftarted up, and grafping his^ fword^ 
ftood Mraiting for the refolution of the kni^ of the 
wood, who with great deliberation replied : ^< A good 
paymafter needs no pawn, fignor Don Quixote ; he 
who could vanquifh you when you was transformed^ 
may well hope to reduce you in propria perfona ^ but 
as it is unfeemly for knights to perform their exploits 
in the dark, like robbers and ruffians, let us wait 
for day, that the fun may (hine upon our works ; and 
let this be die condition of our combat,, that the van^ 
quilhed fhall comply with the will of the vi£lor, and 
io every thing that he fliall deGre, provided his conv 
mand be fuch as a knight-errant can decently 
obey." 

Don Quixote afiured him, that he was extremelf 
well fatisned with the condition, and provifo ; upon 
which, they went in queft of their fquires, who were 
found fnoring in the very fame ^ttit^ides in which 
fleep had furprifed them. They wakened, ' and or- 
dered them to get their horfes ready j for by fun-rife 
they intended to engage in a moft unparalleled and 
bloody (ingle combat* Sancho was aftonifhed and con** 
founded at this piece of news) defpaiiing of his mal^ 
ter*s Mety> when he recoUeiled whajt the oth^r fquice 

iiad 
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had told him, concerning the ralour of the kniglit of 
die wood. The two fquires, however, without pre«> 
tending to make any words, went to look for their 
cattlej and found the three fteeds, with Dapple ((of 
they had fmelled each other out) ytry fociabiy met 
together. Whiie they were thus employed, ^< Broo 
ther, faid he of the wood to 6Kancho, you muft know 
ihac it is cuiton»ary with your warriors of Andalui- 
fi^, whea they axe godfathers in any quarrel, not to 
ftand icUe, with their arms acrofs, while their ^odCons 
are engaged. This I hint, by way of appriiing you 
that, while our mailers are at it, we muft exchange 
a few dry blows too." ^< That cuftom, (jgnor £[)uire, 
anfwcred Sancho, may pafe current with thoiib <ruffir 
ans' and w^rtors you mention ; but that it prevails 
among the fquircs of knigfat&-errant, I can by no 
means believe ; at kaft, I hav^ never heard fuch a 
cufVom mentioned by my maftey, who knows aii die 
<miioaaoes of chlvaky by rote. Befides, granting it 
to be,fa£l:, and e^prefsly ordained, that the fquijres 
muft: go 'to loggerheads while their ma<i^s are eaga,- 
^e4. ; I >ov^ll by ^lo means com^ply with it, but pay 
irhe penaky incurved by peaceaUe fquires, ^hich i 
■aili fure ca^^not eitoced a coi/pie of pounds ^' wacic'; 
and .tjbat will not eoft me fo mtich as the pence i 
4hou^d '^pend in the cuxe of my head, which i #iould 
lay .my account with hflivkig' fpiit and .divided into 
two halves; and moreover, it is impcyilible tljat i 
ihoukl fight, beoaufe l h^YC got -no fwond, siiuA never 
wcsrc one in my born days." ^ i (know a very good 
remedy for that inconvenience, faid the' Araiager : 
^here ave a couple of linen bags, of* the faoid (ize ; 
you fcall take ©ite, and I the other, jind play away 
upon each othea: widi eqwd anas.*" '* Wish aft my 
lieart, 'andT^^^red i>ancho ; thait ibrt of .excrci£e will 
4eiFve 'to dufft our jackets, without hurting our flciiis/' 
•«'-Not quite ib- i>eiliker, refumed the other, ior Ait 
^le bags moif not flap iu the air, we miil clap into 

" -each,.. 
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eadi, half a dozen clear, fmooth pebbles, of equal 
weight and magnitude ; to dmt we may thwack one 
another without hurt or damage.** ** Body of my fa- 
ther ! cried Sancbo, mind what fable furs and flakes 
of carded cotton he would line the bage withal, to 
prevent them from grinding our flcuUs, and making 
a ps^e of our bones ! Heaxk ye,, mafter of mine, fS 
have notliing to do with them, tho* they were ftufied 
with b^ls <of filk ; let our mafters fight as they IhaH 
think proper, but for our parts, let us drink and live 
quietly 5 for old father Time will take care to rid us of 
our lives, without our feeking occafions to throw them 
away befoise the appointed feafon, at which, being 
ripe, they drop off of their own accord.** 

** But', for all that, replied he of the wood, wc 
muft have a bout, if it fhould not laft half an hour.** 
" By no means, faid Sancho, I iliall not be fo uncivil 
and ungrateful as to have any difference, let it be 
never fo fmall, with a perfon at whofe ooft I have 
both eaten and drank : besides, who the devil do yoil 
think can fight in cool blood, ' without any fort of an- 
ger or provocation ?" " I know how to remove that 
objeftion, refumed the ftranger : before we begin the 
battle, I will come up fairly and foftly, and give your 
worfliip two or three fuch hearty boxes on the ear, as 
will lay you flat at my feet, and awaken your cholef, 
though it fliooild fleep founder than a dormoufc.** 
** Againft that expedient, anfwered Sancho, I knoTiir 
aiKyther twice as good : for I will lay hold on a good 
cuclgfel, and before your worfhip comes to aM''akeh 
my chder, give your own fuch a lullaby of dry beat- 
ing, that ^if {hall never wake' but in the next world, 
where you^ll have reafon ♦to kiiow that 1 am not a man 
who will fu^fer his nofe to be handled by any perfon 
whatfofticver •, wherefore^ let every one lodk to his 
own aflkh^s. Though it would be the 'wHeft oourfe 
for evei7 man to l«t his own choler lay ftill -and fieep^ 
. for 
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for nobody knows the heart of his neighbour^ and 
fomc who go out for wool, come home quite ftioni* 
God himfelf beftowed his bleffing upon peace, and 
curfe upon contention > for if a cat that is confined, 
provoked and pcrfccuted, turns into a lion, the Lord 
knows what 1, who am a man, may turn into ; I 
therefore, fignor fquire, give your worfliip notice, 
that all the mifchief and damage which fliall proceed 
from our quarrel, muft be charged to your account.*' 
« Mighty well^ replied the ftranger, we Oiall fee what 
is to be done, when God fends us morning." 

Now a thoufand kinds of painted birds began to 
warble from the trees, and in their various and 
fprightly notes feemed to welcome and falute the 
frefli and joyous morn, which already, through the 
gates and balconies of the eaft, difclofed her beauteous 
vifage ; while hem her hair diftillcd an infinite num- 
ber of liquid pearls, in which delicious liquor the 
herbs being bathed, feemed to fprout and rain a fhowcr 
of feed pearl upon the earth. The willows flied Sa- 
voury manna, the fountains laughed, the brooks mur- 
mured, the woods rejoiced, and the meadows adorned 
themfelves at her approach; 

But fcarcc had the light of day rendered objefts dif- 
tinguifliable, when the firft thing Aat prefented itfelf 
to the eyes of Sancho Panaa was the nofe of his bro- 
ther fquire, which was fo large as almoft to over- 
fliadow his whole body. It is a£lually faid to have 
been of exceffive magnitude, crooked in the middle, 
and ftudded all over with warts of a mulberry colour 
like the fruit called berengena ; and it hung dowtt 
two fingers breadth below his mouth* The irze,. co- 
lour, warts, and curvature of this feature, rendered 
the face fo frightful and deformed^ that Sancho no 
fooner beheld it than he began to fhake in every limb> 
Jike a child troubled with convulfions ; and refolved, 
ia bis heart, to enduxe two hundred bufetdngs before 

hi& 
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his choler ihculd be awaked^ {o as to fight with fuch 
an hobgoblin. 

Don Quixote furveymg his antagonlft, found his 

vizor already down, and clofed in fuch a manner 7S 

effedually concealed his face ; but he perceived him 

to be a mufcular man, of a middling ftature. Over 

his arms he wore a loofe coat dt caflbck, to all ap* 

pearance of the fineft cloth of gold, powdered with 

a number of fmall moons fornied of the brighteifc 

looking-glafs, which had a moft magnificent, gay, and 

ihewy efF<;£J:. Over his helmet waved a great quan* 

tity of green, yellow, and white plumes ^ and hi» 

lance, which leaned againft a tree, was exceflSvcly 

long and large, armed with above an hand's breadth 

of pointed (teel. All thefe particulars were obferved 

and eonfidered by Don Quixote, who concluded, from 

^hat he faw and obferved, that the faid knight muft 

he a perfon of Herculean ftrength. Neverthelefs, far 

from being afraid, like Sancho Panza, he, with the 

moft gallant intrepidity, thus addrefiled himfelf to the 

knight of the mirrours : *' I entreat yau, by your 

courtefy, fir knight, if your eager defire of nghting 

hath not deftroy^ that quality, to lift up your beaver 

a little, that I may fee whether or not the grace of your 

countenance correfponds with the gallantry of your 

demeanour." ** Signor cavalier, replied he of the 

looking-^lafTes, whether you are vi£l:or or vanquifhed 

in this enterprize, you will have time and opportu-^ 

nity more than fufficient to confider my vifage : my 

reafori for not fatisfying your defire at prelent, is, 

tliat I (hould deem it a notable injury to the beauti-* 

ful Cafildea de Vandalia, to fpend fo much time as 

it would take to lift up my beaver, before I compel 

you to confefs what you know I pretend to maintain.'^ 

" Yet, while we mount our fteeds, faid Don Quixote^ 

you may eafily tell me if I am that fame Don Quixote 

whom ypu pretend to have overcome." *< To tHat 

queftion I anfwer, faid he of the mirrouips, that yoa 

are 
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are as like the fci&ight I overgao^Ct lis Qiie egg isi lik<r 
another ; but a& you fay you are perfecv^ fey ^n>- 
chanters^ I wiU not ventore to affiripi wheihef e^ 90t 
you arc the fame perfon." " Tk^t ^9 ejt^ugti^ re-r 
plic3 Don Quixotre^ to ce^nvince mc ^af ypu we mis- 
taken : nevertheless, to pejfu^ you WyoQd ajl pof- 
fibility of. doubt, l^t ^s h^ve recourse tp ftwr ho^fes, 
and ii> lcf$ time than you woiJild hay^ taken to \i& 
your beaver, if Gad, my «tiftrefs, and nay 9ur9l avail 
mCf I i}iaU (<^ your feee i and y^v viU jfee. I am not 
that conquered Xk»jk Qiu^ote whom yeu fHppofe me 
to be." 

Thus breaking off the converfajfeiw* they moyntccl 
their horfes i and Don Quixote tunied Rossinanley in 
order to take a fuificieacy of ground ior peturuing 
to encounter his antagoi^il, while he of the^ mirrours 
took the fame pr^cautiw. But the firft h»d Bpt 
proceeded twenty pa©«« when hewaa caBed boek fey 
the other, ^nd the two meeting agatn half-w«y, 
« Take notice, fir knightj, faid lie « the looldng^ 
glaflesj the eondfttion of eur QQlfib«t it, that the con- 

3i>ered» a» I have already ebfervedf i»uft h^ at the 
iftretion of the c^nquerer," ^ I kaow It, anfwei^ 
Don Qb^^^^^ provided the eovu^aiidft impQfed \xpQJX 
ike va&qui(hed be f«eh as de not tranfgrefa the bounds 
of chivalry." ^ Sq I undcrftand Ae cenditiona,^ 
anfwcJ^d be of the mirrourj. 

At that inftafit the ftrange nofe of the fquire prci 
fcttted itfelf to the eyes of Don Quixote, who was 
po les($ aftoniihed than iianchq at the iight -y infomuf h 
that he took him for feme monfter, or new«ifafliioned 
man» fuch as are not eommopiy found in this world. 
Sancho, feeing his mafter fet out, in order to take 
his career, would^ not ftay alone with nosvle, being 
afraid, that one flirt of fuch a fnout in his face would 
determine the quarrel, and lay him flretehed along 
the grouffd, eitlier through fear or the fevority of the 
blow : he therefore ran after bis maftefji and laying 

hold 
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hold of one of Rozinante's ftirrups, when he faw 
him ready to turn, " I bcfeech your worfliip, dear 
mafter, cried he, before you turn to begin the com- 
bat, help me in climbing this cork-tree, from whence 
I may behold, more to my Hktng than from the 
ground, your \^'orfiiip*s gal!ant encounter with that 
fame knight." " I rather believe, Sancho, faid Don 
Quixote, that thy motive for clambering up is to fee 
the bull-fight from a fcaflfbid, without any danger to 
thyfelf." « The truth is, anfwered Panza, the out- 
Tageous nofe of that fquire fills me with fiich aftonifh- 
tncnt and arffiright, that I dare not tarry along with 
him." *< k is fuch indeed, replied the knight, that 
were I any other than what I am, I ihould be feared 
at its appearance: come, therefore, and I will help 
thee to itfcend to the place you mention.*' 

^Whik Don Quixote ftopped until Sancho fhould 
get tip into the cork-tree,' the knight of the ihir- 
Toiirs took as much ground as Tie thought nccieffary^, 
and imagining that Dbri Quixote had done the faniCt 
withottt waiting Tdr found of trumpet, or other fig- 
"al, he turticd his hbirfe, which was not a wliit fupe- 
"or to Rozihaiite, eitheir in fleetnefs or appearance^ 
3Tid at his full fpecd, which was a middling trot, rode 
forwards to encounter his antagoniftj bvt feeine him 
WCy in the exaltation of Sancho, he pulled m th^ 
reins, and halted in the middle of his career : a cir- 
cumftahce that gave infinite joy to his fteed, which 
was already fo tired, that he could r ^i move another 
1^9. Don Quixote perceiving his ei-=my approach- 
ing with fuch fpeed, drove his' fours itoutly into the 
nieagre flanks of Rozinante, and made him fpring 
^Q^wards in fuch a manner, that the hiftory fays, this 
■^as the only occafion on which he was ever known tp 
gallop ; for, at all other times, his fwifteft pace was 
"0 other than a downright trot; and with this hi- 
therto unfeen fury he arrived at the fpot where the 
fe^ight of the mirrouts fat, thrufting his fpurs rowelC 

dee^ 
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deep into the fides of his horfe, without being able to 
xiioYC him one finger's breadth from the place where 
he had made his halt. In this confufion and dilem- 
l^a, Don Quixote found his antagonift embroiled 
with his horfe, and cmbarraffed with his lance, 
which, cither through want of knowledge or of time, 
he had not as yet fixed in the reft. Our Manchegan, 
who never minded thefe incumbrances, fafely, and 
without the leaft danger to his own perfon, encoun- 
tered him of the mirrours with fuch vigour, as to 
bring him, very much againft his inclination, to the 
ground, over the crupper of his horfe, with fuch a 
fall, that he lay without fenfe or motion^ to all ap- 
pearance bereft of life, 

Sancho no fooner faw him unhorfed, than Aiding 
down from the cork-tree, he ran down to his mailer^ 
who having alighted from Rozinante, ftood over the 
knight of the mirrours, untying his helmet, in or- 
der to fee, whether ox not he was actually dead, and 
to give him air, in cafe he ihould be alive* Then 
It was he faw-^who can relate what he faw, without 
creating admiration, wonder> and affiright in thofe 
who hear it ?. He faw, fays the hiftory, the very face, 
the very figure, the very afpe£t, the very phyfiogno- 
my, the very effigies, the very pcrfpeftive of the bat- 
chelor Sampfon Carrafco i and this he no fooner be- 
held, than raifing his voice, he cried, «* Come hither, 
Sancho, and behold what thou flialt fee, but not be- 
lieve-, quick, n^y child, and contemplate the power 
of magic : here thou wilt fee what thofe wizards and 
enchanters can do." Sancho accordingly approached, 
and feeing the face of batchelor Carrafco, began to crofs 
and blefs himfelf a thpufand times. 

Mean- while, thy overthrown knight giving no 
figns of life, SancM faid to Don Quixote, " In my 
opinion, mafter, right or wrong, your worfliip fhould 
thruft your fword through the ja^s of this mifcrcant, 
who feems to be the batclielor Sampfon Carrafco, and 

in 
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in him, perhaps, you may flay one of thofc enchanters 
who are your enemies/* " That is no bad advice, 
fald the knight ; for the fewer enemies the better." 
So faying, he drew his fword, in order to put in exe- 
cution the advice and counfel of Sancho, when the 
fquire belonging to the knight of the mirrours, came 
\ip without his frightful nofe, and cried aloud, « Take 
care what you do, fignor Don Quixote ; he who lies 
at your feet is your friend the batchelor Sampfon 
Carrafco, and I am his fquire." . 

Sancho feeing him without his original deformity, 
"And the nofe!" faid he. "I have it here," re- 
plied the other; who putting his hand in his right 
G^je pocket, pulled out a pafte-board nofe, covered 
^ith vamifti, fuch as we have already defcribed. 
Sancho having confidered him more and more at- 
tendvely, broke out into a loud exclamation of won- 
der, crying, " Blefled Virgin, watch over me ! Sure 
t^^s is not my neighbour and goffip Tommy Cecial ?" 
"The very fame (anfwered the unfnouted fquire), 
Tummas Cecial I am, your own friend and goffip^ 
Sancho Panza ; and I will prefently tell you by what 
round-about conduits, tricks, and mifchievous ftories 
1 have been brought hither : in the mean time, fup- 
plicate and befeech your mafter's worfliip, not to 
^^^t, maltreat, wound, or flay the knight of the 
looking-glafTes, who now lies at his feet ; for, with- 
out all doubt, he is no other than our townfman, the 

inconfiderate and ill-advifed batchelor Sampfon Car- 
rafco." 

^Wut this time, the knight of the mirrours came 
^0 himfelf 5 and Don Quixote perceiving he had re- 
<^overed the ufe of his fenfes, clapped the point of his 
"aked fword to his throat, faying, " Knight, you are 
^ dead man, if you do not infl:antly confefs that the 
peerlefs Dulcinea del Tatofo excels your Cafiidea de 
vandalia, in beauty ; and, in the next place,^ you 
^^ft promife (provided you efcapc with life from 

this 
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this contention and overthrow), to go to the city oi' 
Tobofo, and 'pref<?nt yourfelf before her, in my namej 
that {he may difpofe of you according to her- good 
pleafure : *and if ihe leaves you at your own difpofal], 
you (Iiaii return in quell of me ; lor the tracks of my 
exploits will ferve as a guide to conduA you to tlie 
place where I (hall be, and give me an account of 
what hath pafled between you ; thefe conditions be- 
ing conformable to what we agreed upon before the 
combat, and not deviating from the cuftoms of 
knighfe^rrantry." «^ I confefs, faid the vanquifhed 
knight^ tliat the clouted dirty fboe of the lady Dul- 
cinea del Tobofo, excels the difheveUed though filming 
locks of Cafildea ; I promife to go, and return from 
her to your prefence, and give you a full and parti- 
cular detail of what you demand." " You muft, in 
like manner, confefs aad believe, added Don Quixote, 
that the knight whom you overcame neither .was, nor 
could be, Don Quixote de la Mancha, but fome other I 
who rcfembled him; as I confefs and believe, that 
although you appoar to be the batchclor Sampfon 
Carrafco, you arc not really he, but anof^^er clothed 
in hi« appearance, with which my enemies have in- 
yefted you, in order to arrefl my arm, and reiirain | 
the impctuofity of my rage, fo as that I may beai^ the 
glory of my conqueft with moderation." " I confefs, 
judge, and perceive in all refpefls, as you believe, I 
judge, and perceive, anfwered the difcomfitted knight] 
and I befeech you allow me to rife, if the feverity 
of my fall, which hath put me in a miferablc plight, | 
will permit me to get up." 

t He was accordingly affifted in rifing, by Don 
Quixote and his own fquire Tommy Cecial, from 
whofe perfon Sancho could not withdraw his eyes, 
while he alked a thouiand queflions \ the anfwers to 
which manifedily ihewed, that he was really and truly 
the individual Tommy Cecial, whom he pretended 
to be : but the apprebention which Sancho had con-

vthtd, from what his mailer (aid touching the en- 
chantctS) who bad metamorphofed the knight of the 
fnirrouTs into the haitcJieioY Carrafco, hindered him 
from giving credit to the truth of what he faw with 
his dwfi eyes. Finally^ both lYiafter and man re«- 
tnaiAed umier the influence of that deception, whik 
h^ of the iniirrour»> wkh hi« fqnire, in exceeding bad 
hamottt and evU^pltght, took his- l<^ve ctf Don Qaix«- 
ote and SaA^ho^ to go in queft of fome place wlTere 
he itii^ht beplafter and be^Hnter his ribs. Don 
Quixote a«id Saibcho x^tunned to the profecution of 
their journey^ in whith the hiftory teaves them, to 
explain the myftery of the knight of «he lodLxng- 
gl^% zatd his ihouted fquire. 

e H A P* XV. 

Which gives an arccount and information of tlie knight 
of the mirrouTs, and his fquire. 

r\ON 'Quixote went on his way rejoicing: he 
gloiried, he trmfliphed in the importance of 
^is coliqu^ft) inhagining ^he kmght of the mhrrours 
^0 be the n^ft redoubtable of all knights that had 
J<^ eter atppeared ; amd wl«t afforded him likewife 
g^eat matter of eomfort was, diat this knight, h»v- 
iftg engaged himfelf by the ties of honour, from 
^eh he coiild not deviate, without forfeiting his 
title to <the otder, he conceived hopes of hearing foon 
from Dukinea, and- of being certainly informed whc- 
tiler the enchantment of that princefs ftill continued; 
♦hough, indeed, it httppefled, that he and the knight of 
"the mirrours thought, at that tiwie, differently v^ipoa 
Ais ftibjeft : inaifeciuch as the latter was folely intent 
^pon thinking how he fhould i^epatr the damage dos&e 
^ his carcafe. 

And here the hiftoriaFfi informs his readers, tbat 
W'Keh Sampfon Carrafco advHed Doa Quixote to re- 
fume 
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fume the profeffion of knight-errantry, it was ifi con- 
fequence of mature confultation between him, the 
icurate, and the barber, when they deliberated upon 
the means of keeping him in peace and quiet at 
home, fo that hisf brains for the future fhould not 
be difturbed in purfuit of thofe wild extravagancies ; 
(the refult of which was, that the only way to cure 
the frenzy of this unhappy man, was at prefent not 
to check his ungovernable obftinacy, but to humour 
it, and encourage him to go out again, as they faw 
it was impoffible to prevent himj that Sampfon 
Should arm himfelf, and take an opportunity of meet- 
ing and challenging him, as a knight-errant ; that he 
fhould fettle the terms with him, that the vanquiihed 
fliould be at the difpofal of the conqueror ; that, in 
confequence oFthis agreement, Don Quixote, when 
overcome (which they looked upon as a matter of 
little doubt and difficulty), fhould be ordered to re- 
turn home, and not to pafs the bounds of his own 
village for the fpace of two years, without the good- 
will and permiffion of the other y that no doubt this 
he would religioufly comply with, as not daring to 
violate tlie laws of the order ; and that there might 
be hopes, he would either in that fpace of time be 
naturally cuted of thofe extravagant follies^ or they ' 
might find out fome method of diverting his mind | 
from the farther purfuit of them. Carrafco under- 
tQok the afiair yery readily ; and this Thomas Cecial, 
an intimate friend and companion of Sancho, and a 
<jueer fort of fellow, proffered his fervice to ^o upon 
the expedition, in the quality of fquire. Sampfon 
got himfelf accoutred in the manner you have read, 
and Cecial appeared, in the terrors of that tremend- 
ous pafte-board nofe, to difguife himfelf from San- 
cKoj and being thus equipped, they followed him 
fo clofe, that they were very near coming up with 
him at the advetiture of the waggon of death : they 
met him however in the wood, where enfued what 

4 the 
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the attentive reader muft already be acquainted with ; 
and where, had it not beeil for Don Quixote's heated 
ijnagiiiation, which hurried him into the belief that 
the batchelor was not the batchelor, fignor Sampfon 
Carrafco would have been effeftually Itoppcd in the 
progrefs of his univerfity degrees, and would not 
even have found a neft where he expe<3ed a flight of 
fparrows. 

Thomas CeciaJI, finding the unhappy fuccefs that 
attended their undertaking, faid, " Mr. Carrafco, I 
cannot in my confcience fee whyVe ought to com- 
plain ; it is ofie thing to undertake, but another thing 
to finifli : we looked upon Don Quixote as mad, and 
ourfelves as hugely wife ; but, behold the end ! we 
take our march, back again, both from a fool's er- 
rand, and you pioft handfomely drubbed to boot, 
while he purfues his journey in fafety and triumph : 
and I fliould really be curious to know which is the 
greateft fool, he who is made fo by nature, or he 
who makes himfelf one ?" " There is this difference, 
replied the batchelor, betweeii a natural and a wil- 
ful fool, that the former will always remain fo, the 
latter may ceafe to be fo when he has a mind." " As 
that is the cafe, faid Thomas, I think I have been a 
monftrous fool in coming here to attend you as your 
fquire j and therefore, that I may be fo no longer, I 
will this inftant hie me to my own habitation." 
** In that particular, you may do what feems good 
unto you, replied -Sampfon •, but as for me, I fee not 
the place of my dwelling, until I fliall have taken 
bodily vengeance upon Don Quixote : 'tis not now 
from motives of charity or benevolence ; no, 'tis re- 
venge, and the anguifh of my .ribs, thaf prompt me 
to perfevere in attempting the work of his reforma- 
tion.*' _ - 

They entertained one another in this manner, till 

they came to a village, where they had the' good

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fortune to find a bone-fetter, who put the batche- 
lor's ribs fomewhat to rights; and Ceclal took the 
route for his own village, leaving Carrafco deep in his 
meditations, projefiing fchemes of revenge. In due 
time, the hiftory will again mention him ; but at pre- 
fent, let us fhare with Don Quixote in the tranfports 
of his joy# 

CHAP. XVI. 

What happened to Don Quixote, with a grave gentle- 
man of La Mancha* 

TTvON Quixote, as we have obferved, went on his 
-*-^ way, glorying in his fuccefs. From that day, 
lie dated himfelf the moft renowned and invincible 
of all knights that had ever yet gone through a courfe 
of labours on this our earth : he looked upon all dan- 
gers, all difficulties that poffibly could come in his 
way, as already vanquifhed, already overcome: he 
now valued not a rufh the machinations of the moft 
/^Qwerful enchanters. The very traces of former mif- 
fortiines, thofe drubbings out of number he had un- 
dergone, in difcharging the funftions of knighthood, 
were now quite obliterated from his memory. He 
thought no more of the fliower of ftones which had 
fo forely afBifted his jaw-bones, nor the mortifying 
ingratitude of the galley-flaves j nor did he think any 
more of the pack-ftaves of the Yanguefian carriers, 
who had the hardinefs to make his fides refound like 
tjhe dufting of a carpet : in fliort, the idea he con- 
ceived of his own felicity was fo great, that could I, 
faid he to himfelf, but accomplifti the great point of 
delivering my celeftial princefs from the power of 
enchantment, I fhould not envy the glory that ever 
was^ or will be purcfaafed by any knight in the uni- 
verfe.

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He was loft in thefe reveries, when Sancho inter- 
rupted him, " Signer, you will hardly believe what a 
fool I am ; but it is an actual truth, that I cannot 
keep myfelf from thinking on that horrid and unmea- 
furable nofe of my neighbour Tom Cccial." «« And 
doft thou really believe, replied the other, that the 
knight of tKe mirrours was.Sampfon Carrafco; and 
that thy old companion, Thomas Cecial, was his 
fquire.'* <* As to that affair> I can fay nothing to 
it, anfwered Sancho, only one thing I am pofitive in, 
that no one but himfelf could have given me fuch 
an account of my houfe, my wife, and my children ; 
and as to his face, when that nofe was flipt off, it w.is 
the very individual face of Thomas Cevial, juft as I 
have beheld it many a time, when we were next-door 
neighbours in our village : and as for his voice, I will 
take my oath, it is the fame to a tittle." " Come, 
Sancho, faid Don Quixote, let us reafon coolly upon 
this head: what probability is there, that Sam|rfbn 
Carrafco fhould come as a knight-erran',^ armed 
cap-a-pie, to offer me combat ? Am I his enemy, or 
did I ever give him occafion to bear refentment 
againft me ? Do you imagine I am his rival, or that 
he has entered into the profeffion of chivalry, as en- 
vying the glqry I have acquired by arms ?" " But tlien. 
Sir, anfwered Sancho^ what account can we give of 
the rcfemblance of that fame knight and his fquirc 
to Sampfon Carrafco, and my old friend Thomas 
Cecial ? And if it be enchantment, as your worfhip * 
fays, were there no other two in the world but them, 
whofe iikenefs they could affimie ?** *< It is all de- 
fign, anfwered the others and the contrivance of thofe 
curfed enchanters that pejfecute me, who eafily forc- 
fecing I fhould be viftorious in the combat, ch^vnged 
the form of the vanquifhed knight into that of the 
batchelor, that the friendfliip I have for him might 
check the fury of my fword, and fliield him againft 
the effects of nay juft indignation 5 and by that means 
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fave the life of him who, by treachery and artifice, 
had attempted to take away mine. But what far- 
ther proof need there be of the power of thofe en- 
chanters, to change the appearance of human coun- 
tenances, the fair into the deformed, and the deform- 
ed into the fair, than what thou thyfelf haft lately 
found by certain experience ? Thou, who not t'wo 
days fince, beheld the peerlefs Dulcinea, in all the 
charms and luftre of perfect beauty, while at the 
fame time (he appeared to me an ugly ruftic wench, 
with bleared eyes, and ftinking breath : and, doubt- 
lefsi if the wicked magician could effeft fuch a dia- 
bolic enchantment as that, it is not to be wondered at, 
if he did the like by Carrafco and Thoma^ Cecial, to 
rob me of the glory of my viftory: however, this 
is my confolation, that the prowefs of my arm hath 
prevailed againft my enemy, whatever fliape he has 
affumed." ** It is God alone who knows the truth 
of all things,'* anfwered Sancho, who well knowing, 
that the transformation of Dujcinea was the effeft 
of his own enchantments, upon that account was not 
quite convinced by his mafter's arguments ; but durft 
not mutter the leall word, left fomething fliould have 
dropped from him, by which he might have betrayed 
himfelf. 

While they were difcourfing in this manner, a gen- 
tleman, mounted in the jockey-faftiion, on a fine flea- 
bitten niare, came up with them^, drelTed in a riding- 
coat of fine green cloth, faced with murry-coloured 
velvet, and a hunting-cap of the fame; his furni- 
ture of a piece, murry-coloured and green: he had 
a belt of green and gold, at which hung a Moprifh 
fcymitar, and his bulkins were wrought in the fame 
manner: his fpurs were not gilt, but fo finely var- 
nifhed with green, that as they were more of a 
piece with the reft of his drefs, they looked better 
than if they had been pure gold. When this gentle- 
man overtook them, he faluted them with great po* 
10 litencfs, 
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iitencfs, and was fpurring on, ifi order to pafs them, 
when Don Quixote calling to him, faid, " Si^nor, if 
jrouare not in liafte, and are going this way, I (hould 
be exceeding glad to join company with you " " Sir, 
anfwered the other, I ftiould not have been in fuch 
hafte to pafs you, but was afraid yoi'ir horfe might 
be unruly, in the company of my mare." " If 
that be all, anfwered Sanclio, you may flop your 
mare when you pleafe, with great f;ifcty; ours is the 
moft fober and moil difci;eet horfe in the world, and 
has more breeding than ever to let his naughtinefs 
get the better of. him, upon fuch occafions, and ne- 
ver tranfgreffed in this particular but once, and then 
my mailer and I both fuffered feverely in the fieiH 
for it : I fay once more, your woribip may ilop j for 
if^ your mare was fervcd up in a dilh, our fteed would 
not fo much as fmcll to her." Upon this affurance, 
the gentleman Hopped, and looked with amazement 
at the air and appearance of Don Quixote, who 
Tfode without his helmet, which hung like a wallet 
Defore Sancho, at the pummel of his afs's pannel : 
and, on the other hand, Don Quixote beheld him 
with no lefs attention, conceiving him to be fome 
perfon of figure and diilinclion- The traveller feemed 
to be a man about fifty ; he had fome, tho' few grey 
hairs; his features were Iharp, and in his looks ap- 
peared neither levity nor morofenefs : in ihort, his 
appearance befpoke him a man of confequence. He 
looked with a kind of ailoniihment at Don Quixote, 
3s having never beheld fuch a phsenomenon before j 
Ae lanknefs of the horfe, and the tall ilature of the 
perfon that rode him, the fepulchral meagetnefs of 
^Js afpeft, his folemn gravity, the (Irangenefs of his 
armour, all together forming fiich a compofition as 

perhaps had never before been feen in that coun- 
try. 

Don Quixote obferved with what attention the tra^ 
vellcr confidered him, and, by the furprife he faw hin*. 
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It), gucfling what he wanted to know^ as he ^«ra» 
Jiimfclf the very flower of civility, and of excefByc 
complaifance, he was refolvcd to be beforehand with 
him, and fave him the trouble of aiking any queftion : 
** Signer, faid he, I am not at all furprifed to find, 
that with amazement you contemplate this my ap- 
pearance fo new to you, and fo different from that 
of other mortals ; but your wonder will ceafe, when 
I have told you that I am of the fraternity of thofe 
knights whom people dillinguifh by the title of ad- 
venture-hunters. I (lave left my native home, mort- 
gaged my all, bid adieu to eafe and plcafure, and 
cail myfelf upon fortune, to- difpofe of me as flie fhall 
think proper ; my dcfign being to awaken the loft 
and decayed fpirit Of knight-errantry : it is now fome 
time (ince I entered upon the reiolution of accom- 
pllfhing this aim, during which period I have fufi^r- 
ed a variety of fortune, toffed about from one adven-^ 
ture to another, ibmetimes triumphant, at other times 
not fo fuccefsful, until I have in a great mesrfure ftil* 
Blled my defign, having relieved many difconfelate 
widows, afforded prote£):ion to many diftrefled damfels, 
and been of aid and affiftailce to divers married wo-^ 
men and fatherlefs children, the ttue duty and intent 
of our orders fo that, by numberlefs exploits becoa»- 
ing a chriftian hero, I am now celebrated in print thro* 
almoft all the nations of the habitable globe. Thirty 
thoufand copies of my renowned hiftory are already 
in the hands of the public, and if Heaven, d^ies. not 
think proper to put a flop to. it, in all likelihood t^ere> 
will be a thoufand times as many more^ In one word. 
Sir, I am Don Quixote de la Mancha, otherwife ftyl- 
ed the knight of the rueful countenance : and though 
I own it is illiberal to found one's, own praifes, yet 
am I fometimes obliged to do it ; but then never 
unlefs when ao one is by to do it for me ; fo that, 
Signor, after what I have told you,. neii^Qr my lance 
4)or my fhieldj^ my horfe aor my fquire, the wannefs 
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of mj countenance nor the lanknefs of my perfon, 
and all my whole compofition together, ought any 
more to zScGt you with farprife, iincc you know the 
profeffion I am of, and the order I beloflg to." 

There Don Quixote flopped to give the traveller 
an opportunity wreply^ but he was fo long before 
be opened his mouth, that it Teemed as if he could 
make no anfwcr ; however, after a long paufe, ** Sir 
knight, faid he, you was not miftaken, when, by the 
furprife you faw me in, you guefled the defire I had 
to be informed ; but I am ftill as much furprtfed ^s 
ever, and though what you fay may be right, that my 
knowing who you are ought to have made my won- 
der ceafe, it is yet far from having that effeft upon 
me ; can it be polliblc, that there are indeed now in 
the world knights -errant really exifting, and tli;it 
there are publifhed accounts of real adventures i I 
fliould never have once dreamed that there was fuch 
a thing upon earth as any one who affifted married 
women and orphans, relieved widows, and protetlcd 
damfels, if I had not had this opportunity of being 
convinced by now feeing you ; and heaven be praif- 
cd, that this noble hiftory of your real and, glorious 
atchievements is in print> as it mud efface and dif- 
credit thofe numberlefs romances about knights-er- 
rant, who never had being, and with which the 
world was fo peftered and abufed, to the apparent 
corruption of the mind of the readers, and the dif» 
credit of real and true hiftory." "As to that cir- 
cumftance, fir, there is much to be faid, and you 
^uft not be too rafh in believing, that the hiftories 
of knight-errantry are all fable." " Is there any 
pne, anfwcred the traveller, who makes a doubt of 
it ?" « I do, for one, anfwer Don Quixote j but 
We will drop th-^t^^ fubjeft for the prefent, as I doubt 
not but, if we continue any time travelling together, 
I fliall be. able, by the bleffing of God, to convince 
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you of your error, and to fliew you that you arc pre- 
judiced only by the number of thofe who have enter- 
tuined a notion^ tliatfuch accounts are fictitious/' 

Thefe laft words of Don Quixote gave the gentle- 
man in green a fufpicious idea of his underftanding ; 
he had a notion that he niuft be difordered in hi^ 
fenfes, and was expcfting fome other proof of it 5 
l>ut, without entering into farther difcourfe, Don 
Quixote dtfwtd his companion to let him know -wba 
he was, as he himfelf had given an account of his 
life and fituation. To which requell the gentleman 
replied, " Sir knight of the rueful countenance^ I am 
a gentleman born in a village where, if it pleafes God, 
we (hall all dine to-day 5 my fortune is better than 
moderate, and my name Don Diego de Miranda. I 
pafs my time cheerfully, vvith my wife, my children, 
and my friends ; my ufual diverfions are fifliing and 
hunting ; but I neither keep hounds nor hawks $ ali 
I have are fome decoy-partridges and a good ferret. 
My library confifts of about fome fix dozen of Spa- 
nilh and Latin books; fome are books of hiftory, 
others of piety ; for as to books of chivalry, I have 
"I not yet allowed them to come under my roof; I am 
more inclined to the reading of profane than religious 
authors, if the fubjefts they treat of are of an inno- 
cent nature, if the llyle is engaging, and the incidents 
afFetting and fiirprifing; but, indeed, Spain produces 
mighty few performances of this fort, I live in terms 
of good neighbourhood with all about me ; fome- 
times I go to their houfes, fometimes I invite them 
to mine; my table is neat and clean, and fufliciently 
affluent, without extravagance. I (lander no one, 
jior do I allow backbiters to come near me ; my eyes 
pry not into the aftions of other men, nor have I 
any impertinent curiofity to know the fecrets of their 
lives. I go to mafs every day, and the poor man par- 
takes of my fubftancc ; I make no oftentation in the 
good I do 5 that I may defend myfelf again ft the attacks 
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ofhjpocrify and vain glory, well knowing, that the 
beft fortified heart is hardly proof agaiufl thefe fly dc^- 
ceivers. As far as I have an opportunity, I am a 
reconciler of differences among my neignbours : I 
particularly pay my devotions to the blcfl'ed Motherji 
and have an entire dependance on the mercies of God 
our Saviour.** 

Sancho' had liftened with uncommon attention to 
what the gentleman in green faid ; and this difcourfe 
feemed to him of fuch exalted piety and virtue, that 
lie immediately conceived fuch a man muft be en- 
dowed with the power of working miracles.: fully 
perfuaded of the truth of this fuppofition, he threw 
himfelf off his afs, . ran up to the gentleman, feizc4 
his right ^ixrup, and with a heart overflowing with 
devotion, and eyes full of tears, fell a-kiffing his feet. 
Which humility, when the traveller perceived, " What 
is the matter, friend, faid he, • what is the meaning, 
of thefe embraces ? ' " Pray let mc alone, faid 
Sancho ; for in my life before, excepting your wor- 
fiiip, did I never know a faint mounted on horf^i-^ 
back." " I have no title to be thought fo, anfwere4 
the gentleman ; on the contrary, I am a miferablei 
finner 5 but the limplicity of your behaviour, mj» 
Wend, fhews that you yourfelf muft be a very good; 
man." Upon this declaration Sancho quitted hiixi, 
and again remounted Dapple, having by his bchaviaur 
\inbended the folemn gravity of his mafter into a linik', 
and increafed the wonder of Don Diego. 

Don Quixote then made inquiry into the number 
of children he had, informing Jiim at the fame time^ 
wiat the ancient fagcs, who were not enlightened 
^ith the knowledge of the- true God, reckoned the 
gifts of fortune and nature, abundance of friends 
^^^d increafe of dutiful clMldren, as con ftitu ting part 
ofthcfupreme happinefs* " Sir, anfwered Don Diego, 
I have one fon 5 and if I had none, (liould, per- 
^dvcuture, tliink myfjlf happier than I am ; not that 
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he 18 rery bad, but becaufe he does not come up to 
vhat I would wi(h him to be. He is now eighteen 
years of age, (ik of which he has fpent at Salamanca, 
iludying Greek and Latin ; and when I would have 
had him apply to fomething elfe^ t found him fo 
dipt in poetry, if that deiicir 'ts the name of fcience, 
that I could not prevail upon him to take to the ftudy 
of the law, which was what I wanted he fhould do ; 
fior would he apply to divinity, the iirft and nobleft: 
^f all fciences. I was defirous to make him the ho- 
nour and ornament of his family, as we live in an 
age and under a monarch, where ufeful and virtuous 
learning is fo amply recompenfed; for what is learn- 
ing without virtue r No better than pearls on a dung- 
hill. He will fpcnd whole days in examining whe- 
ther fUch a verfe in Homer's Iljiad be exprefied with 
-propriety, whether fuch an epigram of Martial is to 
he conftriied into a lewd fenfe or not, and whether 
fuch a verfe in Virgil will bear this or that meaning. 
In a word, thefe authors, with Horace, Perfius, Ju- 
venal, and TibuUus, engrofs the whole of his time 
jfnd cohverfation. A6 to the modern authors of hi$ 
own country, he feems to have no great relifli for 
them, though, notwithilnnding his feeming difregard, 
he is now bufied in making a kind of commentaty 
upon four verfes, which, I believe, are defigned as a 
fubjcfl for a prize in the fchools." 

To this information, tlie other anfwered, *^ Signor, 
children are to be confidered as part of the bowels of 
the parents, and, be they good br bad, we mufl treat 
them as fuch, and cherifh them accordingly. It is 
incumbent upon parents to lead tliem betimes into 
the padis of decency and virtue, to inftil into them 
found principles, and train them up in Chriftian 
difcipline, that by thefe means they may be the 
ftay of their declining years, and an honour to 
their own defcendants. I am not againil ufing per- 
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feafion to incHne them ei^er to the ftudy of thiD 01* 
that fcience^ but look upon uflng force as altogether 
unwarrantable ; more efpectally as the young gen* 
tieman does not ftudy in view of getting his live- 
lihood, he being fo fortunate as to have that fecured 
by inheritance: then I think he (hould be indulged in 
purfuing whatever his genius or inclination moftly 
prompts him to ; and though in poetry there is more 
pleafure than utility, it generally does honour to the 
perfon who has a vein for it. I liken poetry to a 
young, tender, and beautiful virgin, whom many 
other virgins, that is, all the other fciences, arc afli- 
duous to ornament, enrich, and embellifli ; now a« 
(he makes ufe of them all, fo likewife does &e refleA 
a luftre upon them all. But then this tender virgin 
Is not to be handled roughly ; (he is not to be drag- 
ged through the ftreets ; expofed in public places, or 
ftand as a proftitute at the gates of palaces. She is a 
kind of alchemy of fuch rare virtue, that whoever 
knows the nature of her compofition may change her 
into pure gold of Ineftimable value : whoever would 
keep her muft narrowly look after her : (he mull not 
be indulged in the indecency of obfcene fatire, nor 
allowed to run into infipid fonnets. And though 
(he may enjoy the profits arifing from heroic poetry, 
weeping tragedy, or laughing comedy, yet the muf^ 
muft not be venal : no buffoons muft have any thiilg 
to do with her, and flie muft be kept facred from 
the unhallowed multitude, who neither know nor 
cfteem thofe hidden treafures ihe carries about hen 
And think not that by the multitude, I, only mean 
the common rank of men ; no, under that clafs t 
number all who are ftrangers to real knowledge, be 
they peers or be they princes^ But whoever is^ pof- 
fefled of thofe qualifications I have been mentioning^ 
and with them attempts the ftiidy .ai^d execution of 
poetry, I fay, his name will be famous, and held in 
veneration wherever politenefs extends its influence, 
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As to what you fay of your fqn's not eftceming the 
poetry of his own country, 1 . don't think he js quite 
right in that opinion, and . for this reafoti j the 
mighty Homer did not write in Latin, becaufe he 
was a Greek 5 nor Virgil in Creek, for the fame rea- 
fon that he was a Roman ; and in general, every one 
of the ancient poets wrote in the language of his own 
country, and did not feek for another to clothe the 
majefty of his ideas* As this is the cafe, I think it 
ihquld be a prevailing maxim in all countries j nor 
ifhould we undervalue the German poet for writing in 
his own language, nor the Caftilian, nor even the 
Bifcayan, for writing in his 5 but, perhaps, your 
fon does not diflike Spanifli poetry, but Spanifh 
poets, as being deflitute of the knowledge of otiier 
languages or fciences, that might contribute to culti- 
vate, affift, and enliven their own natural genius ; and 
even tliis prejudice may be carried too far ; for the 
maxim that a'poet is born with his talent, is certainly 
jull ; that is, a real poet comes forth a poet into the 
world, and with this natural endowment, implanted 
in him by his Creator, produces, without the help of 
ftudy or cultivation, fuch things as verify that of the 
poetSj wlien they fay, Eft Deus in nobis. One fo 
born a poet, if he cultivates his genius by the aflift- 
ance of art, muft be much better, nay, greatly pre- 
ferable to him who, without natural fire, attains 
to the knowledge of the rules only; for it is ob- 
vious, that as art does not exceed nature, but fer\^es 
to polifh and bring it to perfeclion, fo art aflifting 
nature, and nature fo ajDTifted by art, form the ac- 
compliflica poet. To conclude, fignor, my advice is, 
that your fon Ihould be allowed to follow the bent of 
liis own inclination j and as he muft be already an 
exceeding good fcholar, having niaftered the learned 
languages, which may be looked upon as having 
mounted the firft fteps in his progrefs to the feat of 
'tlie fciences, by the aillftance of th?t knowledge he

Will be able, without more help, to climb to the top 

of human literature, which as much adorns and fets' 

off a gentleman as a mitre does a bifhop, or the long 

robe the counfel learned in the law. If you find him 

writing fatires injurious to private chara&ers, burn 

his works and rebuke him ; but if he compofes dif- 

courfes, diat comprehend for their fubje£l of fatire 

vice in general, as Horace did with fo much elegance, 

then commend him : for,' though it be unlawful to 

mark and fingle out particular perfons, it is allowable' 

to write againft particular vices ; for example, to 

write againft envy, or to laih the envious, and fo of 

others. Here are fome poets indeed, who, rather than 

baulk their fancy of faying a fmart thing, will rifque 

being fent to the ifles of Pontus. As the manners^ 

fo will the verfes be ; if the former are challe, the latter 

will be fo likewife : writing is the interpreter of the 

mind, which will always prodilce what is confonant 

to its own native conceptions ; and when kings, and 

the great men of the earth, once fee this wonderful 

gift of poetry employed on fubjefts of wifdom, virtue, 

and dignity, they beftow marks of honour, efteem^ 

and muniiicence upon the poet ; they crown him 

from the leaves of that tree, which is proof againft the 

glancing thunderbolt, emblematically denoting, that 

fuch as wear that crown ought to be fecure againft all 

hurt or ofFence." 

The traveller wondered 10 much at Don Quixote's 
difcourfe, that he began to be ftaggered in his mind, 
whether he was a madman or not. But as this con- 
verfation did not altogether hit Sancho's tafte, he. 
had, in the midft of it, gone out of the road, to beg 
a little milk of fome (hepherds who were milking 
ewes hard by; and the gentleman in green, who 
fcemed very lond of the good fenfe and ingenious con- 
yerfation of Don Quixote, was going to renew their 
dialogue, when the Don, fuddenly lifting up his 
eyes, faw a carriage with the king's colours meeting 
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them upon the road, and taking this for feme new 
adventure, called to Sancho to bring his helmet. 
Sancho, hearing the voice of his mafter, left thcr 
, ihepherd in great hurry, and mounting Dapple, ar- 
rived where Don Quixote was, to whom there hap- 
pened a vety terrible and tremendous adventure. 

CHAP. XVII. 

Which fets before the reader that higheft and moft 
exalted pinnacle, which the incredible magnani- 
mity of Don Quixote ever did, or ever could ar- 
rive at, with the happy iflue of the adventure o( 
the lions. 

THE hiftory then proceeds to inform us, that 
when Don Quixote called upon Sancho to bring 
him his, helmet, he, Sancho, was deep in bargain 
^ widi the fhepherds about fome curds; and finding 
himfelf fummoned in C ch violent hafte by his ;nafter, 
was at a prodigious lofs what to do with them, for 
h^ had paid for them, and could not bear the thoughts 
of lofmg his pur9hafe : in this extremity he had re- 
courfe to his matter's helmet, in which he fafcly 
flowed them, and hugging himfelf iu this lucky 
thought, away he trotted to receive the commands of 
his lord and mafter, who defired him to deliver his 
helmet ; " For, faid he, if I know ought of adven- 
tures, that which I defcry yonder will prove fui:h a 
one as will oblige me to have recourfe to arms.'* 

Don Diego, upon hearing this declaration, looked 
about him every where, but could difcover nothing, 
except a carriage coming towards them, with two or 
three flying flags, by which he gueflfed the carriage 
might be loaded with fome of the king's money, and 
mentioned this obfetvation to Don Quixote, who 
minded not what he faid, his brain wandering fo 
upon adventures, that every thing muft be one, and 
nothing but a feries of one adventure upon the back 
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of i&bAer ; Kc therefore anf^ercd the gentleman to 
this cStSt : " Sir, forewarned and fore-armed is half 
the day ; I am not now to learn that I have enemies 
of all kinds, vifible and invifible ; neither know t 
the time, the place, the hour, nor under what ap- 
pearance they will attack me.'* With thcfe wordK 
turning about, he demanded his helmet of Sancho, 
who not having time to difengage the "turds firom it j 
was obliged to deliver it, with that lining In the ih- 
fide, to his ihafter, who took it, and, without farther 
examination, clapped it itt a great hurry upon his 
head, which pteffing 'and fquee^ing the curds, the 
whey began to oozt down his beard ^ ahd this cir- 
cumftance fo ftirtled him, that he called out to San- 
cho, «< What can this mean ? is my fcull foflenlng, 
or my brains melting, or do I fweat from head to 
foot ? Surely, this I can fay, that if I dd fweat, it is 
not through fear, though I am fully perfuaded this 
will prove a ihoft terrible adventure. If you have 
got any thing let me have it to wipe me; for this 
deluge of fweat blinds my eyes. Sancho replied not, 
hut gave him a cloth, and with it fent up his thanks 
to the Almighty, that his matter had not fbund out 
what it was. Doa Quixote, aftdr rubbihtf himfelf, 
took off his helmet, to lee what it was that fat fo cool 
^pon his head, and perceiving fomething white and 
clotted, put it to his tiofe, and frtuffed at it : " By 
the life of my lady Dulcinea del Tobofo, cried he, 
thou haft put curds into my helmet, thou traitor, thou 
ill-bred fquire !" To which apoftrophe, Sancho an- 
fwered with great unconcern and tranquillity, «« ]|| 
they are curds, let me have them to eat; but the de- 
vil ought rather to eat them, for I am fute it muft 
he he who put thp m there. I offer to defile your 
worfliip's helmet! in good troth, 1 can perceive, by 
the help of that underftanding God has given me, 
that I am not without my enchanters too, who arc 
at me, as a fort of member and limh of your wor- 

fhipi. 
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fhip ; and Til be fworn, have put that naftinefb therej> 
to infUgate your worlhip to wrath againft me, and 
ftir up your worfliip to anoint my ribs in the man- 
ner your worfhip was wont to do. But this time» 
they have miffed their aim, I trow, as I can depend 
upon the juft fentence of my mafter^ who will eafily 
weigh with himfelf, that I had neither curds, cream, 
nor any fuch fluffy and that if I had, it was more 
likely I fhould have crammed them into my own guts 
than put them into his worlhip's helmet." ** All 
this is poflible,'^ cried. Don Quixote : and all this the 
other gentleman faw, and (aw with aftqpiihxnent, 
more efpecially when our hero, after having cleaned 
his head, beard, chops, and helmet, clapped the lat- 
ter upon his (kull, and fixing himfelf in lus feat, tried 
whether or not his fword could be eafily drawn ; then 
grafping his fpear, " Now, cried he, happen what 
will happen, here am I, determined for the combat, 
fliould the prince of the evil fpirits fet himfelf in battle 
array againft me." 

By this time the carriage with the ftreamers was 
come up, attended only by the driver (who rode one 
of the mules) and a man who fat upon the fore-part 
of it. D^n Quixote wedged himfelf direftly in their 
way, and called out. Whither, my brethren, are 
you bound ? what carriage is this ? what does it con- 
tain ?. what enfigns are thofe difplayed ?" To which 
interrogation the waggoner replied, " The carriage 
itfelf belongs to me, and within are two favage lions, 
which the general of Oran fends to court to his ma- 
jefty : the ftreamers are the enfigns of our lord the 
king, to fliew that what is here contained belongs to 
the crown." " Are thefe lions large ?" anfwered 
Don Quixote, " So large, replied the man, who 
fat upon the fore-part of the .waggon, that lions of 
a more monftrous fize never came from Barbary 
into this kingdom. I am their keeper, and have had 
feveral under my charge before now, but never any 

fo

fo big as they : tKcre is a male and a female : the he 
is in the firft cage, and the female in the other j they 
are now ravenous with hunger, fcaving had no food 
to-day, and therefore I muft entreat you to get out 
of the way, as we muft make haite to the place where 
they are to be fed." To which intreaty, Don Quixote 
anfwered with half a fmile, " What are your lion 
whelps to me, and at this time of day too ! are lion 
whelps brought againft toe ! FIl. make thofe who 
fent them hither, yes— by the holy God ! Fll make 
them fee whether I am a man to be feared by lions* 
Come, honed friend, get oiFj and as you are their 
keeper, open the cages and turn them out ; for, in 
the inidft of tliis plain, will I make the favage beads 
of the wildernefs know who Don Quixote de la Man* 
cha is, in defiance of the enchanters who have fent 
them againft mc." 

" Aha ! faid Don Diego to himfelf, I think our 
Miight of the rueful countenance has now given us 
a pretty inconteftible fample of what he is : thefe 
tods have certainly foked his fkull, arid fuppurated 
"is brains." Then Sancho came up to Diego, and 
laid, cc pQ^ God's fake, figoor, take care that my maf- 
tet's v^rfliip does not encounter thefe lions, or be- 
like, we {ball all of us be tore to pieces." *« What^ 
anfwered he, is your mafter then really fo much out 
of his wits, that you believe and dread he will engage 
thefe favage monfters ?" " He is not out of his wits, 
replied Sancho, but prodigious bold." 

" I'll make him give over," anfwered the other v then 
going up to Don QuixotCj who was preffing the 
keeper to open the cages, he faid, «* Signer, gentlemen 
^f the order of knights-errant ought to go upon ad- 
ventures that have a probability of fuccefs, not fuch 
2s are quite defperate ; for that courage which is 
ataoft temerity, favours rather of madnefs than true 
fortitude. Befides, thefe lions do not come with any 

hoftile 
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hoftile dcfign agamft you ; no, they think of nothing* 
Icfs : they are going to be prefented to the king, 
and as they are on their way to court, I think tliey 
(hould not be flopped in their journey.*' ** Pray, 
good fignor, faid Don Quixote, if you will ple^fe to 
get away from hence, and look after your ferrets and 
decoy-partridges, do, and leave every one to niind 
his ovn\ bufinefs : this is my bufinefs, and it behoves 
me to know whether or not thefe lions come againft 
mc." Then turning to the keeper, " Sirrah, faid he, 
if you do not immediately open the cages, I fwear 
by the living God, I will this inftant pin you to- the 
J)lace where you fit." 

The carter, feeing the obftinate refolution of 
this armed phantom, who addreflcd him, begged for 
the fake of charity, he would let him take oS his 
mules, and get with them out of danger, before the 
lions were uncaged^ " For (hoald my cattle b< ilain, 
faid be, I am undone for ever, having nothing to de-* 
pend upon for bread hut this cart and thefe mules.*' 
<* Man of little faith, {<' d Don Quixote, alight ; take 
off thy mules, and do what thou wilt) but thou flialt 
quickly fee thou haft laboured in vain, and that 
thoti mighteft have fpared thyfelf this unaeceflary 
trouble." 

The carter then got off, and unharnefled in great 
hurry, and the keeper fpoke aloud, *' I call all prefeiit 
to witnefs that I am forced, againft my ^ill, to open 
the cages, and let loofe the lions; and I here declare, 
that this gentlemen is chargeable with, and anfwer- 
able for, all the harm they fhall do, as alfo for my 
falary and perquifites over and above# And now, gen- 
tlemen, pray take care of yourfclves, and get out of 
the way ; for, as to me, I know they will do me no 
barm.'* Don Diego again urged him to forbear at- 
tempting fo extrava^gant an af^ion, alleging it was 
tempting of pod, to think of going about fuch a 

dcfpc- 
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dcipcratc undertaking. The other replied, that he 
knew what he did ; and Don Diego once more defired 
him to think well of what he was about, as he was 
certain that he deceived himfelf. ** Signor, faid Don 
Quixote,. if you do not care to be a fpeftator of what 
you think will be a tragical adventure, fct fpurs to 
your mare, and provide for your own fafety.** San- 
cho, upon this intimation, fell a 1>lubbering, and 
carueftly befought him not to think of entering upon 
this adventure ; " For, in companion of this, laid 
he, the windmills, the terrible adventure of the full- 
ing-mill hammers, nay, all the exploits your worlliip 
has performed during the courfe of your life, are but 
cuftards and pufF pafte. ConCder, fir, continued he, 
that there can be no enchantment in this cage ; I 
myfelf have peeped through the cage, and there I 
faw the claw of a real Hving lion ; and fure I am^ 
that the bead that owns fuch a claw, muft be bigger 
than a mountain.** " Be he large or fmall> anfwcr- 
^^ Don Quixote, thy fear txroukl magnify him to 
the bignefs of one halt of the globe. Begone^ leave 
i^e: if I die, you know our old agreement^ repait 
to Dttlcinea. I fey no more." He fpokc fevcral 
other things, which fhewed he was determin<;d o/a 
what he was about^ and that all attenq>ts to di£uade 
kirn were in vain. 

Don Diego would willingly have ftopped hini \ but 
had neither weapons nor armour equal to the other's, 
^nd, befides, did not think it prudent to engage with 
^ man who was frantic; for, by this time, he wa» 
<!onYinccd that Don Quixote was fo in all refpe£ls| 
^^0 ftiU prefling the keeper, and repeating hig 
threats, Don Diego clapped fpurs to his mare, Sanch6 
^plitd his heels to Dapple, the carter put fotward 
^^ mules, and all ende^vomed, IQ get as fail out of 
the way as they could, before the beajls were let I^i>fe^ 
Sancho deplored the fate of his maftcr, who he be- 
lieved 
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lieved was juft going to be facrificed by the lions : be 
bewailed his own hard fortune, and curfed the hour 
when he thought of ferving him again: however, 
amidft the intenfenefs of his grief, he ceafed not to 
punch and jog on his afs, that he might get from the 
cart as faft as pofTible. The keeper, feeing that tliefe 
runaways were now fafe at a fufficient diilance, re- 
newed his expoftulations with Don Quixote, who faid, 
" I hear you,- friend ; but give yourfelf no more 
trouble with arguments or entreaties, it will all fig- 
nify nothing ; and therefore I defire you will make 
hafte." 

While the keeper protrafted the time in opening 
the firft grate, Don Quixote confidered with himfelf, 
whether he had beft alight for the combat, or con- 
tinue on the back of Rozinante ; and determined, at 
laft, to fight ort foot, left his fteed might take fright 
at the fight of the lions. Accordingly, he leaped upon 
the ground, threw away his lance, braced his Ihield, 
dnd drew his fwortL in which attitude, approaching 
t^ith great fteadinefa, he placed himfelf juft before 
the cart, recommending himfelf, with great devotion,, 
firft to the proteftion of the Almighty, and then to 
his mlftrefs Dulcinea del Tobofo. 

We m:jft obferve, that at this place the author of 
this hiftory breaks out into pathetic exclamations, ex- 
prefling himfelf to this purpofe : O Don Quixote de 
la Mancha ! renowned for fortitude, brave beyond 
human expreflSonj thou mirrour, in which sil he- 
roes of the earth may contemplate their own pcr- 
feftions ! thou fecond and other Don Manuel de Leon, 
glory and ornament of Spanifti knights ! how fliall I 
find words worthy to relate this matchlefs atchieve- 
ment? by what power of argument ftiall I make it 
gain credit among future generations ? for what en- 
comiums ever fo exalted, even beyond the hyperbole, 
can there be, but what thou deferveft ? On foot 
thou ftood'ft coUefted within thy magnanimous felf, 

with 
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with a fword far from being (harp, with a (hield far 
from bright and fhining ; there, I fay, didft thou 
ftand waiting and expefting two of the fierceft lions 
that were ever yet engendered in the dens of Libya. 
I want words wherewithal to embellifh thy great at- 
chievements : let thy own exploits then be the har- 
binger of thy praifes, O heroic Manchegan ! 

The author here breaks off his exclamation, and 
proceeds in the recital of the hiftovy, faying, 

The keeper feeing Don C^ixote fixed in this pof- 
ttnre, and finding himfelf under a neceflity of letting 
loofe the h^-lion, to avoid the refentment of this en- 
raged and intrepid hero, flung the door of the fiirft 
cage open, where the lion appeared lying, of a mon- 
ftrous bignefs and terrifying zfycGt : he immediately 
turned himfelf round in the cage, puf out one of hi$ 
paws, and ft retched himfelf at full length, yawned 
and gaped with great compofure, and then, with a 
tongue, of about half a yard long, cleaned his face, 
and. eyes ; after which he thruft his head out of the 
cage, and flared around him with eyes like firebrands ; 
a fight fufficient to have flruck a damp into the' mofl 
intrepid heart : but Don Quixote only fixed his eyes 
attentively upon him, wifliing for the nunute he 
would leap out of the cart, that he might engage and 
cut him in pieces ; to fuch an iinaccountablie degree 
had his frenzy worked up his diflurbed imagination. 
But the lion, naturally generous, and more inclinable 
to be gentle than rough, heeded not his bravadoes or 
flourilhing : on the contrary, after Jiaving looked 
around him, as we have obferved, turned about, and 
fhewing .our hero his back-fide, with great compo- 
fure and tranquillity, laid himfelf down again to refl ; 
which circumftance Don Quixote perceiving, ordered 
the keeper to roufe him by blows, and oblige him to 
come forth : " Nay, that I won't, anfwered he ; for, 
fhould 1 enrage him, he would immediately tear me 
to pieces ; cojne, fir knight, be contented with what 
/ you 
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you have done, which is all that can be expefttd 
from any man's courage, and give over tempting for^ 
tune any more. The door of his cage is open, and 
he may come forth, or not, as he pleafes; but as hq 
has not come out now, he will not all day. The in- 
trepidity of your worfhip's valour is fufficiently vouch^ 
cd : I apprehend the bravery of no combatant needs 
do more than challenge his adverfary, and await him 
in the jdeld ; and if the enemy won't meet him, the 
imputation of cowardice lies with them^ and the 
crown -of viftory devolves upon the other." " You 
fay true, faid Don Quixote ; fhut the door, my friend, 
ajid let me have, under your hand, in the beft man- 
ner you are able to draw it, a certificate of what you 
hsuire now feen ; for I think it is highly fitting man- 
kind (hould know that you opened the lion's cage; 
that I waited for him, and he c^nme not out; that 
I waited for him again, and he came not out-, and 
that again he laid himfelf down. I am not bound to 
do any more ; fo enchantments avaunt ! and God 
profper truth, juftice, and noble chivalry: fhut the 
door therefore, and I will wave a fignal for thofe who i 
have run off to return, and have an account of this 
a£lion from your own mouth." 

The keeper obeyed; and Don Quixote ckpping 
upon the point of his lance the cloth Sancho had 
given him to wipe off the. curds, called out to them 
who were ftill purfuing their flight, and at every ftcp, 
ail] in a body, turning about their heads, and Don 
Diego leading them on ; but Sancho chancing to 
efpy the /ignal of the liwen cloth, ** I'll be bound to 
be crucified, faid he, if my mailer has not got the 
better of the lions ; for he now calls to u.s." They 
all ftopped, aud perceived it was Don Quixote who 
made the fign ; upon which the violence o? their ter- 
rors fpmewhat abated, and they approached nearer 
and nearer by degrees, till they could diftindly hear 
the voice of Don Quixote calling to them : at laft 

they 
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they came back to the cart, and Don Quixote faid to 
the carter, ** Hamefs your mule^ ^gain, my friend, 
and go on in your journey; and, Sancho, give him 
and the keeper two crowns of gold, as a recompcncc 
for the time I have detained them." ** That I will 
raoft willingly do ; but where are the lions, dead or 
alive ?'* Then the keeper, very circuniftantially, and 
dividing his difcourfe with great propriety, gave an 
account of the iffu'^- of this adventure, exaggerating, 
with all his might, and ajl^ the power of rhetoric he 
could mufter up, the courage of Don Quixote ; *• at 
fight of whom, faid he, the lion, overawed, would 
not, or rather durft not, venture out of the cage, 
though I held the door open a confiderablc timei 
and that upon remonftrating to the great knight, 
that it was tempting of God to provoke the lion fo 
tw as to oblige him to come out by force, as be 
'tt^anted him to have done, and was going to make 
him do, whether he would or not, his honour had 
fuffered the cage-door to be fliut." " Sanchp, faid 
Don Quixote, what doft thou think now I can en- 
chantments avail aught againft true courage? They 
may indeed, and with cafe, ftand in the way of my 
good fortune j biit of valour and refofution they never 
can deprive me.** Sancho gave the crowns to the 
People ; the carter hc^ynefled his mules, and the keeper 
Hfled Don Quixote's hand for his liberality, and 
promifed, when he arrived at court, he would give 
an account of this heroic atchievement to his majefty 
^imfelf. « Should the king, faid Don Quixote, per- 
cViance inquire who performed it, tell him, it was the 
knight of the lions ; for I am determined, that, from 
this time forward, the title I have been hitherto diftin- 
guifhed by, of knijght of the rueful countenance, 
ftall be changed, bartered, and funk, into that of 
knight of the lions ; and in this alteration I imitate 
[ the example of knights-errant of old, who, as they 

pleafed. 
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pleafed, altered th^ir defignations as it bcft fulted 
their purpofes." , 

The carriage went forward, Don Quixote, Sancho, 

• and the traveller in green, • purfued their journey ; 
and, during 'ill this time, Don Diego de Miranda was 
fo attentive to reiiiark and obferve the a£lions of Don 
Quixote, that he had not opened his mouth; but 
looked upon him as a man whofe good fenfe was 

r blended with, a ftrange fort of madnefs : the reafon 
was, he knew as yet nothing of the firft part of his 
hiftory : had he read that, his amazement at the 
knight's words and adlions would have vanifhed) as it 
would have cleared up to him the nature of his frenzy j 
but as he knew not that, he was at times divided in 
his opinion', fometimes believing him in his fenfes, 
and at other times thinking him frantic ; becaufe 
what he fpoke was fenfibfe, confident, and genteelly 
expreffed, but his adlicns difcovered all the fymptonis 
of wildnefs, folly, and temerity. '* For what greater 
fign of diforder, faid he to himfelf, can there be, than 
for a man to clap on a helmet full of curds, and then 
take it into his head that fome magician had liquified 
his (kull ? and ^-hat more certain proof of fool-hardi- 
nefs and wild frenzy, than for a perfon, in fpite of 
all that can be faid to him, to refolve to engage 
lions ?" 

Don Quixote ihterrupted thefe refleftions and foh- 
loquy of his fellow-traveller, by faying, " Signor Don 
Diego de Miranda, I don't doubt 'but that, in your 
judgment, I mud pafs for an extravagant madman ; 
and indeed no wonder : for, to be »fure, my aSions 
would feem to declare me fuch : but at the fame time 
I muft beg leave to fay to you, that I am not fo dif- 
ordered, or fo bereft of underftanding, as to you ^ • 
may have feemcd. The gay cavalier, who in bur- 
riiflied armour, before the ladies, prances over the 
lifts, makes a gallant appearance ! The adventurous 

knight 
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kiilght too fliews off to great advantage, when in the 
midil of th^e fpacious fquare, in view of his prince, 
he transfixes the furious biill. And a noble appear- 
ance make thofe knights, who, in military exercifes^ 
or fuch like, are the life, fpirit, and even honour of 
their prince's court. But a much more noble figure 
than all thefe makes the knight-errant, who, in the 
folitudes of the deferf , through the almoft impervious 
paflages of the foreft, and over the craggy moun- 
tains, goes in queft of perilous adventures, to bring 
them to a fuccefsful ifiue, and that only to obtain 
glory, honour, and an immortal name. A knight- 
errant, I fay, m^kes a more glorious appearance, 
when he affifts the widow in fome folitary plain, than 
the courtier knight, when he lavifliea nis gallantry 
on a town-lady. -All cavaliers have their different 
fpheres, in which they aft ; let the courtier pay his 
attendance to the, ladies, adorn the court of his prince 
with the fplendor of his equipage, entertain gentle- 
men of inferior fortunes with the hofpitality of his 
fumptuous table 5 let him propofe matches of difTer- 
elit exercife,and direft the jufts and tournaments ; let 
him flicw himfelf fplendid, liberal, and magnificent ; 
and above all, approve himfelf a good chriftian : in add- 
ing thus, he 'will difcharge the duties that belong to him. 
But for the knight-errant, let him' explore the moft 
hidden recefles of the, univerfe, plunge into the per- 
plexities of the labyriirths j let hiip, at .all times, not be 
afraiid. of even impoffibilities ; in the barren, wafteful 
wildernefs, let him defy the fcorching rays of.the fol- 
ftitial Tun, and the piercing ^hillings of the nipping 
froft. LiOTis inuft no^'- frighten him, phantoms miiij 
tiot terrify him, 'nor dragons difmay him 5 foir, in 
fearching after fuch, engaging' with, and getting th6 
better of all difficulties, confift his true and proper 
occupation. It being nrfy fortune then to be of thi« 
lad order, I cannot, confiftent with that, avoid en- 
gaging in whatever I deem to be part of the duty of 
Vol. III. H niy 
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my calling ; and for thefe reafons^ though I knew, that 
encountering the lions was in itfelf an a£t of the 
greatefl; temerity, yet it immediately belonged to my 
profeilion: I am very fenfible that true fortitude is 

J>Iaced between the two extremes of cowardice and 
bol-hardinefs ; but then, it is better valour (hould 
mount even to an over-daring hardinefs, than be de- 
bafed to pufillanimity ; for, as the prodigal is more 
likely to become truly generous than the mifer, fo 
will the over-courageous fooner J>e brought to true 
valour, than the coward to be courageous at all ; and 
in undertaking adventures, I afTure you, Don Diego, 
it is much better to overdo than underdo, and much 
better docs it found in the ear of him to whom it is 
related, that a knight is daring and prefumptuous, 
than that he is puilllanimous and faint-hearted." 

*< Signor Don Quixote, anfwered Diego, I think 
all you have faid is confonant to the rule of right 
reafon; and I am of opinion, that if the laws and 
{latutes of true chivalry were loft, they would be 
found depofited and faithfully recorded in your breaft: 
but if you pleafe, we will put on, for it grows late ; 
let us get towards my houfe and village, that you may 
have fome reft, ana tafte of fome refreihment after 
your late fatigue, which, if it does not weary the 
body, muft be heavy upon the mind, the labours of 
which ofteo aSe£): the body Hkewife." ** I accept 
of yout invitation, Don Diego, faid the other, as a 
favour and mark of politenefs." And hafteniqg 
forward a little quicker than they had done before, 
tfiey arrived about two In the afternoon at the habi-* 
f^tion of Diego,' on whom Don Quixote beftowed 
the appellation of the knight of the Green Surtout. 
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Of what bcfd Don Quixote at the caftle or houfe of 
the knight of the Green Surtout ; widi other out* 
of-the-way matt rs. 

DON QuijEote found, that Diego's houfej like 
the hou&s of moft country gentlemen^ was 
large and roomys with the arms of the fa- 
mily orer the great gates, cut out in rough ftone: 
the buttery was in the yard, the cellar was under the 
porch, and around were j>Jaced divers jars^ which 
jars being of the manufadbpjry of Tobofo, recalled 
the memory of the n^t^mofphofed aad enchanted 
Dulcinea; upon which« 'Without refle£ixng wllat he 
fald, or before whom be poured out his fig^s ;|nd 
tears : ^* O deareft pledges, faid he, which now I 
find in bittemefs of forrpw^ but fweet and raviflung 
when heaven's high will ordained it fo ! O jars of 
Tobofo, which have recaUed into my mind the dear 
jdea of my greateft forrow !" This exclamation was 

H 2 over- 
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overheard by the young pofet, Diego's fon, who, 
along with his mother, had come down to receive 
Don Quixote. Both mother and fon were ftruck 
with his uncouth figure; and he, alighting from Ro- 
zinante, with great good breeding, begged leave to 
kifs the lady's hands. To which intreaty Don Diego 
added, ** Madam, receive with your ufual polite- 
nefs, fignor Don Quixote de la Mancha, knight- 
cwant, whom I here introduce to you as a gentleman 
of the brighteft parts and moil intrepid courage of 
any in the wo: Id." Donna Chriftina (for that was 
the lady's name) received him with all the marks of 
refpeft and efteem, and Don Quixote overpaid them 
in polite ..and mannerly acknowTedgments : the fame 
kind of intercourfe paiTed between him and the young 
fcholar* whom he took by his- converfation to ^ be a 
gentleman of vivacity and acutenefs. 

The author here .minutely .defcribes Don Diego's 
houfe, gives an inventory of the furniture ufually 
contained in the houfe of a rich country gentleman : 
but the tranflators of this hiftory have tnought it ad- 
vifeable not to mention thefe and fuch other particular 
matters, as being rather foreign from the main 
fcope o£ this hiftory, in which truth has more energy 
than needlefs and languid digreflions. 

Don Quixote was condu£led into a hall, where 
Sancho duarmed him; after which, he remained in 
his other accoutrements, a pair of wide waloon 
breeches, and a fhamoy leather doublet, ftained with 
the ruft of his armour : his band was coU^ian, neither 
ftajrched nor laced, his bufkins of the colour of dates, 
and his ihoes, of waxed leather : he girded upon his 
thigh his trufty fword, which hung at a belt of feal's 
Ikin, for it is believe4 he had been for fome years 
troubled with an imbecility in his V)5ns : and over all 
thefe was a long cloak of good grey aloth ; but, be- 
fore he ftirred any farther, he applied to his face he 
4DX fix pitchers (the precife number not being exaftly 

afcer- 
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afcertained) of fair water, which neverthclefs ftill ran 
off exhibiting a whey colour ; and it was undoubtedly 
owing to the irregular appetite of Sancho, and his hav- 
ing made the bargain for thefe nafty curds, that his 
mafter was now fcoured' fo white and fo clean. In 
this equipment, as here defcribcd, and with a gallant 
air and addrefs, Don Quixote walked into another 
hall, where the young gentleman of the houfe was 
waiting to receive and entertain him,- till dinner ihould 
be got ready ; for aS to the lady. Donna Chriftina, 
fhe was bufy in ordering matters fo, upon the arrival 
of this noble gueft, as to let it be feen (he knew what 
reception to give thofe who cdme to vifit under her 
roof, • 

While Don Quixote was unarming, Don Xiorenzo 
(that was the name of Diego's fon) took the opportu- 
*nity of that leifure time to a(k his father, who that 
knight was he had brought home to them: "For, 
faid he, his name and his uncouth figure, and your 
telling us, at the fame time, that he is a knight-ar- 
rant, puzzle both my mother and me prodigioufly.** 
Said Don Diego, ** I know not what anfwcr to make 
you ; all I can fay is^ I never faw a madman z€t 
more franticly, and have heard him talk fo very fen- 
fibly, as gave the lie to all his aftions : but I ^would 
have vou enter into converfation with him, and found 
the depth of his underftanding ; you have fenfc 
enough, and therefore I would have you form a judg- 
ment of him according to your own obfervation ; to fay 
the truth, I myfelf am more inclined to believe him 
diftra£led than otherwife." 

Upon this intimation, Don Lorenzo went to enter- 
tain Don Quixote, as we have me;itioned, who, 
among other difcourfe, faid to Lorenzo, " Signor 
Don Diego de Miranda, your father has been pleafed 
to inform me a little of your great genius and good 
judgment^ and particularly that you are a -great poet.'' 
" A poet in fome fenfe, I may be, faid Lorenzo;

but a gitat one did I never fo much as dare, ever> in 
my own imagination) to think, myfelf : true it is, I 
am SI little i&tkd of poetry, and of reading the good 
poet$} but don't at all for that reafon merit the 
title my father is pleafed to beftow upon me." " I love 
your referve, faid Don Quixote 5 for poets are ufually 
far removed from modeiiy, each thinking himfelf 
the greateft in the world/^ " No rule holds univer- 
fally^ anfwered« Lorenzo, and there rnay be one who 
is really a gtezi poet, and yet' do^s not think himfelf 
fo*** *< There muft be very few fuch, anfwcred the 
other: but pray, fir, continued he^ what verfes are 
thofe you are about, which ycui; father fays make you 
fo anxious and ftudious ? for, if it be commenting 
upon fome dieme, I know fomewhat of the art of pa- 
raphrafing, and ihould be glad to fee what your per- 
formance is ; and if they are defigned as a poetical 
prize, kt me advife you to obtain the fecond, for 
the firft is decreed in view of intereft, or in favour of 
the gre^it quality of fome perfon; but merit carpes 
the fecond : fo that, according to the general pra£Hce 
of our univerfities, die third becomes die fecond, and 
the firft the third: but, notwithftanding this accep- 
tation, the name of the firft makes a great (hew." 
^' So far furely, faid Lorenzo to himfelf, this gendein?n 
fliews no figns of a difturbed underftanding ; but we'll 
go on :" " Your worihip, I prefume, has been long 
at the fchools ; pray, fir, what fcience have you ad- 
di£l;ed yourfclf to ?" " That of knight-errantry, re- 
plied Doh Quixote ^ a fcience equally fublime as your 
poetry, and, m my humble opinion, even mounted a 
lew fteps above it." « That fcience, anfwered Lo- 
renzo, I am 'I^itherto a ftranger to ; it has not yet 
come within the extent of my knowledge." " It is 
H fcience, anfwered the other, that includes in itfelf 
tirtually, moft» if not all, the other fciences in the 
world; for he who profeiTes it muft be a civilian, 
and know dxe laws both of diftribudve and commuta- 
tive 
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live jufticcj to determine, with equity and propriety, 
v^at lawfully and properly belongs to every indivi- 
dual : he muft be a good divine and cafuift, that he 
may^ with cleamefs and precifion, defend the prin« 
ciples ot the chriftian faith, which he profefleSy as 
often as he fhall be required fo to do: he ought to be 
a phyfician, and particularly a botanift, that, in the 
midft of deferts and wildernefles, he may know thofe 
herbs that are of efficacy in curing wounds ; for a 
knight-errant cannot at every turn have recourfe to a 
furgeon : he ought to be an aftrono.^^r, to diftinguifli 
by the ftars the time of the night, together with the 
climate and part of the globe on which he chances to 
be : he muft be learned in the mathematics, for which 
he will frequently have occafion^ and befides being 
adorned with all the theological and cardinal virtues, 
he ought to defcend to otlier minute branches of 
fcience: I fay, for example, he mujll know how to 
fwim like an herring, to fhoe a horfe, to mend a 
iaddle and i)ridle: and, returning to what we have 
obferved above, he muft preferve his fealty to God 
and his miftrefs : he muft be chafte in thought, de* 
cent in fpeech, liberal in a£lion, valiant in exploits, 
patient in toil, charitable with the needy : and, final- 
ly, an alTerter of truth, even though tne defence of 
it ihould coft him his life. Of all thefe great and 
fmall qualities is a good knight-errant compofed i fo 
that fignor Don Lorenzo may judge, whether it be a 
fnivelling fcience which is learned and profefled by a 
knight<^rraiit ; and whether it may not be compared 
with tlie fublimeft which are taught in colleges and 
fchools/' ** If that be ths cafe, replied Don Lo» 
renzo, I affirm, that it has the advantage over al) 
others." ** How! cried Don Quixote, if that be 
the cafe !" " What I would fay, rcfumed Lorenzo^ 
is, that I doubt whether there ever were or are 
knight-errants adorned with fo many virtues." •* I 
have often faid what I am going now to repeat, an* 
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lowered Don- Quixote, that the greateft part of the 
v/orld believes there never were knights-erraiit : ai|^y 
in my opinion, if Heaven does not work a miracle 
to prove that they both did and do exift, whatever 
trouble may be taken will fail of fuccefs, as I know 
by repeated experience : I will not, therefore, fpend 
time at prefent, in refuting and reftifying the error 
in which you and many others are involved ; but my 
intention is, to pray that Heaveh will extricate you 
from your miftake, and give you to underftand how 
advantageous a:^ neceilary knights-errant have been 
to the world in pall ages, 'and how ufeful they might 
be to the prefent, were it the cuftom to foliciu their 
alTiflance : but, now, for the fins of mankind, idle- 
neis, floth, gluttony, and extravagance prevail and 
triumph.*' Here Don Lorenzo faid within himfelf, 
** Now hath our gueft given us the flip •, but, never- 
thclefs, he is a whimfical madman, and I fhould be 
an idje fool, if I thought otherwife." 

In this place their difcourfe was interrupted by a 
call to table ; and Don Diego alked his fon, what he 
had fairly extrafted from the genius of his gueft? 
To this queftion he replied, " All the bcft phyficians 
and writers that the world contains, -will not extraft 
him fairly from the blotted fheet of his madnefs ; but 
he is a party-coloured maniac, full of lucid intervals." 
They fat down to eat, and their repaft was fuch as 
Don Diego had faid upon the road he was wont to 
beftow' upon his friends whom he invited, neat, plenti- 
ful, and favoury ; but what yielded more fatisfaftion 
to Don Quixote, was the wonderful filence that pre- 
vailed over the whole hpufe, which in this particular 
refembled a monaftery of Carthufians. 

The cloth being removed, grace faid, and hands 
walhed, Don Quixote earneftly defired that Don Lo- 
renzo would repeat the verfes defigned for the literary 
conteft ; and the young gentleman anfwered, *' Ra- 
ther than appear one of thofe authors, who, when 
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they are requefted to rehearfe their works, refufe ta 
grant the favour, and,' on fhe other hand, difgorge 
them upon thofe who have no inclination to hear 
them, I will repeat my glofs, from which I expe£l no 
reward, as I compofcd it folely with a view to exer* 
cife my genius." *' It was "the ojnnioiv of an inge- 
nious friend of mine, faidDon Quixote, that no man 
ought to fatigue himfelf in glofling upon verfc* ; be- 
caufe^ as he obferved, the glofs could never come up 
to the text ; and very often, or indeed almoft always^ 
the glofs was foreign to the original propofition; 
befides, the laws of the glofs were extremely nar- 
row, reftrifting the paraphrafer from the ufe of 
interrogations j and, ** Said he," or, " I will fay 5" 
as well as from changing verbs into nouns, and 
altering the fentiment; vrith other ties and fhackles 
incurred' by thofe who try their fortune in this way, 
as you yourfelf undoubtedly know." '** Verily, fignor 
Don Quixote, cried Don Lorenzo, I am very de- 
firous oT intrapping your worihip in falfe Latin ; but 
it is not in my power ; for. you flip through my 
fingers like an eel*" ** I do not know, anfwered 
the knight, what you mean by faying I flip through 
your fingers." " I will explain myfelf fome other 
time, replied Don Lorenzo ; mean while your worfliip 
will be pleafed to. hear the paraphrafe and the text^ 
which runs thus^:

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Don Loren^ no foopQT conclude4 his pvaphrafe, 
than Pen Quixote ftartipg^ up, took the young gen- 
tleman by the right hamd) and r»ifing his voicQ even 
almoft to a hoUow^ pronounced, '* Now by the heaven 
of heavens ! noble youth, you are the beft poet in 
the world, sind deferve to b^ crooned with Is^urel, not 
by Cyprus or Gaeta, as an author (aid, whom God 
pardon, but by the academy of Athenf, did i( now 
iubfift» and by thofe of Paris, Bologna, and Sala- 
manca, which are ftill in beii^« Heaven grant, that 
thofe judges who deny you the firft prize, may be 
transfixed by the arrows of Apollo, and that the 
Mufes may never ckign to crofs the threfholds of tlieir 
<^rs. Signor, let me bear, if you pteafe, Ipme of 
your more majeftic verfes, that I may be thoroughly 
acquainted with the pul& of your admifabtc |[€nius.'' 
Is it not diverting to ob&rve, that Don Lor«n?o wa$ 
pleaied with the applaufe of Don Qui:i(ote, although 
be confidered him as a madman i influet^ce Qi ti^X^ 
tery, how far doft thou extend ! and how unlimited 
are the limits of thy agreeable jurifdidiop! This 
truth is ^rified in the behaviour of Lorenzo, who, 
in con^Uance with the defire «nd intreaty of the 
Wigbt, repeated this fomiet, on the fable or ftory of 
Pyramus.and Thiibe.

** Bleffed be God!" cried Don Quixote, when he 
had heard the fonnet of Don Lorenzo, " that amidlt 
the infinite number of confumptive poets that now 
exift, I havp found one confummate, a^ your worfhip 
has plainly evinced yourfelf, by the art and execution 
of thofe ftanzas." 

The knight was fiimptuoufly regaled in the houfe 
of Don DieaD^ for the fpace of four days ; at the ex- 
piration of wfiich. be thanked his entertainer for the 
noble treatment he had received from his hofpitality, 
and begged leave to depart : for as. it did not become 
inights-errant to devote much time to eafe and ban- 
queting, he was defirous of fulfilling the duty of his 
profeffion in feekmg adventures, with which he un- 
deritood that country abounded, and in which he 
hoped to employ the time till the day of the touma- 
juent of Saragofla, whither he was bound : but, firfl 
of all, he was reftived to enter the cave of Montcfi- 
nos^ about which fo many ftrange ftories were re- 
counted all over that neighbourhood, that he might 
inveftigate and difcoyer tiie origin knd real fprings of 
the feven lakes of Ruydera. Don Diego and his Ton 
applauded the glorious defign, and defired he would 
fupply himfelf with whatever their houfe or fortune 
•could afford ; for they would, with the utmoft good- 
will, perform that fervice, which they equally owed 
to his perfonal valour and honourable profeffion. At 
length arrived the day of his departure, as joyful to 
the knight as difmal and unfortunate to Sancho Pan- 
za, who had lived fo much at his eafe, amidfl the 
plenty of Don Diego's houfe, that he* could not 
without reluctance return to the hunger that pt^vails 
in dreary foreftg, ^ud to the poyerty o£ his iU-providcd 

bags, 
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bags, which, however, he now took care to fill and 
fluff with what he thought moft ncceflary for his oc- * 
cafions. 

At parting, Don Quixote addreffing himfelf to 
Don Lorenzo, ** I know not, faid he, whether I 
have already told your worihip, but if I have, let 
me now repeat the intimation, that when you are in- 
clined to take the fhorteft and eafiefl: road to the in- 
acceflible fammit of the temple of fame, you have 
no more to do, but to leave on one fide the path of 
poetry, which is pretty narrow, and follow that of 
knight-errantry, which, though the narrowed of all 
others, will condu£t you tq the throne of empire, in 
the turning of a ftraw." With this advice did the 
knight, as it were, fum up the procefs of his mad- 
nefs, which, however, was ftill more manifeft in this 
adiUdon. << Heaven knows what pleafure I ihould 
feel in the company and afifociation of Don Lorenzo^ 
whom I would teach, by my own example, to fparc 
the fallen and trample the haughty under foot ; vir- 
tues annexed to the order I profefs y but as his tender 
years do not require fuch tutorage, nor would his 
laudable exercifes permit him to purfue my fteps, I 
fliall content .myfelf with afiiiring his worfliip^ that 
being a poetj he may certainly acquire renown, if he 
"wUl condxift himfelf rather by the opinion of others^ 
than his o^vn ; for no parent ever thought his own 
offspring ugly, and this prejudice is ftill more ftrong 
towards the children of. the underftanding." 

Both father and fon admired anew the ftrange 
medly of Don Quixote's difcourfe, in which fo much 
difcretion and madnefs were jumbled together ; and 
yftxt aftoniflijsd at the wilfulncfs and obftinacy with 
which he was fo wholly bent upon the fearch of his 
mifa^venturpus adventures, that conftituted the very 
aim of all ' his defines. ' Neverthclefs, they repeated 
^ir offers of fensice iind civility^ .and with the good

lu which IS recounted the adventure of the enamoured 
fliepherdj with other truly diverting incidents. 

Little way Don Quixote had travelled from 
the habitation of Don Diego, when he "was 
joined by two perfons drefled like ecclefiaftics, or 
ftudents, and a couple of labouring men mounted 
upon afies : behind one of the ftudents was a bundle 
wrapped up in green h^kram, feemingly confiding 
of fome linen and two pair of coarfe thread ftockings ; 
while the other was encumberfsd with nothing but a 
couple of new black fencing foils, with their buttons 
The countrymen carried other things, which difco- 
▼ered and gave notice^ that they were on their retairn 
from fome great town, where they had made a pur- 
^hafe, and were bruiging it home to their own villEige : 
ind they, a6\ well as the ftudents, were feized with 
that admiration which was incident to all tliofe who 
for the firft time beheld Don Quixote ; indeed, they 
l^me^ with curiofity to know wh!»t fort of a creature 
lie wa&, fe different in appearance from other men. 

The Imight fahited theiu courteoufly, and mider- 
(landing their road was the fame route that he <leAgn- 
4Bd to folk>w, made a proffer of his company \ at the 
lame time begging they would ilacken their pace, as 
their beafts travelled fafter than his horfe. In order 
to facilitate their compliance with his requeft, he 
briefly told them who he was, made them acquaint- 
ed with his office and profeffion, which Was chivahy, 
and oUerved, that he was going in queft of adventures, 
through all parts of the world ; giving them to un* 
derftand that his proper name was Don Quixote de

Kone. 

All 
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All this, ihformaition was Greek or gSbberiih to the 
countrjmen, but not to the ftudents^ who immedi* 
atel J difeoTered the weaknefs of Don Qmxote's brain % 
neverthelefs, they beheld him with admiration, and 
one of them, in a refped^ful manner, accofted him 
thus: '< If your wor&ip, fir knight, follows no de» 
termined road> as thofe who go in queft of adveiv 
tttsrs fehiom do, be fo good as to accompany us, and 
you wUI be an eye^witnefe of one of the moft fplendid 
and opuknt -weddii^ that erer was celebrated in La 
Mancha, or ha many leagues around.'^ 

When Don Quixote a&ed if it was the marrij^e of 

any prince^ whidk he fo highly extolled, the other 

replied, ** It is no other than tne bridal of a farmer 

and a country maid ; he the richeft of all this neigh- 

bourhood, and fte the comeliefk that ever man be-

Joining to the village of the bride, who, by way of 

excellency, is called Quit^eria the beautiful, and the 

l>ridegrcKnn is known by the appellation of Camacho 

the rich : flie is but eighteen, and he turned of twett« 

^9 fo that diey are extremely well matched ; though 

fome curious perfons, who remember all the pedigrees 

in die wdtU, are pkafed to iay, tihat her family hat 

in that reQ>e^ the advantage of Camacho's : but now* 

a-days thefe circttmftanees are altogether overlooked | 

foi^ weakh is able to repair a number of flaws. In a 

^ord, Camacho is liberad, and has taken it in his head 

to omfhadow and cover the whole meadow in fucb a 

B^aancT, diat the fun will find fbme difficulty in pe«> 

B'trating, £b as to vifit the verdant plants with which 

the ground is adorned. He has like wife beipoke 

choice daiK:ers, both with fwords and morrice-bells i 

^ diere are people in the village who can jingle and 

&^ to perfe^ion; not to mention your fhoe^flappers^ 

^ power of whom are fammoned to the nuptUls : 

^Ul&one of thofe dungs I hate incntioneda or of a 

great 
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great many circumftances I have left untold, are likely 
to render the marriage fo memorable as the beha- 
viour which is on this occafion eipeiled from the re- 
je£ted Bafilius. 

** This Bafilius is a neighbouring fwain, and townf- 
man of Quiteria, and there is nothing but a partition- 
wall between his houfe and that of her parents, 
whence Cupid took occafion to renew the long for- 
gotten loves of Pyramus and Thifbe ; for Bafilius be- 
came enamoured of Quiteria, even from his tender 
years, and (he fmiled upon his paiTion with all man- 
ner of honourable indulgence ; infomuch that the 
love of the two children, Bafilius and Quiteria, fur- 
niihed entertainment and difcourfe for the whole vil- 
lage. As their age increafed, Quiteria's father re- 
folved to forbid Bafilius the ufual accefs he had to his 
houfe ; and, to free himfelf from all forts of jealoufy 
and fufpicion, propofcd a match between his daughter 
and the rich Camacho, thinking it would not be fo 
well to give her away to .Bafilius, to whom fortune 
had not been lb kind as nature ; though, to tell the 
truth, without envy or affeftion, he is the moft aftive 
young man we know, an expert pitcher of the bar, 
an excellent wrcftler, and a great judge of hand-ball j 
he runs like a deer, leaps nimbler than a goat, plays 
at nine-pins as if- he ufed enchantment, fings like a 
iky-lark, touches the guitar fo as to make it per- 
fe£Uy fpeak, and handles a foil like the beil fencer 
in the world." ** For that fole accomplifhment, 
cried Don Quixote, the young man deferves not only 
to be married to the beautiful Quiteria, but even to 
queen Giniebra herfelf, were fhe now alive, in fpite of 
fir Lancelot, and all thofe who fhould endeavour to 
oppofe the match." ** Let my wife alone for that, 
faiid Sancho Panza, who had hitherto travelled ic filent 
^attention j flie, good woman, would have every body 
match with his equal, flicking to the old proverb, 
that fays, Let every goofe a gaader choofe. What I 

would 
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would willingly fee is the marriage of this worthy 
Bafilius ; for he has already got my good-will, with 
that fame lady Quiteria ; and God grant them peace 
and plenty, and reft their fouls in heaven (his mean- 
ing was quite the reverfe), who prevent lovers from 
marrying according to their inclinations." ** If that 
was always the cafe, replied Don Quixote, parents 
would be deprived of that ele6l:ion and jurifdiftion 
tliey polfefs, to marry their children when and how 
they (hall think proper^; and if every daughter was* at 
liberty to indulge her own inclination in the choice 
of a hufband, one would perhaps choofe her father's 
fervant, and another place her afFeftion upon fome 
gaudy coxcomb, whom ~flie might chance to fee pall- 
ing along the ftreet, even though he fhould be a dif- 
orderly ruffian : for love and afFediion eafily blind 
t>ie eyes of the under ftanding, which are fo neceflary 
towards the fettlement of one's condition in life ; and 
as we are apt to commit very important miftakes^in 
the article of matrimony, it requires great caution, 
as well as the particular favour of Heaven, to fucCded 
in the choice of a wife. A prudent man, who is rie- 
folved to undertake a long journey, will, before he 
^ets out, endeavour to find a fafe, quiet, and agree- 
able fellow-traveller. Then why fhould not the fame 
P^ins be taken by the man who is going to travel 
through the whole journey of life ? efpecially in the 
choice of a companion for bed, board, and every other 
pupofe, for wlaich the wife is fubfervient to the hu^» 
band : a man's own wedded wife is not like a com- 
modity which, being once bought, may be bartered, 
exchanged, or returned, but is an infeparable appen- 
^ge that lafts for l^Fe. 

** Marriage is a noofe, into which if the neck 
'hould happen to flip, it becomes inexplicable as the 
gordian knot, and cannot be. undone till cut afunder 
°y the fey the of death. Much more could I add 
^pon this fubjcft, if I were not prevented by the de- 
fire 
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fire I have to know whether Mr. Licentiate has any 
•thing further, to entertain us with, relative to the 
hiilory of Bafilius/' To this hint the other (call him 
fofaolar, batchelor, or licentiate) replied, <^ I have not 
any thing material to add, but that from the time he 
underftood Quiteria was to be married to Camacbo 
the rich, he was never feen.to fmile, or heard to 
fpeak coniiftently : he is thoughtful and melancholy, 
talks to himfelf; all which are uiidoubtedly fymptoms of 
a difordered mind. He fcarce either eats or fleeps ; 
and what little he does eat is fruit ; when he fleeps at 
all it is upon the bare ground, and in the open air^ 
like the beafts of the field. He every now and then 
looks up to heaven y at other times, like one flupid, 
.fixes his eyes on the ground, and feems as if fie was

No one knows what may happen ; there are a great 
many hours between this and to-morrow^ and in one 
hour, even in a moment, down comes die houfe : I 
have myfelf feen funihine and rain at the fame time ; 
a man goes to bed well at night, but cannot beftir 
himfelf next moraine. Let me know, the bed of 
ye, if any man can brag of having put a fpoke in 
fortune's wheel ? No one, to be fure ; and between 
the Yes and No of a woman, I wou*^ not venture to 
tbruft the point of a pin, and that for a weighty rea- 
fon, becaufe there would not be room for it : if you 
will only allow me one thing,, that Quiteria loves 
Bafilitts, ni yet engage to give him a wallet-fuU of 
good-luck 9 for I have been told, that love wears a 
pair of fpe£lacles, which fpedacl^s make copper look 
like gold, and poverty appear to be riches, and

fpecks in tlic eyes to fcan pearls.'* •* A curfe on 
thee ! cried Don Qmzote, what is it thou wouldft be 
at ? once thou art let in to ftringine thy proverbsf 
none but Judas, with whom I wiih thou wert, can 
have patience to hear thee out ? Say, animal, what 
knoweft thou about fpokes or wheels, or any other 
thing wL^tfoever ?" ** O ! fince you do not un- 
derftand ine, anfwered the fquire, no wonder you 
think it nonfenfe what I fay ^ but diat fignifies 
nothing ; I underftand myfelf, nor have I faid many 
nonfenfical things yet, only your worfhip always 
plays the cricket upon my words and a£tions/' 
« Gk)d confound thee, thou confounder of all ian* 
guage ! faid Don Quixote. Cricket ! I fuppofe thou 
meaneft critic." " As to that matter, fir, faid 
Sancho, be^ not too feverc upon^ me \ you know I 
was neither bred at court, nor ftudied at Salamanca^ 
to know when I am right in the letter of a word ; 
and as I hope for mercy from God, I think it un^ 
reafonable to expe£l that the Sayagues * ihould fpeak 
in the fame manner as the Toledans ; though for that 
matte? there are Toledans who are not more nice 
than other folks at the work of fpeaking properly." 
'^ Very true, faid the licentiate, for how ihould a 
man whofe bufinefs is in the tan-yards, and vol the 
Zocodover f fpeak fo good language as they who 
do nothing but walk from morning to night in the 
cloyfters of the cathedral? and yet they are all Tole^ 
dans ; on the other hand, purity, propriety, elegance, 
and perfpicuity are to be found among polite people 
of fenfe, though they be natives of Majalahonda; I fay 
people of fenfe,^ becaufe fo great a number of people 
are not fo, and fenfe is the foundation of good lan- 
guage, aflifted by cuftom and ufe. I niuil tell you* 
gentlemen, it has pleafed God, for my fins, that I have

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ftudied the canon-law at Salamanca, and I pique my-- 
fclf a little, on being able to convcrfc in clear, eafy, 
and expreiTive language ." " If you had not piqued 
, yourfelf more upon your dexterity at thefe good-for- 
nothing . foils you carry about with you, than upon 
jt>\ir knowledge in languages, inftead of lagging the 
nindmoft, you might have been at the head of your 
clafs," faid the other ftudent. " I tell you, Mr. 
Batchelor, that you are the moft prejudiced man in 
the world, in that refpeft, for treating dexterity at 
the fwor4 as a matter of no fignification." ** It is no 
prejudice with me, it is a confirmed opinion and 
truth, replied Corchuelo ; and if you pleafe to make 
the experiment, I will convince you. You carry foils 
now along with you, and an opportunity offers ; Til 
fhew you that I have nerves and ftrength, backed 
with fugh courage as will prove fufficient to demon- 
ftrate to you, that my opinion is not the effeft of 
prejudice ; get off your afs, and try your meafured 
diftances, your wheelings, your longes and art of de- 
fence ; and I'll engage with only the plain ruftic (kill 
I have, to make you fee the ftars at noon-day ; for i 
truft, under God, the man is yet unborn who can 
make mie turn my back ; nor have I met with any 
man whom I will not oblige to give ground." ** As 
to turning your back, or not turning your back, that 
is none of my bufinefs, replied the mailer of the fci- 
ence ; though it is not impoffible but that the firft fpot 
you fix your foot on may prove your burying-ground : 
I mean it is poffible you may be left dead there, for 
flighting the noble fcience of defence." *' That we 
ftiall fee prefently," replied Corchufelo, jumping liafti- 
ly upon the ground, and fnatching with great fury one 
of the foils, which the other carried upon his afs. 
• Here Don Quixote cried out, ** Not fo, by 
heavens! I will be umpire of this fencing-match, and 
judge of this long controverted difpute." So faying, 
he alighted from Rozinante, and grafping his lan«e,

planted himfclf in the very middle of the road, juft 
as mailer licentiate, in a mafterly pofture, and regu* 
lar advances, was making towards Corchuelo, who 
ran at him with fire, as the faying is, flafhing from 
his eyes ; while the two country fellows, without dif- 
mounting, fat ftill as fpeilat^i'S of this moft deadly 
tragedy. Corchuelo all'ailed him every way with 
high ilrokes, low ilrokes, back*ftrokes, cuts, thrufts, 
flafhes out of number, and as thick as hail ; in ihort, 
he fell upon the licentiate like an enraged lion, but 
was checked a little in the career of his fury by a 
fmart pufli in the mouth from the licentiate's foil, 
who made him kifs the button, though with lefs devo* 
tion than if it had been a relic. In a word, the li- 
centiate, by fkilful and^ well planted thrufts, counted 
the buttons of his caBTock, and went through it fo often, 
that it hung in rags like the tails of the polypus : 
twice was Corchuelo's hat ftruck off^ and fo fpent 
was he, that in rage and fpite, and furious choler, 
he flung the foil into the air with fo much force, that

Corchuelo, quite tired out, fat down, and Sancho 
going up to him, " Mr. Batchelor, faid he, if you 
will be ruled by me, from henceforth challenge no 
one to fence, but dare them to wreftle and, pitch the 
bar, fince now you are of a .proper age and ftrength 
for that exercife ^ for I have heard fay of thefe fencers, 
that they can thruft you the point of a fword through 
the eye of a needle." ** I am now convinced, am- 
fwered Corchuelo, and am taught by experience, a 
truth I could not otherwife have believed/' 

So getting up, he went and embraced his advcr- 
fary, and they were now better friends than ever. 
Thfc company not being willing to wait for the

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fcrivencr, who was gone after the foil, imagining 
he might be too long abfent, refolved to put for* 
ward as faft as they could, diat they might arrive 
early at Quiteria's village, whither they were all go- 
ing. As they travelled on their way, the licentiate 
demonftrated to then'Tthe excellencies of the noble 
fcience of defence, by fuch convincing arguments, 
drawn from the nature of truth and mathematical 
certainty, that every one was convinced of the ufefii]- 
nefs of the fcience ; and Corchuelo particularly was 
made a convert, and entirely cured of his obftinacy. 

The night was juft fallen, and before diey came 
to the village it feemed as if fomething like a heaven 
full of an infinite number of bright ftars was between 
them and. it : they likwife heard an harmonious but 
mixed found of flutes, tambourines, pfahers, cym- 
bals, drums, and bells. As they came nearer, 
they perceived the bo *ghs of an arbour, which was 
made on one fide of ttie entrance into the village; and 
this all flaming with Ughts, which were not in the 
leaft difturbed by the wind ; for the evening was fo 
calm, that there was not a breath of air, fo much as 
to' move a leaf upon a tree.

CHAP. III. 

An account of the wedding of Camacho the richj and 
what happened to Bafilius the poor. 

npHE fair Aurora had hardly allowed Phoebus 
-■• time to dry up the liquid pearls that hung 
upon his golden locks, when Don Quixote (hak« 
ing from his limbs the drowfy fetters of floth, got 
upon his legs and* called to Sancho Panza, who lay 
itretched along, and fnoring, which fituation his 
mailer feeing, before he awaked him, broke out into 
this foliloquy : ** Happy thou, and biefTed beyond 
the fate of other mortals, who neither envying nor 
envied, fleepeft found, with unconcern of foul I En- 
chanters neither perfecute, nor enchantments terrify 
thee : fleep on, I fay again, and a hundred times 
more I fay, fleep on ; no jealoufies on account of a 
miftrefs torture thee with perpetual watdiings j no 
anxious cares df paying debts awake thee i no folici* 
tude how thou muft to-morrow provide for thyfcif 
and little ones break in upon thy (lumbers. Ambi- 
tious views create thee no difquiet, nor the vain pomp 
of this empty world occafions thee any difturbance ; 
thy concern is centered wSthin the bounds df taking 
care of thy afs ^ for as to taking care of thy perfon^ 
that is laid upon my ihoulders, a charge and burthen 
that both nature and cuftom have laid upon mafters i 
the fervant fleeps, while the mafter is aivake, and 
thinking how Jie fliall maintain him, advance him in 
life, or do him fome fervice* The uneafmefs that arifes 
from feeing the heavens, as it were, hard as brafsj 
locked up, and refufing rain to cherifh the eartl\^ 
brings no anxiety upon the fervant but upon the 
fiiaiUr,. who^ in the days of dearth and famine, is 

bound 
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bound to provide for him who ferved him in the time 
of abundant and plentiful harveft." 

To all this efFufion Sancho anfwered not one 
word 5 for he was faft afleep, nor would have w^aked 
whfen he did, but that his matter jogged him with 
the butt-end of his lance. He waked yawning and 
drowfy 9 and turning his face every way, " Umph, 
faid he, from yonder fhady bower, if my noftrils de- 
ceive me not, proceeds rather the fteam and favour of 
broiled ralhers of bacon, than the fragrance of thyme 
and jeflamine. O' my confcience, weddings that 
begin in this favoury manner, muft needs, in truth, 
be magnificent and abundant/' . '* Thou epicure, 
faid Don Quixote, have done, and let us go fee this 
wedding, and what will be the fate of the flighted 
Bafilius." ** Let his fate be as it pleafes, quotli 
Sancho ; what, he poor, and marry Quiteria ! A 
pretty fancy truly, tqr one not worth a groat to 
think of matching f<j» high ; 'tis my opinion, a man 
who is poor ought to blefs God for what he finds, 
and not be diving to find troufles at the bottom of 
the fea. Fil lay a limb, that Camacho can cover 
this fame Bafilius from head to foot with fixpenny 
pieces ;. and if this.be fo, as it certainly is, Quiteria 
would be a pretty lady of a bride indeed, to refufe 
all the fine cloaths and fine things that, I warrant 
you, Camacho has given her already, and can give 
her ftill more ^ and to prefer, inftead of them, a 
pitch of the bar truly, and a pafs af the. foils, which, 
it feems,, make up Bafillus's riches. Go into a tavern 
for a pint of wine, and fee if they will take a pitch 
of the bar, or a clever" pufh of the foils, in lieu of 
the reckoning : 9s for your abilities, and your refine- 
ments and graces, that will bring in none of the 
ready : count Dirlos may have them for me 5 but 
when they happen to take their refting-place ort a 
man who has wherewithal, O then, I wifli no better 
than that my life may fliew off as well as they do. 

Upon 
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Upon a good Foundation a good houfe may be raifedji * 
and the very bell bottom and beft foundation of any, 
is wealth." ** O ! cried Don Quixote, have done^ 
have done with this harangue ; T do from my foul 
believe, if one would but fuffer thee to go on, thou 
wouldll lofc both thy eating and fleeping in talking.*' 

" Was your worfhip poflefled of a good memory, 
replied Sancho, you would remember certain articles 
' ftipulated between us, before we fallicd forth upon 
this expedition j one of which was, that I was to 
talk as much as I pleafed, provided it was not fcan- 
dal againft my neighbour, or derogating from your 
worfhip's authority ; and I imagine that nothing I 
have hitherto faid, is a brej^^h of this agreement.^ 
" I remember no fuch agreement, faid Don Quixote; 
but, allowing it to be fo, it is my pleafure you Ihould 
. give over, and come attend me ; for now tlie in- 
ilruments we heard lad evening, fend their cheer- 
ing founds through the vallies ; and beyond all doubt 
the nuptials will not be put off to the fultry heat of 
the noon-day, but be folemnized in the frefli cool of 
the morning." 

Sancho did as he was commanded, and putting on 
Rozinante's faddle and Dapple's pannel, they both 
tnounted, and gently walked their beads into the ar- 
tificial {hade. The firft objeft that prefented itfclf to 
the eyes of Sancho, was an entire bullock fpitted 
whole, upon an elm, roafting by a fire of wood o£ 
the fiz^e of a middling mountain, and round itv fix 
jets, bnt not fuch pots as are caft in common moulds, 
for 'they were half jars, and each of them contained 
a whole fhamble of meat : whole iheep found room 
in them, and were flowed as commodioufly as if -they 
had been fo many pigeons. There was an innume- 
rable quantity of cafed hares, and ready-plucked 
fowls that hung about the branches of the trees, 
ready to be fwallowed up in thefe receivers j and an 
infinite number of wild fowl, with vaft quantities of 
Vol. Illt I veni-' 
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venifon, were likewifc hanging about the trees, for 
the air to cool them. Sancho himfelf told above 
threefcore fkins, which, as it was afterwards difco- 
vered, were full of rich wines, every Ikin containing 
above twenty-four quarts. Loaves of the whiteft 
bread Were piled up like heaps of -wheat on a threfh- 
ing floor ; and fuch a quantity of cheefe ranged in 
the form of bricks, as feenied a wall ; two cauldrons 
*of oil, larger than a dyer's vat, were r'*ady for frying 
their fritters and pancakes ; and when fried, they 
took them out with ftrong peels, and dipped them in 
another pot that ftood by full of prepared honey. 
The cooks, men and' women, amounted to above 
fifty, clean, good-humoured, and all bufy ; in the 
"belly of the roafting bullock were fewed a dozen 
fucking pigs, to make it tender and favoury. Spices 
of all forts, which feemed to have been bought by 
Wholefale and not by retail, flood in a vaft cheft. In 
fliort, the preparations for the wedding were indeed 
ill a ruftie tafte, but in fuch plenty and profufion as 
ihight have feafted an army, 

Sancho looked at every thing, attentively con- 
fidered each particular, and was in raptures with the 
whole. But his whole heart and afFeftiohs were 
chiefly captivated *by the flefti-pots ; out of them he 
would have been glad, with all his heart, to have 
filled about a moderate barrel. Then the wine-flcins 
made his bowels yearn ; and after thefe the contents 
of the frying-pans, if veflels of fuch immoderate fize 
may be fo called. He could hold out no longer gfit 
was not in the power of his nature to contain him- 
felf ; therefore up he went to one of the cooks, who 
was bufy, and addrefllng 'himfelf to him with a 
humble and hungry air, begged that he might be 
ipermitted to fop a luncheon of bread in one of t!ic 
pots. To whiqh requeft the cook replied, ** Hunger 
does not prcfule over this day, thanks be to Camacho 
the rich j even alight, and fee if thou canft find any 

yrbcre 
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■where a ladle, and fkim out a fowl or two, jnd much 
good may it do thy good heart/* *• I fee no ladle,'* 
faid Sancho. ** God forgive me all my fins ! cRed 
the cook, what a poor helplefs thing thou art j day/' 
So faying, he laid hold of a kettle, and dipping it, at 
once, intb one of the half jar pots, brought up three 
pullets, and a couple of gcefe. Here, faid he, eat, 
make a breakfaft ot this fcum, and fee if you can (lay 
your ilomach with it, till dinner-time/' " I have 
nothing to put it in," faid Sancho. " Then, take 
ladle and all, replied the. cook ; for Camacho's riches 
and good fortune are fufficient to fupply every tiling." 

While Sandho Panza pafled his time in this man- 
ner, Don Quixote \^as attentive in obferving ^bout a 
dozen of couutryme? , who entered in at one fide of 
this fpacious arbour, mounted upon beautiful mares, 
each of them accoutred with rich and gay caparifons, 
and hung round with little bells. Tl^ey were clad in 
holiday apparel, and courfed round the meadow in 
a body, and, in regular careers, feveral times, with 
a joyous Moorifli ftiout, flourifhing, and crying out^ 
" lijng live Camacho and Quiteria, he as rich as (he 
is fair, and fhe the faireft of the univerfe." Which 
exclamation Don Quixote hearing, faid within him- 
felf, <* It is evidenttliey never have beheld the beauty 
of my Dulcinea del Tobofo ; had they ever been 
blefled with a fight of her tranfcendent charms, triey 
would he more fparing in their praifcs of this their 
Quiteria," 

oome time after there entered, at difierent parts of 
the arbour, different fets of dancers ; one of whom 
confided of twenty-four fword-dancers, all of them 
<^lean, well-made jolly fwains, clad in fine, white lin- 
en, and white handkerchiefs embroidered with filk 
of various colours. One of thofe who were mount- 
ed upon the mares aiked a youth, who led the band 
of the fword-dancers, whether any of his companions 
had received any hurt ? " As yet, replied the other, 

I 2 we 
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we are all fafc and found, thanks be to God, no one 
is wounded ; and immediately upon that mixed among 
hi^companions with fo many twiftings and windings, 
.and with fuch dexterity, that though Don Quixote 
had been ufed to behold fuch dances, he never faw 
any he approved fo much. Another dance likewife 
pleafed him prodigioufly ; that was anotlier chorus of 
twelve mod beautiful damfels, of fuch an age, that 
none appeared under fourteen, nor did any Teem to 
be quite eighteen 5 they were all clad in green . fluff 
of Cuen^a, their locks were, fome plaited, fome flow- 
ing loofe, and all fo fine and flaxen, as to rival th ofe 
of Phoebus himfelf, and crowned with garlands of 
rofcs, of jefTamine, and of woodbine. This beautiful 
bevy was led up to the dance by a venerable old marl 
and an ancient matron, both more airy and agile than 
could be expefted from their years. A bagpipe of 
Zamora was their muiic, and with modefty in their 
looks and countenances, and lightnefs of foot, they 
danced and tripped it away the prettiefl in the world. 
After thefe, entered an emblematic dance of eight 
nymphs divided into two bodies : the god of Love led 
one, and Interefl the other -, Cupid with his wings, 
his bow, his quiver and arrows ; Interefl clad in gold, 
and filk of rich and various colours. The nymphs, 
attendants on Cupid, had their names difplayed in 
"^hite parchment, and capital letters on their backs : 
the firfl was named Poetry, the fecond Difcretion, the 
third Pedigree, the fourth Bravery. The attendants 
on Intereft were likewife chara£lerifed : the firfl was 
Liberality, the fecond Bounty, the third Treafure, 
the fourth Quiet PofTefhon. The whole mafque was 
preceded by a wooden caflle, drawn by favages clad 
in ivy and hemp dyed green, and fo favage they look- 
ed, that they ' had almoft frightened Sancho. On the* 
front and on each of the four fides of this machine 
were infcribed thefe words, " The caflle of Difcretion." 
Four able muficians played on the tabor and the pipe. 

Cupid, 
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Cupid, who began the dance, after he had made two 
movements, lifted up his eyes, and bent his bow 
againft: a damfel that flood upon the battlements of the 
caftle, to whom he pronounced this addrefs ; 

I am the god whofe pow'r extends 

Thro' the wide ocean, earth, and (ky ; 
To my foft fway all nature bends, 

Compell'd by beauty to comply. 
Fearlefs, I rule, in calm and ftorm, 

Indulge my pleafure to the full. 
Things deem'd impoflible perform, 

Beftow, refume, ordain, annul. 

Having repeated thcfe ftanzas, he fliot an arrow to 
the top of the caftle, and retired to his ftation. Then 
hitereit- advanced, and performed other two move- 
"^ents ; after which the tabors were filent, and the 
power rehearfed thefe Hnes : 

. My power exceeds the might of ix>ve ; 

For Cupid bows to me alone. 
Of all things fram'd by heaven above. 

The moft refpefted, fought, and known. ^ 
My name is Intereft, mine aid 

But few obtain, though, all defire. 
Yet fliall thy virtue, beauteous maid. 

My conftant fervices acquire. 

Intereft retiring, was fucceeded by Poetry, who af- 
ter having performed his motions like the reft, fixed, 
his eyes upon the lady of the caftle, and faid. 

Let Poetry, whofe ftrain divine 

The wond'rous pow'r of fong difplays. 

His heart to thee, fair nymph, cohfign, 
Tranfported in melodious lays : 

13 • if» 
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If, haply, thou wilt nor refufe 

To grant my fupplicated boon. 
Thy fame (hall, wafted by the Mufe, 

Surmount the circle of the moon. 

Poetry difappearing, Liberality advanced from the 
fide of Intcreft, and, after feveral movements, repeat- 
ed thefe lines : 

My name is Liberality, 

Alike beneficent and wife. 
To fhun wild Prodigality, 

And fordid Avarice defpife. 
Yet, for thy favour lavifli grown, 

A prodigal I mean to prove. 
An honourable vice, I own, ' . 

But giving is the teft of love. 

In this manner, all the figures of the two fquadrons 
advanced and retired, every one performing his move- 
ments, an^: repeating; bifr verfes, fomeof which, were 
elegant, and others fooliOi en6ugh ;. but thqfe we have 
inferted were all that Don Quixote cpi^l4* retain, 
although* hiai memory was very- tenacious : then mix- 
ing altogether in the dance,, they wind<4. ^4 turned 
with great e^fe, grace, and; agility* Cupid) in pafBne, 
fhot arrows .at the caftlcwhile Intereft b«tt€ar€4'it wiui 
round gilded eurthen pot6 : at Ipngth,. afterr the dance' 
had continued a gooci while, this laft pulled out a 
large purfe made or Roman cat-{kjn,.to-^Lappearapce 
f^ll of nx)ney, and throwing it at the cadle, the boards 
feemed to be disjoined by the blow,, and immediately 
fell afunder, leaving the damfel quite difcovered and 
defencelefs ; then Intereft, with th^ figures of his 
train, advancing, and throwing a^great gold chain 
about hert neck, feemed bent upon taking and drag- 
ging her into captivity* This defign being perceived 

by 
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by Cupid and his partdfans, they made an effort to 
releafe her,, and all their motions were performed by 
the found of the tabors, to which they danced and 
capered in concert. Then the favages intcrpofing, 
and effedling an accommodation, refitted and rejoin- 
ed the boards of the caftle with admirable difpatch, 
the damfel enclofed herfelf anew j and thus the dance 
was finifhed, to the infinite fatisfa£tion of the fpec-' 
tators. 

Don Quixote aiked one of the nymphs, what aii^ 
thor had contrived and compofed this entertainment ; 
and being told it was the produftion of the parfon^ 
who had a rare noddle for fuch conceits, *• I'll lay a 
wager, faid he, that this fame batchelor or curate is 
more a friend of Camacho than of Bafilius ; and that 
he is. better acquainted with fatire than prayer ; for. 
he has very artfully interwoven in this mafque the 
talents of Bafilius, and the wealtli of his rival/' Siinf- 
cho Pauza. overhearing this obfervation, " My cock 
is the king, faid Ke, and I hold faft by Camacho." 
*-* Then am I convinced, replied the knight, that, 
Sancho is one. of thoC? low-born peafants, v»rho cry 
V>ng life to the conqueror." ' " I know not, refumed 
the fquire^ what kA- 1 am of v but thi^ I knpw per- 
fpaiy wellf that, I i^all never ft;im from the flcfc- 
pots of Bafilius, fuch a delicate fcum as this that I^ 
have, taken from. t|ie bfoilei's of Camaqbo*" With 
tjicfe words, he produced the kettle full of geefe and 
gullets, and feizing. a. bird, began to eat with great 
glee and fatisfaftion ; faying, in defiance of the ta- 
lents poflcfledjby Bafilius, ** Thou art worth juft as 
much as thou haft, and haft juft as much as thou art 
worth. There are only tvKO families in the world, a& 
my grannam was wont to obferve, the have-fortie- 
thii^gs and the have-nothings : though fhe always 
ftuck to the former i and now-a-days, my good: maf- 
t^r, we are more apt to feel the pulfe of property, 
than of wifdom. An afs with golden trappings make^ 

I 4 » bet- 
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a better appearance than a horfe- with a pack-faddi.e. 
Therefore I fay again, I hold faft by Camacho, the 
plentiful fcum of whofe pots contains geefe, hares, 
and coneys, while that of Bafilius, if it comes to 
hand, or even if it fhould only come to the feet, is 
no better than difli-wafhings." 

<*. Sancho, cried Don Qu^ixote, haft thou finkhed 
thy harangue ?*' " I fliall be finifhed, repHed the 
fquire, as I fee your worflilp is difpleafed v/ith it ; 
though, if your difguft hid not 'fallen in the way, I 
had cut out wo/ enough for three days." <« Grant 
heaven, faid the knight, that I may fee thee dumb 
before I die." ** At the rate we follow, anfwered 
Panza, before your worfhip dies, my mouth will be 
crammed with clayi and then I may chance to be fo 
dumb that I fhall not fpeak another word to the end 
of the world, or at leaft till the day of judgment/' 
** Even fliould that be the cafe, replied Don Quixote, 
I fay unto thee, O Sancho ! thy filence will never 
counterbalance what thou didft, doft, and. will fay, 
during the courfe of thy life : moreover, according 
to the nature of things, the day of my death will 
happen before thine ; fo that I have no hope of ever 
feeing thee fdent, even while thou art drinking or 
fleeping, and that is the greateft favour I could ex- 
pea." 

*« In good footh, (ignor, faid the fquire, there is 
no trufting to * Mrs. Ghoftly, I mean death, who 
gobbles up the goflin as well as the goofe ; and as I 
have heard our curate obfen'^e, tramples down the 
lofty turrets of the prince, as well as the lowly cot- 
tage of the fwain. That fame lady, who is more 
powerful than coy, knows not what it is to be dainty

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and rqiieamifli ; but eats of eviery thing, and crams 
her wallet with people of all nations, degrees, and 
conditions : fhe is none of your labourers that take 
their afternooii's nap, but mows at all hours, cutting 
down the dry Hubble as well as the green grafs ; nor 
does file feem to chew, but rather fwallows and de- 
vours every tiling that falls in her way ; for fhe is 
gnawed by a dog's hunger that is never fatisfied ; amL 
though fhe has no belly, plainly fliews herfelf dropfi- 
cal, and fo thirfly as to drink up the lives of all the 
people upon earth, juft as one would fwallow a 
draught of cool water." " Enough, friend Sancho, 
cried the knight, interrupting him in this place j 
keep thyfelf well, now thou art in order, and beware 
of ftumbling again ^ for really a good preacher could, 
not fpeak more to the purpofe than thou hafl fpoken 
upon death, in thy ruflic manner of exprefTion : I 
fay unto thee, Sancho, if thy difcretion was equal to 
thy natural parts, thou mighteft afcend the pulpit, 
and go about teaching and preaching to admiration.** 
" He is a good preacher who is a good liver, an- 
fwered Panza 5 and that is all the divinity I know." 
" And that is fufficient, faid the knight ^ yet I fhall 
never underftand or comprehend, as the fear of God 
is the beginning of wifdom, how thou, who art more 
afraid of a lizard thaA of thy Maker, fhould be fo 
wife ?" " Signor, replied Sancho, I defire your wor- 
ftip would determine in your own affairs of chivalry, 
without taking the trouble to judge of other people's 
valour or fears : for my own part, I am as pretty a 
fearer of God as one would defire to fee in any neigh- 
bour's child : wherefore, I befeech your worfliip, let 
ine difcufs this fame fcum ; for every thing elfe is idle 
chat, of which we fhall be able to give a bad account 
in the other world." So faying, he renewed his at- 
tack upon his kettle, with fuch keen appetite a'a 
awakened that of his mafler, who would have cer- 

I 5 tainly 
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tainly joined in the aflault, had not he been prevent- 
ed by that which we muft now relate. 

CHAP. IV. 

Which continues to treat of Camacho's weddings and 

other incidents. 

WHILE Don Quixote and Sancho were en- 
gaged in the converfation related in the pre- 
ceding chapter, they heard a great noife and fhout- 
ing, raifed by a company mounted on mares, gallop- 
ing in full cry, to meet the young couple, who came 
furroundisd by a thoufand kinds of inftruments, and 
accompanied by the curate, the relations, and all the 
creditable people of the neighbouring villages, in 
their holiday cloaths. Sancho feeing the bride, ex- 
claimed, with marks of admiration, " Ffaith ! fhe 
.Jboks more like one of your gay court-dames than a 
gjalh country-maid. Now, by the biggeft beads of 
my rofary ! inflead of a tin ♦ brooch, her breaft is be- 
4}zened with rich coral, and her hoyden-gray is turned 
ipto thirty-piled velvet ; and, body o'me ! the trim- 
jning is not of white linen, but of filk and fattin : 
then handle me her hands, fet off with what ? jewels 
of jet ? No ! let me never thrive, if they an't decked 
with rings of gold ! aye> and of mafly gold, paved 
with pearls as white as a curd, every one of which is 
tirorth a j*ew*s eye. O the whorefon baggage! and 
fUch hair ! if it is not falfe, I never faw any fo long 
and fo fair in my bom-days. Do but mind how 
^uxom, ftraight, and tall (he is, and fee whether fhe 
fhay not be compared to a moving palm-tree, loaded 
with clutters of dates ; for nothing can be more like 
the gewgaws and toys that hang from her hair and

neck. 
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neck« By my falvation-j the damfel is well coveced» 
and might pafs through all the banks of Flanders." 
Oon Quixote, though he fmiled at the ruftic praifes* 
of his fquire, owned that, exclufive of his miflreis 
Sulcinea del Tobofo, (he was the moft beautiful fe* 
XRale he had ever ^den. 

Neverthelefs the £air Quiteria was paler than ufual ; 
and this change of complexion muft have been owing 
to the bad nigh{ which brideai always pafs in adorn- 
ing themfelves for the approaching day of their 
nupti^de. The company repaired to a theatre eredted' 
at one fide of the meadow, and ornamented with 
carpets and boughs, where the ceremony was to be 
performed, and from whence they were to fee th^ 
mafques and other diverfions \ and they had juft ar- 
rived at the place when their ears were faluted with a 
noife behind them> and a voice that proiiouncedy, 
•* Stay a little, hafty and inconiiderate people !" In 
confcquence of this addrefs they turned about, and 
perceived it was uttered by a man clothed in a lopfc 
black coat^ inteifperfed with crimfon flames, crowned^ 
as tjiey foon perceived,, with a chaplet of funeral 
cyprefs, and holding in his hand a truncheon of un- 
comition fize. As he approached, he was knoM^n to 
be the gallant Bafilius ; at fight of whom they were 
forprifed, and waited in fufpence to fee the ifluc of 
his exclamation, dreading fome mifchance from fuch 
aiv unfeafonable vifit. At length, wearied and breath- 
lefe, he came up to the bride and bridegroom, and 
thrufting in the ground his ftafF that was pointed 
with ftceJ, he fixed his eyes upon Quiteria, a^ witji- 
a pale afpeft, and hoarfe quavering voice,' pronounced 
thefe words : ** ' Thou wel? knoweft, ungrateful Qju- 
teria, that according to the holy faith we profels, 
thou canft not efpoufe another hufband while I am 
alive ; nor art thou ignorant, that while I waited un- 
til time and diligence fhould meliorate my fortune, I 
never fought to deviate from that decorum which thy' 

I 6 honour 
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honour required I fhould preferve; yet thou, dif- 
burthening thyfelf of all the obligations which thou 
oweft to my honeft paffion, haft made; another perfon 
mafter of what is juftly mine ; a man whofe wealth 
is not only fubfervien^ to his good fortune, but even 
renders him fuperlatively happy ; which happinefs, 
that he may enjoy to the full (not that I think he de- 
ferves it, hut becaufe it is the will of Heaven to be- 
llow it) I will , with my own hands remove the im- 
poflibility or inconvenience that may obftrufl: it, by 
taking myfelf out of the way. Long livie, long live, 
Camacho the rich, with Quiteria the ungrateful, to 
enjoy many quiet and happy years ; and death be the 
portion of the poor Bafilius, whofe poverty clipped 
the wings of his fortune, and laid him in an untimely 
grave/' 

So faying, he laid hold of the ftaflF which he had 
ftuck in the earth, and drew from it a middling tuck, 
which was concealed in it as in a fcabbard ; then fix- 
ing that which nxay be called the hilt on the ground, 
he threw himfelf with great aftivity and refolution 
upon the point, which in an inftant came out bloody 
at his fhoulder, leaving the unhappy youth weltering 
in gore, and. ftretched upon the ground, transfixed 
with his own weapon. His friends immediately ran 
to his afliftance, pierced with affliGlon at his mifery 
and lamentable fate ; and Don Quixote, dilhiount- 
ing, flew to his relief, held him in his arms, and 
found that he had not as yet expired. They were in- 
clined to withdraw the tuck; but the curate, who was 
prefent, gave his opinion that it fliould not be with- 
drawn before he had confefTed himfelf, becaufe his 
death would be the immediate confequence of pulling 
out the weajpon. Mean while Bafilius recovering a 
little, faid, in a faint and piteous tone, " Ah, cruel 
Quiteria ! would ft thou, in this laft and fatal agony, 
beftow upon me thy hand in marriage, I fhould d^em 
my ralhnefs exculpated, feeing by that I fliould ac- 

.f quire 
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quire die happinefs of calling thee my own." The 
curate, hearing this addrefs, exhorted him to employ 
his attention upon the health of his foul, rather than 
upon fuch carnal pleasures, and earneftly pray to God 
to pardon his fins, and in particular this lad defperate 
determination. To this remonllrance Bafilius re- 
plied, that he would by no means confefs, until Qui- 
teria ihould firft grant him her hand, a favour which 
would fet his heart at reft, and give him fpirits to- 
undergo his confefTion. 

Don Quixote hearing the petition of the wounded 
man, declared, in an audible voice, that Bafilius re- 
quefted nothing but what was juft and reafonable, 
and befides very pra£kicable ; and that fignor Cama- 
cho's honour would fuffer no more in wedding Sig- 
nora Quiteria as the widow of Bafilius, than in re* 
ceiving her from her father's own hands \ for here 
nothing was required but the monofyllable of aflent, 
which could have no other efFeft than the trouble of 
pronouncing it, as the bridal bed muft alfo be the 
tomb of fuch a marriage. Camacho heard the whole> 
wHch kept him in fuch confufion and fufpence, that 
h. cknew not what to fay or do : but the friends of 
Bafilius were fo clamorous in foliciting him to con- 
fent to Quiteria's giving her hand in marriage to the 
haplefs youth, whofe foul would otherwife perifli ia 
defpair, that he was perfuaded, and as it were com- 
pelled to fay, that if his bride would grant that fa- 
vour, he fliould be fatisfied, as it would only for a 
moment delay the accomplifhment of his defires^. 
Immediately they furrounded Quiteria, whom with 
tears, intreaties, and. other pathetic remonftrances> 
they preffed to give her hand to poor Bafilius j but 
flie, more obdurate than marble, and more inflexible 
than a ftatue, neither could, would, or defired to an- 
fwer one word j nor would fhe have made the leaft 
reply, had not the curate defired her to come to a 
fpe'edy determination 5 for the foul of Bafilius being 

already 
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already between his teeth, would not afFord long time 
for hefitation. 

Then the beautiful Quiteria, without fpeaking one 
fyllable, but feemingly difordered, fad, and forrow- 
ful, advanced to the place where Bafilius lay, with 
his eyes already fixed, breathing fliprt and thick, mur- 
muring the name of Quiteria, and to all appearance, 
dying rather like a heathen than a chriftian. The 
bride- at length approaching, and kneeling befpre 
him, defired by figns he would hold out his hand: 
then Bafilius unfixing his eyes, and ftedfaftly gazing 
upon her, " O Quiteria ! faid he, thou art become 
kind at a time when thy kindnefs muft ferve as a 
fword to finiih my unfortunate life ; feeing I have not 
ftrength enough left to obtain that glory which thou 
wouldft confer in calling me thine, or to fufpend the 
grief that comes fo faft to cover mine eyes with the 
difmal fhades of death. What I requeft, O fatal ftar 
of my deftiny ! is, that thy confent to this exchange 
of VOWS/ may not be a mere compliment to deceive 
me anew ; but that thou wilt confefs and declare 
there is no reftraint upon thy inclination, while \Jiy 
hand is given and delivered to me as thy lawful huf- 
fcand, for it woiild be cruel to ufe deceit and difli- 
mulation with one in fuch extremity, who has always 
behaved to thee with fuch fincerity and ttuth." 
Having pronounced thefe words, he fainted away, (o 
that all the byftanders thought his foul would forLke 
his body in that fwoon : but when he retrieved the 
ufe of his faculties, Quiteria, all blufhing with mo- 
* defty, took hold of his right hand, faying, " No 
force upon earth would be fufficient to bias my will r 
and therefore, with all the freedom of inclination, I 
give thee my hand as thy lawful wife, and receive 
thine on the fame terms, if thou beftoweft it with 
the fame good will, undifturbed and unconfounded 
by the calamity into whiqh thoa haft been hurried bf 
thy own precipitate condu6l." " I do, anfwercd Ba- 
filius 
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Clius; without either diforder or confufion ; but, on 
the conlraryi with all the cleamefs of underftanding 
-with, which Heaven hath thought proper to endow 
me, I give and <ielivcr myfelf for thy true and fait})- 
fill hufband." ** And I take thee for fuch, replied 
Quiteria, whether thou mayeft live many years, or 
now be hurried from mine 2^rms to the grave." 
^ Confidering how defperately this fpark is wounded, 
feid Sancho Panza, methinks he talks woundily ; 
make him lay aHde his courtihip, and mind his foul, 
which feems to be in his tongue rather than between 
his teeth." 

'Hie hands of Bafilius and Quiteraa being joined, 
the tender-hearted curate, with tears in his eyes,, 
pronounced the nuptial benedidlion, and fervently 
prayed that God would grant forgivenefs and repoie 
to the foul, of the bridegroom j who no fooner per- 
ceiyed • the ceremony was performed, than he nimbly- 
fprung upon his legs with incredible a^^ivity, with^ 
dreiv the tuck which was fheathed in his body, to the 
admiration of the byftanders ; fojne of whom, being 
more fimple than curious, began to cry aloud, A 
miracle ! a miracle ! But Bafilius replied, " No mi- 
racle ! no miracle ! but iheer induftry ! nothing but 
induftry !" The curate, confounded and aftoniflicd, 
ran up to feel the wound with both his hands, and 
found that the blade, inflead of pafling through thd 
body of BafiHus, had run through an iron tube fitted 
tovthe part and full of blood, which, as they after- 
wards under ftood, was prepared^ fo as to retain its 
fkiidity : .in a word, the curate and Camacho, with 
almofl all the company, found therafelves fairly out- 
witted. The bride, however, expreffed no mortifi- 
cation at the deceit : on the contrary, hearing fome- 
body obferve that fuch a marriage, obtained by fraud, 
could not be valid, fhe faid Ihe confirmed it anew. 
From which circumftance every one concluded, that 
the ftratagem had been contrived and executed with 

her 
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her privity and confent. This fuppofitiori enraged 
Camacho and his adherents to fuch a degree, that 
they referred their revenge to the prowefs of their 
hands, and, unfheathing a great many fwords, af- 
faulted Bafilius, in whofe favour almoft an equal num- 
ber were inftantly produced. Don Quixote taking 
the lead on horfeback, well armed with his lance and 
fliield, . made the whole company give ground ; while 
Sancho, who had no delight or comfort in fuch ex- 
ploits, retired to the jars from ^hich he had ex- 
trafted his agreeable fcum, looking upon that place 
as a facred fanftuary and refpe£l:ed retreat. The 
knight exclaimed, in an audible voice, " Forbear, 
gentlemen, forbear : it is unjuft to revenge the griev- 
ances of -love 5 for in this particular, love and war 
are the fame : and, as in the laft, it is lawful and 
cuftomary to ufe feints and ftratagems againft the 
enemy i fo likewife, in amorous contefts and compe- 
titions, all forts of tricks and contrivances are allowed 
in attaining the accomplifhment of the lover's defire, 
provided they do not tend to the difparagemeht or 
difhonour of the. beloved obje£l. Quiteria was fated 
to Bafilius, and Bafilius to Quiteria, by the juft and 
favourable determination of Heaven. Camacho is rich, 
and may purchafe his pleafure when, where, and how 
his inclination fhall require ; whereas Bafilius has but 
this one poor fheep, of which he ought not to be de- 
prived by any perfon, how powerful foever he may be j 
for thofe whom God has joined, no man fhalL put 
afunder ; and he who attempts it muft firft pafs thro* 
the point of this lance." So faying he brandilhed it 
with fuch flrength and dexterity, as filled the hearts 
of thofe who did not know him with fear and con* 
fternation ; and the difdain of Quiteria made fuch a 
deep imprefTion upon the imagination of Gamacho, 
that he (hook her from his heart in an inftant : fo that 
the perfuafions of the curate, who was a prudent and 
well-meaning prieft^. pacified and quieted him and his 

par- 
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partizans, who, in token of peace, (heathed their 
weapons, blaming the inconftancy of Quitcria more 
than the contrivance of Bafilius ; and Camacho him- 
fclf obferved, that if ftie loved Bafilius before mar- 
riage, the fame love would have continued after it ; 
and that he had more reafon to thank Ileaven for hav- 
ing loft, than he fliould have had for obtaiaing fuch 
a help-mate. 

Camacho and thofe of his train, being thus con- 
foled and appeafed, the friends of Bafilius took no 
itep to difturb their peace ; and Camacho tlie ricli, 
in order to fliew how little he refented or thought of 
the trick which had been played him, deHred that 
the entertainments might proceed as if he was really 
to be married : but Bafilius, with his bride and fol- 
lowers, refufmg to partake of them, fipt out in a body 
for the place of his habitation : for the poor, who 
are virtuous and difcreet, will always find people to 
honour, attend, and fupport them, as well as the 
rich with all their parafites and companions. In con- 
fequence of their earneft intrcaty, they were accom- 
panied by Don Quixote, whom they efteemed as a 
prodigy of valour and integrity ; and nothing was 
cloudy -but the foul of Sancho, when he found it im-' 
poilible to * enjoy the fplendid banquets and divpr- 
fions of -Camacho, that lafted till night : he therefore, 
in a fretful and melancholy mood, followed his maf- 
ter, who joined the troop of Bafilius *, leaving behind 
the flefli-ppts of Egypt, although, he ftill retained 
them in his fancy 5 and the half-finifhed fcum of his 
kettle inhanced the glory and abundance of the be- 
nefit he had loft : fo that, penfive, fuUen, and fad, yet 
without hunger or difmounting from Dapple^ ha 
filcntly trudged after the heels of Rozinante* 
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CHAR V. 

In which is recounted the vaft adventure of the cave of 
Montefinos, in the heart of La Mancha, which was 
happily atchieved by the valiant Don Quixote. 

/^REAT and manifold were the treats and par- 
^^ ticulars of refpcdl paid to Don Quixote by the 
new-married couple, who thought themfelves greatly 
obliged by thereadinefs he had (hewn to defend their 
caufe, and looked upon his difcretion to be equal to 
his valour -, indeed, they efteemed him a perfe£l Cid 
in arms, and a Cicero in elocution. Honeft Sapcho 
regaled himfelf three days at their expence, during 
which it was known that the contrivance of the fic- 
titious wound had not been communicated to Qui- 
teria, but was hatched by the ingenuity of.Bafiiius 
himfelf, in hope of meeting with that fuccefs whichr 
as we have {ctn^ he a6hially attained,: true it is, he 
confefled he had imparted his defign to fome of his 
friends, that they might, in cafe of nccefEty, favour 
his intention, and facilitate the execution of his deceit. 

** Whatfoe^'er hath virtue for its ultimate aim, fai^ 
Don Quixote, neither can or ought to be called de- 
ceit : and furely no aim can be more excellent than 
the union of two lovers in the holy bands of mar- 
riage." He obferved, tliat the greateft enemy of love 
is hunger and neceffity ; for love is altogether fpright- 
ly, joyous, and fatisfied, efpecially when the objeft 
of defire 'I/^^ in poflcflion of the lover, whofe fierce and 
declared adverfaries are want and inconvenience. He 
made thefe obfeprations with a view to perfuade fig- 
nor Bafilius to quit the exercife of thofe talents he 
poflefled, which, though they acquired reputation, 
would not earn a farthing of money, and to employ 
his attention in augmenting his eftate by legal and in- 
duftrious means, that never fail the prudent and the 

care- 
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careful. The poor man of honour (if a poor man 
can dcferve that title) pofleiles^ m a beautiful wife, 
a jew^ ; and when that is taken away, he is deprived 
of his honour, which is murthered : a beautiful and 
cliafte woman, whofe hufbaad is poor, dcferves to be 
crowned with laurel and palms of triumph 5 for 
beauty alone attrads the inclinations of thofe wha 
behold it ; juft as the royal eagle and foaring hawk 
ftoop to the favoury lure 5 but if that beauty is in- 
cumbered by poverty and want, it is likewife attacks 
cd by ravens, kites, and other birds of prey ; and if 
fhe who poflefTes it firmly witliftands all thcfc afiaults, 
ihe well deferves to be called the crown of her hufband. 
<^ Take notice, deareft Baftiius, added the knight, 
it was tlie opinion of a certain fage, that there was 
but one good wife in the whole world; and he advifed 
every huiband to believe (be had fallen to his fhare, 
accordingly be fatisiied with his lot. I myfelf am 
not married, nor hitherto have I entertained the leaft 
thought' of changing my condition ; neverthelefs, I 
will v/^nture to advife him who aiks my advice, in fuch 
a manner, that he may find a woman to his wifli : In 
the firft pl&ce, I would advife him to pay. more re- 
gard to reputation than to fortune; for a virtuous 
woman does not acquire a good name, merely by be- 
ing virtuous; (he muft likewife maintain the exte- 
riors of deportment, for the honour of the fex fuffers 
much more from levity and freedom of behaviour in 
public, than from any private mifdeeds. If thou 
bringefl: a good woman to thy houfe, it wilt be an 
eafy taik to preferve and eveji improve her virtue; 
but, fhouldejA; thou choofe a wife of a different cha- 
radjer, it will coft thee abundance of pains to mend 
her; for It is not very pra&icable to pafs from one 
extreme to another : I do not fay it is altogether impof- 
fible, though I hold it for a matter of much difficulty.** 
Sancho hearing thefe remarks, faid to himfelf, 
** This mafter of mine, wlienever I chance to utter 

any 
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any thing pithy or fubftantial, will f;\y I might take a 
pulpit in hand, and travel through the world, teach- 
ing and preaching to admiration ; now, will fay I for 
him, that when he begins to firing fentences, and 
give advice, he might not only take one pulpit in 
hand, but even a couple on each finger, and ftroll 
about the market-towns. Wit, whither would'ft thou ? 
May the devil fetch him for a knight-errant 1 he knows 
but every thing. I thought for certain, he could be 
acquainted with nothing but what relates to his chi- 
valries : but he pecks at every thing, and throws his 
fpoonful in every man's difti." 

His mailer overheard him murmuring in this man- 
ner, and afking what he grumbled at, " I don't 
grumble, anfwered Sancho, I was only faying to my- 
ftlf, I wiflied I had heard thofe remarks of your wor- 
fhip before I married ; in which cafe I might now, 
perhaps,- remark in my turn. The loofened ' ox is 
well licked.*' « What, is Terefa fuch a bad wife ?" 
faid the knight. " Not very bad, anfwered the 
fquire, but then (he is not very good; at lead, not 
fo good as I could wifli." "You are in the wrong, 
Sancho, faid Don Quixote, to difparage your wife, 
who in efFecl is the mother of your children." <* As 
to that matter, replied Sancho, we are not at all in 
one another's debt; for fhe can difparage me fad 
enough, efpecially when flie takes it in her head to be 
jealous, and then Satan himfelf could not endure 

In a word^ they flayed three days with the new- 
married couple, during which they ware treated and 
ferved like the king's own perfon; and here Don 
Quixote defired tlie nimble-wrifted licentiate, to pro- 
vide him with a guide to dire6l his fleps to the cave 
of Montefihos, which he had a longing defire to ex- 
plore, that he might invcftigate with his^ own eyes 
the truth of thofe wonderful llories that were reported 
of it, through the whole neighbourhood. The licen- 
tiate 
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tiate promifed to accommodate him with a firft coufin 
of his own, a famous ftudent deeply read in books of 
chivahy, who would willingly conduft him to the 
very mouth of the cave, and point out the lakes of 
Rudera, fo famous not only in the province of La 
Mancha, but alfo through the whole kingdom of 
iSpain ; and he likewife obferved, that he would find 
his converfation very entertaining ; for he was a lad 
who knew how to compofe books for the prefs, and 
even dedicate them to princes. At length this coufm 
arrived upon an afs big with foal, whofe pannel was 
covered with a piece of tawdry tapeftry or carpet : 
Sancho faddled Rozinante, put Dapple in order, 
ftowed his ^wallet, which was reinforced by the cou- 
fin's, likewife very well flored ; then recommending 
themfelves to God, and taking leave of the company, 
they fet out, choofing the fhortelt road to the famous 
cave of Montefinos. 

While they travelled. along, Don Quixote addreffing 
himfelf to the ftudent, a iked what was the nature 
and quality of his exercifes, ftudies, and profeffion ? 
'^o this queftion the other anfwered, that his pro- 
f^eflion was humanity ; and that his exercife and 
ftudy confifted in compofmg books for the prefs, of 
great emolument, and no lefs entertainment'" to the 
public ; that one of them was intituled. The book of 
Liveries, in which he had defcribed feven hundred and 
three liveries, with their colours, mottos, and cyphers : 
" From thefe, faid he, your courtiers may extraft and 
afl'ume fuch devices as will fuit their fancies, in times 
of feftivity and rejoicing, without going about beg- 
ging from any perfon whatever, or cudgelliiig their 
brains, as the faying is, in order to invent what will 
fuit their feveral defires and difpofitions .j for I infert 
thofe that will fit the jealous, the difdained, the. for- 
gotten and abfent, fo exa£lly, that the jufl will far ex- 
ceed the number of the gentiles. I have likewife finish- 
ed another book, which I propofe to call, The Me- 
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tamorphofes, or. The Spaniih Ovid, of an invention 
equally new and agreeable ; for there, in imitation 
of Nafo, I give a burlefque defcription and hiftory of 
the Giralda of Seville, the angel of La Madalina, the 
Conduit of Vccinguerra at Cordova, the bulls of 
Guifanda, the Sierra Morena, the fountains of Lega- 
nitos, and the Lavapies of Madrid, not forgetting thofe 
of the Piojo, the Golden Pipe, and the Priora, with their 
allegoricr^, metaphors, and transformations, which at 
once farprife, inftrufb, and entertain. I have a third 
performance, which I denominate. The Supplement 
to Polydore Virgil, which treats of the invention of 
things, and is a work of great ftudy and erudition; 
for many things of great importance, which Polydore 
has omitted, I examine and explain in a moil elegant 
ftyle : he, for example, has forgot to let us know 
who was the firft perfon troubled with a defiuxion or 
rheum, and who was firft anointed for the cure of 
the French diftemper : now thefe two queftions I re- 
folve in the moft accurate manner, upon the autho- 
rity of above five and twenty authors ; fo your wor- 
(hip will perceive whether I have laboured to good 
purpofe, and compofed a book that will be ufeful to 
the world in general." 

Sancho having liftened very attentively to this nar- 
ration, " Tell me, fignor, faid he, fo may God lend 
a helping hand to the printing of your books; tell 
me, if you know, and furely you know every thing, 
who was the firft man that ftraiched his own head ? 
for my own part, I firmly believe it muft have been 
x)ur father Adam." " Certainly, anfwered the Un- 
dent ; for Adam without doubt had a head atid hair 
upon it: now that bemg the cafe, afnd he being the 
firft man in the world, he muft have fcr^tched it 
fomctimes." ** I am of the fame opinion, refumed 
Sancho, but now, pray tell me who was the firft 
tutmbler ?" *< Verily, brother, relumed the fcholar, 
I cannot determine that point until I fhall have ftu- 

5 died 
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died it, and ftudy it I will, upon my return to the 
place where I keep my books ', fo that I ftiall fatisfy 
you the next time we meet ; for I hope this will not 
be the Jaft time of our meeting." " Then I defirc 
you will give yourfelf no trouble about the matter, 
laid Sancho ; for I have already found out the folu- 
tion of my queftion : know, fignor, that the firft 
tumbler mud have been Lucifer, who, whenjie was 
thrown and rejected from heaven, came tumbling 
down to the bottomlefs pit." ** Friend, cried the 
ftudent, you are .certainly in the right." ** That 
queftion and anfwer, faid Don Quixote, is none of 
thy own; thou muft have learned them from fome 
other perfon, Sancho." " Hold your tongue, fig- 
nor, replied the fquire ; for, in good faith ! if I be- 
gin to queftion and anfwer, I fliall not have done till 
moming : yes, as to the matter of aiking like a fool, 
and anfwering like a fimpleton, I have no occafion to 
crave the affiftance of my neighbours." Thou haft 
faid more than thou art aware of, anfwered Don 
^ixote ; for fome people there are who fatigue 
themfelves in learning, and inveftigating that which, 
when learned and inveftigated, is not worth a farthing 
either to the memory or underftanding." 

In this and other fuch reliihing difcourfe they 
pafled that day, and at night took up their lodging 
in a fmall village, fro;n whence, as the fcholar told 
the knight, the diftance to ♦'he cave of Montefinos did 
not exceed a couple of leagues; and he obferved, 
that if Don Quixote was really determined to explore 
the cavern, it wruld be neceffary to providfe' ropes, 
fcy which he mignt be lowered down to its bottom. 
The knight faid, that akhough he (hould defcend to 
the abyfs, he would fee the bottom, for which pur- 
pofe he purchafed about a hundred fathoms of rope. 
Next day, about two o'clock in the afternoon, 
they arrived at the cave, anvi found the mouth broad 
and fpackms, though overgrown with thorns, weeds, 

brambles. 
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brambles, and brakes, fo thick and intricate, that it 
was alraolt quite covered and concealed ^ at fight of 
the place all three alighted j the (Indent and Sancho 
immediately began to fallen the rope ftrongly about! 
the knight, and while they were thus employed in 
cording and girding him, Sancho addreffnig himfel^ 
to the adventurer, ** Dear mafler, faid he, confider 
what your worfliip is about : feek not to bury your- 
felf alive, and to be ufed like a bottle of wine, let 
down to cool in fome well ; for it neither concerns 
nor belongs to your worfhip .to be the furveyor of^ 
that pit, which muft be worfe than a , dungeon." 
** Tie the knot, and hold thy tongue, friend Sancho, 
anfwered Don Quixote, for fuch an enterprize as 
this was referved for me alone." Then the guide in- 
tcrpofing, <* I intreat your worfliip, fignor Don 
Quixote, faid he, to confider attentively, and exa- 
mine, as it were, with a hundred eyes, every cir- 
cumftance within this cave, where, perhaps, there 
may be things which I fhall infert among my tranf- 
formations. " The cymbal, anfwered Sancho, is in 
the hands that can play it to the utmofl: nicety." 

This difcourfe having pafTed, and the ligature being 
made, not over the knight's armour but his doub- 
let, ^* We have been guilty of an inadvertency, faid 
Bon Quixote, in coming hither unprovided widi a 
fmall bell, which, had it been tied to me with the 
fame cord, would, with its found, have given you 
notice, as I defcended, of my being alive : but, as 
it is now impoifible to be accommodated, I commit 
myfelf to the hands of God, who will conduft me*" 
Then falling upon bis knees,, he, in a low voice, pre- 
ferred a prayer to heaven, befeeching God to afliit 
and crown him with fuccefs, in this feemingly peri- 
lous and new adventure. His ejaculation being 
finiflied, .he pronounced, in a loud voice, " O ! thou 
miftrefs of my deeds and motions, the moft refplend- 
cnt and peerlefs Dulcinea del Tobofo ! if the prayer 

and 
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and petition of this thy adventurous lover can poAbly 
reach thine ears, I conjure thee, by thy unheard«o£ 
bciutv, to grant my requeft, which is no other thaft 
diat tkou wouldft not now deny me Aj favour and 
prote&ion, when I ftand ib much in need of both ( 
for I am juft upon the brink of darting, plvnging, andl 
ingufphtng myfelf into the profbttnd abyfs that opens 
wide before me, on purpoie that the world may know 
there is nothing fo impoffible that I wiU not attempt 
and execute, under the wings of thy favowr/' 

So faying, he approached the pit, where he found 
it would be impracticable to flip down, or make way 
for entering, without the ftxeogth of arms and back- 
ilrokes: he therefore, uniheathing his fword, began 
to lay about hiqi, and mow down tibe buihes that 
grew atound the mouth of tlie cave, out of which an 
infinite number of huge crows and daws, affrighted 
at the noife and difturbance, fallied forth with fuck 
force and velocity, as laid the knight upon his back : 
and had he been as fuperftitious as he was a good 
catholic, he would have looked upon this irruption 
as a bad omen, and excufed himfelf from vifiting the 
bowels of fuch a dreary place : at length he rofe, and 
feeing that the flight of crows, and odier birds of 
night, was now over (for a number of bats had 
likewife come forth), he put the rope in the hands o£ 
v)ancho and *)xt icholar, detiring them to lower him 
<lown to the ! ^:^om of that dreadful cavern, which^ 
when he entcreVj, Sancho gave him his benediftion, 
and making a th.oufand crofles over him, exclaimed, 
^' God and the Toi\ of France, together with the Tri- 
nity of Gacta, be thy guides, thou flower, and cream, 
and fcum of knights-errant : there thou goeil, bully 
of the globe, heart of fteel, and arm of brafs ! I fay 
again, God be <thy guide, and bring thee back fafe^ 
found, and without deceit, to the light of this life, 
which thou art now forfaking to bury thyfelf in that 
obfcurity.*' Almc^ the fame prayer and deprecation 
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was uttered by the fcholar ; while Don Quixote called 
aloud for rope, and afterwards for more rope, which 
they gave him by little and little. By that time the 
voice, which afcended through the windings and turn- 
ings of the cave, ceafed to vibrate on their ears, tliey 
had already uncoiled the hundred fathoms, and were 
inclined to hoift him up again, as they had no more 
cord to fpare : they flayed, however, about half an 
hour, at the expiration of which they began to pull up 
the rope, which feemed to have no weight attached to 
it, and came up with fuch eafe, that they imagined 
the knight was left below; a fuppofition, in cpnfe- 
-quehce of which the fquire wept moft bitterly, while 
he pulled with great eagernefs, in order to difcover the 
truth ; but when they had coiled up about fourfcore 
fathoms they felt the weight again, and were exceed- 
ingly rejoiced : finally, at the diftance of ten fathoms, 
they diftindlly perceived Don Quixote,' to whom 
Sancho addrefled himfelf, fiiying, " Dear mafter, I 
wifh your worfhip a happy return 5 we began to 
think you had tarried below to breed." 

To this welcome the knight anfwered not a word. 
When they had pulled him up, they perceived his 
eyes were fhut, and that, to all appearance, he was 
fail aflecp ; then he was hid upon the ground, and 
untied ; but flill he did not awake : however, by dint 
of turning, jogging, fhaking, and moving, they, after 
fome time, brought him to himfelf, when yawn- 
ing hideoufly, as if he had awoke from a profound 
and heavy fleep, he looked around with amazement, 
and pronounced, " God forgive you, friends, for 
having withdrawn me from the moft delightful pvo- 
fpe£l and agreeable life that ever mortal faw or enjoy- 
ed : in efFeci, I am now fully convinced, that all the 
pleafures of this life fleet away like a Ihadow or dream, 
or fade like the flowers of the field. O unfortunate 
Montefinos ! O deeply-wounded Durandarte ! O hap- 
lefs Belerma ! O weeping Guadiana ! and you forlorn 

daugh- 
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daughters of Ruydera, who by your waters (hew the 
copious floods of tears tiit fall from your beaute- 
ous eyes !" 

The fcholar and Sancho hearing thefe words, which 
Don C^ixote feemed to heave with immenfe pain 
from his very entrails, begged he would explain the 
meaning of what he had faid, and inform them of 
what he had feen in that infernal gulph. ** Infer- 
nal, call you it ? faid the knight j pray give it a bet- 
ter epithet, for that it furely does deferve, as you 
will prefently perceive." Then he defired they would 
give him fomething to eat, for he was exccffively 
hungry; they, fpreading the carpet upon the grafs, 
produced the buttery of their bags, when all three 
fitting around them, in love and good fellowfliip, 
made one meal ferve for fupper and afternoon's 
luncheon, which being, finiihed, and the cloth taken 
away, « My fons, faid Don Quixote, let no man 
ft^T, but liften with your whole attentioii tq that 
which I am going to rehearfe." 

Of the wonderful incidents recounted by the extra-^ 
vagant Don Quixote, who pretended to have feen 
them in the profound cave of Montefinos ; from 
the greatnefs and impoflibility of which this ad- 
venture has been deemed apocryphal. 

1T might be about four o'clock in the afternoon, 
when the fun retiring behind a cloud, fo as to 
emit a fcanty light and temperate rays, gave Don 
Quixote an opportunity of relating coolly and com- 
wtably to his two illuftrious hearers the particulars 
he had feen in the cave of Montefinos ; and he ac- 
cordingly began to recite what follows : 

" About twelve or fourteen fathoms below the 
niouth of this dungeon, there is a concavity on the 
right hand, wide enough to contain a large waggon 
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^ith its cattlC) and illuminated by a fmall, ftream of 
light that defcends through correfponding cracks and 
cranniesj which open at a diftance on the furface of 
the earth : this fpacious cavity I perceived, when I 
was tired and out of humour at. finding myfelf hang* 
ing and defcendivg by a ■rope, through ;that dark and 
4reax;y dungeon, without knowing any certain and de- 
termined way ; I therefore refolved Jto eater it, and 
repofe myfelf a little, atid caUed to yov to leave off 
lowering the rope, until I lihoilild give you fardier 
notice ; but I fuppofe you did not hear me, fo that I 
gathered 1]^ the cord you kt down, and making it into 
■an heap or coil, fat down upon .it jn a vvery pehfive 
mood, to confider how Ifhould defcend to the bot- 
tom, having no perfon to fupport my weight. While 
i fat mufiog on this misfortune, I was all of .a fudden 
overpowered 'by a moft profound fleep, and without 
.dreaming of the matter, of knowing how, or where- 
fore, I awoke, and found myfelf in the midft of the 
moft beautiful, charming, and delightfvtl meadow that 
nature could create, or the mb(t fertile imagination 
conceive. I rubbed ancl \wiped my eyes, fo as to fee 
that far froqn fleeping I was broad awake : neverthe- 
lefs, I felt my head, and lumbled in my bofom, in 
order to be aflured, whether >it was really iny identi- 
cal felf, or feme unfjibftaritial phantom and counter- 
feit; but the touch, the refleftion^ and connefted 
-difcourfe I held with myfelf, concurred to convince 
me, that I was the fame at that time as I find myfelf 
at prefent. Then was my view regaled with a fump- 
;tuou3 palace or caftle, with W:alls and battlements of 
.^lear, tranfparent cryftal^ and two large folding-gates, 
which, opening, there came forth, advancing towards 
me, a venerable old man, clad in a long .cloak t)f pur- 
j)le bays, that trailed upon the ground : his fhouldcis 
and breaft were girded with a collegiate fcarf of green 
fattin ; his head wa^ covered with a black Milan cap; 
^nd his beard, white a$ the drifted iiiow, .dcfccndcd 

to 
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lb his middk. He wore no anns, but heI3 in his 
hand a rofary of beads as large as walnutSf diough the 
tens were as b^ as oftrich-eggs ^ and hid deportment, 
air, gravity, and dignified prefence, filled me with 
fuq)rize and vteaeration. Coming up to me, die firft 
tiling he did was to hug me clofely in his arms, thea 
he faid, << Long, very long, moft valiant knight Don 
Quixote de la Mancha, have we, who are enchanted 
iii thefe fiolitudes, expelled thy arrival, that thou 
mayeft inform the world of what is contained and con- 
cealed in this profound eavern, which is called the 
cave of Montefinos $ an adventure hitherto referved 
on purpofe to be atchieved by thy invincible heart 
and moft flupendous courage. Follow me, illuftri- 
«us fignor, and I wiU (hew thee the wonders that lie 
Old m this tranfpartnt caftle, of which I am governor 
^nd perpetual warder, as being that identical Monte- 
iinos from whom the eavetn takes its name." No 
^ner had he tdd me who he was, .:fran I aiked if it 
vas true, what the world above related i^ him, name- 
^7' that he had, with a fmall dagger, cut out the heart 
o{ hia great friend Durandarte, and carried it to the 
^if Belevma, according to bis own defire, while he 
^^ in the agonies of death. He aufwered, every 
circumftance was true, except that of the d^geri 
for it was neither a dagger, nor fmall in its dimen- 
fions, but a polifhed poignard as iharp as an awl/' 

Here Sancho int^rpofingj obferved, that fu^h a 
poignard muft have been made by Raymond de Hozes 
•f Seville. " I do not know who was the maker, faid 
^t knight, but it could not be that fword-cutlcrj 
^^ Raymond de Hozes was living t'other day $ 
whereas many years are elapfed fince the battle of 
Roncefvalles, where that misfortune %3cpfcncd\ bu| 
-this inquiry is of no importance ; nor does it diflurb 
or alter the truth and evidence qf the ftoryw" " No, 
Purely,, , cried the fcholar: pray, good your worfhip 
Don Quixote, proceed > for I liften to yoiir narration 
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with infinite pleafure." ** And I feel no lefs in re* 
counting it," anfwered the knight. 

** Well then, the venerable Montefinos led mc 
into the cryftalline palace, where, in a low hall, cool 
beyond conception, and lined with alabafter, ftood a 
monument of marble of exquifite workmanfhip, upon 
which I perceived a knight lying at full length ; I do 
not mean a ftatue of bronze, marble, or jafper, fuch

and the knight certainly dead, how comes he, even 
at this day, to figh and complain, from time to time, 
as if he was aftually alive ?"

The venerable 
Montefinos, hearing this apoflrophe, kneekd before 
the piteous knight, and with tears in his eyes, re- 
plied, " Already,- fignor Durandarte, my deareft 
cou^n ! already have I executed what you commanded 
me to perform, on that unlucky day oi our defeat j 
I extracted your heart as well as I could, without 
leaving the fmalleft particle of it in your breaft ; I 
wiped it with a laced handkerchief, ami fet out with 
it full gallop for France, after having firft committed 
you to the bofofh of the earth, with fuch a flood of 
tears as was fufficient to bathe and wafli my hands of 
the blood they had contrafted by raking in your 
bowels J and as a furer token, dear coufin of my 
foul 1 at the firft place I reached, in my way from 
Roncefvalles, I fprinkled your heart with a little fait, 
|hat it might not acquire a bad fmell, and continue^ 
if not quite frelh, at leaft tolerably fweet, until it 
could be prefented to the lady Belerma, who, to- 
gether witJi you and me, and your fquire Guadiana^ 
the duenna Ruydera, her fcven daughters and two 
nieces, and many others of your friends and acquaints 
ance, have been long enchanted in this place by the 
fage Merlin j and although five hundred years are 
elapfcjt^ not one of us is dead ; though we have loft

^ very holy order, called. St*. John*: Your, fquire 
^uadiana, bewailing likewife your misfortune, was 
cnanged into a river of the fame name, which, when 
^ reached the furface of the earth, and faw the fun

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cf the tkhti iky, was fo grieved at the thoughts of 
katii^ youy that be funk ck)wn into the bowtels of 
the gk)be ; but> as it was not poflible for him to refift 
his natural current, he from time to time rifes up, 
ihewing himfelf to the fun and to the nxtions: he 
receives a reinforcement from the waters of the fore-» 
Aftentioned lakcs^ with which, and many others that 
join his ftream, he enters Portugal in majefty and 
pomp. Neverthelefs, wherefoever he runs, he dif- 
covers a fuUen melancholy, and does not pique himfelf 
apon breeding within his channel fifli of dainty 
teliih and efteem; but only fuch as are coarfe and 
unfavoury, and widely different from thofe of the 

fdden Tagus. What I now fay, my dear coufin, 
have often exprefled, and as you make no reply, I 
coficlude you eidier do not hear, or da not give credit 
to my words : a circumftance which, as heaven doth 
knove, overwhelms me with affiiAion* I will at pre» 
fent make you acquainted with one piece of news, 
which, af it does not alleviate your forrow, can furely, 
in no ihape, tend to its augmentation. Know then, 
here ftands in your prefence (open your eyes and 
behold him) that great knight of whom fo fiiany 
things have been prophefied by the fage Merlin ( 
that Don Quixote de la Mancha, I fay, who has re- 
newed, and, with greater advantages than in times 
paft,. raifed again from oblivion thef long forgotteji 
chivalry, by- the means and favour of whom, per* 
haps, we ourfelves may be difenchanted ; for great 
itien fuch great atchievements are rcfetved.'* " And 
if that ihould not be the cafe, replied the afflided 
Durahdarte, in a faint and languid tone ; and if that 
fhould not be the cafe, coufin, I fay. Patience, and 
fltuffle the ijards." Then turning himfelf upon one 
fide, he relapfed into his ufual filence, without fpeak- 
ing another word. 

At that inftant hearing a great noife of Jhriek 
and lamentations, accompanied with doleful fighing

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and dxfmal fobbing, I turned about, and faw through 
the crjilal walls into another apartment, through

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mifchance, fcarce would ihe have been equalled in 
beauty,, fprightlinefs, and grace, even by the fair 
Dulcinea del Tobofoi celebrated as fhe is not only 
in tliis country, but alfo through the whole uni- 
verfe." 

" Softly, Cgnor Don MonteGnos, faid I, inter- 
rupting him at this period, be fo good as to tell your 
ftory as it ought to be told ; for you know all com- 
parifons are <^dious, and therefore there is no occaiion 
to compare any perfon with another j the pceriefe 
Dulcinea del Tobofo is what (he is, and the lady 
Donna Belerma is likewife what ihe is and has been, 
and there let the matter reft." To this remonftrance 
he replied, " Pardon me, fignor Don Quixote ; I 
confefs I have been to blame, and egregioufly erred, 
in faying, the lady Dulcinea would fcarce equal the. 
lady Belerma ; feeing, 'my having known by certain 
guefles that your wprfliip is the knight of Dulcinea, 
was fufhcient to fcw; e induced me to bite off my 
tongue rather than compare her with any thing but 
heaven itfelf," Such fatisfaftion from the great Mon- 
tefmos allayed the difguft that my heart received in 
hearing ^Belerma conjpared with my miftrefs." 

<* I marvel much, faid Sancho, that your worihip 
did not fall upon the old hunks, and break every bone 
in his (kin ; ay, and pull his beard in fuch' a manner 
as not to leave one fingle hair." *< By no means, 
friend Sancho, anfwered the knight, it would not 
have become me to behave in that manner ; for wc 
are all obliged to refpe£t our feniors, although they 
are not knights j but more efpecially thofe who are 
really of that quality, and beHdes in a ftate of en* 
chantment. This I know full well, that there was 
nothing left unpaid on either fide, in the courfe of 
the queftions and anfwers that paffed between us." 

Here the fcholar interpofing — " I cannot conceive, 
fold. he, Cgnor Don Quixot^, how your worihip, in 
fuch a ihort time as that you have fpent below, could 

fee 
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fee fo many things, and afk and anfwer fuch a num- 
ber of queftions." " How long is it fince I defccnd- 
ed r faid the knight. « Little more than an hour/' 
replied the fquirc. ** That's impoffible, refumed 
Don Quixote ; for night fell, and morning dawned » 
and darknefs and light jEiicceeded each other three 
times; fo that, by my reckoning, I muft have re* 
mained three days in thofe fequedered ihades which 
are hidden from our view.'* " My mafter muft be in 
the right, faid Sancho, for as all thofe things have 
happened by enchantment, perhaps what appeared but 
one hour to us, might feem three days and nights tQ 
youir worfhip." " It may be fo, anfwcred the knight.*' 
Then the ftudent afking, if his worfhip had eaten any 
thing in all that time? " I have not tatted one mouth- 
ful, faid he, nor had I the leall fenfation of hunger." 
** And do thofe who are enchanted, eat ?" refumed 
the fcholar. " They do not eat, anfwered Don 
Quixote, nor do they void the larger excrements,, 
though it is fuppofed, that their nails, beards, and 
hair are always growing*" 

Here Sancho defired to know, if ever thofe enchant- 
ed gentiy enjoyed the benefit of fleep ? To which in- 
terrogation his mafter replied, " No, furely, at leaft 
in tliofe three days that I pafled among them, neither 
tihey nor myfelf once clofed an eye.** " Here then, faid 
the fquire, yi^e may conveniently truft in the proverb. 
Tell me your company, and FU tell you your man- 
ivevs. While your worfhip. keeps company with en- 
chanted people, who are always fafting and watch»- 
ing, it is no great wonder, if you neither eat nor 
fleep while you are among them : but really, fignor, , 
your worijiip muft forgive me, if I fay, that of all 
you have told us, God take me, I was going to fay 
the devil, if I believe one circumftance." ** How ! 
^ cried the fcholar, then fignor Don Quixote muft have 
lied 5 who, even if we could entertam fuch a fuppo.- 
fition, has not had time to compofe and contrive

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filch a nudabcr of fables.** " I do not belicTe that 
my mailer tells lies/' anfwered Sancho. << What then 
is thy conception ?*' faid the knight« " I conceive, 
teplied Sancho, that Merlin, or thofe magicians who 
have enchanted the whole rabble which your worihip 
hath fee&'and difcourfed with below, hare likewife 
ftufFed your noddle or memory with all that nonfenfe 
which you hare already recounted, as well as vibzt 
you have left untold." << That might be the cafe, faid 
Don Quixote, but I adbre you it is not fo at pre&nt; 
for what I have recounted I faw with my own eyes, 
ftnd touched with my own hands. But, what wih 
thou fay, when I now tell thee, that among an infi- 
jtoite number of other wonderful things, which I fliall 
relate hereafter, in the courfe of our travels^ as they 
do not all belong to this place, Montefinos fhewe.d 
me three country-wenches leaping and (kipping like 
fo many goats through thofe delightful plains ; and 
iearce had I fet eyes on them, when I recognized 
them to be the peerlefs Dulcinea, and thofe two indi- 
vidual young women, with whom we fpoke in the 
neighbourhood of Tobofo. When I afted Montefi- 
nos if he knew them, he anfwered in the negative, 
fcut faid he took them to be fome enchanted kdies of 
(quality j for they had appeared but a few days in 
that meadow 5 nor ought 1 to wonder at that circum- 
ftance, forafmuch as in the fame plact; there were 
many ladies of the pad and prefent age, enchanted 
ki difFerent and ftrange forms, among whom be re- 
coileded queen Ginebra and her duenna Quiatasxma^ 
tfho was (kinker to Lancelot, when be came from 
Britain. Sancho, hearing his mafter talk in this 
manner, was ready to run diftrafted, or burft with 
laughing ; for, knowing the truth of the feigned en-

Well was your worihip 
here zl^ve, in, your found judgment fuch as God had 
beftowed upon you, faying fentences, and giving 
counfel at every turn, and not as at prefent, venting 
a heap of the greateft nonfenfe that was ever con«- 
ccivfid." ** I know thee too well, Sancho, anfwered 
Don Quixote, to mind what thou fayeft/' f* And 
I, in like manner, replied the fquire, know you too 
well to regard what you fay : wound me or confound 
me, or kill me if you wi^^l, for what I have faid, and 
what I mean' to fay, if your worihip does not mend 
and €orre£l your own fpeeches ; but, now we are at 
peace, pray tell me how or by what token you camt 
to know our lady miftrefs, and if you fpoke to her, 
what anfwcr (he made ?" 

^f J knew her again, replied the knight, by the 
fame clo'aths fhe ^wore \yhen thou thy felf didft fhew 
her to my aftoniihed eyes : I likewife addrelTed my* 
felf to her, but Ihe ?nfwiered not a fyllable \ on the 
contrary, ihe turned about and fled lo fwiftly, that 
an arrow wouid not have overtaken her : neverthe^ 
lefsy I wifted to follow, and wouid certainly havt 
pnrfued her, had not Montefinos tdvifed me hot to 
£itigue myfelf *, for it wxmld be to no purpofe, and 
tefides, it was time for me to return to the light 
abeve. He HkewHe told me that, in p^roceis of 
time, he would give me notfce in what mannet 
he, Durandarte, Belerma, and all the reft, in 
thofe fequeftered ihades, were to be difenchanted. But 
what of all I faixr and obferved, gave me the greateit 
pain, ^as this ; while I was engaged in this conver* 
fation with Montefinos, one of the haplefs Dulcinea's 
companions came up to me, unperceived, and with 
^ears in his eyes, thus accolled me, in a low and

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whimpering voice : " My lady Dulcinea del Tohofo 
kiffes your worfliip's hands, and begs your worihip

are enchanted : and fmce fignora Dulcinea del To- 
bofo fends to beg thefe fix rials, and the pledge. feems 
to be well worth the money, you had better let her 
have them ; for flie muft certainly be in great trou*- 
ble»" " The pledge I will not touch, faid I, nor 
indeed can I comply with her rcqueft, for I have not 
above four .rials V* which I gave her, and thefe were 
the very individual pieces which I received from thee, 
Sancho, t'other day, in order to give away in cha- 
rity to the poor I might meet with on the road. 
** Sweetheart, faid I, tell your lady that her diftrefs 
afFefts me to the very foul, and I wifti I were as rich 
as Fouckar * to remove it j let her koow, that I 

* Fouckar was a very rich merchant of Augiburg, and a great 
favourite of Charles V. who owed him a very confiderable fura. I^ 
is reported of him, that when 'the emperor lodged at his houfe, in 
liis return from Tunis, the fire in his chamber was of cinnamoni 
and his landlord lighted it with his imperial majefiy's own obli- 
gation, thereby cancelling an iromenfe debt* The wealth of thefe 
traders, for they were two brothers, became proverbial, and it 
was ufuai to fay of any very opulent perfon^ <* He is as rich as a 
Fouckar.** 

1 3 neither 
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neither can, nor will enjo)r health, while deprived 
of her agreeable prefencc and improving convcrfa- 
tion ', and that I fervently and earneilly beg her goodi- 
nefs will be pleafed to indulge with her company^ 
this her captive fervant and afflidled knight. Tell 
her alfo that, when leaft flie dreams of any fuch mat- 
ter, ihe Ihall hear that I have made a vow, like th^ 
which was fwom by the marquis of Mantua, to re- 
venge his coudn Valdovinus, when he found him at 
the lafl: gafp, in the middle of the mountain ; name- 
ly, that he would not eat from off a table-cloth, to- 
gether with fome whimfical additions, until he fliould 
have revenged his deilth ; and, in like manner, I will 
fwear never to be quiet, but traverfe the feven divf* 
fions of the globe, more pun£lually than did the in- 
fant Don Pedro * of Portugal, until flic be reftored 
to the upper world/' " All that and much more 
you owe to my lady," faid the damfcl, who, taking 
the rials, inftead of cuttefying, cut a caper in the air 
two yards high." 

" O holy God ! cried Sancho, with a loud voice^ 
is it poffible that thofe enchanters and enchantments 
ftould hare fuch power to change tRe good fenfe of 
my mafter into fuch nonfenfical madnefs ? O fignor ! 
fignor ! for the. love of God^ look to yourfelf, have 
fome refpefl: for your own honour, and give no cre- 
dit to thofe vanities, which have diminifhed and dif- 
turbed your fenfes." " Thy regard for me, San- 
cho, makes thee talk in that manner, anfwered the 
knight : and as thou art not experienced in the events

concatenation of extravagancies \ but after all, (hould 
the adventure feem apocryphal, the blame cannot 
be laid to my door, and therefore I give it to the 
public without affirming it either to be tr«e or falfe. 
Reader, if thou haft difcemment, thou mayeft judge 
for thy (elf ; for it is neither my duty,^ nor i^ it m my 
power to do more : though it is held for certain, that 
the knight, on his death-bed, retracted the whole, 
faying he had invented the ftory becaufe it ieemed to 
agree and quadrate with thefie adventures he had read 
in his books.

advantages, that if I^ii^rft prefume to defcribe them,. 
I might perhaps excite envy in many noble hearts : 
but let that circumftance reft till a more convenient 
feafon ; and, in the mean time/ let us endeavour ta 
find fome place where we may procure a night's lodg- 
ing." " Not far from hence, replied the ftudent, is 
an hermitage, where lives an anchorite, who is faid 
to have been a foldier, and bears the charadler of be- 
ing a good chriftian, and moreover a very difcreet 
and 'charitable man : adjoining to the hermitage is a 
little houfe, built by the labour of his own hands, 
which, though narrow,- is large enough to receive travel- 
lers." " Can that fame hermitage produce any poul-

(o I fuppofe them to be ; and even fhould the ftream 
run foul, the hypocrite, who clokes his knavery, is 
lefs dangerous to the commonwealth than he who 
tranfgrefles in the face of day." 

This converfation was interrupted by the appear-* 
ance of a man coming towards them on foot, walking 
faft, and fw itching a mule loaded with lances and hal* 
berts : when he came up he faluted them, and pafied 
on at a good pace, and Don Quixote perceiving his 
hurry, « Honed friend, faid he, pray (lop a little, 
for you kcm to go fafter than your mule could wifli."

you fliall hear ftrange tidings ; fo, once more I bid 
you farewell^' So faying, he whipped up the mule 
in fuch manner, that Don Quixote had not time to 
aft: another queftion concerning thofe ftrange tidings, 
which he promifed to relate j but, being extremely 
curious, and continually fatigued with the defire of 
kaming novelties, he ordered his company to fet oiF 
|hat inftant, and proceed to the inn, without touch- 
ing at the hermitage, where the fcholar wifhed to pafs 
the evening. In compliance with the knight's defire, 
all three mounted their beafts, and followed the di* 
'^eft road to the inn, which they reached a little be* 
we the twilight. The ftudent however propofed that 
^hey Ihould call and take a draught at the hermitage : 
Sancho Panza, hearing this propofal, immediately turn- 
ed Dapplc's head towards it, being followed by Don 

Quixot 
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Quixote and the fcholar : but his ill luck feemed tt^ 
have ordainedj that the hermit fhould not be at home, 
as they were told by an under-hermit whom they 
found in the place. When the 6{uire demanded a 
flafk of his beft and deareft, he anfwex:ed, that his 
mafter had no wine^ but if he chofe a pitcher of ^ his 
cheapeft water, he fhould have it with all his heart* 
<< If I had chofen water, faid Sancho, there is plenty 
of wells upon the road, from which I might have 
quenched my thirft. O the wedding of Camacho I 
and the abundance of Do»> Diego's houfb ! how ofteir 
ihall I lament the lofs of you !" 

When he had uttered this ejaculation^ they quitted 
the hermitage, and pulhed on towards the inn ; and 
having rode forwards sl little way, they overtook a 
kd who travelled the fame road at hi»^ own kifure } 
he carried a fword over his fhoulder, that fupported 
a bundle of cloatbs, whick iieemed to confiit of trottf- 
CTS, a cloak, and fhtrt ; for he wore a^ velvet jacket 
with fome flips of fattin, and the (hirt hanging out $ 
he had filk ftockings, and fquare-toed fiioes, in the 
court faihion : his age feemed to be about eighteen 
or nineteen; he had a fpnghtly countenance, and an 
agility in his perfon $ he amufed himfeif in finging 
couplets to beguile the fatigue of travelling, and ^en 
they overtook him, had juft fiar&ed one, which the 
ftudent remembered to have run in this ftrain : .

jacket, which if I wear out in the country, they will 
<lo me no credit in -town, and I have not wherewith- 
al to pivchafe a rdnforoement : for this reafon there- 
fore, and the benefit of the free air, I travel as you 
{tc me, itntil I get up with fome companies of foot^ 
which are quartered at a town about twelve le^ues 
ftom hence ; there I fhall inlift among them, and there 
swill not be wanting fome baggage-waggon, in which I 
may proceed .to the place of embarkation, which they 
fay is to be Carthagena : and I would muc-* rather have 
the king for my lord and mailer, and ferve him in his 
wars, than be the lacquey <jf fome fcoundrel at court.** 
" And have you obtained any poll ?" faid the fcholar« 
" Had I ferved a grandee ©f Spain, or fome perfoa 
of quality, replied the youth, i iliould certainly have 
got {omci}ung of diat kind ; for this is the advantage 
of being in geod fervice, that a man is' frequently 
preferred fsom the back of his mailer's chair' to a pair 
of colours, a company, or £bme handfome provifion : 
hut it was my unhappy fate to be always in the fer- 
vice of poor idle rafcals, or foreigners, who give fuck 
a miferablc and confumptive allowance of hoard-wa- 
g'^s, that one half was expended in the ftarching of a 
^i and it would be looked upon as a miracle, if 
any fuch page-adventuter fhould obtain a tolerable 
provifion." ** And pray, friend, faid Don Quixote, 
J* it pofiible, that during all the years you have been 
in fervice, you never had a livery r' ** Yes, anfwer- 
•<^<i the page, I have had two ; but, as he who quits 
a conFvent, before he profeircs, is ftripped of his ha* 
hit, and obliged to re&one his own doaths *,- fo was 
1 faved by my mailers, who after having tranfa£led 
^ bufincfs that biought them to court, returned to 
<their ol^n homes, and took back the liveries, wliich 
Aey had given me out of mere oftentation." 

«* A very 
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■ «* A very fcandalous efpilorcheria * indeed, as the 
Italians call it, faid Don Quixote ; but notwithftand- 
ing, you may think yourfelf very happy in having 
left the court with fuch a laudable intention ; for 
there is nothing upon earth more produftive of ho- 
noi»t and profit, next to the fervice of God, than the 
fervice of the king, our natural lord and mafter ; ef- 
pecially in the exercife of arms, by which more ho- 
nour, if not more wealth, is acquired than by learn- 
ing itfelf 9 for, as I have divers and fundry times ob- 
ferved, although a greater number of * families has 
^ been raifed by learning than by arms, yet thofe found- 
ed upon arms rife, I don't know how, above their 
fellows, with a kind of natural fplendour, by which 
all others are outflione : and what I am now going 
to fay, I defire you will lay up in your remembrance; 
for it will be of much comfort and utility to you, in 
the midft of all your fuiFerings : never entertain a 
thought of what adverfity may happen, for the- worft 
is death ; and provided it comes with honour, it is 
the greateft happinefs to die* Julius Csefar, that va- 
liant emperor of Rome, being afked which was the 
raoft agreeable death, anfwered, ^* That which is 
fudden, unexpefted, and unforefeen ;" and though 
this reply favoured of the pagan, ignorant of the 
knowledge of the true God,, neverthelefs, with regard 
to his being freed from the pangs of human infirmity, 
he faid well : for, fuppofing you fhouid be ilain in 
the firft atlion or Ikirmifh, either by a cannon ball, 
or the explofion of a mine, what does it fignify ? we 
muft all die, and there is an end of the whole ; and, 
according to Terence, a dead foldier who falls i» 
battle makes a much nobler appearance than one 
who lives by running away : the good foldier acquires 
reputation in proportion to the obedience he pays to 
his captain, or thofe who have a right to command

him ;

him ; and pray, take notice, child, a foldier had much 
better fmell of gunpowder than of civet ; and if old 
age overtake you in that noble employment, tliough 
you fliould be covered over with wounds, paralytic, 
or lame, it can never overtake you without fuch ho- 
nour as poverty cannot diminifti ; efpecially now that 
provifion is to be made for the maintenance and relief 
of old difabied foldicrs y for it is' not reafonable that 
they fliould be treated like negro flavcs, to whom, 
when they are old and incapable of fervice, their 
matters often give their freedom, driving them from 
their houfes, and under the title of liberty, leaving 
them ftiil flaves to hunger, which nothing but death 
can difpel. This is all I have to fay at prefent ; there- 
fore get up, and ride behind me to the inn, where I 
fliall treat you with a fupper, and in the morning, 
you may purfue your journey, which I pray God may 
be as fortunate as your intention is good." 

The page ekcufed himfelf from riding behind the • 
knight, though he embraced his invitation to fupper 
at the inn ; and Sancho faid within himfelf, " Lord 
comfort thee for a mailer ! Is it poffible that a man 
who can utter fo many good things, fhould affirm 
that he has feen all that impoffible nonfenfe which he 
has told of the cave of Montefinos ? But, time is the 
trier of all things." 

In fuch difcourfe they arrived at the inn, juft as it 
grew dark, and Sancho was not a little rejoiced to 
find that his matter took it to be a real inn, and not 
a cattle, according to his ufual whims. They had 
fcarcely entered when Don Quixote inquired of the 
landlord about, the man with the lances and halberts, 
and underftood he was in the ftable, providing for 
the accommodation of his beaft ; an example which 
was followed by the ttudent and Sancho, who pre- 
ferred Rozinante to the beft manger and ftall of the 
whole ftable. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

In which 18 fet forth the braying adventure, and tk 
diverting atchievement of the puppets, with the 
memorable xefponfes of the divining ape» 

DON Quixote would not ftay till his bread wa$ 
baked, as the faying is, fo impatient was he to 
hear and know the ftrange tidings that were promifed 
by the arms-carrier, in queft of whom he forthwith 
went to the place where the landlord faid he was ; 
and having found him, defired he would by all means 
:gratify him with a circumftantial account of thofe 
things he had Mentioned on the road. ** The ac- 
count of my ftrange tidings, anfwered the man, I 
rfhall give when I am more at leifure, and not at work 
9S I am at prefent : if your worfhip will give me time 
to take care of my beaft,'I will tell you fuch things 
as you will be furprized to hear." ^' They fhall not 
be delayed on that account, faid the knight, for I my- 
feif will lend you a helping hand." He accordingly 
winnowed the corn and cleaned the manger ; fo that 
the man, induced by his humility, could do no lefs 
than grant his requeft, with good will : fitting down 
therefore, in a hollow of die wall, clofe by Don 
Quixote, who with the fcholar, page, Sancho Pan- 
2a, and the inn-keeper, compofed his council and 
audience, he began to relate what follows : 

** You muft know, gentlemen, that in a village 
at the diftance of foUr leagues and an half from this 
inn, it came to pafs, that a certain alderman, through 
the craft and malice of a fervant w«ich, which I 
have not time to explain, Ipft an afs ^ and though the 
faid alderman ufed all poflible means to find him, he 
found it impoffible to fucceed ; fifteen days had the 
afs been-milling, according to pubKc fame and report, 
when the owner was, in the market-place, accofted 
by another alderman of the fame town, who faid,

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^ Hanfel mc for my good news, neighbour ; your 
bead has apt)€ared." " That I will, neighbour, and 
heartily, anfwered the other ; but let us know where 
he has appeared.'* " Upon the mountain, rcpiied 
the finder: I faw him this morning, without pack- 
&ddle or any fort of furniture ; and fo lean, that it 
was piteous to heboid him. I would have driven him 
before me, and brought him home ; but he is fo wild 
and fhy, that when I went near him, he took to his 
heels, and ran into the moft concealed part of the 
mountain : if you choofe it, we two will go in queft 
of him ; ftay till I houfe my own beaft, and Fil re- 
turn prcfently." ♦* I fliall b^ much obliged to you, 
faid he of the ilrayed afs ; and I fhall endeavour to 
repay you in the fame coin." With thefe very cir- 
cumftances, and in the felf-fame manner that 1 relate 
the affair to you, it is told and related by all thofe 
who have entered .inta4^ true fpirit of the cafe. 

** In conclufion, the tw6 aldermen walked hlind in 
hand to the mcAjnta:n, and coming to the place snd 
Ipot where they expected' to find the afs, they found 
« him not ; nor could they get one glimpfe of him,- 
although tliey fearched all about over and over. Per- 
ceiving that he. was not likely to appear, " He ark ye, 
neighbour, faid the alderman who had feen him, there- 
is a contrivance come into my 'head, by which we 
Ihall certainly difcover this animal, even though he 
Ihould be concealed in the bowels of the earth, much 
more If he is in this mountain j and that is this, I 
have a marvellous knack at .braying, and if '-^ou have 
any turn tliat way, you may conclude the biifinefs is 
done.*' " Any turn, neighbour ! cried the other: 
by the Lord'! I will not yield in point of braying to 
the beft man ^ alive, not even to an identical afs.'* 
*^ We fliall fee prefently, anfw(2red the fecond alder- 
man; for my intention If, that you fhould go to one 
fide of the mountain, and I to the other, fo as to 
walk round it quite, and every now sind tlien you 
yai.lll. h fhall 
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ifaafl bray, and I will bray ; and it cannot be but 
that the afs will hear,, and anfwer, if he is on this 
mountain.** To this propofal the owi^cr replied: 
«' Neighbour, it is ail excellent fcheme, and worthy 
your great genius." So parting, according to agree- 
ment, it came to pafs that both brayed almoft at the 
fjunc time, and each being deceircd by the other's 
l^raying, ran forward in hopes dF finding the afs ; 
when perceiving the/r miftafce, ** Neighbour,, iaid the 
Ipfer, is it poffible that was not my afs which brayed 
juft now ?" *« No : it was I," anfwered the other. 
<< Agad, then, cried the owner^ there is not the 
leaft diffisrence in point of braying, between you 
and an afs ! for in nfy life did I never hear or fee 
£icb a refemblance.'^ ^ That compliment and ap- 
f vobation, anfwered the contriver^ would be much 
better bellowed upon yourfelf than upon me, neigh- 
bour ; for by the God that made me, you would 
give two heats of advantage to the biggeft.and beft 
brayer in Chriftendoms for the found you pooduce 
1^ deep, fonorous, within proper time and corapaiis, 
^nd the falls frequent and iharp ; in a word, I own 
myfelf overcome, and yield you the pahn and banner 
of that rare talent.'' ^ By the ma& ! faid the owner, 
I will from henceforward have a higher opinion of 
ttiy own ;&i]ity^ and believe I know fometiiing, fince 
I really pofli^fs fuch a gift $ for although I always 
thought I brayed tolerably well, I never tinagined I 
excelled b much as you fay I do." ^< I therefore 
tell yoii, ^Ited the omer, that many rare talents are 
Ipft is d^tts worJd ; and that they are ili<>beft0wed 
upoif thoie who cannot furn them to advantage/' 
*< Oiir's^&i^ the owner, except in fuch cafes as dii$, 
AaH we hav« now in baictd, can be but of little fer- 
vice;, and ^<n in tb]s» Clod gfant it may turn to ac- 
count." 

« After ^bek mutual compliments they parted a &• 
epa4 tiino^ and began to bray agaia ; out ftili they

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were deceived, and met as before, until by way of 
counter fignal, from which they might know one 
another, they agreed to bray twice in a breath : ac- 
codingly they doubled their brayingS) and.encom- 
pafied the whole mountain, without being favoured 
with the Icaft anfwer or fign from the Okayed afs ; 
and indeed, no wonder the poor unfortunate animal 
did not anfwer ;. for they found him in the remotei): 
part of th^ w^ood, ahnofl devoured by the wolves. 
The owner feeing him in this plight, *^ I marvelled 
B»ich,^aid he, that he did not anfwer, for had he 
been alive and. beard you, he mufl have brayed again, 
elfe he had been no a& ; bu.t as I have had the pka-> 
fiireof hearing you bray fo melodioufly, neighbour, I 
tbink my tnouble well beftowed, even although I 
bavc fcmnd him dead." " It is in good hands, neigh- 
bour,, replied the other ; for in chanting, the clerk i» 
not ii whit inferior to the curate.'* 

'f Hav^ing made thefe mutual remarks, they returned 
to the village, equally hoarfe and difconfolate, and 
^counted to their friends, neighbours and acquaint-^ 
2nce, what had happened to them, in their fearchin^. 
for the afs, extolling one another to the ikies for the 
^ent of braying ; fo that every circumilance of the 
ftory was related among the neighbouring villages ; 
and the devil, who is never at reft, but always glad- 
^i an opportunity to fow difcord and fcattcr quarrels, 
i^fing lies in the wind, and huge chimeras from little 
or no. foundation, fd ordered matters, that the people 
of the other villages, when they faw any perfon be- 
longing to our town, began to bray, as if to hit hint 
in the teeth with the braying of cnir aldermen. The 
ftory was taken up by the boys, which was ail one as 
n it had fallen into the hands and mouths of all the 
devils in hell ; and the braying was circulated from 
one town to another in fuch a manner, that the na* 
nves of the village of Bray wick are as well known 
^Qd diilinguifbed as a Blackamoor from a Spaniard ;

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and this joke has become fo ferious, that our townf* 
men have frequently gone forth in arms and regular 
order to give battle to the jokers, without any regard 
to king or rook, or fear or (hame ; I believe that to- 
mcrrow or next day, the men of Braywick will take 
the field once n>ore againft the people of another village 
within two leagues of us, who arc our. chief perfecu- 
tors ;• and that we may be well provided for the occa- 
fion, I' have purchafed the lances and halbert& you 
have feen. * Now thefe are the ftrange tidings which 
I faid I would relate ; and if you do not thini^; them 
fo, I have no other worth your hearing." 

Thus the honeft man concluded his ftory ; and at 
that inftant came into the houfe, a man clothed in 
a doublet, breeches, and hofe of fhamoy leather, who 
faid with a loud voice, *' So ho, Mr. Landlord, have 
you got any lodging for jthe fortune- telling ape, and 
the puppet-iliew of the deliverance of Melifendra ?" 
•« Odd's bodikins ! cried the innkeeper, matter Peter 
here ! we fhall have rare doings i'faith." We forgot 
to obferve, th^t the left eye, and half of the checlc 
of this mafler Peter was covered with a patch of green 
filk, from whence it was fuppofed ^11 that fide of the 
face laboured under fome infirmity. Be that as it 
will, the innkeeper proceeded, faying, " Welcome, 
■good mafter Peter; but where is the ape and the pup- 
pet-lhew ? for I fee neither." « They are at hand, 
anfwered the owner of the (hamoy-fuit ; but I came 
before, to know whether or not we could have • lodg- 
ing ?" " The duke d'Alva himfelf ihould be turned 
out to make room for mafter Peter, faid the land- 
lord ; bring hither your ape and your (hew, for there 
is company in the houfe that will pay for a fight of 
them." " In good time then, replied the wearer of 
the patch : I will lower the price, and think myfelf 
well paid, if they defray the expence of my lodging ; 
mean while, Fll go and lead hither the cart that con^ 
tains my puppets and my ape." 
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So faying, he went out, and Don Quixote inquiring 
wjio this mafter Peter was, with the puppei-fliew 
and ape, the latidlord replied, " This is a famous 
puppet-fhew man, who has long travelled through 
La Mancha and Arragon, reprefenting the ftory of 
Melifendra, who was delivered by the famous Don 
Gayfcros, one of the moft entertaining and bcfl re- 
prefented hiftories which have been for many years 
feen in this kingdom ; he likewifc carries along with 
him an ape of the rareft talent that ever was known 
among apes, or conceived among men : for if you 
afk any* queftion, it liftens attentively to what you 
fay, then leaping upon its mailer's {hdulder, and 
clapping its mouth to his ear, it gives an anfwer, 
which mafter Peter immediately explains. Of things 
. that are paft, it fays much more than of thofe that

cellent companion, and lives the pleafanteft life in the 
world J he talks as much as any fix, and drinks inore 
than a dozen, and all at the expence of his tongue^ 
his ape, and his puppet-fhew." 

Juft as he fpoke thefe words, mafter Peter returned 
with his cart that contained his puppets and the ape, 
which was a very large animal, without a tail : his but- 
tocks were like felt, but not ugly withal ; and Don 
Quixote no fooner beheld him than he afkcd, " Pray, 
Mr. Fortuneteller, what have we got in the net ? what 
fortune awaits us ? Behold, here are my two rials." 
So faying, he ordered Sancho to give them to Mr. 
Peter, who anfwered in the name of the ape, •* Sigr 
*lor, this animal gives no refponfe or intelligence con- 
It 3, cerning 
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cerning what is to come : he is only acquainted 
with the paft, and knows fomething of tHe prefent.'* 
" Rabbit it ! cried Sancho, I would not give a doit to 
he told of Jthe paft ; for who knows that better than 
myfelf J and to pay for being informed of what I know, 
would be downright folly : but, fince he know^ the 
prefent, hete are my two rials : and tell me, good 
your apefhip, how my wife Terefa Panza is at prefent 
employed ?" Matter Peter refufed to take the money, 
faying, " I will not receive a premium per advance. 
Until it is preceded by fervice." Then clapping his 
hand twice Upon his left flioulder, the ape with one 
ikip leaped upon it, and laying its mouth to his ear, 
began to mow and chatter with great eagernefs: 
having niade this motion, which continued as long 
time as .ohe would take in repeating tb^ ci^ed, witfi, 
another fkip he leaped upon the ground. Imme- 
diately mafter Peter, with infinite hurry, threw him- 
fetf on his knees before Don Quixote, and huggia? 
his fhihs, exclaimed, " Thefe legs I embrace, as I 
Would embrace the pillars of HercU*'e^\C thou cele- 
brated reviver of the already fdf^oEt' ft order of 
knight-errantry ! thou never enough to oe applauded 
cavalier Don Quixote de la Mancha, die foul of the 
dejeSed, the prop of the falling, the ftiield of thofe 
that are fallen, the ftalF and comfort of all the un- 
happy !" Don Quixote was alarmed, Sancho thunder- 
ftruck, the fchoPar furprifed, the page confounded, 
the Braywick carrier amazed, the landlord aftoniflicd, 
and/ in a word, admiration prevailed among all thofe 
who heard the words of the Ihewman 5 while he pro- 
ceeded, faying, ** And thou, worthy Sancho Panza^ 
the beft fqune of the braveft knight in the univerfe, 
be merry and rejoice 5 for thine agreeable helpmate, 
Terefa, is in good health, and this very moment em- 
ployed in drelling a pound of flax; by the fame token, 
there ftands at her right-hand a broken-mouthed 

pitcher, 
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pitcher^ containing a good fup of wine, with which 
(he corafqog herfelf while flwi is at work/' «* Thtt I 
can cafily -» /^c, anfwered Sancho ; for flic is a rare 
one ; and u ihe was not a little given to jealoufy, I 
would not exchaoge her for the giantefs Andandona^ 
who, as my mailer fays, was a very proper and com- 
plete houfewife ; and truly my Terefa is one of thofe 
who will live to their hearts content^ even though 
their heirs ihould pay for it.** 

'^ I am now convinced, faid Don (i^ixote, that 
he who reads and travels moch, will fee and learn a 
great de»l. This obfervation I make becaufe no ar« 
guments would have been fuiOBcient to perfuade me 
that there are apes in the world, endowed with the 
gift of divination^ as I have this day feen with tny 
own eyes ; for I ain the very Don Quixote named b^ 
that good animal, -which, however^ has e}Cpatiated 
rather too much in my pralfe ^ bat be that as it may^ 
I give thanks to God who beftoiivvd upon me a mikl 
and compaifionate difpofition^ ever inclined to -do good 
t6 all mankind, and harm^'to no perfon whatever/'' 
'* If I had nioney, faid the page, I wemld aic fignor 
ape, what will be. the fuccefs of my prefent peregri- 
nation ?" To this hint, mafter Peter, who had rofc 
from his proftration, replied, ** I have already told 
you, that this creature does not anfwer for what is to 
come \ if he did, your want of money would be no 
objeftion ; for, iti order to ferve Don Quixote here 
prefent, I would willingly forfeit all the interefted 
views in the world 5 and now, as in duty bound, I 
will, for his amufement, ftt up my fhew, and divert 
all the people in the houfe, without fee or reward-" 
The landlord, hearing this declaration, was rejoiced 
beyond mcafure, and pointed out a proper place for 
the exhibition of his entertainment^ which was pre- 
pared in a twinkling. 

Don Quixote was not very well fatisfied with the' 
divinations of tlie ape, as he did not think it natural

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for fuch an animal to divine, in things either paft, 
prcfent, or to come ; and therefore, '^e'^Ie mafter 
Peter was bufy in^fetting up his fhewi^i^e retired, 
with his fquire, to a corner of the liable, where they 
could confer together without being overheard, and 
fpoke to this effed : " Heark ye, Sancho, I have con- 
fidered this wonderful talent of the ape, and, accord- 
ing to my notion, the fame mafter Peter, its owner, 
muft certainly have made a fccret or exprefs paft with 
the devil." " Nay, if it be the devil's pack, an- 
fwered Sancho, it muft be a very dirty pack ; but 
what fignifies fuch a pack to mafter Peter?" ** Sancho, 
replied the knight, you do not underftand my mean- 
ing : what I would fay is, that he muft certainly have 
made fome concert with the devil, who hath infufed 
this talent into the ape, by which he gains his live- 
lihood ; and when he becomes rich, he muft yield 
him his foul, which is the aim of that univerfol 
enemy of mankind 5 and what confirms me in this 
opinion is, that the ape anfwers no queftions but 
fuch as regard the paft and prefent time : now the 
devil's underftanding reaches no farther ; what is to 
come he knows only by conjefture, and that not al- 
ways ; for it is the attribute of God alone to know 
times and feafons : to him there is neither paft nor 
future, but all things are ever prefent > to his eyes. 
This being the cafe, as- dbubtlefs it is, the ape cer- 
tainly fpeaks from the infpiration of the devil ; and I 
am furprifed it hath not been accufed and examined 
by the holy office, which would foon difcover by virtue 
of whom it prefumes to divine ; for furely this ape is 
no aftrologer; nor did he or his mafter ever raife, or 
were capable of mifing, thofe figures called judicial, 
which are now fo common in Spaing that every piti- 
ful little hufly, page, and even cobler, has the impu- 
dence to raife an horofcope, as. readily as a knave of 
trumps, from the ground, ruining and difgracing, 
by their ignorance and falfities, the wonderful truth

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of that noble fcience. One lady I myfelf knoWj^ who 
having inquired of one of thofe pretenders, whether a 
little bitch flie had would have puppies, how many, 
and of what colour they would be ?

Notwithftanding this predic- 
tion, the bitch died in three days of a furfeit ; and 
yet Mr- Figure-cafter was ftill efteemed in the place 
a moft infallible aftrologer, as almoft all thofe fellows 
are." «< Neverthelefs, anfwered Sancho, I wifli your 
worfliip would defire mafter Peter to aik his ape, if 
what happened to your worfliip in the cave of Mon- 
tefinos is really true : as for my own part, begging 
Your worfliip's 'pardon, I cannot for the blood of me 
"Clp thinking it w^s all a flam and a lie, or at lead 
T^o better than a dream." <* It may be fo, replied 
Don Quixote : but I will take thy advice ; for, truly, 
I myfelf have fome fort of fcruples about the mat- 
ter." 

Here he; was interrupted by the arrival of Mr. Pe- 
ter, who came to tell him that the ihew was ready, 
and invite him to come and fee it ; for it would be 
^ell worth his trouble. Then the knight imparted 
his fentiments, deiiring be would s^fk the ape whe- 
ther or not certain incidents that happened in the 
cjjve of Monte fino^- were dreams or realities j for to 
iim the wliple feemed to be a mixture of both. Mafter 
♦Peter, without anf^'irefing one word, went and brought 
the ape into the prefence of Don Quixote and Sancho, 
*nd thus accofted it ; " Look ye,' Mr. Ape, this 
^i^ight wants to know, whether certain tilings that 
^sppened to him in a place called the cave of Mon- 
tefmos be true or falfe." Then making the ufual 
%nal, the. creature leaped upoa his left flioulder. 
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and fecmhigly whifpered fometliing in his can In 
coTifequence of this communication, ^ The ape, faid 
miiftcr Peter, declares, that part of what your wor- 
ihip faw and underwent in that fame cave is falfe, 
and pa)*t is likely to be true ; and this, and nothing 
£ife, is all he knows touching that interrogation : but 
if your worfliip defires to be farther informed, he will 
next Friday sfnfwer all the queftions you can a(k : at 
prefent, his virtue has left him, and will not return 
till Friday, as I have already obferved." »« Signer, 
faid Sancho to his mafter, did not I always affirm 
your worfliip (hould never make me believe that all, 
or even the half of thofe accidents you pretended to 
have met with in the cave was true ?" *^ The event 
will fliew, anfwered Don Quixote 5 for there is no- 
thing that time, the difcoverer of all things, will not 
bring to light, even though it (hould be hidden in the 
bowels of the earth. Lu. that fuflice for the prefent; 
and now we will go and "fee the puppet-fliew of 
honed mafter Peter, which I really believe will be 
produftive of fome novelty." " Of feme ! cried 
mafter Peter : my ftiew is produftive of fixty thou- 
fand. "Why, I tell your worfliip, fignor Don Quixote, 
there is nothing equal to it in the whole world 5 but, 
Operibus credite & non verbis : let us begin prefeftt- 
ly J for it grows lat6, and v^e have a great deal to do^ 
to fay, and to Ihew." 

In confequence of this requeft, Don Quixote and 
Sancho repaired to the place where the puppet-fhcw 
was fet up, and fet forth with ft great number of 
little wax-lights, which made a nxpft refplendent ap- 
pearance. Mafter Peter withdrew within the curtain, 
in orddr to play the figures of the pieces a^^d on the 
outfide fat a boy, who was' his fervant, to interpret 
«nd explain the myfteries of the fliew, holding a 
^wznd, with wUch be pointed out the puppets as tbey 
entered. All the people of the inn being feated, 
fome fronting the ftage, and Don <^aixote, with Saji-

TjNiverfal filex^ce prevailed among Tynans as weHl 
as Trojans ;, that is, all the fpelftators of the

the motith of him "vriio was appointed to expound the. 
"^ondiMs- of the piece ; wiien their ears were faluted.

^^ng foon over, the boy thus began in- an. audible

"^tc notice, Don Gayferos is playing at tables,, a^ 
wording to the old fong :. *

crown on his head and a fceptre in his hand, is tht: 
^laperoflrQiarkmagiie, the fuppofcd father of Metis. 

L- 6v fendra^, 
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fendra, who^ vexed at the indolence and careleffiieft 
of his fon-in-lawj comes forth to chfde him ; and 
obferve with what vehemence and keennefs he feems 
to fcold : one would imagine he intended to give him 
half a dozen raps on the pate with his fceptre y nay, 
fome authors fay that he adluallv did b'eftow them, 
ay, and that with very good will : after having faid 
abundance of things concerning the rifk his honour 
would run, if he did not efFeft the deliverance of his 
fpoufe, he is reported to have added thefe words, " I 
have faid enough, look to it/* Behold, gentlemen^ 
how the emperor turns about and walks off, leaving 
Don Gayferos in a fume, who, in the impatience of 
his anger, throws away the table and pieces, and 
callg haftily for his armour, defiring his coufin Or- 
lando to lend him his fword Durindana. Don Or« 
lando will not comply with his requeft ; but offers to 
attend him in his difficult enterprize ; however, the 
provoked hero will not accept of his offisr ; on the 
contrary, he fays his own fmgle arm is fufficient to 
deliver his wife^ even, though fhe were concealed in 
the profo^indeft centre of the earth. So faying, he 
goes in to arm, that he may be able to fet out with 
nil expedition. Gentlemen, turn yoi\r eyes to the 
tower that appears yonder, and fuppofe it one of the 
' ^wers belonging to the caftle of SaragolTa, now -all- 
ied Aljaferia. That lady who (lands in the balcony 
in the Mooriih drefs is the peerlefs Melifendra, who 
from thence hath often call her longing eyes towards 
"the Toad to France, and confoled herfelf in her cap- 
tivity, by thinking on the city of Paris and her valiant 
jord. Obferve likewife a new incident, the like of 
which perhaps you have never feen before : don't you 
fee that Moor ftealing along filently and foftly, ftep 
byftep, with his finger on his mouth, behind Meli- 
fendra ? Now mind how he pxints a kifs in tlie very 
middle of her lips, and with what eagernefs flic fpits, 
and wipes them with the fleeyes of her fliift, lament- 
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ing aloud^ and tearing, for anger, her beautiful hairt 
as if it had been guilty of the traiifgrei&on. Behold^ 
now, ^ that venerable Moor in yon gallery : he is Mar- 
filius the king of Sanfuenna, who, having perceivfcd * 
the infolence of the Moor, although he was his own 
relation, and a great favourite, orders him to be ap- 
prehended) and carried through the principal ftreets 
of the city, with the criers before, and the rods be- 
hind, with which he is to receive two hundred (Iripes : 
and here you ftiall fee the fentence executed, almoft 
as foon as the crime is committed : for among the 
Moors, there is no copy of a writ, trial, or delay, as 
in our courts of juftice." 

Here Don Quixote interpofing, faid, with a loud 
voice, " Boy, boy, follow your ftory in a right line, 
without falling into curves and crofles ; for there is 
not fo much proof and counter- proof required to

like a man, bidding her hold faft, and throw her 
arms arpund his neck, (a as to crofs them on his breail:,, 
diat flie may be in no' danger of falling.; for my la- 
dy Meiifendra was not ufed to ride in that manner : 
you lifcewife perceive how the horie, by his neighing, 
cxpreiTes the fatisfaftion he feels in carrying the vali- 
ant and beafutiful burtisten of his lord and nuftrefs : 
jou fee how. they turn abotit, and quitting the city, 
take the road ^^) I?aris, with equal eagemefs and joy 
Go in peac«^, ye peerlcfs pair of faithful lov<ers 5 may 
you arrive in fafety at your defired country, without. 
fortune's rai^f^ any flfeftrudion to your happy jour* 
Bey ; and may the eyes of your friends, and. kindred 
behold you enjoying peace all the days of your lifcj 
which I hope wiJl exceed the j^e of Neftor r Here 
Mr. Peter interpofing again, called aloud, ** None of 
your Aouriihes, CirtjSi : feek not to entangle yourfcH ; 
for aill afFe£lation. is naught." The interpreter, ,with- 
out anfwering a pliable, went on in this manner. 
^ There were not wanting fome idle eyes which no- 
thing can efcape> and they, perceiving the dcfcent 
and flight of Meiifendra, gave notice of it to king 
MarfiUo^^ wlio ftraight gave -orders for founding ^

In what m- 
gards the bells, Mr. Peter is guilty of an impropri- 
ety ; for the Moors ufe no bells, but attabals or ket- 
tle-drums, and a kmd of dulcimers, like thofe be- 
longing to our waits ; fo that the circumftance of ring- 
ing bells in Senfuenna is a downright abfurdity.'' 
Mr. Peter hearing this obfervation, left off ringings 
and anfwered, «* Signer Don Quixote, your worihip 
niuft not fnind fuch triies, nor leek for that perfec- 
tion which is not to be found. How many plays do 
you fee every day reprcfentcd, full of impropriety and 
abfurdities ? yet they happily run their career, and 
Me heard, not fimply with applaufe, but even with 
univerfal admiration. Proceed, boy, and let people 
talk 5 for, provided I fill my pocket, I don*t care i£ 
">epe ftiould be more improprieties than there are 
atoms in the fun." " You are in the right," replied 
the knight, nnd thus the boy went on : 

*' Behold what a -number of refplendent cavaliy

He lovers : what a found of trumpets, tinMing of

* am afraid they wiH overtake and bring them back 
tied to "their horfe'a tail, and that would Jie a moft:

Don Quixote, feeing fuch a number of Mbors, and:* 
bearing this uproar,, thought it was incumbent upoiv 
^m to affift the fugitives ; and therefore ftarting up^. 
^€ pronounced with a loud voice,, ** Istevcr, while I. 
breathe,^ will I confent that foch an ic^'ury ihould be 
<Jonc in my prefcnce to » knight fo. famous, daring, 
aiid enamoured aa. ia Don GayFeros r defift, ye bafe* 
i^rn plebeians ! feek not to follow and puni(h< him^ 
b^t face me in battle if you dare." With thefc 
words and aOions he ^nfccatjficd his fw^rd, md Spring*. 

ing 
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ing up to the, puppet^fhew, began with incredible 
agility and fury to lay about him among the Mooriih 
puppets, demolifhing fome, beheading others, maim- 
ing this, and hacking that ; and in the courfe of this 
exercife, he fetched fuch a back-flroke, that had not 
Mr. Peter (looped and fq^uatted down with great ex- 
pedition, he would have fliced off his he^d as eafily 
as if it had been made of ginger-bread. This unfor- 
tunate fhew-man exalting his voice, ** Hold, for the 
love of God ! fignor Don Quixote, faid he, and take 
notice, that thofe whom you overthrow, kill, and de- 
jftroy, are not real Moors, but poor, harmlefs, littie 
figures of pafte ; confider, finner that I am ! you are 
ruining n?.e, by depriving me of my livelihood." 
Notwithftand^ng this remonftrance, the knight con- 
tinued to play away in a perfeft fliower of back*ftrokes, 
fore-drokes, outfide and infide, that fell as thick as 
hail} fo that in lefs than a couple of credos, he brought 
the whole fhew to the ground, all the tackle and fi- 
gures being hewed down, and difmembercd j king 
Marfilio himfelf forely wounded, and the crown, to- 
gether with the head of the emperor, cleft in tw^n. 
The whole audience was involved in confufion : th^ 
ape fifed to the roof of the houfe ; the fcholar trem- 
bled, the page was feized "^ith conftcrnation, and San- 
cho Panza himfelf overwhehlied with terror and dif- 
may ; for, as he fwore after the hurricane fubfided, 
he had never before feen his mafter in fuch a frantic 
rage. 

The puppet-fhew being thus entirely demolilkedy 
Don Quixote became a little more compofed, faying>

thy Don Gayferos, and the beautiful Melifendra, had 
not I been prefent on this occaiio^ : certainly by this 
time, they would have been overtaken by thofe dogs>

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who would have done them fome grievous injury : 
let knight-errantry, therefore, live and flourilh 'y2>ovc 
all things upon the face of the earth-" " In a happy 
hour, let it live (cried Mr. Peter in a languid tone), 
and let me die, who am fo unfortunate, that I may 
fay with king Rodrigo, " Yeflerday I was lord of 
* Spain, and new there is not one battlement I can 
call my own," Half an hour, yea not half a mi- 
nute is elapfed, fince I faw myfelf in pofieflion of 
kings, and emperors ; my ftables, coffers, and bags 
were filled ^vith an infinite number of horfes, and 
other gay particulars, and now I find myfelf quite 
defolate and abafed, poor and beggarly, and, which is 
word of all, deprived of my ape, who in good faith 
^'^ make my teeth fweat, before he returns to me his 
lawful maftcr; and all this misfortune I have fuflfcrcd 
from tlbis here Sir knight, who is faid to proted 
orphans, rcftify wrongs, and perform other charit- 
able aftions, but, in me alone, his generous intention 
has failed 5 blefled and praifed be the higheft heavens 
above ! In a word, the knight of the rueful figure ia 
he by whom I and mine are disfigured and un- 
done/* 

Sancht> Panza melted at this piteous Jamentation : 
" Do not weep, Mr. Peter, faid he, do not whine fo 
piteoufly, or thou'lf break my heart-, for I'd have 
^hee know, my mafter Don Quixote is fuch a catho- 
lic and fcTupulous chriftian, that provided he be con- 
vinced of having done thee wrong, he knows how 
to make amends, and will fatisfy and repay thee with 
double intereft/' " If fignor Don Quixote, replied 
"le ihew-man, will make fome atonement for the deeds 
by which he has undone me, I fhall reft fatisfied, and 
his worfliip's confcience will be at peace ; for that 
'^an cannot expeft ftlvation who with-holds the effedls 
oi his neighbour againfl his will, and refufes to make 
reftitution," « You are in the right, faid Don Quix- 
^^^\ but as yet I do not know that I with-hold any of 

your 
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your effiedls, Mr. Peter.** *« How ! none of mine ? 
(criad the»fhew-man) and thefe unfortunate remains 
that lie extended on the hard and barren pavement, 
were they not thus fcattered and anmhilated by the 
invincible force of that redoubted arm ? to wlK>m but 
me did their unhappy bodies belong ? and with what 
but them did I procure a comfortable fubfiftence ?" 
** Now, cried Don Quixote, I am fully convinced 
of what I have on divers occafions believed j namely, 
that thofe enchanters, by whom I am perfecuted, take 
pleafure in prefenting realities to my view, and then 
changing and metamorpholing tliem into fuch %ure» 
and forms as they choofe to bcftow : believe me, gen- 
tlemen, to me every thing that has pafied appeared 
a true an<; literal <H5ncuTrence of real {t6ks^ and the 
figures reprcf<hited, fccfned to be really and truly the 
very indiyidiml*perfon3 of Meliiibndra, Bon G«yfcros> 
Marfilio, and Charlemagne : in confequencc of thatt 
belief, my wrath was provoked $ and, in order to ful- 
fil the funftion of a knight-erratit, I refolved to (a- 
Your snd sfTift the fair ftigitire; in the -estectttioft of 
which refolve,, X have done what you fee- Jf the ex- 
ploit has turned out contrary to my expeftation, At 
blame ought not to lie with nrve, but with thofe mif- 
creants by whom I am perfecuted : neverihelefs, as I 
have^ommitted an error, although it did not proceed 
from malice aforethought, I ftand by my Own award 
condemned in cofts : let Mt. Peter make out his own 
bill of the figures that are demoliflied, and I pro- 
mife it fhall be paid on the fpot, in good and lawful 
current coin of this kingdom." The fiicw-man tear- 
ing this declaration, made a profound how, faying, 
^ I cxpefted no lefs from the unheard-of chrifti- 
anity of the valiatJt Don Quixote de ia Mancha, the 
tinflmching auxiliary and fupport of tlie wliole tribe 
of needy and forlorn vagabonds: Mr. Landlord and 
the g*'€at Saiicho ftirfl a€t as moderators and appraif- 

ers 
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crs between your worfliip and me, with regard to 
what the injured figures are or might be worth/* 

The' innkeeper and fquire having undertaken thi^ 
office, Mr. Peter lifted up the headleft Marfilio king 
of Saragofla, faying', ** You fee how impofiible it id 
to reinftate the king in his former fituatibn ; and 
therefore with fubmiflion to better judgments, I think 
I mud be allowed four rials and an half, on account 
of his death and final perdition/' The knight dcfir- 
ing him to proceed. ** Then, faid he, xor this dread- 
ful gafli from top to bottom (taking up the cloven 
emperor Charlemagne) I cannot be diought c^corbi- 
tant, if I demand five rials and a quatter." *< That'i 
no fmall matter,*' faid Sancho. ** Nor a great deal 
too much teplied the landlord * «* Split the differ- 
ence, Mid fet liim down at five rials/' ** Let him 
^vft tbe whole fiyc and ilie quartet, faid Don Qulx- 
^Jte ; for in ftith a notable mi^rtune, a quartet more 
OY Icfs is a mere trifle : and pray, difjnttch, Mr. Peter, 
for It Is now iupper-time, and I begin to fed fome 
lymptoihs ryJ a kefen appetite,** •« '"Fof thiJt figure 
^thout a nofc, and deprived of one eye, which il 
die beautiful Mefifendra, proceeded Peter, I demand 
^ nals atid twehe maravedis.'* ** Tlic devil's in't, 
cned the knight, if Mclifendra is not by this time, 
^ith her huib'and, at leaft upon the frontiers of France; 
for the horfe on which tJiey were nwunted, feemcd 
^0 fly rather than tread the ground ; fo that there is 
^ reafon for your felling me a cat inftead of a coney, 
^^at is, in prefentrng me with a ndfdefs Melifendra,. 
v^bttt, in all -probability, tfiat hdy is now enjoying 
hcrfclf at icifbrc with her hufband in. France. God 
give every man joy of his own, Mr. Peter, and let 
^s all endeavour to walk tightly and rightly ! and now 
you may proceed/' Mr. Peter perceiving Don Quix- 
ote beginning to warp and return to his old bias, re- 
folvcd to be even with him, and with that view, faid, 
" This cannot be Mclifendra, but muft be one of her 

waiting- 
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waiting- women, for whom I (hall think myfelf very 
well payed, and reft fatisfied with threefcore maravc- 
dis." In the fame manner did he fet prices^ on many 
other maimed figures ; fo that, after they were mo- 
derated by the two arbitrators to the fatisfa6lion of 
both parties, the whole fum amounted to forty rials 
and three quarters, which bemg difburfed by Sancho^ 
Mr. Peter demanded another brace of rials for the 
trouble he fliould have in catching the ape. ** Let 
him have them, Sancho, Xaid Don Quixote, not for 
catching the ape but the juice of the grape * : and 
I would now give two hundred as a reward to any 
perfon who would certify that the lady Donna Meli- 
fendra,.and her lord Don Gayferos, are now* fafe 
among .their friends in France." " No perfon upon 
earth can refolve that queftion fooner or better than 
my ape, replied IMr. Peter j but the devil himfelf can- 
not catch him at prefent, though I imagine, hunger and 
afFeSion will compel him to return to me fome time 
to-night, and if God will fend us a new day, we fliall 
fee what can be done." In fine, the hurricane of the 
puppet-fhew being quite blown over, the whole com- 
pany fupped together in peace and good fellowfliip, 
at the expence of Don Quixote, who ^was liberal to 
cxcefs. 

Before day-break, the lance and .halbert-carriei fet 
out for his village, and early in the morning the fcho- 
lar and the page came to take their leave of Don Quix- 
. bte, the firft intending to return to his own home, 
and the other to purfue his journey, for the comfort 
of which, -the knight made him a prefent of a dozen 
rials. Mr. Peter, having no inclination to re-involve 
himfelf in any fort of difpute with Don Quixofe, to 
wJiof(? difpofition he was no ftranger, arofe before the

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fun, and packing up the remains of his puppets, to- 
gether with his ape, fallied forth alfo in queft of fur- 
ther adventures. The innkeeper, who knew not 
Don Quixote, was equally aflonifhed at his madnefs 
and liberality : -finally, Sancho paid him handfomely, 
by his matter's -order, and the two bidding him fare- 
wel about eight o'clock in the morning, left the inn, 
and betook thcmfelves to the road, in which wc will 
leave them, having now a proper opportunity to re- 
count other incidents appertaining and neceffary ta 
ihe illuftration of this famous hiftory. 

CHAP. X. 

In which the reader will difcover who Mr. Peter and 
his ape were ; together with Don Quixote's bad fuc- 
cefs in the braying adventure, which did not at all 
turnout according to his wifh and expeflation. 

/^ID Hamet, author of this fublime hiftory, begins 
this chapter with thefe words : " I fwear, as a 
catholic chri^an :" and upon this occafion, the tranC- 
lator obferves, that Cid Hamet being a Moor, as he 
certainly was, im fw^aring as a catholic chriftian, 
means no more than that, as a catholic chriftian, when 
te makes oath, fwears he will fpeak the truth, and 
i^othing but the truth, in like manner he would ad- 
here to it, as a catholic chriftian adheres to his oath, 
in what he intended to write concerning Don Quix-^ 
^% efpecially in difclofing the myftery of Mr. Peter 
and the fortune-telling ape, whofe talent attrafted the 
admiration of all that country. He then proceeds 
to obferve, ' that he who has read the'firft part of this" 
hiftory, cannot but remember that fame Giries de 
■PafTamonte, whom, together with his fellow- flaves,' 
Don Quixote fet at liberty near the bro^n mountain ; 
a benefit for which he was ill-thanked, and worfe fe-^ 
^viited by that mifchievous and immoral crew. ' This 
Cinea de Paffamonte, whom Don Quixote called Gi- 

10 nefillo 
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nefillo de Farapilla, was the very tfakf who (bole Sai}» 
cho's Dapple, and as^ through the fault of the print- 
ersy neitner the time nor the manner of that convey* 
ance is defcribed^ in the firit part of the book» n^any 
people afcribed thi» error of the prefs to want of me* 
mory in the author : but^ in (hortj ftolw be waSf by 
Gines^ even While Sancho was fitting flecping on his 
6ack> by means of the fame contrivance and expe- 
dient thiat was u&d by Brunelo^ who while Sacripante 
lay at Albra9a, wimdrew his horfe from between 
his legs ; anci Sancho afterwards retrieved, him, as 
we have already related. Gines then, afraid of being 
overtaken by juftice, that was in queft of him, to 
chaftife him for his numberlefs tricks and tranfgref- 
fions, which were fo manifold and remarkable as to fill 
a large volume of his own compofing, refolved to re- 
move Himfelf into the kingdom of Arragon, to cover 
his left eye with a patch, and pfofefs the occupation 
of playing puppets, and performing feats of legerde- 
mam, which he underftood to great perfe£bion: be af- 
terwards happened to fall in company with fornix chrif- 
tianSf juft delivered from bondage in Barbary, of whom 
be purchafed that ape,, whidi be t^ight to leap upon 
Us ihottlder, at a certain (ignal, and whifper, orfeem 
Uk whiter in his ear« Having fo far fucceeded, be- 
fore he entered any place with his puppeti-fliew and 
apf, h£ took care to inform him&lf at the next vil- 
lage, or of any perfon whom he could conveniently 
pump, of: the particular accidents that had happen- 
9dL in that place^ with all their circumftances, which 
he. retained by dint of a tenacious memory. The 
firft thing he did, wa& to reprefent his puppet»(hew, 
tfie fubje£): of which he extra£led fometimes from one 
ftory, and fiamctimes from another ; but it was always 
^1 of mirth and entertainment, and well known : 
aad &is being ended, he propounded the talents of 
his ape, telling the audience that he could difclofe the 
paft and prefent.^ but with regard to the future, be 

pre- 
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^Ktended no knowledge : for every refponfe be de*' 
manded two rials, dioiigb fometimes he afforded them 
then^j jttft as he felt the pul£e of his confulters $ 
and as he ibmetimes came to^ families, the anecdotes 
of which he knew, even though they iVould fpend no 
money upon queftions, he would make the fignal to 
the ape^ and then^ iay he had. communicated this and 
that ctrcumflanc^^, which tallied exa£kly with what 
had really happened; By thefe means, he acquired 
the credit of infiiUibil^ity, and drew the whole coun* 
try after him ; at other times, as he had abundance 
of cunning and penetration, he would anfwer in fuch 
a manner, diat the refponfes agreed perfef^ly well 
vith the queftions ; and there being no body to 
hamper him, by inquiring and lifting into the bottom 
of this pretended divination of the monkey, he found 
nieans to make monkeys of all his followers, and fill 
his bags at the fame time. As fbon as he entered the 
inn, he knew Don Quixote and Sancho, and this re- 
<^ognition enabled him to excite the admiration of the 
kniijrht, {quire, and all the by4ianders :. but his art 
wcCkd have coft him dear, had Don Quixote lowered 
his h^d a little, vrhen he decapitatedking Marfilid, 
^ deftroyfid his whole cavalry, as we have related 
^ adv^enture in the preceding chapter. 

So much for Mr. Peter and his ape : and now, Te» 
^<^iqg to Don Quixote de la Mancfaa, we mufl ob* 
fcjJve, diat^ after having deparited from the inn, he re- 
fcbcd, in the firft place, to vifit the banks of the ri* 
ver ^to, and all the circimijacent country, before 
he ftould enter the city of SaragoQa, as the length 
^ time between this period and the tournaments per- 
o^Jtted hipi to make fuch an excurfion. With this re- 
^lutionihe proceeded in die road, through which he tra* 
>^liedtwoday«, withoot encountering any thing worth 
elating, untU on the third, as he a^ouided a Fi(ing*- 
t^o^nd, has ears wene faluted with a mighty noiie of 
kettle-drums, trumpets, and muifkets, which he at 

hrft 
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firft imagined might proceed from fome company of 
foldiers marching that way j in order, thereforei to 
view them, he fpurred up\ Rozinante, and when he 
reached the top of the rifing-ground, faw below, as 
near as he could guefs, above two hundred men, 
equipped with different kinds of arms, fuch as lances,^ 
CFdfs-bowSi partifans, halberts, |>ike$^ a few mulkets, 
and a great number of targets.* He rode down the 
*^ Jl, and drew fo near this fquadron, that he could 
diftinguifh their colours, and obferve their devices, 
particularly a banner or pendant of white fattin, in 
which was painted to the life, an afs of the fmali Sar- 
diniau breed, with his head raifed, his mouth open, 
and his tongue lolling out as if in the very a£t and 
attitude of braying, and furrounded by tliis motto, in 
capital letters^ 

It is no children's play, 
When brother bailiffs bray* 

From this fymbol Don Quixote gathered, that thofe 

people belonged to the village of Braywick ; and this 

difcovery he communicated to Sancho, whom heJike- 

wi£: made acquainted with the motto of the iland- 

ard ; obferving at tlie fame time, that he, by whom 

they were informed of the adventure, tad committed 

a miftake, in faying the brayers were aldermen ; for, 

according to this couplet, they muft have been bailiffs. 

To this obfen^ation, Sancho replied, *^ fignor, in that 

circumftance there is nothing to be mended ; for 

thoic who were aldermen when they brayed, might 

very well in time come to be bailiffs of the corpora- 

t-ion, Gonfequently they may be mentioned lyith both 

t4tles ; efpecially as it is of fmall fignification to the 

truth of the ftory, whether the brayers were aldcr- 

xnen or bailiffs, provided tliey really. conjun£kly and 

feverally did bray ^ for a bailiff is as likely tb bray as 

an alderman." 

Finally, 
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Finally^ conje£luring and underftanding that the 
peoplewho were ridiculed had come forth to fight 
thofe who had ridictded them, and. carried the joke 
beyond the bounds of reafon and good neighbourhood , 
Don Quixote approached their line of battle, to the 
no fmall chagrin of Sancho, who was never fond of 
interpofing on fuch occafions ; and they were imme- 
diately received by the whole fquadron, who betieved 
the knight was come to efpoufe their quarrel. Then 
Don Quixote lifting up his vifor, with graceful eafe 
and courteous demeanour, advanced to the ftandard of 
die afs, where he was environed by the chiefs of the 
army, who gazed at him with that admiration incident 
to all thofe who beheld him for the firft time. The 
knight perceiving them looking at him fb attentivc- 
^y without fpedking or afleing any quellion, refolved 
to take advantage of. their lllence, and breaking his 
own,, began in this manner, with an audible voice : 
" Worthy gentlemen, I beg, in the moft earneft 
manner, that you will not interrupt a difcourfe I in- 
tend to make^ until you perceive it becomes infipid 
and difgufting y in which cafe, I will, upon the leaft 
^g"> put a feal upon my lips, and a gag upon my 
tongufc." 

AH the fpeftators affiircd him, he might fey what 
he pleafed, and they would willingly- give him the 
hearing; fo ihat, thus licenfed, he proceeded to this 
eSeO: : «' I, geademen, am a knight-errant, whofe 
cxercife is diat of arms^ and whofe profcflion is to 
^ffift the nee4y> and favour thofe who want, favour 
and protedlion. Some days ago I was i« ^rmed of 
your difgrace, and the motives which have induced 
you to arm at every turn, in order to take vengeance 
on your enemies : and having once and again revolv- 
ed your affair in my niind, I £nd that, according to 
the law$ of d\iel, yov ^re in the wrong to fuppofe 
yomrfelyes affronted : for no individual can affront a 
wliole community j unlefs they are accufcd of treafon 
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by the himp ; becaufe the perfon guilty of the faid 
treafon is not known, coniequentiy cannot be chal- 
lenged by himfelf. Of this practice, we have aa in- 
ilance in Don Diego Ordonnez de Lara, who cfaal- 
knged the whole town of Zamorano, becanfe he did 
hot know that Velido Dolfos^ alone was the traitor 
who^ had flain his king ; he, therefore, defied the 
whole body of inhabitants, and to the whok body 
of them did ^ anfwer and revenge bekmg : though, 
indeed, fignor Don Diego bordered upoti extravagance, 
^nd exceeded the bounds of defiance ; for he had 
not fufficient reafon tb challenge the dead, the water 
and the bread, or thofe who were yet unborn,, as 
well as other minute matters therein dGct forth : but, 
kt that pafs. When choler <mce is born ^, the tongue 
all curb dpth fcom--*-I mean a bidle to reftrain it 
^lus being the cafe then, that one fingle perfon can- 
not afiront an entire kingdom, province, city, fo- 
ciety, or corporation, it'plainly appears, that you have 
no juil caufe to come forth, in order to take ven- 
geance for that which was not really an affront ; for 
it would be a good joke indeed, if the inhaihitaiits of 
a town called Clockwell, fliould take it in their heads, 
at every turn, to flay every perfon that mi^ht aik. 
What t is^ a clock ? Or if the chee&mbngers, friuter- 
ers, whalebone-fellers, i<>tcp*b0ilers, and thofe of odier 
names and s^ellatbns that *are in th^ mouth ijf orery 
boy, and hacJoieyed among the vulgar ; I iay it would 
iurely be a good joke, if all thofe people, who are 
diftinguifhed by their different caliings, ibould be a-

•f I have Tentured to deviate a little from the precife meaning of 
ifhe original^ which the reader will ovm to be very infipidy when he 
reads the literal tiranflation : ^< For it would be good, if the iniiabitanti 
^the tovm of Heloaca (fignifying a waifich or « dock) ihottUI, aterery 
(urs, (iay thoft that jcall them fo«** 
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lliamecl aad incen&d at ^ch Cimfic provocatioiM, and 
be a^jurays makigg facbuts of their fwordst in ererjr 
trifling quarrel : no, no ; God neither likes, nor will 
he fuffer fuch unjuftifiabk reveoge. Prudent men, 
and well«ordered contmonwealths, ought to take up 
aims, unlheadi their fwords, and riique their per-* 
fonsj lives, and fortunes, for four caufes only. Firft- 
If, to defend the catholic faith ; (econdly, in felf- 
defence, which is juftified br the laws of God and 
nature ; thirdly^ in behalf of one's honour, family^ 
and. fortime ; and fourthly, in the ferWce of his ma- 
jefty, wihen.be is cngag^ in a juft* wiur : and if we 
vould add a fifth ^caufe (which, indeed, ought to be 
looked as the fecond), it is the defence of one's coiin* 
try. To. thefe principal eaufes may be acmexed fome 
others, both juft and reafonable, which may oblige 
us to have rejcourfe to arms : but to take them up U)w 
childiih trifles, and things that are rather fubje^s of 
laughter and diverfion than of ferious revenge, fecm^ 
to denote a total defe<3b of reafon and difcretion } efpe- 
cially as unjuft vengeance (and fuacely no vengeance 
can DC juft) . is diametrically oppofite to that holy law 
we profcfs, by which we- are enjoiaed to do good to 
our enemies, and love thofe by whom we are abhor*- 
red ; a cootfnand which, though feexuingLy difficult, is 
act really hard to be obferved, except by thofe who 
have lefs of God than , of this world, and more of the 
flefli than of the fpiarit 5 for Jefus Chtift, the true God 
and true mam, who never lied, who neither was nor 
is capable of falfehood, as beiiig our eternal lawgivei^ 
tells us, that his yoke is eafy, aaold M? burden is light : 
therefore, he would not impofe a command which 
we could not poffibly fulfil ; and confequcntly, good 
gentlemen, you are obliged by laws divine and hu- 
Haaa, to be appeafed." 

At this period, Sancho faid within himfclf, " The 
devil run away with J»e, if this mafter of mine is not 
a downright theologifter ! at leaft, if he is not, no 
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two eggs were ever more alike." Don Quixote hav- 
ifig taken ;breath a little, and finding the audience 
ftiJ I 'attentive, was inclined to profecute his harangue, 
and would certainly have purfued the fubjeft, had not 
be been' prevented by the archnefs of Sancho, who, 
during his mailer's paufe, took it in hand^ faying, 
*^ My mafter, Don Quixote de la Mancha, who, at 
one time, went b)r the name of the knight of the rue- 
ful countenance, Dut is at profent called the knight of 
the lions, is a very learned gentleman, that undcr- 
ilands Latin and Caftilian like a perfe£t batchelor of 
srts. In all his fermons and exhortations, he pro* 
ceeds like a "very able foldier, as having all the laws 
and ordinances of what you call duel at his finger's 
end 5 therefore, you have no more to do but let your- 
felves be guided by his counfel ; and if you go wrong, 
the blame {hall lie upon my fhoulders, efpecially, as 
Ihe hath already told you, that it is mere madnefs to 
be angry without any caufe but that of a man's bray- 
ing. I remember, when I was a boy, I brayed when- 
fx)evcr and wherefoever I pleafed, without let cr mo- 
]eftation ; ft^, and fo prettily and naturally, that I was 
always anfwered by all the afles of the common j yet, 
for all that, I did not .ceafe to be the fon of my pa- 
rents, who were moft worthy people*, and though, for 
this talent, I was envied by more than enow of the 
graved folks in the parifti, I ysilued Hot their envy 
two farthings : and that you^ may fee I fpeak nothing 
but the truth, wait a little and give me the hearing, 
for the art of braying is like that of fwimn^ing, which, 
when once learned, is never forgot." 

So faying, he clapped his fingers to hia noftrlls, 
and began to bray fo ftoutly, that all the neighbour- 
ing vallies re-echoed the found, But one of thofe 
who flood next him, fuppofing ,the fquire made him- 
fclf merry at their expence, lifted^ up a pole that was 
in his hand, and beilowed it upon him with fuch good 
• . will, 
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wiJ], that Sancho, in fpite of all his efforts, canie to 
the ground. 

Don Quixote feeing his fquire fo roughly handled^ 
attacked tlie aggreflbr lance in hand 5 but, fuch a 
number of people interpofed, that he found it im- 
poffible to take vengeance : ,on the contrary, perceiv- 
ing a cloud of (tones ready to pour upon him, and, 
being threatened by a vafl number of prefented crofs- 
bows and muikets, he wheeled-'Rozinante about, and 
gallopped off as fad as the fteed could carry him j rei- 
commending himfelf heartily to the prote£tion of 
God, that he might be delivered from that danger-^ 
and in the apprehenfion that fome ball would enter at 
his (houlder, and make its exit through his bread, he 
held in his breath at every ftep, in order to know 
whether or not he was wounded. But thofe who 
compofed the fquadron, being fatisfied with hi$ fliglxt, 
did not (hoot after him ; and as for Sancho, th^^aid 
lum acrofs upon his bead, as foon as he recovere^i. 
the ttfe of his fenfes, and allowed him to follow his 
mafter : not that he was able to maaage the afs ; but 
Dapple followed the footfteps of Rozinante, from 
whom he could not bear to be parted, though but for 
a moment. The kn^ht having rode a good way, turn^ 
cd bis horfe*s hea^ and feeing Sancho following, 
.Waited for his coming up^ as he perceived nobody, 
attempted to purfue him. 

The warriors of Bray wick, kept their ground till 
*^ight, and as their adverfaries did no^t think proper 
to give them battle, returned to their own town, with 
joy and fatisfaftion ; and had they known the ancient 
cuftom of the Greeks, they would have erefted a 
trophy on the fpot. 
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CHAP. XI. 

Of things related by EenengeK, which Tie who reads 
them attentively, will know.

'HEN a brave man flies, he muft have difcovcrcil 
fome odds or foul play ; and it is the bufinefs 
of prudent captains, to rcferve themfelves for bcttet 
occafioiis. This maxim was verified in Don Quixote, 
who, by giving way to popular fury, and the evil 
intention of that incenfed fquadron, took to his heels, 
and, without paying the leaft regard to Saiicho^ ot 
the danger in which he left him, moved ofF to fuch t 
di-ftance as he judged fufEcient for his own fecurity. 
He was foHowed by Sancho lying acrofs the afs, as 
we hiive already obterved, who, by that time Jie was 
broii^ up to bis maftet, had juft recovered the ufe 
of TxiS fenfes, and fell from l)apple at the feet of 
Kozinante, all battered and bruifed, and in an agony 
of pain. 

The knight difmotmtitig to fcarch hi$ wounds, 
no fooncr perceived he was found from head to foot, 
than he thus accofted him In angry tone : ** In evil 
hour, yoti muft underftand braying, firrah ! Where 
Aid you learn it was convenient to talk of halters in 
the houfc of a man that was hanged ? to the tenor 
of braying what bafs could you expeft but the baft- 
ing of a cudgel ? You have reafon to thank God that, 
inftead of receiving a benediftron with a pole, you 
have not been croflfed with a fcymitat .*' " I am at 
prefent in no condition to ahfwer, faid Sancho ; fot 
rtiethinks I calk through my fhouldets ; let tis mount 
and depart from this place, and I fhall make an end 
of my braying ; though I fhall never be weary of 
telling ^s how knights-errant run away, and leave 
their honeft fquires, beaten to chafF and pounded to 
cinders, in the power of "their enemies." " There 
is A wide difference between flying and retreating. 
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anfwcnd Don Quixote ; for you muft know^ Satncho^ 
that Talour wliich is not founded on the bafe of dif* 
cretion, i$ teianed temerity or safhnefs ; and the at* 
chieyements of a rafh peribn ought to be afcribed nU 
tfaer to good lortuiae than courage^ I own, there* 
fore, I have retreated^ but not fled ; and in fo do* 
ing have imitated a great number of valiant chiefst 
who- referred themiehrea for more dignified oecafions: 
and o{> tbeiie inftan^^es hiftories are full> but I omit 
rehear&ig tKem at prefenti becanfe the recital would 
be of no advaats^ to thee, or entertainment to my* 
fdf/' 

By this time Sancho being fet upon his afs again 
by Don Quixote, who likewife mounted Rozinante, 
they jogged along foftly, in order to ihelter them* 
felves in a grove that appeared at the diftance of a 
(quarter of a league ; and the fquire every now. and 
^en heaving up a moft profound ah I accompanied 
with i^teous groans,. his mailer defired to know th^ 
caufe of fuch bitter ejaculations. To which queftion 
the fquire replied, that from the eitremity of his rump 
to the nape of his neck, he felt fuch intolerable pain 
^ was like to deprive him of his fenfes. The caufe 
<>f dial pain, faid Don Quixote, muiib doobtlefs be 
this ; as the pole or ftaff by which you have fuflered 
was long and large, it extended over thy whole back, 
comprehending all thofe parts that now give you pain^ 
tod if it had reached ftill farther, the p^n would 
bave been more extenfive." ". -Fore God, cried Sfc* 
<^^Q, your worfhip has taken me out ,of a huge uncer- 
tainty, and refotved the dqyibt in delicate terms. Body 
o'me t was the caufe of my pain fo myfterious, that 
there was a necefiity for telling me, I feel pain in 
thofe parts that were cudgelled f Had my (bins ached 
thtre flight have been fome reafon for gueffing at 
the caufe. of their siching ; but, furely there is no great 
witchcraft reqtured to tell me that my back aches^ 
l>ecai^e it was cn>fled with a quarter-iib£. In good 
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faith, fir mafter of mine. Our neighbour's care hanga 
by a hair. Every day I fee more and more how the 
land lies, and how little-I have to expe£b from keep- 
ing your worihip's company ; for if you left me to 
be cudgelled at this time> we fliall, upon a hundred 
different occafions, return to our late blankettings 
and other fuch toys ; and though this misfortune has 
fallen upon my flioulders, the next may light. upon 
my eyes. Abundantly^ better (hould I have done, but 
I am fuch a barbarian, that in all the days of my life, 
I never did well ; I fay again, abundantly better AiouJd 
I have done, had I returned to my houfe, my wifcj 
and my children, and maintained and brought them 
jup with what Providence ihould/pl^afe to beftowi 
rather than fag after ;your worfhip in this manner, 
through roadlefs roads, and path'lefs paths, drinking 
bad liquor and eating worfe food ; then when I come 
to deep, ** Brother fquire, meafure out feven feet of 
ground ; and if you. choofe to be more at your e9fe# 
take as much more, for the ladle is in your own ha^^ 
and lay ydurfelf out to your heart's, dcfire." Would 
to God I could fee the * fir ft man who: meddled, with 
knight-errantry burnt to a cinder^ at leaft the firft 
booby who chofe to be fquire to fuch wifeacres as 2H 
former knight-errants muft have been. Of the pre? 
fcntf I fay nothing; as your worfhip is one of the 
number 1 hold them in refpeft, becaufc I am fenfibk, 
jthat in fpeeching and underftauding, you know a 
point more than the devil himfelf." 

" I would venture to lay a good v/ager, Sanpho, 
iaid Don-^Quixote, that now while you are permitted 
to fpeak wit&out die leaft hindrance, you feel no pain 
in any part of your body. Proceed, child, and out 
with every thing that comes into your head, or tar- 
ries at your tongue's end ; for provided you are free 
from pain, I {hall convert into pleafure that difguft 
which proceeds from your folly and impertiwnce; and 
if you are fo much bent upon returning to youjr houle, 

yoar 
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your wife, and your family, God forbid that I (hould 
oppofe your refolution. You have fome of my mo- 
ney in jyour hands ; rccoUeft how long it is fince w<r 
fet out on this my third fally ; then reckon what you 
might and ihould have earned monthly, and be your 
own paymafter." ** When I worked for Thomas 
Carrafcd, father of Batchelor Sampfon, who is your 
worfhip's acquaintance, anfwered Sancho, I earned 
two ducats a month, befides my viduals : with your 
worfhip I know not what I can earn, though weU I 
know, that the fquire of a knight-errant has a much 
more troublefome office than that of a farmer's fervant; 
for, in fa£l, we who ferve hufbandmen, let us work 
never fo hard through the day, and happen what will» 
have a hot fuppcr out of the pot at night, and lie ia 
a good l)ed, which I have never enjoyed fince I have 
l)€en in your worlhip's fervice, except for that fhort 

S"* ace of time that we ftayed in the houfe of Don 
iego de Miranda; and bating the good cheer I found 
^mong the fcum of Camacho's kettle, and my eat- 
ing, drinking, and fleeping at the habitation of Bafi-^ 
lius ; all the reft of the time! have flept on the hard 
ground, under the cope of heaven, expofed to what 
you call the inclemencies of the weather, living up- 
on cheefe-parings and crufts of btead, and drinking 
cold vrater, fometimes frdm the brooks and fometimes 
from the fprings we met with in the public roads 
through which we travelled." 
.** Allowing, faid Don Quixote, that all you 
have mentioned is - true, how much more do you 
think I ought to give you than that which you re- 
ceived from Thomas Carrafco ?" " With the ad- 
dition of two rials a month, replied! Sancho, I fhall 
think myfelf wdl paid, that is, with regard to' my 
Vages ; but as to fome fatisfaftion' for your worihip'« 
Word and promife of making me governor of an iflami^ 
methinks it w;ould be but fair and honfeft to add ^fix 
rials more 5 and then, altogetherV will coM^ to thirty.'* 

Ms '^ VeKj* 
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«* Very well reckoned, anfwered the knight ; now, 
according to the tail of wages you have mentioned, 
calculate fairly and exa£Uy what I am indebted to you, 
for the five and twenty days that are elapfed fince our 
departure from our own village, and, as I faid before, 
be your own paynoailer.'^ <' Body o* me I cried San« 
' cho, your worfliip is quite out in your reckoning ) for 
in regard to the promife of the iiland, we muft com- 
pute from the day in which your honour made the 
faid promife to this blefled hour/' <' How long then 
has that fame prontife been made?^ (aid Don Quixote. 
" If my memory does not fail me, anfwered the Tquire^ 
it mult be above twenty years,, a few days over or 
under." Here tlie knight, flapping his forehead with 
his hand, began to laugh heartily, faying, << Why, 
my ftay in the Sierra Morena, with the wnole eoune 
of Qur peregrinations^ has fcarce employed two 
months ; and wilt thou fay I have promited thee that 
iiland thefe twenty years ? l^ow I perceive thy inten- 
tion is. to keep. In lieu of wages, all my money that 
is in thy hands ; and if that be the cafe, and thou 
really lookeft upon it with, an eye of defire, I give 
.thee the whole fum from this moment, and much 
good, may it do thee; for, provided I find myfelf rid 
of fuch a wretched fquire, I (hall think myfelt happy, 
'though poor and pennyle(8. But, tell me, thou pre- 
varicator of all the fquirely ordinances of chivalry ( 
where hafb thou feen or read that any f^ire of a 
knight-errant ever prefumed to bargain with his ma£* 
ter, touching a certain monthly falary for his fervice ? 
Launch out,. launch out, you rufBan, vagabond, and 
hobgoblin, for fuch you are, launch out, I fay, into 
ihe mare magnum of chivalry } and if you find that 
any fquire ever attempted to fay or even to think what 
thou haft here uttered, I will give thee leave to nail 
the pafiage on my forehead, and pinch the fign of the 
four nipples on my face, by way of additional morti- 
^ation* Turn immediately the reins or the halter of 

your 
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your afs^ and return to your houfc, your wife». and 
your family ; for one ftep farther thou (halt not 
travtl with me* O bread rA bellowed !' O promife 
mifapplied I O wretch that favoureft more of the beaft 
than of the man ! At this }un£lure, when I was on 
the eve of raifing thee fo fuch a ftation as would have 
emiobled thee, even in fpite of thy wife, thtfu feek'ft: 
to leave me f Now, thou art going away> when I had 
firmly and unalterably refolved to make thee lord of 
the beft ifland in the unive'rfe 1 In a word, as thotfc 
thyfelf hail ob&ryed upon other occafions. An afs's 
mouth was not made for honey, &c. An afs. thou 
art, an afs wilt thou be, ay, and thou wilt die like 
an afs, when the courfe of Ay life is finiflied ; for I 
am conmnced that thy days wiH* reach their utmoit 
period, before thou (halt learn and know what a beaft: 
thou ' .-t." 

Sancho looked woefully at his mafter^, whife he- 
poured forth thefe reproaches, from which the fquire 
folt fuch compun£li6n, that the tears ftarted in his 
eyes, and be replied' in a faint, whimpering tone,. 
" My good mailer, I confefs that, in order to be 
re^iii^- and truly an alls, I want nothing but a' tail,, 
which if your worfhip will fumilh me with, I fhall 
think it well bellowed, and ferve you as a beaft of 
Wsrthen all the days of my life. Good your worftiip,^ 
forgive and look upon my green year* with compaf- 
ffbn ;• and confider that 1 know very l^jttle ; and if I 
%eak a grtcat dfeal of nonfenfe, it doea not proceed 
from malice but infirmity j and thofe who fin andc 
kifs the rod, find favour in the fight of Gi)d.'* « I 
ftould hasre hf^v^. furprifed, Sancho^. faid the knight, 
if thou hadll uot feafoned Uiy difcourfe with fome 
proverbial expreffion. Well, then, for the pre&nt,. 
I forgive thee, in hope of thy amendment, and oti- 
'Condition that thou wilt not henceforth betiay fuch. 
'a fordid'and ielfilh difpofition^* but endeavour to en^ 
large thy beart> fortify and encouragp thy mind, ^to 
^ Md wait 
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wait. the accompBfliment of my promtfes, which, 
though it may not fpeedily happen, is neverthelefs far 
from being impoiBble/\ Sancho faid he would do 
his endeavour, and follow his advice, even though 
he {liQuld gather ftrength from feeblenefs. 

Then they betook themfelves to the covert of the 
grove, where the knight accommodated himfelf at the 
root of an elm, and the fquire retreated to the foot 
of a beech j for thefe and other fuch trees never 
want feet, though they are always deflitute of Jiands. 
Sancho pafled the night in great trouble -y for the cold 
air augmented t;he pain of his bruifes y whereas, Don 
Quixote amufed himfelf with his iiKreflant medita- 
tions. Nevertherlefs, both mailer, and. man gave 
way to the operations of. fleep, and at the approach 
of morn, profecuted their way to the banks of the 
renowned Ebroy where they were involved in an ad- 
venture that will be reco;'*ted in the fucceeding 
chaptef. 

c H A P. xn. 

Of the famous adventure of the inchanted bark. 

"D Y dint of travelling at a very deliberate pac^>for 
•^ the fpace of. two days after they quitted the 
grove, Don Quixote and Sancho arrived at the river 
.Ebro, the fight of which afforded infinite pleafurc 
to the knight, who eagerly contemplated the ame- 
nity of its baiiks> the tranfpatrency of its water, the 
tranquillity pf its conrfe, and the abundance of its 
cryftal ftream, the; joyous profpeft of which renewed 
in his remembrance a thoufand amorous thoughts 
that chiefly turned upon what be had {een in the cave 
of Montefinos ; . for,, although mafter Peter's ape 
bad declared^ that part of thpfe circumftances.was 
true, and part of them falfe, he inclined more to the 
belief that they were altogether real ; while Sancho, 
•on the contraryi kK>ked upon the whole detail as on^ 
continued lie* . 

M 
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As they jogged on in this manner, theif view was 
faluted by a fmall boat, without oars» or any other 
tackle, clofe to the river-fide, and made fait to a 
tree that grew on the bank. Don Quixote looking 
around him, without perceiving any living foul, alight- 
ed immediately from Rozinante, commanding San* 
cho to quit the back of Dapple, and tie both beads 
fecurely to the trunk of a poplar or willow that grew 
upon the fpot. When the fquire defired to know the 
caufe of this fudden defcent and ligation : ^^ You muft 
know, Sancho, faid the knight, that this vefieLis 
here on purpofe, without a poffibility of any other 
deiign, to call and invite me to embark, that I may 
be conveyed to the fuccour of fome knight, or other 
neccffitous perfonage. of high degree, wno muft ccp- 
tainly be involved in fome dire difafter ; for this is 
the very fpirit of books of chivalry, and the prafticc 
of thofe enchanters concerning whom they treat, who 
when any knight in diftrefs cannot be delivered by 
their art, f)ut folely by the prowefs of another errant, 
though perhaps at the diftance of two or three thou- 
fand leagues or more, they fnatch him up in a cloud, 
or provide him with a veffel, in which he embarks, 
and in the twinklitig of an eye he is tranfported 
either through the air, or by fea to the place where 
his affiftance is required : this bark, therefore, O San- 
cho, is brought hither for the like purpofe, as fure as 
it is now day ; and before the day be fpent, take and 
fecure Dapple and Rozinante together, and let us 
commit ourfelves to the direftion of God ; for even 
the barefooted Carmelites (hall not difluadc me. from 
embarking." " Since that is the cafe, anfwered San- 
cho, and your worfliip is refolved at every turn to 
plunge into thefe (I know not whether I (hould call 
.them mad) vagaries, I have nothing to do but bow 
and obey ; according to the proverb, If you obey the 
commands of your loxd, you may fit as a gueft at 
.his board. Neverthelefs^ in order to difburthea my

iconfcience, 1 muft give your worihip notice, that iit 
ttij opinion this fame bark has nothing to do with 
enchanted people, bat belongs to fome fifhermen of 
this river, in which they catch the beft fhads m the 
world.'* 

This remonftrance teas made, while he tied the 
cattle, which he couki not leave to the prote£lion of 
enchanters, without being grieved to the very foul. 
But the knight exhorted him to banifli his anxiety on 
account of the animals,^ which would be carefully 
maintained and prote£^d by the fame fage deftined 
to traiifpo^i: their riders through roads and regions of 
fuch longitude.** ** I do not underftand what you 
mean by logickhood, faid the fquire; for I never 
heard fuch a word before in the whole courfe of my 
life." ** By longitude, 1 mean length, anfwcred the 
inight, but I do not at all wonder tfaiat thou {houldft 
not underftand the word ; for thou art not obfigcd 
to be acquainted with the Latin tongue, like fome 
arrogant people who pretend to Icnowledge of which 
diey are entirely ignorant/* *• The beafts are now 
fecwed, faid* Sancho ; what is next to be done ?** 
*• What ! replied Don Quixote, but to crofs ourfdve^, 
and weigh anchor *, I mean, to embark and. cut the 
rope by which the veffel is made faft.** 

So faying, he leaped onboard, whither he was fol- 
lowed by Sancho, and the faftening being cut, the 
boat edged gently oflF from the bank. The fquire 
feeing himfelf -^Hout two fathoms from tlie fliore, be- 
gan to tremble, in the apprehenfion of pcrifliing ^ 
but nothing gave him more pain than hearing Dap* 
pie F^ife his voice, and feeing Rozinante ftruggle for 
his freedom. " Now Dapple, faid he to his matter, 
brays for grief at our departure ^ and Rozinante 
ftrives to get loofe, that he may throw himfelf into- 
the water and fwim after us ! Farewell my dearly 
beloved friends, peace be with you,, and may the 
madnefs that pafts us be converted and' undficeir^ 

edjt 
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tiy that we may be rcflorcd to your agreeable com* 
pany." 

Then h<e began to weep fo bitterly, that the knight 
eidaimed in a tone of rage and vexation : ** Of what 
art thou afraid, cowardly mifcreant ? wherefore doft 
thou weep, thou heart of butter ? who perfecutes^ 
who molefts thee, than foul Of a garret-moufe ? of 
what wants doft thou fuiFcr, beggarly wretch, rolling 
as thou art in, the very bowels of abundance ? art 
thou, peradventure, travelling barefoot over the Ri* 
phean mountains ? No : feated Kke an archduke upon 
a convenient bench, thou art foftly conveyed by the 
gentle current of this delicipus river, from which, in 
a little time, vrt Ihall launch into the wide and ex* 
tended ocean : but, indeed, we muft have already en- 
tered the open fea, ay, and failed at leaft fevcn or 
eight hundred leagues ; and if I had here an aftro- 
labe to take the elevation of the pole, I would tell 
thee exadlly what way we have made ; though cither 
I have little Ikill, or we have already pafTed, or will 
pafs, in a very little tiihe, the equinoctial line, that 
dhridcs the globe into two equal parts.** *< And how 
far (hall w^ have gone when we come to that fame 
line your worlhip mentionjB ?** faid Sancho. " A great 
way, replied the knight 5 for of three hundred and 
fixty degrees, comprehending the whole terraqueous, 
globe, according to the computation of Ptolemy, who 
was the greateft cofmographer ever known, we fliall 
have traverfed one half when we reach the equinoc- 
tial line." ** Tore God ! cried Sancho, your wor- 
fliip has brought a fet of rare witnefies to prove the 
truth of what you fay, G)pulation and Kifs-me-gafler, 
with the addition of Tool-i' me or fome fuch name *.'*

Don Quixote laughed at Sancho's blunders, upon 
the computation of the cofmographer Ptolemy, adding, 
*« You muft know, Sancho, that one of the figns by 
which thofe who embark at Cadiz for the Eaft In- 
dies know they have pafTed the equinofbial, is the 
total dedruf^ion of vermin among the pafTengers and 
feamen ; fo that not one loufe remains alLve, or can 
be had in the whole ihip, even though you fliould 
give its weight in gold ; thou mayeft therefore flip 
thy hand along thy thigh, Sancho, and if thou canft 
catch any thing alive, our doubt will be refolvcd ; 
but if there is nothing to be found, we muft certain- 
ly have paflcd the line." ** I can hardly believe it, 
aufwered the fquire 5 but however, I will do as your 
worfhip defires ; though there is no necefEty for try- 
ing thofe experiments; for I can fee with my own eyes 
that we have not moved five yards from the bank, 
no, nor have we driven two yards below the cattle ; 
for there ftand Rozinante and Dapple, in the very 
fpot where they were left ; and taking aim as I do 
now, I vow to God, we do not piove or go at the 
pace of a pifmire.*' " Sancho, faid the knight, per- 
form the inveftigation I have mentioned, and give 
thyfelf no trouble about any other circumftance ; for 
thou <loft not know the meaning of colures, lines, 
parallels, zpdiacs, ecliptics, poles, folftices, equi- 
noxes, planets, condellations, points, and meafures, 
that compofe the fpheres celeltial and terreftrial. Wert 
thou acquainted with thefe, pr even a part of them, 
thou wouLift diftindlly perceive what parallels we have 
crofTed, what figns we have feen, and what conftcl- 
lations we have left, and are now leaving behind us. 
I therefore repeat my requeft, that thou wouldft ex-

reafon to fay his mailer had produced a fair fct of evidences. 
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amine and go a fifiiing upon thyfclf ; for I am per- 
fuaded tbqu art clean and fmooth as a ibeet of white 
paper." 

Sancho, in compliance with his deGre, flipped 
rfpwn his hand foftly, and felt about his left ham ; 
then raifing his head, and looking at his matter, 
" Either the experiment is falfe, faid he ; or we have 
not reached the place your worihip mentioned, by 
many leagues/* " What ! faid the knight, haft thou 
found fomething !" " Ay, more than one fom&- 
thing," anfwered the fquire : who fnaj>ped his fin- 
gers, and afterwards wafhed them in tlie river, along 
the current of which the boat glided foftly, without 
the aiBftance of any fecret power, or concealed en- 
chanter, being conveyed by nothing but the ftream^ 
which then ran with a (hiooth and gentle courfe.

plied the krtight, although they appear to be mills, 
Aeyare in reality edifices pf a very different nature : 
1 have, already told thee, that all things are transform- 
ed and changed by the power, of enchantment ^ 1 da 
not mean, that they are really changed in any cir- 
cumttance but appearance, as we have been taught 
ty woeful experience, in the transfornaation of Dul<» 
cinea, the fole refuge of my li^ope." 

By this time,^ the boat being fucked int«> 
the middle of the ftream, fo as to move confi- 
icrably fatter than at firft, was percjeived by the 

millers^ 
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millers^ who feeing it advancing to die indraught of 
the wheels, came fuddenl j cut vbl a bodyi^ with long 
poles to ftop its motion ; and as their faces and 
cloaths were bepowdered with meal, they made a 
i&ightful figure, white they exclaimed with great vo- 
ciferation, «< You devils of men ! where are you go- 
ing ? are you mad, to come and drown yourfelves, 
or be ground to pieces by die wheels ?" . 

Don Quixote hearing this addrefs, << Did not I teli 
thee, Sancho, (aid he, that we had arrived at the 
foene in which I muft exert the prowefs of mine arm* 
Behold, what felons and aflafiins come forth to try 
my valour ! behold what a number of hobgoblins 
range themfelves againft me ! behold, X (ay, what 
horrid phyfiognomi^s appear to fcate and over-awe 
'us i but you (hall pre(ently fee what will happefi^ ye 
rufians P' Then, ftarting up, he began to mreaten 
and revile them, exclaiming aloud, '* Ye fcum^ ye 
icomidrels, iiL4iitentioned and wt>tfe-advi(ed, releafe, 
I charge you, and reftore to the full fruition of £Ke&* 
dom, the perfon whom ye keep coi^ned and opptd^ 
fed in that fortrefe' or jail, let him be high or lovtr, o^ 
of what rank and i^ality foever he may be ^ for i 
am Don Quixote de la Mancha, otfaerwife io&led 
the knight of the lions, deftined, by the appcmtment 
of Heaven above, to bring this adventure to an happy 
HTue !" 

So faying, he un(heathed his fword, and braiidi(hed 
it 10 the air, in defiance of the millers, ^hb hearing 
th^s rhapfody without underftanding it, began to em- 
^y their poles) m order to turn afide the boat, which 
by this time had entered the curtent and canal of 
the wheels. A^ for Sancho, he fell upon his knees, 
aild prayed devoutly that Heaven would deliver him 
from fuch imminent danger ; and his deliverance was 
Accordingly efieded by the atertnefe and dexteritv of 
the millers, who pufhed'back the boat with tneif 
floks ; yet, i^ot without overfetting the veifel ^ fo as 

that 
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that the knight and his fquirc were ioufed over head 
and cars in the water. It was well for Don Quixote that 
he couM fwim like a goofe ; neverthelefs, the weight 
of his armour funk him twice to the bottom, and haJ 
not the millers thrown themfelves into the river, and 
weighed them up bjr main ftrength, it might have 
been faid. Here Troy once ftood *." 

They were no fooner dragged afhore, rather 
drenched than dead of' drought, than the fquire hum- 
bling himfelf upon his knees, again clafping his hands 
and lifting up his eyes to heaven, uttered a very fer- 
ment petition to God that he might be from thence- 
forward delivered from the frantic projcfts and mad 
attempts of his matter. This ejuculation was fcarce- 
finiflied, when they were joined by the fifliermen, who 
were owners of the boat, which was crulhed to pieces 
by the mill-wheels ; and they perceivfaig the wreck, 
began to ftrip Sancho, and demand indemnification 
rf his maftcT, who, with great tranquillity, as if no- 
^ng at all haid happened, told the millers and 
fifcermen, that he would pay for the bark with the 
^tmoft cheerfulnefs, on condition that they would 
releafc, without ranfom or fecurity, the perfon or 
perfons whom they detained in durance and oppreC- 
fion within the cattle. 

" What does the madman mean by perfons and 
caftles, anfwered one of the millers ; wouldft thou 
canry off the cuftomers that bring grift to our mills, 
forfooth?" " Enough, faid Don Quixote within 
himfelf, I niight as well preach to tKe defert, aa 
attenipt by in treaties to prevail upon fuch mifcre.- 
^nts to do any virtuous a£lion. In this adventure 
^erc mufc certainly be two powerful enchanters en-

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gaged on oppoCte Tides, one of whom baffles the 
defigns of the other j by one I was provided with a 
bark, and his antagonift overturned me in the water. 
Lord mend us ! the world is nothing but a continual 
warfare of oppofite machinations and deceit : for my 
own part, I can do no more." Then raifing his voice, 
and fixing his eyes upon the mills, *^ Friends, cried 
he, whofoever you are who lie confined within that 
prifon, forgive me, that for my misfortune, as well 
as your's, it is not in my power to extricate you from 
your diftrefs4 for fome other knight the adventure 
muft be referved." Havhig pronounced this apoftro- 
phe,. he compounded with the fifhermen, Jbr whofe 
boat he paid fifty rials, which Sancho dilburfed with 
great reluftanoe, faying, " Two fuch boatfuls will 
fink our whole (lock to the bottom." 

The fifhermen and millers gazed with admiration 
at thofe tw;o figures, fd different in appearance from 
other men i and as they could by no means under- 
fland the meaning and tendency of Don Quixote's 
difcourfe, and the queftions he aiked^ they looked 
upon them as madmen, and went away. The mil- 
lers retreated to their mills, the fifliermen betook 
themfelvcs to their cottage ; the knight and fquire, 
like beafts, returned to their beafts^ : and thus ended 
thq adventure uf the enchanted bark, 

C H A P. XIII. 

0£ what pafled between Don Quixote and a fair 

huntrefs. 

1 N a melancholy plight did the knight and fquire 
-*- reach the place where their cattle flood ; indeed 
they were both fuffieiently out of humour, efpecially 
Sancho, who was cut to the foul by the encroachment 
upon their capital, which to him was as |»recious as 
the apple of his eye. At length they mounted, -in 
the moft profound filence, and departed from the 

banks 
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banks of that famous river; 0911 Qiiixote buried as 
it were amidft the meditations of his love, and San- 
cho immerfed in thofe of his preferment, which at 
that time feemed to be at a weary diftance 5 fbr 
maugre all his fimplicity and folly, he could eafily 
perceive that all, ot the greateft part> of his mailer's 
a^lioBS, proceeded from frenzy and diftraftion: he 
therefore refolved to take an opportunity of retreat- 
ing abruptly to his own houfe, without expoftulation, 
or the ceremony of taking leave. But fortune or- 
dained that things, fhould fall out quite contrary to 
his apprehenfions. 

Next day at fun-fet, as they came out of a wood, D«n 
Quixete extending his view over a delightful green mea- 
dow, perceived fome people at the farther end of it ; 
and as he proceeded, faw they were falconers : appreach- 
ing ftill nearer, he obferved among them a gay lady, 
mounted upon a palfrey or beautiful pad as white as the 
driven fnow, adorned with green furniture and a faddle 
of filver : the lady was likewife drefled in a rich habit 
of the fame colour, as fine as finery itielf. 0n her 
left hand flie carried a hawk, a circumftance from 
which the knight concluded flie was fome lady of 
high rank, and miftrefs of all the reft ; nor was he 
miftaken. On this fuppofition, therefore, he faid to 
his fquire, " Make hafte, fon Sancho, go and tell 
that lady of the palfrey and hawk, that I, the knight 
of the lions, fend my refpefts to her exceeding 
beauty ; and that with her good leave, I will go and 
pay my compliments in perfon, and make .her a ten- 
der of my fervice to the utmoft of my power, in 
whatever fhe (hall pleafe to command : but keep a 
guard upon your tongue, Sancho, and beware of 
thrufting in fome of your proverbs, while you deliver 
my embafly." " To be fure, you have found me a 
deadly thrufter, anfwered the fquire, that you give 
me fuch warning, as if. this were the fir ft time in my 
life^ that I have carried embafEes to ladies of hign 

5 rank 
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rank and augmentation." '^ Except that which you 
carried to the ladjr Dulcineai faid die knight^ I do 
not know that ever you carried another, at lead 
while in my fervice/' " That's true, replied San- 
cho, but a good paymaiter never wants bail ; and a 
dinner is eafily got, where there is plenty of meat 
for the pot : what I mean is, that there is no occafion 
to tell me or adyertife me of any thing; for I am 
iKCver out, and have a fort of a fmack of every thing." 
<* I believe it, Sancho, faid Don Quixote ; go in peace, 
and Cod be your guide." 

The fquire fctting out accordingly, at a good rate, 
and fpurring Dapple beyond his natural pace, came 
up with the fair huntrefs ; then alighting and kneel- 
ing before her, << Beautiful lady^ faid he, yonder 
' knight, called the knight of the lions, is my mailer, 
and I am his fquire, known at my own home by the 
name of Sancho Fanza i and that fame knight of the 
}ions, though formerly of the rueful couutenance^ 
fends me to beg your grandeur would be pleafcd to 
allow him purpofely, courteoufly, and confentinglyi 
to come and .gratify his defirc, which is no other, '* 
he fays, and I believe, than to ferve your exaJted 
beauty and hawkingihip ; and in fo doing, your excel- 
ler^cy wiU do a thing that will redound to your own 
advantage, and from which he will receive the moil 
notorious honour and fatisfaflion." 

" Worthy fquire, replied tlie lady, afluredly you 
have delivered your embafly with all the circumftauces 
that fuch embaffies require: pray rife, for it is not 
reafonable, that the fquire of fuch a great knight*- 
errant as he of the rueful countenance, whofe cha- 
Ta£ler is well known in thefe parts, fiiould remain in 
that pofture ; rife, friend, and go tell your mafteri 
that he ihall be extremely welcome to command the 
fervices of me and the duke my hulband, at our country- 
houfe in the neighbourhood." Sancho arofe, equally 
aftoniihed at the beauty, good*breeding> .and affability 

of 
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of this worthy lady : but he was ftill more furpri£5d 
at what (he faid concerning the wdl-known chara&er 
of the kxxight of the rueful countenance i for if flie 
did not gi^e him the appellation of the lions^ it was 
becaufe he had but lately aiTumed that epidiet* 
<^ Fray^ tell ine> brother Iquire, faid the duchelsj 
(whoie title is not known,) is not your mafter the 
perfon whofe hiftory is printed under the name of the 
fage Hidalgo Don Quixote de la Mancha, who pro« 
fefles himfelf the admirer of on^ Dulcinea del To* 
hoio i^ << The very fame, my lady, anfwered San* 
cho, and I xnyXeif am that very fquire of his who it 
motioned, or ought to be mentioned, in that hiftory^ 
by the name of Sancho Panza, unl^fs they have 
changed me in the cradle, I mean in the prefs/' « I 
am extremely glad to hear it, replied the ducbefs: 
go, brother Sancho, and tell your matter, that he is 
well^met, and welcome to my eftate; and that no* 
thing could give me more pleafure than his zu 
rival.'* 

Sancho, in zn, excefs of joy, occailonedby this 
Hgreeable anfwer, returned, and recounted to his 
mafter all that this lady of rank had faid, e^tpUing 
to the fkies, in his ruftic phrafe, her exceeding beauty^ 
goodphumour, and politenefs. The knight chofc on^ 
of his g^nteekft attitudes, fixed himfelf well in his 
Airnips, adjufle4 his vizor, quickened Roziixante, and 
with an agreeable air, advanced to pay his rctpeGt^ 
to the duchefis, who, while he approached, caufed 
her hufband to be called, and communicated the cu^ 
rious enetbafTy* As they ^ad read the firft part of the 
hiftory, £rom which they leaned the extravagant 
humour of Don Quixote, they waited with infinite 
pleafurey and the. moft eager defire of being ac- 
quabnted with the original, fully determined to gra- 
tify his humour in every thing, and treat him all the 
time he (hould flay with them^ .as a real knight-er- 
rant^ tbat is, wi^ all the ceremonies defcribed in 

thofe 
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thofe books of chivalry they had read, and to which, 
indeed, they were greatly attached. Meanwhile, 
Don Quixote approaching with his beaver up, made 
a motion to alight, and Sancho made hafte to hold 
the ftirrup ; but he was fo unfortunate, that in dif- 
mountiflg from Dapple, he flipped his foot through 
the noofe of the ftirrup-rope, in fuch a manner, that 
he could not poffibly difentangle himfelf, but conti- 
nued hanging with his face and part of his body on 
the ground. The knight, who never alighted with- 
out his aiTiftance, imagining that Sancho, as ufual, 
held the ftirrup, threw himfelf off with a fwing, and 
the faddle, which muft have been very ill girted, and 
he, came to the ground together *; not without great 
difgrace, and a i:houfand curfes, which he muttered 
between his teeth, agairift the unfortunate Sancho, 
whofe leg was ftill in the ftocks. 

The dutce, feeing their dift'refs, ordered his huntf- 
mcn to affift the knight and fquire ; and they lifted 
up Don Quixote, who was very much bruifed by the 
fall; neverthelefs, he advanced as well as he could, 
with a liniping pace, and kneeled before this noble 
pair : but the duke would by no means allow him 
to remain in that pofture ; on the contrary, alight- 
ing from his horfe, he ran to embrace the knight, 
faying, ** I am heartily forry. Sir knight of the 
rueful countenance, that the firft time you touch my 
ground, you fhould'' be fo unlucky ; but the care- 
leflhefs of fquires is often .the caufe of greater mif- 
fortunes." " This accident, valiant prince, replied 
Don Quixote, cannot poflibly be deemed a misfor- 
tune^ though I had been plunged into the profound 
abyfs : for even from thence ihould I have been raifed 
and extricated by the glory of feeing your grace. 
My fquire, whom God confound, is more ready at 
'untying his tongue, in order to utter malicious infi- 
n'ualions, than at tying and fecurlng the girth of a 

faddle: but, whether fallen or exalted, afoot or on 

horfe- 
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horfctack, I fliall always be devoted to your fervicc^ 
and that of ray lady duchefs, your grace's worthy 
confort, the dignified queen of beauty, and univer- 
fal princefs of politencfs." ** Softly, my good (ignor 
Don Quixote de la Mancha, fa id the duke, where mj 
lady Dulcinea del Tobofo reigns, no other beauty 
deferves applaufe." . ' 

By this time Sancho Fanza had difentangled him- 
felf and come up, and interpofing in the difcourfe^ 
before his mafter could make any reply, •* It cannot 
be denied, faid he, but muft always be affirmed, that 
my lady Dulcinea del Tobofo is extremely beautiful : 
but the hare flarts where fhe' is leaft expelled j for, 
I have beard it faid, that the power called nature is 
like a potter, who, if he can make one beautiful 
veiTel, can in like manner make two, three, ay, and. 
a hundred : this I obferve, becaufe, in good faith, 
my lady duchefs comes not a whit behind my lady 
miftrefs Donna Dulcinea del Tobofo." Don Quixote 
turning to the duchefsj ** Your grace muft know, 
faid he, that no knight-errant upon earth has fuch a 
prattling and frecCpoken fquire as mine ; and he will 
certainly verify my words, if your highnefs (hall be 
pleafed to make ufe of my fervice for a few days." 
" I have the better opinion of honeft Sancho, for 
his being freefpoken, anfwered the duchefs : that is 
a fign of his difcretion ; for pleafantry and wit, fig- 
nor Don Quixote, as your worfhip very well knows^ 
do not love to dwell in a referved difpofition ; and 
therefore, fince honeft Sancho is frank and free- 
fpoken, I frdm henceforth fet him down as a man of 
<iifcretion." " And loquacity," added the knight. 
" So much the better, faid the duke, for a great 
^^al of wit cannot be exprefTed in a few words ; and 
that we may not fpend more time in them, come, re- 
nowned knight of the rueful countenance — " ** Of 
the lions, your highnefs muft call him, cried Sancho ^ 
the rueful co\mt€RaD«e i$ no more.** ^* Oi tbe lions 
Vol- III. N *' let 
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let it be then, continued the duke ; I fay, come. Sir 
knight of the lions, to a caftle I have in this neigh- 
bourhood, where you fliall meet with that reception 
which is due to a pcrfon of your fame and character, 
and that refpeft which I and the duchefs always pay 
to the knights-arrant who favour us with their com- 
pany." 

By this time Sancho having replaced and fecured 
Rozinante's faddle, Don Quixote beftrode that famous 
Heed ; and the duke mounting a beautiful courfer, they 
rode towards the caftle, on each fide of the duchefs, 
-who defired Sancho to keep clofe to her j for fhe 
took infinite pleafure in hearing his conceits. In- 
deed, !*«e fquire did not need in treaty, but mingling 
among the three, made a fourth in the converfat;ion, 
to the unfpeakable fatisfaftion of their graces, who 
thought themfelves extremely fortunate in having an 
opportunity of entertaining at their caftle, fuch a 
knight-errant, and fuch an erring fquire. 

CHAP. XIV. 

Which treats of manifold important fubje£ls. 

oAncho rejoiced exceedingly at feeing himfelf, as 
^ he thought, a favourite with the duchefs 5 for 
being a ftaunch wellwifher to good cheer, he ima- 
gined he fhould find the fame abundance in the caftle, 
which prevailed in the houfes of Don Diego and Ba- 
filius, and always took by the forelock every occafion 
of living at his eafe. The hiftory then relates, that 
before they reached the caftle or pleafure-houfe, the 
duke riding on before, direfted his fervants . how to 
behave to Don Quixote, who no fooner arrived at 
the gate with the duchefs, than two lacquies or 
grooms came forth, clad in long trailing morning 
gowns of fine crimfon fattin, and lifting him off, faid, 
without being heard or perceived, ♦* Your highnefs 
xniiH go aad help. my lady duchefs to difmount." 
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The knight took the hint,, and a difpute of compli- 
ments pafled between them on the fubjeci ; but at 
length the obftinacy pf the duchefs prevailed ; for 
fhe would ^not quit her palfrey, or alight, except in 
the arms of the duke, faying, flie was not worthy 
to load fuch an excellent knight with fuch an ufclefs 
burden : at laft, the duke came out to perform the 
oiEce, and when they entered the court-yard, they 
vrere met by two beautiful damfels, who threw a 
mantle of the fineft fcarlet over Don Quixote's flioul- 
ders, and the corridore^ were inftantly crowded with 
fervaiits of both fexes, who exclaimed aloud, ** Wel- 
come, thou flower and cream of knights-errant j" 
while all, or tlie greateft part of them, emptied bot- 
tles of fweet water upon him and jdieir graces, to 
the admiration of Don Quixote, who now, for the 
firfl: time, was fure and fatisfied of his being a real, 
and not a fantaftic knight-errant, becaufe he faw him- . 
felf treated as the knights of former ag^s whofe 
hiftories he had read. 

Sancho quitted Dapple, and betaking himfelf to 
the duchefs, entered the caftle, where, however, his 
confcience upbraiding him, for having left his beaft 
alone, he made up to a reverend duepna, who, with 
others, had come out to receive the duchefs, arid 
accoftiug her in a foft voice, " Signora Gon9alez, faid 
he, or what's your name, madam ?'' <^ My name 
is Duenna Rodriguez de Grijaiva, anfwered the gen- 
tlewoman ; what are your commands, brother ?'* ^^I 
wifli you would do me the favour, good madam, re- 
plied the fquire, to go to the caftle-gate, where you 
will find a dapple afs of mine, and be fo good as 
either to fend or lead him to the liable *, for the poor 
creature is a litde timorous, and cannot bear to be 
alone, by any maimer of means." " If the mafter 
be as wife as the man, cried the duenna, we h^ivc 
brought our pigs to a fine market j get you gone, 
brother, with a vengeance to you, and thpfe who 

N 2 trdught; 
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brought you hither, and take care of your afs with 
your own hands : the duennas of this houfe are noc 
ufcd to fuch employment." ** But, for all that, faid 
Sancho, I have heard my mafter, who is a perfedi mine 
of hiftory, tell as how, when Lancelot came from 
Britain, ladies tended his own perfon, and duennas 
took care of his horfe : now, with refpe£l to my afs, 
I declare I would not exchange him for fignor Lance- 
lot's courfer." ** Hark ye, friend, replied the du- 
enna, if you are a jack-pudding, keep your jokes for 
a proper place, where they may turn to account : 
from me you'll get nothing but a fig for them.'* 
•* Very well, faid the fquire, I'll anfwer for its ripe- 
ncft : your lady{hip won't lofe your game by a fliort 
reckoning." ** You whorefon, cried the duenna, in 
a violent rage, whether I am old or not, I muft ren- 
der an account to God, and not to fuch a garlic- 
eating rafcal as you." 

This addrefs flic pronounced in fuch an audible 
voice, that flie was overheard by the duchefs, who, 
turning about, and feeing her woman in fuch wrath 
and trepidation, afked, with whom flie was in fuch 
paflion ? ** With this honeft fellow here, anfwcred 
the duenna, who has earneilly defired me to go 
and houfe an afs of his, that (lands at the caftle- 
gate, telling me forfooth, as an example, that the 
lame employment was undertaken by fome ladies, 
^ho took care of one Lancelot, while the duennas 
looked after his borfe ; and, to crown the compli- 
ment, he tells me I am old." " I, myfelf, faid the 
duchefs, would conftruc that into the greateft af- 
front that could be given : take notice, friend San- 
cho, that Donna Rodriguez is in the prime of her 
youth ; and that the veil ihe wears is more for autho- 
Tity and cuftom, than on account- of her years." 
** Accurfed be thofe I have to live, cried the fquire, 
if I fpoke to her for that realbn ; but, 'only for the 
great »^fie^ioa I bear to my afs, whom I thought I 

could 
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could not recommend to a more charitable perfon 
than Signora Donna Rodriguez." Don Quixote over- 
hearing all that paffed, ** Is that proper mfcourfe for 
this plaCe^ Sancho ?'* faid he. ** Signor, replied the 
fquire, every man muft fpeak of his wants where he 
finds ttem : here I thought of Dapple, and here I 
talked of him ; and if he had come into my head in 
the ftable, there too he fliould have been honourably 
mentioned." Here the duke interpofing, " Sancho 
is very much in the right, faid he, and muft not be 
blamed for what he has faid : Dapple (hall have no 
more to do but aik and have as much provender as he 
can eat ; fo that Sancho may be quite eafy in that 
refpe£t, for his beaft (hall be treated like his own 
perfon." 

This converfation, which was extremely agree- 
able to all, except Don Quixote, brought them to the 
top of the ftair-cafe : and the knight being condu^fled 
into an apartment, hung with the richeft tiflae 
and brocade, was unarmed, and attended by fix 
fprightly damfels, well inftrufted by the duke and 
ducKefs in the particulars of behaviour which they 
were 'to obferve towards Don Quixote, in order to 
convince him^that he was treated in all refpefts like 
a knight-errant. Thus difarmed, he remained in his 
ftrait breeches and fliamoy doublet, fo long, fo lank^ 
fo lean, with his lanthorn jaws kifling each other, 
that if the damfels had not been very careful in prc- 
ferving their gravity, according to the prccife orders 
they had received, they muft certainly have burft with 
laughing at the fight of fuch an uncouth figure. They 
defired he would allow them to undrefs and fhift him; 
but he would not affent to this propofal, faying that 
knights-errant ought to be as remarkable for de* 
cency as for valour: he therefore bade them deliver the 
fl^irt to Sancho, with whom (hutting liimfelf up iu, a 
chamber, furnifhed with a magnificent bed, he was 
immediately undrefiTed and (hifted. Then being alone

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>tith his fcjuire, ** Tell me, faid he, thou modern 
buffoon and ancient blockhead ! was it thy province 
to difhonour and affront a venerable duenna, fo wor- 
thy of reverence and refpedl: ? Was that a time to 
think of Dapple ? or couldfl thou imagine thofe no- 
ble per fons would ne, eft the cattle belonging to 
g^^uefls whom they treated with fuch elegance ? For 
the love of God, Sancho, fet a guard upon thy tongue, 
and behave fo as that«people may not difcover, by the 
thread, the coarfe country web of which thou art wo- 
ven : confider, finner as thou art, that the mafler is 
refpefted in proportion' to the difcretion and good 
breeding of his fervants ; and this is one of the great 
advantages which noblemen have over people of in- 
ferior rank : dofl thou riot confider, thou plague to 
thyfelf, and vexation to me ! that if they perceive 
thee to be a bafe-bred clown or blundering fool, they 
will take me for fome cheating impoflor, or knight 
of the pofl ! No, no, Sandao, fhun and avoiS thofe 
: iflcbnveniencies ; for he who fets up for a merry-an- 
drew, fall's at the fii;fl ftumble into a difgraceful buf- 
foon : bridle thy tongue, therefore, confider and ru- 
r^iinate well, before the words ifliie from thy mouth ; 
ahd remember that we are now arrived at a place from 
whence, by the . favour of God, and the valour of 
rtine arm, we fhalt depart, bettered three, nay five- 
fold, both in fortune and in fame." Sancho pro- 
. rhifed with :peated affurances, that he would rather 
Ititch up his mouth, Or bite off his tongue, than ut- 
-ter one word that fhould not be pat to the purpofe, 
and well confidered, according to his command ; and 
that he might make himfclf perfeclly eafy on that 
fcore ; for by him it fhould never be difcovered who 
they were. 

Dofl' Quixote having drefled himfelf, girded on his 
fw6rd, thrown the fcailet mantle over his flioulders, 
and covered his head with a cap of green velvet, 
which he received from the damfels, came forth thus 
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equipped, into the great hall, where he found the mai- 
dens placed in two equal rows, furniflied with the im- 
plements for hands-wafhing, which they adminiftered 
with profound refpeft and abundance of cerenwny : 
then came the major-domo, attended by twelve pagcs,^ 
to conduft him to the table where their graces waited 
for him ; he was accordingly furrounded by thefe do- 
meilics, and led with gi'cat pomp and majefty into 
another hall, in which appeared a table nobly deco- 
rated, with four covers. The duke and duchefjj 
came to the door to receive him, attended by one of 
thofe grave eccl^fiaftics who govern the families of 
noblemen v who being of no birth themfelve^, know 
not liow^ to dire£l thofe who are ; who fpek to mea- 
sure the grandeur of the great by the narrownefs^of 
their own fouls, and in attempting to make their 
pupils occonomifts, convert them into downright mi- 
fers. : fuch, I fay, was the grave clergyman who came 
out to receive Don Quixote, with the duke and du- 
chefs.^ After a thoufand courteous compliments, they 
^I'alked on each fide of him .to the table, where the 
duke complimented him with the upper end ; and 
though he refufed that honour, they importuned him 
t> much, that he was obliged to comply ; the cler- 
gyman fitting oppofite to him, and the duke and du- 
chefs taking their places at the fides. 

Sancho, who was prefent at all this ceremony, be- 
ing confounded and ailoniihed at the honours winch 
'v^'ere paid to his mafter, and perceiving the formality 
and intreaties that pafled between his grace and Don 
Qu^ixcte, about fitting at the head of the table, in- 
truded himfelf, as ufual, into the difcourfe. Inlying, 
" With your honour's leave, FU tell you a ftory of 
what happened in our village,, with. refpe6l to the 
upper hand in fitting." 

Scarce had he pronounced thefe words, when the 
knight began to tremble with apprehenfions, that he 
was going to utter fome abfurdity; but. the fquire 
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feeing and underftanding the caufe of his maftcr's trc« 
pidation, " Signor, faid he, your worfhip needs not 
be afraid that I (hall misbehave, or fay fomething 
that is not to the matter in hand ; for I have not 
forgot the advice I juft now received from your v/or- 
(hip, about fpeaking a little or a great deal, to the 
purpofe, and not to the purpofe." " I know nothing 
at all of the matter, anfwfred the knight 5 fay what 
thou v/ilt, fo thou fayeft it quickly." ** Well then> 
ireplied Sancho, what I am going to fay, is true, 
for my mailer Don Quixote, here p'refent, would not 
fuffer me to tell a he." " As for me, faid Don 
Quixote, you may lie as much as you pleafe, with- 
out let or molelbation ; but I advife you to confider 
well what you are about to fay." ** I have it fo 
^well confidered and reconfidered that I am as fafe as 
he that hath the tepique in hand, as will appear in 
the performance." " Your graces will do well, faid 
Don Quixote, to order the fervants to turn out this 
madman, who will commit a thoufand blunders." 
•* By the life of the duke ! cried the ducbefs, I 
will not part with my good friend Sancho, for whom 
I have a very great refpeft, becaufe I know him to 
be a perfon of wit and pleafantry." ** Pleafant may 
all the days of your holinefs be, for your good opinion 
of my deferts, faid the fquire ; though God knows, 
they are but flender enough : however, my ftory is : 
" There was an invitation given by a gentleman of 
cur town, who was both rich and well born, as being 
come of the Alamos of Medina del Campo, and 
married to Donna Mencia de Quinones, daughter of 
Don Alonzo de Maranon, knight of the order of St. 
Jago, who was drowned in the Herradura, and occa- 
fioned a quarrel fome years ago in our village, in 
which, if I am not miftaken, my mafter Don (^ixote 
was concerned ; but this I know. Mad Tom, the fon 
of old Balvaftro, the blackfmith, was hurt on that oc- 
calion: now, Sir mafter of mine, is not this God's 

truth! 
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truth ! fpeak upon your worfliip's honour^ that thefc 
noble perfons may not look upon me as a chattering 
liar.'* " HithertOy faid the clergyman, I take you . 
to be a chatterer rather than a liar j but I know not 
what I (hall take you for in the fequel." ** Thou 
haft produced fo many witneflcs and tokens^ replied 
the knight, that I cannot but fay thy ftory looks like 
truth : proceed, however, and Aiorten thy tale, for 
thou art in the way of lengthening it out for the 
fpace of two whole days." " He fcall not (horten 
it, faid the duchefs, if he confults my entertainment ; 
but on the contrary, tell it in his own way, though 
it (hould not be (inifhed in fix days; for fhould it 
hold out fo long, they will be fome of the pleafanteit 
1 ever pafled." 

" Well tlien, my mafters, proceeded Sancho, that 
fame gentleman, whom I know as well as I know 
thefe two hands, for it is not above a bow-fhot from 
his houfe to mine, invited a farmer, who, though not 
rich, was a very honeft man." " Difpatch, brother^ 
cried the prieft, interpofing, for at this rate your 
ftory will reach to the other world.'* <« It will hardly 
go half fo far, an it pieafe God," anfwered the fquire, 
who thus proceeded. " So, as I was faying, tlie 
farmer going to the hbufe of the gentleman-rinviter^ 
who is now dead, God reft his foul ! by the fame 
token, they faid he died like an angel ; for my own 
part I was not prefent.at his death, having gone 
a reaping to Tembleque." « As you hope to live, fon, 
cried the ecclefiaftic^ return quickly from Tembleque, 
and finifli your ftory without ftaying to .inter the 
gentleman, unlefs you have a mind to bury us alL'^ 
** Well, to come to the point, replied Sancho ; when 
the two^came to be feated at table. Methink$ I fee 
them now more than ever." The duke and duchefs 
were infinitely pleafed with the difguft wjiich the re* 
verend ceclefiaftic exprefled at the tedious and cir- 
cumftantial manner in which the fquirc related his

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ftory, ^hile Don Quixote was atmoft con fumed by 

ihame and indignation. ** I fay^ moreover, refumcd 

t?ancho, that the two', as I have already obferved, 

coming to fit down at the table, • the farmer ob- 

Ittnattiy refufed to take the upper end, according to 

the defire^ of the entertainer; while the gentleman 

on the other hand as obftinately infifted upon his 

c'ompliancc, alleging that he ought to be mafter in 

his 'own houfe; but the farmer, who piqued himfelf 

upon his politenefs and good breeding, (till perfifted 

in his refufal, lintil the gentleman growing angry, 

took him- by the fhoulders, arid thrufi him into the 

feat, faying, " Know, Mr. ChafFthrefher, that where- 

foever 1 fit, I {hall always be, at the head of the table." 

Now this is my tale, and I really believe it was 

brought in pretty pat to the purpofe." 

Pon Quixote's brown face was fpeckled with a 

thoufand different colours at this recital : and their 

graces reftrained their laughter, that he might not 

be quit^ abafhed at the farcaftic infinuation of his 

fquire. To change the difcourfe, therefore, and 

prevent Sancho from uttering ofhet fuch dangerous 

conceits, the duchefs addreffing fcerfelf to the knight, 

alked, when he had heard from the lady Dulcinea ? 

and if he had lately fent her any prefents from the 

j^eat number of giants and i-obbers whom he muft 

have vanquiflied i To this interrogation the knight 

teplied, " My misfortunes, madam, though they 

had a beginning, will rievfer have an end. Giants I 

have vanquifhedj felons and robbers I have fent; 

but where muft they find her, enchanted and tranf- 

formed as ihe is into the moft homely country wench 

that can be imagined !" ** This I know, faid Sancho 

Fanza: to nie flie feemed the moft beautiful creature 

in the whole world ; at leaft, in point of nimblenefs 

and leaping) fhe would get the better of a profefied 

rope-dancer ; in good faith, my lady duchefs, flie 

flopped from the ground upon her afs, like a perfeft 
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cat." ** "What ! have you feen her enchanted, 
Snncho ?'' faid the duke. " How ! I feen her ! re- 
plied the fquire : who the devil but I was the firll 
that fell upon the plot of the endiantment : to be 
fure (he ivas as much enchanted as my father !" 

The eccleiiaftic hearing tht. n talk of giants, felons, 
and enchantments, began to imagine that this mult 
be the Don Quixote de la Mancha, whofe hiflory the 
duke took fuch delight in reading, that he had often 
reprehencled his grace for being fo mad as to read' 
fuch nonfenfe J and being now confirmed in his fuf- 
picion, he faid to the duke, in a very choleric tone, 
•* Signor, your excellency is accountable to Heaven 
for the aftions of that poor man. That Don Quixote, 
or Don Driveller, or what's his name, would not, I 
imagine, be fuch a fool, if your excellency did not 
a^rninifter fuel and encouragement to his madnefs 
and folly." Then addrelling himfelf to the knight, 
** And pray, Mr.Wifcacre, faid he, who has ftufl-ed 
your brain with the ridiculous conceit of your being 
a knight-errant, conquering giants, and apprehend- 
ing^ robbers ? - Return, in good hour (for in good 
hour ladvife you), return to your own houfe, educate 
your cTiildren, if you h..v'e any, take care of your 
oWa concerns, and leave off flrolling about the 
country, fucking the wind, and expofmg yourfelf to 
the laughter of thofe who do, and thofe who do not, 
know your , infirmity. Where, in evil hour, 'did you 
find that there are, or ever were, knights-errant ? 
Where did you ever fee giants in Spain, caitiffs in La 
Mancha, or enchanted Dulcineas, with all that tribe 
of abfurdities that are recounted as your adventures ?" • 
Don Quixote, who liftened attentively to the dif- 
courfe of this venerable perfon, no fooner perceived 
he had left off fpeaking, than forgetting the refpe'£l 
be owed the duke and duchefs, he ftarted up, and 
with an ireful afpeft and glowing- vifage, replied— 
But the reply deferves a chapter for itfelf, 

N 6 CHAP 
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CHAP. XV/ 

Containing Don Quixote's reply to his reprover ; with 
other ferious and diverting incidents. 

T\ON . Quixote, darting up and trembling from 
-*^ head to foot like quick(ilver, thus accofted the 
ccclefiaftiCj with an eager, yet faultering tongue: 
** The place and prefence in which I am, and the 
refpe£t which I always had and dill have for the func- 
juon you profefs, withhold and tie up the hands of my 
juft refentment : for thefe reafons, as well as becaufe 
] know what all the world knows, that gownmen and 
women make ufe of no weapons but their tongues, I 
will, with mine, fairly engage your reverence, of 
^hom I might have expelled good advice rather 
than infamous reproach, as wholefome and well-meant 
Tcproof requires far other circumftances, and ought 
to be conveyed in gentler terms ; at lead, a rebuke 
in public, delivered with fuch afperity^ has exceeded 
all the bounds of chriftian reprehenGon, the begin- 
ning of which ought to be mild rather than fevcre ; 
nor is it juft to call the delinquent, in plain terms, 
a wifeacre and a fool^ without knowing the nature of 
the fault for which he is repreheniible. But pray, teU 
me, reverend fignor, for which of the abfurdites you 
have noted in my behaviour, do you condemn and 
reproach me, bidding me return to my^own houfe, 
to take care of my family, my wife and children, 
without knowing whether 1 have cither wife or 
children ? What then ! is there nothing required but 
to enter a houfe at random, in order to lead the 
mafter by the nofe ? and (hall a iiarrowMninded pe- 
dant, on the ftrength of having. taught a few pupils 
to read Latin, though he has feen no more of the 
world than what may be contained in twentv or thirty 
leagues of diftri£V, prefume abruptly, without pcr- 
miifion, to give laws to chivalry, and judge of 
i^ kni^hu- 
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knights-crrant ? Is it a vain undertaking then, or is 
the time mifpent, which we employ in travelling 
about the world, not in queft of its delights, but its 
adverfities, by which good men afc^nd the throne of 
immortality i Had I been counted a fool by knights, 
or people of fafhion, birth, and generofityy I ihould 
have deemed myfelf irreparably affronted; but my 
being regarded as a madman by book-worms who 
never entered or trod the paths of chivalry, I value 
not a farthing : a knight I am, and a knight I fliall 
die, according to the pleafure of the Alm.ighty. Some 
choofe the fpacious field of proud ambition; others 
take that of bafe and fert*!': adulation ; a third fett 
follow the paths of deceitful h^-pocrify; and a fourth 
proceed in that of true religion; but I, by the in- 
fluence of my ftars, purfue t\e narr6w track of knight- 
errantry, for the exercife of which, I undervalue for- 
tune in the chace of honour. I have affifted the ag- 
grieved, redreifed wrongs, chaftifed the infolent, 
overcome giants,, and overthrown hobgobl^is, I am 
enamoured, for no other reafon but becaufc it is ne- 
celTary that knights-errant fhould be in love ; and this ^ 
being the Cu»e, I am not a vicious libertine, but a 
chafte Platonic admirer. My intention I always dire£l 
to a worthy aim ; namely, to do good unto all men, 
and harm to no creature. Whether or not he who 
thinks, a£^s, and fpeaks in this manner, deferves to be 
called a fool, let your graces determine." - 

** Well argued, mafterl cried Sancho : Tore 
God ! your worfliip needs fay no more In behalf of 
your own character; for there is no more to be faid^ 
thought, or infifted upon ; efpecially as that gentle- 
man denies, and he certainly has denied,' that there 
cither are, or ever were, knights-errant in this world ; 
fo that he knows nothing at aU of the matter !** 
•« Brother, replied the prieft, belike you are that 
Sancho Panza, to whom they fay your mailer has pro* 
jaxiied an iiland ?'' <f Yes^ I am^ iaid the fquire, 

and 
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and I hope I deferve it as well as another. I am one 
of whom you may fay. Keep good company, and 
you'll learn good manners ^ and I afk not where you 
was hatched, but where you was watched. And 
again, Well (heltcred fliall he be, who leans againft 
a llurdy tree. Now I have leaned againft a go6d 
Riafter, and accompanied him many months, and will 
learn to be juft fuch another as himfelf ; and if God 
pleafes, and he live and I live, he will not want go- 
vernments to give, nor I iflands to govern." ** No 
fiirely, friend Sancho, faid the duke, for I myfelf, in 
the name of fignor Don Quixote, will confer upon 
you the government of an odd ifland, and that not 
mconfiderable, which is in my polfeilion." ** Fall 
upon your knees, Sancho, cried Don Quixote, and 
kifs his excellency's feet, for the honour he has done 
you." Sancho did as he was defircd 5 and the eccle-^ 
fiaftic no fooner faw the ceremony performed, than he 
rofe from table^ in a violent paffion, faying, " By the 
habit which I wear, I affirm, that your excellency 
is as mad as thefe poor fmners j what wonder that they 
{houkl be frantic, when people who are in their fenfes 
canonize their frenzy ? Your excellency may enjoy 
their company by yourfelfj for while they remain in 
this houfe, I (hall ftay in my own, and excufe my-- 
felf from reproving what I cannot remedy." With- 
out farther fpeech, or eating another mouthful, he 
went away abruptly, in fpite of all that their graces 
could fay to detain him. Indeed, the duke faid not 
much ; for he ^wad hindered by the laughter which the 
prieft's impertinent indignation* had produced*, how- 
ever, as foon as he could refumc his gravity, he ad- 
drefled himffclf to Don Quixote in thefe words : 

** Sir knight of the lions, your worfhip has made 
fuch an ample reply, that nothing farther remains to 
be done, by way of ifatisfa£lion, foQr that, which, 
though it may feem an affront, falls by no means 
under that denomination j for neither the female fex, 

nor 
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Hor the clergy, can give afFronts, as your worfliip fo 
very well knows." " Undoubtedly, anfwered tlie 
knight ; and the reafon is, becaufe thofe perfons who 
cannot receive, are not capable of giving an affront. 
Women, children, and ecclefiallics, as tliey cannot 
defend themfelves when attacked, fo neither can 
they be affronted j for there is this difference between 
an injury and affront, as your excellency well knows : 
an affront comes from a perfon who is capable of giv* 
ing an affront j and when it is give/i, maintains it; 
whereas^ an injury may come from any quarter, un- 
attended by an affront. For example, a man walking 
carclefsly in the ftrcet, is affaulted and cudgelled by 
ten armed perfons, againft whom he draws his fword, 
and behaves like a man of honour ; but he is over- 
powered by the number of his antagonifts, and pre- 
vented from executing his intention, which is to re-» 
venge the wrong ; this man is injured, not affronted* 
A truth which we will confirm by another example* 
'"% A man comes and ftrikes another, whofe back is turn- 
ed, and then betaljes himfelf to his heels ^ and the 
other purfues, though he cannot overtake the fugitive : 
the man fo ftruck received an injury but no affront, 
becaufe an affront ought to be maintained. If he 
who gave the blow, though it was, done by ftealth, in 
a cowardly manner, had drawn his fword, and flood 
facing the eneniy, he who received the blow would 
have been both injured and affronted ; injured, be-^ 
caufe he was furprifcd j and affronted, becaufe he 
who gave the blow maintained it by keeping his 
ground. And therefore, according to the punftilios 
of honour, I may be injured but not affronted; for 
Women and children do not feel thofe things ; they 
can neidier fly nor ftand their ground : and the fame 
Tule holds good with thofe who are confecrated to the 
fervice of religipn. Now thcfe three claffes of man- 
kind ate deflitute of offenfive and defenfive weapons 5 
and though nature obliges them to itand in their own 

de. 
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defence, yet they can offend nobody: and albeit I 
juft now faid I might be injured^ I now affirm it can- 
not be in any fhape; for he who cannot receive, 
much iefs can he give an af&ont. For which reafons 
I ought not to refent, nor do I refent the reproaches 
of that honed man; I only wifli he had flayed a 
little, until I (hould have convinced him of his error, 
in thinking and faying, there never were, nor are, 
knights-errant upon the face of the earth; an afleve- 
ration which might have turned to his prejudice, had 
it been overheard by Amadis, or any one of his infi- 
nite, progeny." *f Fll take my corporal oath, cried 
Sancho, that they would have given a backflroke 
that would have laid him open from top to toe, like 
a pomegranate or ripe melon : they were a rare fet 
to endure, fuch tickling. By my holidame ! I am 
well affured, that if Reynaldos of Montalvan had 
heard this manikin's difcourfe, he would have given 
him fuch a flap in the mouth, that he fhould not 
have fpoke another word in three long years. No, 
no : let him meddle with them, and he'll fee how 
well he'll efcape out of their clutches." The duchefs 
had well nigh died with laughing at this fpeech of 
Sancho, who, in her fentiment, was a more divert- 
ing madman than his mafter, and a great many 
people at that time ^ere of the fame way of think- 
ing- 

Finally, Don Quixote was appeafed, dinner ended, 

and the cloth being taken away, in came four dam- 
fels, one of them with a filver ewer, another with a 
flafk of the fame metal, a third with a couple of 
very fine white towels over her arm, and a fourth 
with her arms bare up to the elbow, and iti her white 
hands, for doubtlefs they were white, a wafhball of 
Neapolitan foap. She who carried the ewer, ap- 
proaching with a genteel cairriage, and modeft afTu- 
rance, thruft it under the beard of Don Quixote, 
who, without fpeaking one word, wondered at this 

cere- 
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ceremony ; from which he concluded, that it was the 
cuftom of the country to waih beards, inftead of 
hands : he therefore ftretchcd out his chin as far as 
he could, and immediately the flafk began to rain : 
the damfel with the foap baH lathered him with 
great expedition, raifing ilakes of {how (for the fuds 
were as white) not only upon the beard, but alfa 
over the whole face of the obedient knight, infomuch 
that he was obliged to fhut his eyes in their defence ; 
while the duke and duchefs, who were not in the 
fccret, fat impatiently waiting to fee the iffuc of this 
ablution. The young (he-barber having raifed the 
lather as high as her hand, pretended the water was 
fpent, and bade the damfel of the f^afk go for a frefh 
Supply, and fignor Don Quixote would have patience 
till her return. He accordingly waited with patience, 
exhibiting the ftrangeft and moft ludicrous figure 
that ever was conceived, to the view of numerous 
fpeQators, who feeing half a yard of neck more than 
moderately brown, two eyes fhut, and his beard 
covered with lather, had need of great difcretion to 
teftrain their laughter, and it was a wonder they 
could fmother it at any rate. As for the damfels con* 
ccmed in the joke, they kept their eyes fixed on the 
ground, without daring to look at the duke and 
duchefs, who were at once agitated by mirth and 
indignation j and did not know, whether they (hould 
refolve upon chaftifing their prefumption, or re- 
warding them for the pleafure they received in feeing 
the knight in fuch an attitude. At length the dam- 
fel returning with - moxe water, they finifhed the ab- 
lution of Don Quixote ; then llie who carried the 
towels having wiped and dried him with great com- 
pofure, all four at once made a moft profound courtefy, 
and were going away. But the duke, fearing the 
knight would fmell the joke, called to the damfel 
of the ewer, faying, " Come hither, and wafli me 
^00, and be fure you have water enough." The 

girl 
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girl being vety hdndy and acute, obeyed without hefi- 
ration, placed the ewer under his grace's chin, and 
when he was well wafhed, lathered, wiped, and dried, 
they dropped their curtefies and retired. It was after- 
wards known, the duke had fworn within himfelf, 
that if they fhould have refufed to fcrve him in that 
manner, he would have chaftifed them for their affu- 
rance 5 but they prudently efcaped a fcouring, by 
fcouring his grace. 

Sancho having attentively confidercd this cereipony 
of cleanfmg, " God's niercy ! faid he within himfelf, 
15 it the cuftom in this country to waih the fquire's 
beard as well as the knight's ? for God and ray own 
confcience knows, I have need of .fuch purification j 
and if they would give me the touch of a razor, the 
benefit would ftill be the greater." " What is that 
you mutter, Sancho ?" faid the ducfads* " I fay,, 
j«y lady, anfwered the fquire, I have always heard it 
faHd, that iri the c()urt8 of other princes, when the 
cloth is taken away, water for the hands is brought 
ill, but not fuds for the beard ;. fo that the longer wc 
live, the more we learn : yet it is alfo. obferved, that 
he who lives much timp will bear much misfovtune ; 
though to undergo fuch a purification as th'-i may 
pafs for a.pleafure rather than a toil." " Give your- 
felf no concern, friend Sancho, ;.*aid the duchefs, for 
I will order my maids not only to wafli, but alfp to 
liiy you a-bucking, fliould it be neceflary." *< I ihall 
be iatisfied with the lathering of my beard, replied 
the fquire, at lead for the prefcnt •, and God will 
ordain what is to happen in the fequel." The 
duchefs turning to the major-domo, " Remember, 
lajid fhc, what honeft Sancho defires, and gratify his 
inclination with the utmoft punftuality." This do- 
■meilic promi.fed that fignor Sancho fliould be obeyed 
in all things ; and returning to dinner with the 
fquire, left their graces and Don Quixote fittinjr at 
the table, difcourfing on many and various fubjefts, 

thougli 
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though all of them related to chivalry and the cxer- 
cife of arms. 

The duchefs intreated the knight, who feemed to 
poflels fuch a tenacious memory, to delineate and de- 
i'cribe the beauty and deportment of the lady Dulcinea 
del Tobofo, >vho, (he concluded from what fame had 
proclaimed of her charms, muft be the faireft crea- 
ture, not only in the whole world, but even in La 
Mancha. Don Quixote fighing, at her grace's re-.. 
queft, " If, faid he, I could take oiit my heart, and 
hy it before your highnefs, in a plate, upon this 
table, I fliould fave my tongue tjie trouble of faying 
M'hat IS aim oft inconceivable, for in it your excel- 
lency would fee her pifture at full, length : but why 
fliould I now attempt to delineate and defcribe cir- 
cumftantialiy the particular, charms of the peerlefs 
Dulcinea ? A burthen worthy of other ihoulders than 
mine, and a talk which ought to employ the pencils 
of Parrhafius, Timanthes, and'Apelles, together with 
the chiflel of Lyfippus, to exhibit her image on can- 
vafs, brafs, and marble, as well as the Ciceronian and 
Dcmofthenian "eloquence, to found her praife." '•What 
does fignor Don Quixote mean by Demofthenian ? faid 
the duchefs, which is a word I never heard before in 
the whole courfe of my life." " Demofthenian elo- 
c^uence, anfwered the knight, has the fame fignifica- 
tion as the eloquence of Demofthenes, and Ciceronian 
means that of Cicero ; for thefe two were the greateft 
orators in the whole world." *< Certainly, faid the 
<^uke, and you expofed yourfelf by fuch an interroga- 
tion : neverthelefs, fignor Don Quixote would give 
tis infinite pleafure, could he be prevailed upon to de- 
fcribe that beauty which, even in a (ketch or rough; 
d"raught, would certainly appear fuch as might excite 
^nvy in the moft beautiful women of the creation." 
I would afluredly comply with your grac<i's defiBe, 
replied the knight, were not her idea blotted from my 
remembrance, by the misfortune which hath lately 

be- 
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befallen her ; a jnisfortune which induces me to be- 
wail rather than defcribe her ; for your highnefs muft 
obfervc, that when I went fome time ago, to kifs 
her hands and receive her benedi£^ion> confent, and 
licence, for this my third fally, I found her quite 
otherwife than I expedied : I found her enchanted and 
transformed from a princefs into a country wench, 
from beauty into deformity, from an angel into a 
demon, from a delicious perfume into a peftilential 
vapour, from the pink of compliment into the moft 
clowniih dialeft, from light into darknefs, from a fe-^ 
date young lady into a ruftic romp, and finally, from 
Dulcinea del Tobofo into a * Sayago drab." ** God 
proteA us! (cried the duke with a loud voice) who 
can have done fuch mifchief to the world, in robbing 
it of that beauty by which it was delighted, that good 
humour by which it was entertained, and that mo- 
defty which did it honour ?" " Who ? anfwered the 
knight, who could it be but one of the malignant and 
envious tribe ot enchanters, by whom I am perfc- 
cuted ?. That accurfed race, brought into the world 
on purpofe to obfcure and annihilate the exploits of 
the goody and to illuftrate and extol the deeds of the 
wicked. Perfecuted I have been by enchanters, per- 
fecuted I am by enchanters, and enchanters will per- 
fecute me, until I and all my lofty feats of chivalry 
are plunged into the abyfs of oblivion : nay, they 
injure and wound me in that part where they know 
my feeling is moft acute $ for to deprive a knight-er- 
rant of his miftrefs, is to rob him of the eyes .with 
which he fees, the fun by which he is enlightened, and 
the fupport by which he is maintained : I have many 
times faid, and now I repeat the obfervation, that a 
knight*errant without a miftrefs, is like a tree with- 

* Sayago is a diftri^ 4n the kingdom of Leon, the inhabitants of 
which were extremely poor and very meanly clothed. 

out 
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out leaves, a building without cement, and a (hadow 
without the fubftance by which it is produced." 

** There is no more to be faid, replied the du- 
chefs : nevcrthclefs, if we are to believe the hiftory of 
fignor Don Quixote, which has lately been uftiercd 
into the world, with the general applaufe of the dif- 
ferent nations that compofe it, we mufl: conclude (if 
I right remember) that your worfliip never faw the 
lady Dulcinea, and that there is no fuch perfon in be- 
ing ; but that it is only a faritaftical miftrefs, begot 
and bom in your imagination, which hath decked her 
with all the graces and perfe£Uon that fancy could 
conceive/* ** Much may be faid on that fubje£t, an- 
fwered Don Quixote : God knows whether or not 
there is fuch a perfon as Dulcinea in the world, whether 
fte is fantaftical or not fantaftical ; for thefe things 
are not to be too nicely inveftigated : for my own part, 
I neither begat nor bore my miftrefs, although I con- 
template her with that admiration which is due to a 
^^dy, in whom are concentered thofe qualities that ought 
to render her renowned throughout the whole world, 
^uch as beauty without blemifh, giavity without pride, ' 
tendemefs with chaftity, affability from courtefy, 
courtefy from good-breeding ; and, finally, dignity 
from birth, becaufe noblenefs of blood reflefis an 
additional fplendour upon beauty, and ihews it to 
greater perfedion than that which we find among 
the faireft of thofe wJio are meanly bom,'* •* Your 
obfervation is extremely juft, faid the duke ; but fig- 
nor Don Quixote muft give me leave to mention what 
the hiftory of his adventures, which I have read, ob- 
liges me to declare; namely, that though we grant there 
^^Y be a Dulcinea, either in or out of Tobofo ; and 
Aat (he may be beautiful to excefs, as your worfhip 
has defcribed her ; yet, iri refpe£k to pedigree, (he is 
W no means on a footing with the Orianas, the Alaf- 
^I'^jarfias^ and Madafunas, together with the reft of that 
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clafs, which occurs fo often in thofe hiftorks that are 
fo familiar to your worHiip/' 

*• To that obfervation I can anfwer, faid the knight, 
that Dulcinea is the daughter of her own works ; 
that good qualities ennoble the blood, and that a 
virtuous perfon of low defcent ought to be more ef- 
teemed than a vicious man of high degree ; efpecially 
as Dulcinea poiTeiles qualifications which may raife 
her to the throne of a crowned and fceptered queen ; 
for the merit of a virtuous and beautiful woman is 
fufficient to work ftill greater miracles, and virtually, 
though not formally, contains within itfelf ftill greater 
advantages." *^ Signor Don Quixote, faid the du- 
chefs, every thing you fay is fpoken with delibera- 
tion, and, according to the proverb, you proceed 
with the plummet in your hand ; henceforth I fhall 
firmly believe, and make my whole family, even the 
duke- himfelf, fhould there be occafion, believe, that 
Dulcinea is living a^ this day in Tobofp ; that (he is 
beautiful, high born, and in all refpecls worthy to 
be ferved and admired by fuch a knight as fignor Don 
Quixote 'y and that is the higheft compliment that can 
be beftowed. But I cannot help forming a fcruple, 
and entertaining a kind of grudge againfl Sancho 
Panza ; thd fcruple arifes from a particular of the 
hiftory, importing, that the faid Sancho found the 
lady Dulcinea winnowing a fack of wheat, when he 
carried a letter to her from your worfhip, by the 
fame token it is faid to have been red wheat ; a cir 
cumftance that makes me doubt the noWenefs of hei 
pedigree." 

To this remark Don Quixote replied, <* Madam 
your highnefs muft know, that all or the greateft par 
of the incidents that happen to me, deviate from th< 
ordin^y liinits of thofe adventures which occur t 
other knights-errant, either conduced by the infcrut 
able will of deftiny, or cffeifted by the malice of fom 
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envious enchanter : and it is a circumftance well 
known of all or the greateft part of tenowned knights^ 
errant, that one polTefled the virtue of being proof 
againft enchantment, another of being invulnerable, 
which was the cafe of the famous Orlando, one of 
the twelve peers of France, who, as it is recorded, 
could not be wounded in any other place but the fole 
of his left foot, and even there, with no othei^ weapon 
than the point of a large pin ; fo that Bernardo del 
Carpio, who flew him at the battle of Ronfcevalles, 
perceiving that he could make no impreffion upon 
him with fteel, lifted him off the ground, and ftran- 
gled him between his arms, in imitation of the man- 
ner in which Hercules deitroyed Anteus, that fero- 
cious giant faid to be the fon of Earth. What I 
would infer from what I have faid, is, that I too may 
have fome of thefe virtues centered in my per fon, 
though not that of being invulnerable*, for I have been 
frequently convinced by experience that my flefh is very 
tender, and by no means impenetrable : nor that of 
being proof againll enchantment ; for I once found 
niyfelf cooped up in a cage, in which the whole 
World would not have had ftrength enough to enclofe 
nie, without the additional power of enchantment : 
but fince I freed myfelf from that confinement, I am 
3pt to believe that no other will ever interrupt the 
courfe of my adventures -, and therefore thofe en- 
chanters feeing that their wicked arts will not take 
cfFeft upon my own perfon, revenge themfelves on 
thofe things to which my affe(Slion is chiefly attached, 
and endeavour to deprive me of life, by perfecuting 
that of Dulcinea, for whom alone I live. I there- 
• fore am perfuaded, that when my fquire delivered my 
r * niefiage, they had converted her into a coarfe coun- 
^?' try wench, employed in fuch a mean exercife as that 
'^ of winnowing wheat : but I have already faid, that 
I It could not be red wheat, nor ind-^ed any fort of 
:;v "wheat, but oriental pearls y and as a proof of this 
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afleveration, I mufl: tell your highnefles, that when 
I lately went to Tobofo, 1 could by no means find 
DuJcinea's palace ; and the day following, while my 
fquire Sancho beheld her in her own figure, "which 
u the faireft in the whole worldj to me Ihe feemed a 
rufttc and homely country wench, without any thing 
fenfible in her converfation ; whereas fhe is in fa^ 
the very pink of difcretion and good fenfe. Now, 
iince I myfelf neither am, nor in all probability can 
be enchanted, (lie is the perfon enchanted, ofibnded, 
changed, perverted, and transformed, and in her my 
enemies have taken vengeance upon me ; fo that> for 
her, I (hall live in perpetual affliction, until I fee -her 
reftored to her former ftate : all this I have obferved, 
that nobody may fcruple about what Sancho faid of 
her fifting and winnowing; for, fince they have tranf- 
formed her in my view, no wonder they ihould 
change her foim in his. Dulcinea is a perfon of 
birth and fafhion, one of the genteel families of To- 
bofo, which are very numerous, ancient, and noble ; 
and certainly no fmall part of tbefe qualifications falls 
to tiie (hare of the pcerlefs Dulcinea^ on whofe ac- 
count the place of her nativity will become famous 
• and renowned, in future ages, as Troy is become fa- 
mous by Helen, and Spain by Cava, tliQUgh with a 
better title and nobler fame. On the other hand, I 
muit inform your graces, that Sancho Panza is one 
of the moft pleafant fquires that ever ferved a knight- 
errant : fometimes his fimplicity is fo arch, that tQ 
confider v^rhether he is more fool or wag, yields abun- 
dance of pleafute ; he has roguery enough to pafs 
for a kna^tre, and abfurdities fufficient to confirm him 
a fool ; he doubts every thing, and believes every 
thing i and often, when I think he is going to dif- 
charge nonfenfe, he will utter apophthegms that 
will raife him to the (kies : in a word, I would not 
exchange him for any other fquire, even with a city 
to bbot^ and therefore I am in doubt whether or not 
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it will be expedient to fend him to that government. 
\irhich your grace has been fo good as to beftow upon 
him ; although I can perceive in him a certain apti- 
tude for fuch an office ; fo that, when his underftand- 
ing is a very little poliflied, he will agree with any 
government, like the king with his cuftoms i for we 
know by repeated experience, that great talents and 
reaming are not necefla./ in a governor, as there are 
an hundred at leaft, who govern like jerfaulcons, tho' 
they can hardly tead their mother tongue : provided 
their intention is righteous, and their defire to do 
juftice, they will never want counfellors to dire£t 
them in every tranfaftion, like your military gover- 
nors, who being illiterate themielves, never decide 
without the advice of an afleflbr. I (hall advife him 
corruption to efchew, but never quit his due: and 
inculcate fome other fmall matters that are in itiy 
head, which, in procefs of time, may redound to his 
own intereft, as well as to the advantage of the iiland 
under his command." 

Thus far the converfation had proceeded betweea 
their graces and Don Quixote, when they heard a 
number of people talking, and a great noife in the 
palace, and prefently Sancho entered the hall in a 
fright, tucked with a difhclout by way of bib, and 
followed by feveral boys, or rather fcuUions and other 
fmall gentry, one of whom brought a tray full of 
water, which, by its colour and filth, appeared ta 
be difh-wafhings, purfuing and perfecuting the poor 
fquire, and ^X^ggling to thruft it under his chin, while 
another, with the (ame earneftnefs, endeavoured to 
lather his beard, <* What is the matter, fellows? 
cried the duchefs, what is 'the matter ? what defigns 
have you upon that worthy gentleman ? hah ! don*t 
you confider he is governor cleft ?*' To this apoftro^^^ 
phe, the barber fcuUion replied, «* The gentleman 
won't fufFcr himfelf to be walhed according to tlic 
cuftom and manner pra£tifed upon my lord duke and 
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his own mafter." *' Yes, I will, cried Sancho (in ^ 
violent paflion), but it muft be with whiter towels, 
clearer fuds, and cleaner hands ; for furely there is 
not fuch a difference -between me and my mafter, as 
tliat he fliould be wafhed with angel water, and I 
drench'd with devil's ley. The cuftoms of different 
countries, and the fafliions of prjncely courts, are 
no farther good than as they are agreeable ; but this 
here cuftom of lathering, is w^orfe than the ex6rcife 
of difciplinants *. My beard is clean enough, and 
needs no fuch fcrubbing ; and if aiiy man pretends to 
lather me, or touch a hair of my head (my beard I 
mean), faving this honourable prefence, Fll drive my 
fift in his fcull ; for thefe ceremonies of foap-fcour- 
ing look rather like making game than making well* 
come." The duchefs was ready to burft with laugh- 
ing at the rage and remonftrance of Sancho 5 but 
Don Qiiixote was not extremely well pleafed, to fee 
his fquire tucked up with fuch a dirty cloth, and fur- 
rounded with fo many fons of. the Vitchen : he there- 
fore, making a low bow to the doke and duchefs, by 
way of aiking their permiflion to fpeak, thus addreff- 
ed himfelf to the fcullions, in a folemn tone : " So 
ho, you gentlemen cavaliers, I defire your wor- 
fhips will let the young man alone, and" return to 



* In Spain and Italy there is, ii^on every Holy ThurlHay, a pro. 
ceflion pf difciplinants, or people who do penance in fackcloth, af 
rying a flambeau in one hand, and in the other a fcowge, with whick 
they belabour their own ihoulders, in fuch a manner, that the veiy 
ftreetis fometimes coloured with their blood. Some df thefe diciplinantsi, 
however, are mere hypccntes, who, under their fackcloth, wear women's 
ftays, bufF jackets, and even plates of tin j fo that they are often dete^ed 
from die found of the ftroke : and at Rome, nothing is more common 
than to bear* the people who accompany thefe devotees, call out accord- 
ing ta the teport of the application, Goippone di Buifalo !

tlie place from whence ycu came, or go whitherfocver 
you pleafe : my fquire is as cleanly as another, and 
thofe trays are as unfit for him as a narrow-necked 
bottle : take my advice therefore, and let him alone j 
for neither he nor I underftand fuch impertinent 
jokes.** Here Sancho, taking the word out of his 
mailer's mouth, proceeded, faying, ** No, no, let 
them' perform their clumfy joke, which I Ihall bear 
as fure as it is now night : let them fetch a comb, er 
what they will, to curry this beard ; and if they catch 
any thing that fhould give offence to cleanlinefs, they 
fliall (hear me againft the hair." 

At this period, the duchefs ftill laughing, <^ San- 
cho Panza, faid flie, is certainly in the right in all that 
he has faid, and will be in tlie right in all that he 
fliall fay ; he is ^already clean enough, and as he ob- 
ferves, has no occafion to be waflied 5 and if he does 
not like the cuftom of the place he fhall follow his 
own * inclination : befides, you minifters of cleanli- 
nefs have been extremely remifs and negligent, not 
to fay prefumptuous, in bringing to fuch a perfon- 
age and fuch a beard, trays, wooden troughs, and 
diihclouts, inftead of ewers and golden bafons, and 
towels of the fined holland: but the cafe is, you are 
bafe-born mifcreants, and like caitiffs as you are, can- 
not forbear Ihewing the grudge you bear to the fquires 
of knights-errrant." The whole fcuUion-miniftry, as 
well as the major-domo, who came in with them, be- 
lieved her grace was aftually in earneft,.«nd fneaked 
away in great fhame and confufion, after having un- 
tied the difliclout from the neck of Sancho, who 
feeing himfelf delivered from that imminent danger, 
went and fell upon his knees before the duchefs, fay- 
ing, « From great ladies great benefits are expefted ; 
and this that I have now received from your grace, I 
% —

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can in no other fhape repay, than in wi(hmg I were 
r dubbed a knight-errant, that I might fpend all the 
days of my life in the fervice of fuch a noble and 
exalted lady : a peafant I am, and Sancho Panza by 
name, with a wife and family, and ferve in quality 
of a fquire ; and if in any of thefe refpeds I can 
ferve your highnefs, I (hall be more fpeedy in obeying 
than your grace in laying your commands.'' ** San- 
cho, replied the ducnefs, it plainly appears that you 
have learned politenefs in the fchool of courtefy it* 
felf : I fay, it plainly appears, that you have been bred 
up at the feet of JDou Quixote, who is the cream 
of compliment, and flower of ceremony, or, as you 
term it, Sarah-money : long life and profperity to 
fuch a mafter and fuch a pupil ; one the north-pole 
of knight-errantry, and the other the very ftar of 
fquirifli fidelity. Rife, friend Sancho, and I will 
remunerate your politenefs, by prevailing upon my 
lord duke to perform his promife of the government, 
with all poffible difpatch." 

Here the converfation being broke off, the knight 
retired to tike his afternoon's * nap, and the duchefs 
fdefired Sancho, if he was not very much difpofed to 
ileep, to go and pafs the evening with her and her 
women, in a very cool and pleafant apartment. San- 
cho told her, that altho' it was really his cuftom to 
ileep for four or five hours every afternoon, in the 
heat of fummer, yet, for the fatisfafiion of her grace's 
goodnefs,' he would that day ftrive with all his might 
'to keep himself awake, and obey her commands in 
all things: he accordingly attended her fteps; while 
the duKe gave frefh dire^ions for treating Don Quix- 
ote as a real knight-errant, without deviating one 
tittle from the (lyle in which the ancient knights are 
faid to have been entertained.

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BOOK III. 
CHAP. I. 

Of tlie pleafant €onv«r&tkm that pafled between the 
duchefs^ her wometi^ and Saxicfao Panza } worthy 
to be read and remembered. 

THE hiftory then rebtes, that Sancho did not 
fleep that afternoon, but, according to his pro- 
mife, went, eating all the way, into the apartment of 
the ducfaefs, who took great delight in hearing his 
converfation, and defired him to fit clofe by her on 
a joint-ftool, tho' the fquire, out of pure good-breed- 
ii^gf begged to be excufed : but her grace told him, 
he fhould fit as governor, and fpeak as a fquire, for, 
in both capacities, he deferved the individual feat of 
the champion Cid Ruy Dias. 

Sancho, (hrugging up his fhoulders, obeyed and 
took his place, furrounded by all the damlels and 
duennas, who liftened with profound filence and at- 
teutioa. Neverthelefs, the duchefs was the firft who 
bc^g^i the difcourfC) faying, « Now that we are \if 
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curfelves unheard by any body, I muft intreat Mr, 
Governor, to refolve certain doubts of mine, pro- 
duced by the printed hiftory of the great Don Quix- 
ote ; one of which doubts is this : a» honeft Sancho 
never faw Dulcinea, I mean the lady Dulcinea del 
Tobofo, ftor conveyed to her the letter of fignor Don 
Quixote, which remained with the memorandum 
book in Sierra Morcna, how durft he feign an anfwer, 
and pretend that he found her winnowing wheats a 
circumftance altogether ridiculous and untrue, fo 
much to the prejudice of the peerlefs Dulcinea's re- 
putation, and fo ill-becoming the ftation and fidelity 
of a trufty fquire ?'* 

Without making any immediate anfwer to this 
interrogation, "Sancho rofe from his feat, and, mov- 
ing foftly on his tiptoes, with his body bent, and a 
finger on his lips, examined the whole apartment, 
lifting up and looking behind the tapeilry ; and this 
fcrutiny being made, returned to his ftool^ and re- 
plied» ** Now, my ladj ducheft, that I am aflured 
there is no fliulker liftening, and that we are not 
overheard by any but tins good company, I wiD, 
without fear or trembling, anfwer all the queftions of 
your grace; and firft and foremoft, I will own I lode 
upon my mailer Don Quixote as an incurable mad« 
man; although fdmetimcs he fays things, which, to 
my thinking, and in the opinion of all who hear 
them, are fo fenfible and well dire£led, that even 
Satan himfelf could not mend them: neverthelefs, I 
am really and truly, and without any fcruple, fully 
perfuaded within myfelf, that he is downright dif- 
tra£ted. Now, as I am pofiefied with this notion, I 
venture to make him believe any ftory, without 
either head or tail, like that of the anfwer to his letter, 
and another trick that I played him (ix or eight days 
ago, wHch i§ not yet recorded in the hiftory ; I mean 
the enchantment of Donna Dulcinea^ which I palmed 

upon 
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upon him, tho' it was a -tale ^s wild and uncertain ^^ 
the hills of Ubeda*." 

The duchefs defired he would recount that en- 
chantment or deception ; and he accordingly related 
it eza£^ly as it happened, to the no fmall entertain- 
ment of the hearers 9 but when he was about to pro- 
ceed in his difcourfe, her grace interpofing, faid, 
** From this recital of honeit Sancho, a fcruple has 
ftarted in my mind, and whifpers me in the ear, 
Cnce Don Quixote de la Mancha is fo lunatic, crazy, 
and mad, and his fquire Sancho Panza, who knows 
his infirmity, . neverthelefs ferves and follows him, 
and even depends upbn his vain promifes ; the faid 
fquire mud, without all doubt, be more crazy and 
tnad than his mailer : and if this be the cafe, as it 
certainly . is, it would be no great fign of wifdom in 
you, my lady duchefs, to beftow an illand on fuch 
a governor *, for how will he be able to govern other 
people, who cannot govern himfelf ?'* 

«< 'Fore Gad! my lady^ cried the fquire, your 

fcruple darts in the right place ; and I beg your lady- 

fliip will let it fpeak out in its own way ; for I know 

it fpeaks truth. Had I been wife, I fhoul^have left 

xny matter long ago ; but this was my fate and my 

mifventure ; I cannot do otherwife ; but follow him 

I muft : we are of the fame town ; I have eaten of 

his bread 5 I have an afFeilion for him;. he returns 

my love, and has given me his colts ; but, above all, 

I am conftant and faithful, and therefore nothing can 

poflibly part us but the fexton's fhovel. If your high- 

nefs does not choofe to perform your proraife of the 

ifland, God made me of a lefs matter, and perhaps

this world and are laid in the ground, the lord goes 
in as narrow a path as his. labourer j and the pope^s 
body takes up no more room than the fexton's ; for 
though the one be higher than the other, when we 
go to the pit, we muft fie fnug, and make it fit| or 
we (hall DC obliged to find room, though fcanty is 
the tomb; and fo good night. Wherefore, I fay 
again, if your grace will not give me the illand, be- 
caufe Vm a fool, I ihatl be fo wife as not to break 
my hear! at the difappointment; and I have often 
heard, that the devil fkulks behind the crofs; it is 
not all gold that glitters; and that from his oxen, 
his yokes, and his ploughs, Bamba the huibandmaa 
was raifed to the throne of Spain; and that from his 
riches, paftimci and embroidery, Rodri^o was taken 
to be devoured by ferpents, if the rhimes of old bal- 
lads do not lie.* 

Here Donna Rodriguez the duenna, who was one 
of the hearers, interpofing, *• Wherefore ihould they 
Tie .^ faid flie, for the ballad fays as how they thruft 
king Rodrigb all alive into a tomb full ol toads, 
lizards, and fnakes ; and two days after, he was heard 
to cry with a weak and doleful voice, ** Now they 
eat me ! now they gnaw the part in which I finned fo 
heinoufly !*^ And therefor^ the gentleman is in the 

right 
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right to fay he would rather be an hufbandman than 
a king« to be devoured by Tertnin." 

The duchefs could neither help laughing at the 
fimplicity of her duenna, nor admiring the difcourfe 
and proverbs of Sancho ; to whom (he replied, " Hone(t 
Sancho very well knows, whatfoever a knight pro- 
mifes oiuft be fulfilled, even though it (hould coft 
him his life : noW| my' lord and hufband, the duke, 
though no errant, is neverthele^' a knight \ and there- 
fore will pe^rfbrm his promife of the iiland, in Iplte 
of all the envy and malice of the world i let Sancho 
then be of good cheer ; for when he leaft thinks of 
the matter, he will fee hi^ifelf feated in the faddle of 
his ifland and dominion, and grafp his government, 
which he would not exchange for one of fuperfine 
brocade ; but I charge him to mind how he governs 
his vaflals, who, I give him notice, are all people 
of honeft parents and approved loyalty/* 

" With rpfpefb to their being happy under my 
government, faid the fquire, you need not give me 
any thing in charge; for I am naturally charitable 
atnd compaffionate towards the poor; and from him 
who can knead and bake, it is not eafy to ileal a 
cake. By my falvation, they (hall not pafs falfe dice 
upon me 1 I am an old dog, not to be taken in with^ 
* Come hither poor Tray. I know how to fnuff 
my peepers upon proper occafions; nor will I con- 
fent to walk with cobwebs in my eyes ; fo; I know 
where the (hoe pinches. This I obferve, becaufe the 
righteous (hall alvsavs have the benefit of my he^rt 
and hand, but the wicked (hall neither have foot nor 
footing. In my opinion, every governor muft have 
a beginning in the art and myftery of government, 
and perhaps, in a fortnight's adminiftration, I (hall* 
lick my fingers after the office, and know as much of 



* la the onginal. And thoroughly underftand Tus,. Ttfij which 
is an expreflion w Spaln^ to wheedle a cur« 
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Ac matter as I do of day-labour, to which I was 
bred." 

« Sancho, faid the duchefs, you are certainly in 
the right ; for no man was ever a fcholar at his birth ; 
and bifhops are made of men, and not of blocks. 
But to return to our former difcourfc about the en- 
chantment of the lady Dulcinea; I take it for an 
abfolute certainty, and not a bare afleveration, that 
Sancho's fchcme of deceiving his matter, and making 
him believe that the country-wench was Dulcinea, 
whom the knight could not know, becaufe fhe was 
enchanted : I fay, this fchertie was altogether the in- 
vention of one of thofe enchanters who pcrfecute Don 
Quixote I for I know from very good authority, that 
the village-maiden who Ikipped upor the afs, was 
really and truly the individual Dulcinea del Tobofo ^ 
and that Sancho, in thinking himfelf the deceiver, 
was in faft the perfon deceived 5 a truth of which we 
ought no more to doubt, than of things we never 
faw 5 for fignor Sancho Panza muft know, that here 
alfo we have friendly enchanters, who, out of real 
regard, impart to us every thiiig that pafles, truly 
and diftindily, without circumlocution or deceit ; and 
therefore, Sancho may believe me, when I afiSrm, 
that the jumping wench was and is Dulcinea del To- 
bofo, who is as much enchanted as the mother that 
bore her 5 and when we dream of no fuch thing, we 
(hall fee her in her own fhapie, and then Sancho will 
be undeceived.** 

••There is nothing more likely, cried the fquire; 
and now I am apt to believe my matter's account of 
the cave of Montefiiios, where he faw my lady Dul- 
ciiiea del Tobofo, dreffed in the fame manner which 
I defcribed, when I enchanted her for my own amufe- 
ment. Now, the whole affair mutt have been quite 
the reverfe, as your ladyfliip obferves : for it cannot 
be fuppofed that my ignorant pate could contrive, in 
an inttant, fuch an ingenious ftratagem ; nor can I 

tblnl 
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think my mailer fuch a fool as, upon my weak andr 
meager perfuaGon, to believe fuch an improbable, 
device j but for all that, my lady, your goodnefs ought 
not to take me for an evil-minded perfon, feeing a 
blockhead, like me, is^ not obliged to bore into the 
defigns and knavery of abominable enchanters. I 
contrived the fcheme, in order to efcape the difplea-. 
fure of my mafter Don Quixote, and not with any 
deiign to do him hurt ; and if it has turned out other- 
wife, there's a judge in heaven who knows the heart/*^ 
** Very true, anfwered the duchefs; but tell me now, 
Sancho, the ftory of the cave of Montefmos, whiqh I 
fliall be extremely glad to hear." 

Then Sancho Panza recounted every circiunftance 
of that , adventure, as it hath been already related ; 
and her grace having heard the whole, ** From this 
incident, faid ihe, we may infer, that fince the great 
Don Quixote fays he beheld in that place the fame 
country-wench whom Sancho faw in the neighbour- 
hood of Tobofo, it could be no other than Dulcinea, 
and that the enchanters of this country are very of- 
ficious, and extremely curious." " This I will ven- 
ture to fay, replied Panza, that if my lady Dulcinea 
del Tobofo is really enchanted, 'tis her own lofs, and 
that it is no bufinefs of mine to enter the lifts with my. 
matter's enemies, who are certainly both wicked and 
numerous. True it is, fhe I faw was a country-wench, 
for fuch I took her, and fuch I judged her to be. 
If that was Dulcinea, it ought not to be laid to my 
charge, nor am I to be blackened for that reafon ^ 
yet I muft be lugged in at every bawdy-houfe bench, 
with Sancho faid this ; Sancho did that ; Sancho went, 
' and Sancho came; as if Sancho were juft fuch.. as 
they would pleafe to make him, and not the verr 
fame Sancho Panza who has already travelled alf 
the world over in books, as I have been informed by 
Samfon Carrafco, who is, at leaft, a batcheleerinff 
perfon of Salamanca 5 and fuch people cannot tell an 
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untruth, except when It comes into their hcajSTor 
will turn to their account ^ wherefore nobody has 
any right to meddle with rue ^ and feeing I live in 
good repute, and I have heard my mafter &y, a good 
name is better than tuns of wealth, eren fliove me 
into this government, and they {hall fee marvellous 
things ; for he who has been a good fquire will never 
become a bad governor/* 

«< All that honeft Sancho has uttered, faid the 
dttchefs^ is Catonian wifdom, or, at leaft^ the very 
eflence of Michael Verino*^ Florentibus occidit an- 
nis. In a word, to fpeak in his own ftyle, A good 
drinker is often found under a rufty cloak.** << Ixf 
fober truth, my lady, anfwered Sancho, I never in my 
life drank out of malice ; from thirft I might, for I 
have not the lead fpice of hypocrify in my beUy; I 
drink when I choofe it, and even when I would rather 
be excufed, becaufe I am deCred fo to do, that I may 
not feem fhy or ill bred*, for fure he muft have 
an heart of marble who can refufe to pledge a friend^ 
for though I put on my (hoes, I will not defile them; 
efpecially, as the fquires of knights-errant ufually 
4rmk water, as they are always ftroUing through 
fprefts, woods, and meadows, and over rocks and 
mountains, without finding the fmalleft charity of 
wine, even though one ihould offer to purchare it 
^ith an eye.** " I believe what you fay> anfwered 
tlie duchcis: at prefent Sancho may go to reft; and 
Mre ihall afterwards talk more at large upon thefe fhb- 
jy^^s, and take order that with all convenient dtfpatcfa 
he may be, to ufe his own words, fhoved intb that 
fame government.** - 

Sancho kifled his hands again, s|nd begged her 
l^ace would be fo good as to give dire£ti);ms about

his eyes- "When flic afked, what he meant by 

Dapple ; ** My afs, replied the fquire, whonij^ rather 

than ufe the vulgar term, I call Dapple : when I firft 

came to the Caftle, I defired madam duenna here to 

take > care of him i and, truly, (he was as much 

affronted as if I had called her ugly and old ; though 

I think it ixrould be more natural and proper for du- 

onqas to look after cattle, than to regulate rooms of 

ftate. God's my life! what a fpite a gendeman of 

our town had to thefe waiting gentlewomen !** «* He 

muft be fome ill-bred clown, faid Donna Rodriguez, 

the duenna ^ for had he been a gentleman of birth^ 

he would have exalted them above the horns of the 

moon." <* Enough, for the prefent, refnmed tbe 

duchefs: hold your tongue, Donna Rodriguez, and 

let fignor Panza make himfelf perfe£ily eafy, and 

leave me to take fpecial carCvOf Dapple, whom,' as 6e-' 

ing a moveable appertaining to Sancho, I will place 

above the apple of mine eye." *« The ftable is a 

place gobd enough for him, anfwered the fquire; 

for neither he nor I are worthy of being placed fot 

one moment above the apple ot your highnefs's eye ; 

and 1 will as fi)on confent to his being difpdfed of in 

that manner, as I would to drive a dagger in my 

brcaft J for although, as my mailer fays, }n point of 

couneiy, one ought to lofe th« game by a card< too 

much, rather thato by a card too little ; in refpeft to 

\ aflfes and the apple of an eye, one ought to proceed 

cautiouily \^ith the compafs in his hand, and meafuns 

as he goes.'* 

** Sancho may condufl: him to his government^ 
faid the duchels, and there entertain him to his 
hearths content ; nay, even mfrancKtfe him from all 
^Aour.*- *< Your grace, my lady duchefs, needs 
not think much of that, replied the fquire; for I 
bave fccn more than one or two aflts go to govern- 

ments'i 
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. ments ; and therefore it will be no new practice if I 
carry Dapple to mine," 

This remark renewed the laughter and fatisfa£kioa 
of the duchefs, who having difmiffed him to his re- 
pofe, went to communicate the converfation to the 
duke; and this noble couple contrived and gave di- 
ref^ions about the execution of a pleafant joke upon 
Don Quixote, which ihould turn out a famous inci- 
dent, and be conformable in all refpe£ls to the ftyle of 
chivalry; in which they invented a number, with 
fuch propriety and difcretion, that they are counted the 
beft adventures contained in this important hiftory. 

C H A P. 11. 

Which gives an account of the information received, 
• * touching the means for difenchanting the peerlefs 
' ..Dulcinea del Tobofo : one of the moft renowned 
adventures of this book. 

/^REAT was the fatisfadion which the duke an4 
^^ duchefs received from the converfation of Don 
Quixote and Sancho Panza ; and being confirmed in 
their defign of praftifing fome jokes, which fhould 
bear a faint fhadow and appearance of adventures, 
they took the hint for a very extraordinary contri- 
vance, from the knight's account of what had hap^ 
pened to him in the cave of Montefinos: but what 
moftly excited the admiration of the duchefs, was 
the amazing fimplicity of Sancho, who was by this 
time brought to believe, as an infallible truth, the 
enchantment of Dulcinea, though he himfelf was the 
only enchanter and proje£i;or of that who^e ilratagem. 
Their graces having given direftions to the fervants, 
touching the execution of the fcheme they had laid, at 
the end of fix days they went forth to hunt the wild 
boar, with as great an apparatus of hunters and fpear- 
men as ufed to attend the king in perfon. Don Quix- 
ote was prefented with a bunting fuit, and Sancho 

re- 
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received another of fuperfine green cloth; but the 
knight excnfed himfelf from accepting the prcfent^ 
obferving that, in a few days, he (hould be obliged to 
refume the rugged exercife of arms, and therefore - 
could not encumber himfelf with baggage and ward- 
robes ; as for the fquire, he took that which was of- 
fered to him, without fcruple, intending to fell it 
with the firft opportunity. 

On the morning of the appointed dav, Don Quix- 
ote armed himfelf art all points, Sancho put on his 
green fuit, and mounting Dapple, which he would 
not exchange for the beft fteed in the ftable, mingled 
among the troop of hunters : the duchefs came forth 
very gaily caparifoned, and the knight, out of pure 
courtefy and good breeding, would have held the 
reins of her palfrey ; but the duke would not confent 
to his performing luch an office. At length they ar- 
rived at a wood, between two very high mountains^ 
where the difpofition being made, the toils fet, and 
the people diftributed in their different pofts, the 
hunt began with a Vaft noife of hollowing and cry- 
ing: and nothing could be diftindly heard for the 
barking of the dogs and the found of the horns* 
The duchefs alighted, and with a pointed boar-fpear 
in her hand, took poft in a place through which ihc 
knew the wild beafts were ufed to come ; the duke 
and Don Quixote likewife difmounting, pofted them- 
felves on each fide of her grace, while Sancho flayed 
in the rear, without parting from Dapple, whom he 
durft not quit, left fome misfortune (hould happen to 
that darling beaft. 

Scarce had they fet foot on ground, and taken their 
ftations, fupported by a number of fervants, when 
they beheld a monftrous boar baited by the dogs, and 
purfued by the hunters, running towards them, gnafli- 
ing his teeth and tufks, and foaming at the mouth* 
The knight no fooncr perceived this favage, than bra- 
cing his ibield and unfbeathing bis fword, be advan- 
ced 
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ced to receive him ; while the duke did the fame with 
hb boar-fpear; but the duchefs would have beea 
the forcmoft of the three, had (he not been reftrain- 
ed by her lord. Sancho alone feeing this fUrious 
animal, forfbok his friend Dapple^ and running full 
fpeed, in order to climb a lofty oak, found his en<* 
deavour altogether inefiediual; for having furmount- 
ed one half of the afcent, the branch on which he 
ftood ftruggline to gain the top, unfortunately gave 
way, and in falling, he was caught by another ftump 
of the tree, fo that he hung dangling in the air, with* 
out being able to reach the ground. Perceiving him- 
felf thus fufpended, that his green fuit was torn, and 
fuppofing that if the wild boar (hould come up, lie 
would be able to feize him as he hung, he began to 
utter fuch doleful criesy and roar fp hideoufly for af- 
fiftance, that all thofe who heard his clamour, widiout 
feeing his fituation, a£lually believed he was in the 

{'aws of fome favage beaft. At length the tuiky boar 
>eing pierced and killed by the number of fpears that 
oppofed him, Don Quixote turned about his head, in 
confequence of Sancho's cries, by which he recog- 
nized his faithful fquire, whom he faw hanging from 
the oak, with his head downwards, and hard by he 
perceived Dapple, who did not forfake him in his 
calamity : and, Cid Hamet obferves, that he very fel- 
dom faw Sancho without Dapple, or Dapple without 
Sancho, fuch was the friendfhip and fidelity fubCfting 
between them. Don Quixote immediately advanced 
and unhooked Sancho, wEio finding himfelf delivered^ 
and fairlv placed upon firm ground^ examined the 
rent in nis hunting-fuit, which grieved him to the 
foul ; for in that drefs he thought he had obtained 
aii invaluable inheritance. 

About this time they laid the mighty boar zcrots a 
fumpter-mule, and covering him with fprigs of myr- 
tle and rofemary, carried him in triumph, as the 
fpoils of viftory, to a large field-tent, pitched in the 

middle 
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middle of tKe wood, wher€ they found the cloth 
ready laid) and {he table furnifhed with fuch a grand 
and fumptuous entertainment as well befpoke the 
wealth and magnificence of the founder. Sancho 
prefenting to the duchefs the (kirts of his torn fuit^ 
** If, faid he, this had been hare or fparrowrhunting^ 
my coat would have been fecure from this unlucky 
accident ; for my own parti I do not know what plea- 
fure there is in attacking an animal, which, if he can 
once faften his tuiks on you, will deprive you of life. 
I remember to have heard people fing an old ballad 
that fays, 

May bears upon thy carcaie feed^ 
As erit on Fabila they did/' 

«* That was a Gothic king, faid Don Quixote, 
whoj in going to the chace, was devoured by abear.'' 
^ That is die vcrv thing, I fay, replied the fquire^ 
{ would not have kicigs and noblemen run themfelves 
into fuch dangers for the enjoyment of a diverfioa 
whidb„ in my opinion^ hardly deferves the name, as it 
confifts in nunrdering a poor beait that never com- 
mitted any crime*'^ '* There, Sancho, you tie mif- 
taken, faid the duke, for the exercife of hunting wild 
beafts is, of all others, the mod neceffary and fuit- 
able to kings and noblenfien. The chace is a piffcure 
of war, comprehending fchemesj feints, and ftrata- 
gems for taking advantage of the enemy ^ by this we 
are enabled to endure extreme cold and excetiive heat^ 
to contemn eafe and undervalue ileep ; our bodies 
acquire ftrength, and our limbs agility |i in a word, it 
is an etercife that affords pleafure to numbers, and 
does prejudice to none ; and what renders it fuperior 
to all others is, that it cannot be enjoyed by every 
body, like all the other kinds of fport, except hawk- 
ing, which is alfo peculiar to fovereigns and perfons 
of rank : you mufl; therefore alter your opinion, San- 
cho^ 
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cho, and when yofu are governor, employ yourfelf iit 
the chace, which you will find of itlcredible ♦ fervice.* 
«« Surely, that cannot be, anfwered the fquire ; a good 

fovernor will ftay at home, as if he had a brokeit 
one* It would look rarely indeed, if, when people 
fatigued with a joumey> come to vifit him upon bufi- 
nefs, he ihould be taking hfs diverfion upon the hills ; 
in that cafe the government would go to wreck. In 
good faith, my lord, fuch paftime is more proper for 
idle folks than for governors : I intend^ God willing, 
to amufe myfelf with a game at c^rds at Eafter^ and 
With nine*pins on Sundays and holidays; for as to 
thefe chaces or cafes, they neither fuit my condition 
nor agree with my confcience," *< God grant, San- 
cho may behave as he fays he wrll^ replied the duke f 
but, there is a wide difference between faying and 
doing/' ** Let it be as wide as it pleales, cried Sancho» 
A good paymafter needs no pawn ; God's bleffing is 
better than early rifmg ^ and the beHy is carried by 
the feet, and not the feet by the belly : I mean that^ 
with God's ailiftance, and a righteoti9 intentionr, I 
ihall certainly be able to govern like any gofliawk; 
Vf, ay, let mem thruft their fingers in my mouth| 
and they fhall fee whether or no I can bite." 

^ The curfe of God, and all his faints, light on 
thee, accurfed babbler! cried Don Quixote: will that 
day never come, as I have often faid, when I fhall 
hear thee fpeak fenfibly and diftinftly, without lug- 
ging in old faws ? My lord and lady duchefs, I intreat 
your graces to let that madman alone ; otherwife he 
will grind your fouls> not between two but two thou- 
fand proverbs, dragged in as much to the purpofc 
and as feafonably as I virifli God may give him health, 
or me protection, if I defire to hear them." " The 
proverbs of Sancho Panza, faid the duchefs, though

more 
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more in number than thofe of the Greek. commentaJ 
tor, are not the lefs to be cfteemed for the concife- 
jiefs of the apophthegms. I can fafely fay for myfelf. 
that they give me much more plfeafure than I fhould 
receive from others, tho' better culled and more fuit- 
able to the occafioH." 

In the midft of this and other fuch favoary convert 
fation, they quitted the tent, to examine fbme fnares 
they had laid ; in which amufement the day was foon 
elapfcd, and was fucceeded by the night> which did 
not appear fo ferene and compofed as it might have 
been expected at the feafon of the year,, which was 
niidfummer„ but along with it came a certain dark^ 
nefs vtfthky which greatly aflifted the defign of the 
duke and duchefs. When the night therefore began 
to faD, a little after the twilight, all of a fudden the 
four quarters of the wood feemed to be on fire, and 
here and there, ^nd every where, they heard an infi- 
nite number of comets and other warlike inftrumentSj 
as if a great number of cavalry had been Inarching 
thro' the wood : fo that the light of the flames, aina 
the found of thofe wariike inftruments, dazzled and 
aftontflied the eyes and eatrs of the byftanders, and 
indeed of all the people in the wood. This noife was 
fucceeded by innumerable Lelilles^ or cries ufed by 
the Moors in battle ; the trumpets and clarions ex- 
alted their brazen throats, the drums rattled, and 
the fifes refounded all together, in fuch a continued 
and alarming concert, that die man muft have been 
utterly devoid of all fenfe who did not lofe it in con- 
fequence of fuch confufion and uproar. The duka 
was confounded, the duchefs amazed, Don Q^iixote 
aftonifhed, Sancho Fanza afirighted \ and, finally^ 
even thofe who were let into the fecrct, feemed to be 
feized with conftemation, which produced among 
them a moft dreary filerice. 

During this paufe, came a poftillton drefied like a 
devil, and inftead of a comet, blew an unmeafurabte 

horn^

horn, which yielded an hoarfe and dreadful found. 
«« Holla ! brother courier, cried the duke, who are 
you ? where are you going ? and what troops are 
tho(e that fcem to march acrofs the wood ?'* To thefe 
interrogations the courier replied in a difmal, hollow 
tone : << I ^(n the devil, going in queft of Don Quix- 
ote de la Afincha : tliofe who follow are (ix troops of 
enchanters, who bring rpon a triumphant car the 

teerlefs Dulcinea del Tobofo enchanted, accompanied 
y the gallant Frenchman Montefinos, to inllrudt 
Don Quixote in a certain method for difer chanting 
the faid lady Dulcinea." " If you were the devil, 
anfwered the duke, as you fay you are, and your 
figure feems to declare, you would have diftinguifiied 
that fame knieht Don Quixote de la Mancha, who 
now (lands before you." " 'Fore God J and upon my 
€onfcience, cried the devil, I did not fee lum ^ for 
my thoughts arc fo much diftrafted by difierent avo- 
cations, that I had forgot the principal aim of my 
voming." « Without doubt, faid Sancho^ that devil 
muft be an honeft man, and a good cfariftian, other- 
wife he would not fwear 'fore God i and oa nay con- 
fcience !^ now am I fully convinced tiuit there muft 
be fome worthy people even in helL" 

Then the courier, without alighting, fixed his eyes 
upon Don Quixote, and pronounced : <' To thee, the 
knight of the lions (and would I might fee thee in 
their clutches), am I fent by the unfortunate, tho* va- 
liant knight, Montefinos, who commanded me to de- 
fire, in his name, that thou wouldft wait on the very 
fpot where I fliould find thee, becaufe he brings 
along with him one Dulcinea dd Tobofo, in order to 
communicate what will be neoeflary towards her dif- 
enchantment : and as this meflage was the fole caufe 
of my coming, Jiere is no caufe that requires my lon- 
ger (lay. Devils like me be with thee, and good an- 
geb guard that noble pair." So faying^ he founded 

his 
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his dreadful horn, and rode off, without waiting for 
the leaft reply. 

This addrefs renewed the aftonifliment of all pre- 
fent, cfpecially of Sancho and Don Quixote : of San- 
cho, becaufe, in defpight of truth, he faw they were 
refolved that Dukinea (hould be enchanted ; and of 
Don Quixote, becaufe he could not be certain of the 
truth of what had happened to him in the cave of 
Montefinos. While he was wrapt in thefe medi- 
tations, the duke accofted him, faying, " Signor 
Don QmxotCf do you intend to wait ?" *'' Where- 
fore not ? replied the knight, here will I wait, cou- 
rageous and intrepid, tho' all hell (hoiild come to 
aflault me." ** Then, for my part, cried Sancho, if 
I fee another devil, and hear another horn like that 
which pafTed, I fbould as foon wait here as in Flan-^ 
ders/' 

About this time the night being more advanccdi 
a number of lights began to gleam through the woody 
like the dry exhalations of the earth that glide through 
the air, and are miftaken by ignorant people for 
{hooting ftars : their ears were likewife invaded by 
a frightful found, like that occafioned by the mafly 
wheels of waggons drawn by oxen ; an harfh and grat* 
ing noife, from which the very bears and wolves (if 
any chance to be in the way) arc faid to fly with tcr* 
ror. This uproar was fucccedcd by another more 
terrible than all the reft \ for all at once, at the four 
comers of the wood) there really feemed to be fout 
encounters or battles : in one place was heard the hor«- 
rid din of cannon ; in another a vaft number of muf- 
kets was fired ; here rcfounded the cries of the com- 
batants ; diere the Moorifli Lelilks were repeated with 
raft vociferation. In a word, the cornets, horns, bu- 
gles, clarions, trumpets, drums, artillery, and muftet'- 
ry, but, above all, uie difmal noife of uie cars, form^ 
ed all together fuch a confufed and horrible coii»- 
certj^ that DoixQuixote was obliged to rccolkA his 

whole 
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whole courage, in order to bear it without emotion : 
but Sancho's heart died within him, and down he 
came in a fwoon upon the train of the duchefs, who 
received him as he fell •, and, with marks of great con- 
cern, ordered her fervants to throw water in his face: 
in confequence of this application he recovered, juft 
as one of the waggons with the creaking wheels came 
up to the place where they flood. It was drawn by 
four lazy oxen wholly covered with black trappings, 
with a large lighted taper tied to each horn, and in 
the waggon was raifed a lofty feat, on which fat a 
venerable old man with a beard as white as fnow it- 
felf, that flowed down below his middle, and a large 
loofe garment of black buckram : for tlie waggon 
being ftuck full of lights, it was eafy to obferve and 
diftinguifti every thing that it contained. It was con- 
duced by two ugly devils clad alfo in buckram, with 
liich hideous features, that Sancho no fooner faw 
them than he (liut his eyes, that they might not en- 
counter fuch frightful objefls* This carriage being 
conae up, the venerable fenior rofe up from his lofty 
feat, and pronounced aloud, << I am the fage Lir- 
gandeou" He faid no more; and the waggon pro- 
ceeded. Another carriage followed in the fame man- 
ner, with another -old man enthroned, who, ordering 
the waggon to ftop, faid, with a voice as folemn as 
ihe firft, ^* I am the fage Alquife, the great friend 
of Urganda the unknown." And fo the carnage 
proceeded. Then a third approached in the fame ftyle: 
but he who poiTeffed this throne, Inftead of being old 
like the others, was a robuft man of a very dif- 
agreeable afpe£):, who rifing from his feat, like the 
other two, exclaimed in a more hoarfe and diabolical 
tone, *' I am the enchanter Arcalaus, the mortal 
enepiy of Amadis de Gaul, and his whole race." And 
fo the carriage paffed on ; but when they had pro- 
ceeded a little way, the three waggons halted ; then 
ceafed the difmal creaking of the wheels^ and no 

other 
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ether found was heard but that of an agreeable, mu- 
fical concert, which rejoiced the heart of Sancho, 
who took it as a good omen, and in that perfuafion 
faid to the duchefs, from whom he had not budg- 
ed an hair's breadth, " My lady duchefs, where 
there is mufic there can be no harm," " As little 
fliould we expeft any harm where there is light 
and illumination," anfwered the duchefs. " And 
yet, replied the fquire, we may be eafily burnt by 
fuch torches and bonfires as thefe, notwithftanding 
all the light and illumination they produce j but mu- 
fic is always a fign of joy and feafting.** <* Time 
will fliew," faid Don Quixote, who overheard the 
converfation ; and he faid well, as will appear in the 
following chapter^ 

CHAP. Ill, 

Being a continuation of what was imparted to Don 
Quixote, touching the means for disenchanting Dul* 
cinea ; with an aiccount of other furprifing inci* 
dents. 

Oving to the found of this agreeable mufic, 
came one of thofe carriages called triumphal 
cars, drawn by fix grey mules covered with white 
linen, and upon each was mounted a * penitent of 
light, clad alfo in white, with a large lighted wax taper 
in his hand. The car Was twice, nay thrice, as large 
as the carriages which had pafled, and the tops and 
fides were occupied by twelve other penitents as white 
as fnow, with their lighted tapers : a fight that excit- 
ed equal terror and furprize. Seated on a lofty 
throne appeared a nymph habited in robes of filver 
tiffue, befpangled with innumerable leaves of gold 
brocade j fo that her drefs, if not rich, was extremely

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gaudy : her face was covered with a delicate and tranf- 

parent veil of fine tiffany, the plaits of which 

could not conceal the beauteous features of a young 

lady; and the number of lights enabled the fpefta- 

tors to diftinguifli her charms and her age,- which 

feemed to be turned of feventeen, but under twenty. 

Clofe by her appeared a figure, clad in what is called 

a robe of ftate, that reached to his feet ; and hi« 

head was muffled in a black veil. The car had no 

fooner come oppofite to the duke and duchefs, and 

Don Quixote, than the mufic of the waits, the harps, 

and lutes, ceafed all at once ; then this figure rifing 

threw afide his robe, and taking off the veil, difclo- 

fed to view the horrible and uncamatc form of deatli; 

at fight of which Don Quixote was ftartled, Sancho 

overwhelmed with fear, and the duke and duchefs 

exhibited fome afic£ted marks of confternation. 

This living death, (landing upright, began, with 
a languid voice and tongue^ but half awake, to repeat 
the following addrefs :

A falfehood fanftion'd by the lapfe of time. 

I am the prince of magic, in whofe bread 

The Zoroaftric fcience lies entomb'd : 

The rival oJF invidious Time, whofe. wings 

Still feek to ihade and darken all exploits 

Atchiev'd by the illuftrious errant knights. 

For whom my friendfhip glows and ever glow'd, 

{ Tho' all my fellows of th' enchanted tribe. 
The magi and magicians, ever nurs'd 
A difpofition barbarous and harfh, 
Minie ftill was^ tender, geiule, and humane, 
A friend to all the various race of man. 
In the profoundeft caves of gloomy Dis^ 

Wlxare 
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Where my induftrious fpirit was employ'd 
In forming myftic charafters and fpells. 
Mine ears were wounded with the wailing crie« 
Of fam'd Dulcinea th^t matchlefs fair. 

I learnM her ftrange enchantment, and cohdol'd 
Her transformation from a gentle nymph 
To the vile figute of a ruftic wench. 
An hundred thoufand volumes I perus'd. 
Fraught with the dark and diabolic art ; 
Then in. the horrible and ghaftly trunk 
Of this dry Ikeleton my foul enclosed : 
And now I come on purpofe to impart 
An eafy remedy for her miihap.

And on this errand, gentles, am I con\e."

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*< I vow to God \ cried Sancho, at this {leriod, not 
to mention three thonfand, I will as foan give my- 
felf three ftabs with a dagger as three fingfe ilripes 
with a fcourge. Now devil take fuch ways of dif- 
enchantin^. I cannot conceive what my buttocks 
have to do whii enchantments. Before God ! if fignor 
Merlin can find no other method for difencJiattting my 
lady Dulcinea del Tobofo, flic may e'en go enchanted 
to her grave." *< Heark ye, Don Garlic-Bating mftic, 
faid Don Quixote, I fliaU take and tie you to a tree, 
naked as your mother bore you, and not to mention 
three thoufand three hundred, give you fix thoufand 
fix hundred lafhes fi well laid on, that three thoufand 
three hundred twitches fliall not pull them ofF; and 
anfwer me not a fyll^ble, or I will tear thy foul from 
thy body/' 

Merlin hearing this^eclaration, ** Not fo, neither, 
faid he : the lafhes to be received by honeft Sancho 
muft be voluntary, not upon compulfion, and at 
his own leifure; for there is no time fixed for the 
final execution : neverthelefs he is fo far indulged, 
that he mav be quit for one half of the ftripes, pro- 
vided he wiU allow the other half to be inflifted by 
another hand, tho' it may chance to be a little weighty." 
<< No man's hand (hall touch my flefh ; neither an- 
other's, nor my own,* nor weighty, nor unweighedL 
What a plague ! did I, forfooth, bring my lady Dul- 
cinea into the world, that my backfide mull fuffer 
for the tranfgrcffion of her eyes ? My mafter, indeed, 
who is a part of her, and is continually calling her 
his life, his foul, his fuftenance and fupport, may, 
and ought to lafh himfelf for her fake, and t^ke with 
all difpatch' the neceflary fteps for her difenchant- 
ment ; but for me to fcourge my own body, I de- 
nounce it." 

Scarce had Sancho uttered this remonftrance, when 

the embroidered nymph who fat by Merlin's fpirit, 

rifing up, took ofi^ her tranfparem veil,, and difdofing 

J a -face 
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a face which to all the fpeflators feemed more than 
exceediogly beautiful, addrefTed herfelf in thefe words^ 
dire£tly to Sancho Panza, with a mafculine aflurance, 
and a voice that was not extremely melodious : ^^ O ! 
ill-conditioned fquire ! thou foul of ' a pitcher^ heart 
of cork, and bowels of flinty pebbles; hadil tliou 
been commanded, thou nofe-flaying caitiff, to throw 
thyfelf down from a lofty tower j hadft thou been 
deiired, thou enemy of human fpecies, to fwallow a - 
dozen of toads, twice the number of lizards^ and 
three dozen of fnakes; hadft thou been urged to 
murder thy wife and children with fome (harp and 
ruthleis fcymitar ; it would not have been ftrange to 
fee thee fhy and fearful ; but to make fuch objeSions 
to three thoufand three hundred ftripes, which there 
is fcarce a naughty boy that does not receive every 
month, aftounds, aftoniihes, and affrights the compaf- 
fionate bowels of all this audience, as well as of all 
thofie who ihall hear it in the future courfe of time. 
Turn, O miferable, hard-hearted animal ! turn, I 
fayj thy mulifli goggle eyes upon thefe balls of mine 
that emulate the glittering ftars, and fee how they 
weep thread by thread and ikein by ikein, creating 
trenches, paths, and furrows through the delightful 
meadows of my cheeks i Wilt thou not relent, thou 
crafty and malicious monfter, at feeing me in the 
flower of my age (for I am ftill in my teens, being 
no more than nineteen, which is one year (hort of 
twenty) confume and pine within the bark of an 
homely ruftic wench ? in which form if I do not now 
appear, it is owing to the particular favour of fignor 
Merlin, who has indulged m^ fo far, that my beauty 
might melt thy favage heart; for the tears of af- 
fli^ed beauty foften rocks to cotton, and transform 
tygers into gentle lambs. Challife, chaftife, ob- 
durate beaft, that brawny beef of thine; aroufe 
that flothful fpirit which inclines thee to nothing but 
to gorge and regorge thy voracious maw, and fet at

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liberty the beauty of my face : and if for my fake 
thou wilt not mollify thyfelf, and liften to any rea- 
fonable terms, at leaft relent in favour of that poor 
knight who (lands forlorn at thy elbow ; I mean, thy 
mailer, . whofe foul I now can fee traverfed in his 
throat, not above ten fingers breadth from his lips, 
waiting for nothing but thy kind or rigorous reply, in 
confequence of which it will either leap out of his 
mouth, or retire to his ftomach." * 

Don Quixote hearing thefe words, felt his throat, 
and turning to the duke, " By Heaven ! my lord, faid 
he, Dulcinea has fpoke truth j for here do I feel my 
foul traverfed in my throat, like the nut of a crofs- 
bow." "When the duchefs afked what Sancho faid 
to that circumftance, ** I fay, replied the fquire, what 
I have faid already, that the whipping I denounce/' 
** You muft call it renounce, faid the duke, and 
not denounce." ** I would your grace would let me 
alone, anfwered Sancho: this is no time for me to mind 
riceties and letters, mor^ nor lefs *, for I am fo con- 
founded at thofe llripes which I am to receive, or exe- 
cute upon myfelf,. that I neither know what I am 
faying or doing : yet I fhould be glad to know where 
jiiy lady Dulcinea del Tobofo learned that manner of 
a.iing favours. She comes to defire me to tear open 
my flcfli with a horfe-whip, and calls me foul of a 
pitcher, obdurate beaft, and a whole rigmarole of 
yillanous names, which the devil may fufler for me ! 
"What a plague ! is my flefh made of brafs ? or is it 
any thing to me, whether (he is difenchanted or no ? 
What bafkets of white linen, fliirts, caps and focks 
(tlio* I wear none) does ihe bring to foften me ? No- 
thing but abufe upon abufe; without remembering 
the proverb, that fays. An afs loaded with gold will 
ikip over a mountain. A generous gift the rock will 
rift. We muft fervently pray, and hammer away. I 
will give thee, is good j but here take it, is better. 
Then, my iiiafter, who ought to lead me fair and 

S ' foftljr 
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foftly by the hand, and perftiade me with gentle 
words to whip myfelf into wool and carded cotton, 
declares, forfooth, that if he fliould once take me in 
hand, he will tie me naked to a tree, and double the 
allowance of ftripes. Thefe angry gentlemen ought 
to confider it is not only a fqulro, but a governor 
whom they defire to flog himfelf ; as if it was no more 
than drinking after cherries. Let them learn, \ct 
them learn, with a vengeance, how to in treat and 
beg with good breeding ; for ail feafons ^re not the 
fame ; and a man is not always in good humour : 
here am I ready to burft with vexation to fee the rent in 
my green coat j and they muft needs come and defire 
me to whip myfelf with good will, when God knows> 
I am as far from doing it with good will, as I am 
from turning * TurkJ' 

*^ Neverthelefs, friend Sancho, fa id the duke, if 
your heart does not become fofter than a ripe fig, 
you fliall finger no government of mine. It would 
be a fine fchcme, indeed, if I fhould fend to my 
iflanders, a cruel, flinty'-hearted governor, who 
would not melt at the tears of damfels in affli6i;ion ; 
nor at the intreaties of wife, imperious, ancient fage* 
and enchanters. In a word, Sanciio, you muil: either 
confent to whip yourfelf, or be whipped, or lay afida 
all thoughts of being a governor." " My good lord, 
replied ^the fquire, will they not give me two days to

" ^By no means, cried Merlin : on this very fpot>

ilripes be accomplifhed/^ 

" Go to, honed Sancho, faid the duchefs, pluck 
up your fpirits^ and behave like a grateful fquire that 
has eaten the bread of flgnor Don Quixote, who is 
entitled to the fervice and acknowledgments of us aii^ 
by his amiable difpofition and fublime chivalry. Say 
aye, .my fon, to this fame flagellation, and let the 
devil fetch the devil j leave fear to the coward 5 for a 
ftout heart quails misfortune^ as you very well 
know/' 

To thcfe exhortations Sancho made no reply ; but 
addreffing himfelf to Merlin, with his ufual extrava- 
ganee, " Good your worfhip, pray tell me, fignor 
Merlin, the meaning of one thing. A certain cou- 
rier devil came here with a. meflfage to my mafter, 
from iignor Montefinos, defiring him to ftay in this 
place until he fhould come up ; for he wovdd teach 
him a way to difenchant my lady Dulcinea del To* 
bofo ; and hitherto we have fecn no fuch perfotu'* 
To this interrogation Merlin replied, <• That devil, 
friend Sancho, is an ignorant blockhead, and a very 
great knave. I fent him hither in queft of your

every thing, (hall take care to reckon them, and give 

me to unckrftand how far I have fallen fliort, or ex* 

ceeded the appointed feore." << There will be no- 

location to apprife you of the overplus, hid Merlin ; 

lor as loon as the number fii^I be completed, (he 

lady Dulcinea will be difenchanted, and come, out of 

pure gratitude, to return thanks, and even a recom- 

pence, to the charitable Sancho for his good work. 

You need not, therefore, make any fcruple about the 

fuperplus or the deficiency j nor will Heaven allow 

me to defraud aliy perfon, even of a fingle hair." 

<< A'God's name, then, cried Sancho, I confent in 

my tribulation : I fay, I accept of the penance on 

the conditions aforefaid." 

Scarce had Sancho pronounced thefe laft words, 

when the mufic of the waits began to play again, 

and an infinite number of muikets were diicharged, 

while Don Quixote, hanging about Sancho's neck,

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imprinted a world of kifles on his cheeks afid fore- 
hea<i : the duke and duchefs, and all the by-ilanders, 
expreiTed the utmoft pleafure, the car began to move, 
and the beauteous Dulcinea, in pafTmg, bowed to 
their graces, and made a profound curtfey to Sancho. 

About this time the cheerful fmiling mom ad- 
vanced; the flowrets of the field, with heads ereft, 
diffufed their fragrance ; and the liquid cryftal of the 
rills, murmuring among the variegated pebbles, went 
Hiding on to pay its tribute to the rivets, that waited 
to receive their cullomary dues : the joyous earth, 
the fplendid firmament, the buxom air, and light un- 
clouded; each fingly, and altogether joined, prog* 
nofticated plainly, that the day, which trod upoii 
Aurora's Ikirts, would be ferene and fair. The duke 
and duchefs, extremely well fatisfied with the chace, 
as well as with the ingenious and fortunate execu- 
tion of their defign, returned to the caftle, 'with fuU 
intention to perform the fequel of their jeft, than 
whkh no real adventure could have given them more 
delight.

f~r*HE duke's fteward was a man of humour and

This afEiir being adjufted, *< My lady, faid Sancho 
Panza, your highnefs muift know I have writ a letter 
to my wife Tereza Panza, giving an account of all 
that hath befallen me fince we parted : here it is in 
my bofom, and wants nothing but a fuperfcription* 
I wiili your -grace, in your great underftanding, 
would read it ; for, in my mind, it fmacks of the 
gbvernor ; I mean, of the manner in which gover- 
nors o\ight to write/' " And who was the inditer ?" 
faid tlie duchefs. ** Who ihould indite it, (inner 
that I am, but myfelf i" anfwered the fquire. *< Did 
you likewife write it yourfejf ?" replied her grace. 
« I did not fo much as think of any fuch matter, 
faid Sancho ^ for the truth is, I can neither read nor 
write, tho' I know very well how to fet my mark." 
<' Let us fee this epiftle, quoth the duchefs, in which, 
I dare fay, you have difplayed the quality and extent 
of your underftanding." 

Then Sancho pulling an open letter from his bofom, 
the duchefs took and read it to this cfkQ, : 

Sancho's Letter to lus wife Tereza Panza. 

^ |F I have been finely lalhed^ I have been weB 
-^ mounted ; if I have obtained a good govern- 
ment, it has coft me a good whipping. This> Te- 
refa, thou wilt not now underftand, out fhalt lear^ 
Ipme other opportunity. Know^ Terefa, I am deter- 
inineil thou (halt ride in a coach, which is a refolu* 
tipn pat to the purpofe i for any other way of tra- 
velling is fit for none but cats. A governor's hdy 
you ihall be, and I would fain fee the beft of then

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tread upon thy heels. I have fent thee a green 

hunting*fuit, which was a prefent from my lady 

duchefs. Make it up into a petticoat and jacket for 

our daughter. My mafter Don Quixote, as I have 

heard in this country, is a fenfible madman, and a 

diverting fool, and I myfelf am nothing fliort of him 

in thefe refpefts. We have been in the cave of Mon- 

tefiinos, and the fage Merlin has pitched upon me to 

difenchant the lady Dutcinea delTobofo, who in vour 

pans is called Aldonza Lorenzo: with thi^e tnoo- 

fand three hundred ftripes, lacking five, which I ami* 

to give myfelf, (he will be as m^h difenchaiHed as 

the mother that bore her. Thou (halt not mention a 

fyllable of this to any peribn whatfoever ; for if you 

go to feek advice about your own concerns, one wiH 

fay it is white, and^ another fwear 'tis black. 

A few dayn hence I fliaU fet out for my govenw 
ment, whither I go with a moft outrageous defire of 
getting money ; and I am told, this is the cafe with 
all new governors. I will feel die puUe of it, and 
give thee notice whether or no thou ihak come and 
'live with me. 

Dapple is in good health, and fends his moft hearty 
' Commendations : I believe I fliall not forfake him even 
if they ihould make me the Grand Turk. My hdy 
duchefs kiflcs thy hands a thoufimd times} return 
the compliment with two thoufand ; for, as my mafter 
fays. Nothing is fo reafonable and cheap at good 
manners. It has .not pleafed God that I Ihould ftum* 
\Ae upon anodier portmanteau with a hundred crown^ 
as heretofore ) but let that give thee no uneafinefi^ 
my dear Terefii, for he is fafe who has good cards 
to play ; and what is amils will come out in the wafh^ 
ing of this fame government. One thing, I own^ 
gives me great concern: I am told that if once I 
tafte it^ I fiiall be apt to eat my fingers i and ihould 
that be the cafe, it will be no cheap bargain } tho' 

the 
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the lame and the paralytic enjoy a fort of canonry in 
the ahns they receive. "Wherefore, one way or an- 
other, thou wilt certainly be rich and fortunate. The 
Lord make thee fo, as he very well may, and preferve 
for thy fervice thy hufband the governor. 

From the Duke's caftle, Sancho Pamza. 

July 20, 1614. 

. The duchefs having read the letter to an end, 
<< In two circumftances, faid fhe, the honeft go- 
vei^or is a little out of the way. Firft, in faying or 
infinuating, that the government was bellowed upon 
him, in return for. the ftripes he muft undergo ; 
whereas he know6» and cannot deny, that when my 
lord duke promifed him the ifland, nobody thought 
of any fuch thing as ftripes in the world : fecondly, 
he difcovers an avaritious difpofition, and I fliould not 
lik^ to fee him a ikin-flint ; for greedinefs burfts the 
bag, and a covetous governor will do very ungovemed 
juftice." */ I .did not write with that intention, 
anfwered the fquire: and if your ladyjhip thinks this 
isnota proper letter, there is nothing to do but tear it 
*nd write another, which perhaps will be ftill worfe, 
if it be left to my own numfculL" ** No, no, cried 
^he duchefS| this -will do very weU, and muft be ihewn 
to the duke." 

> Accordingly, repairing to a garden, where they 
were to dinQ that day, fhe communicated Sancho's 
,(q)iftle to the duke, who perufed it with infinite plea- 
fure. Here they went to dinner : and after the cloth 
was t^ken away, and they had entertained the.m- 
•felves a good while with the favory converfation of 
Sancho, their ears were fuddenly invaded with the 
difmal found of a fife, and a hoarfe unbraced drum : 
all the company were ftartled at this confufed, mar- 
tialy and melancholy mufick^. efpecially Don Quixote^ 

whole 
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whofe emotion would not allow him to fit quiet. 
With regard to Sancho, all that can be faid is, that 
he -was driven by fear to his ufual (helter, the fide or 
fkirts of the duchefs : for the found they heard was 
really and truly horrible aud dreary. In the midft of 
this confufion and Turprize, which took hold on all 
prcfent, they faw two men enter the garden, in mourn- 
ing-cloaks, fo large and long that they trailed upon 
the ground. Thefe figures were employed in beat- 
ing two large drums, which were likewife covered 
^^'ith black, and they were accompanied by a fifer as 
black and difmal as themfelves, and followed by a 
peribi;iage of gigantic ftature, rolled rather than 
clothed with a caiTock of the blackeft hue, furniihed 
\vith a train of an unmeafurable length. Over this 
caflbc, his body was girded and crofled with a broad 
black belt, from which depended an immenfe fcy- 
miter; with hilt and ftieath of the fame fable Colour.

I bring a meflage to your grace, Tequeftmg that your 
magnificence would be pleafed to give her kavt and 
opportunity to enter and declare m perfon her mif-- 
hap, which is the ftrangeft and the neweft that ever 
the moil haplefs imagination could conceive: and 
firft of all, flie wants to H^ow if the valiant and in- 
vincible knight Don Quixote de la Mancha now re- 
Cdes within your caftle ^ for in queit of him, (be is 
come a-foot and fadings from the kingdom of Can- 
daya to thefe your territories i a circumftaace which 
might and ought to be deemed a miracle^ or at leaft 
efie£Ud by the power, of enchantment. She is now 
at the gate of this fortrefs or pleafure houfe, and only 
watts for your permiflion to coihe in/' 

So faying, he hemmed, and with both hands ftroak-^ 
\ng his beard from top to bottom^ waited witit 
great compofure for the duWs- T^^Jf which was this :• 
*^ Worthy fquire Trifaldio of the fnowy beard, maay 
days are pafled fmce we have been apprifed of the 
misfortune of my lady countefs Trifaldi> on whom 
the endiantcrs have tnt»led the epithet o£ the a£» 
Aided dueima : well may yon, ftufjendous fiimrty de« 
(Ire her to come in ^ and here is the vaJiaat kni;^ 
Don Quixote de la Maneha, from whofe generous di£» 
pofition ihe may fecurely promife hesfelf aH BBanncr 
of aid and prote£Uon ^ and you may likewife give her 
to underftand, in my name, that if my ainftaece be 
neceflary, it fiiatt not be wanting : for I think my* 
ielf oUi^d to grant it, as beti>g a knight, to whtdi 
title is annexed, and belongs that maxim of aiBfting 
the fair fex with aU our might, efpeciaUy widowed, 
reduced, and afiU^d duennas Uke her ladyihip^'^ Tri- 
faldin hearing this declaration, haxt his knee to the 
groundjL ^nd making a fignal to the iifer and drums 

to 
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to repeat the fame note, atid refume the fame pace 
with "wbich they entered^ he retired from the garden^ 
iearing the whole company aftomflied at his preience 
and deportment. 

Then the duke turning to Don Quixote, *< In a 
vi'-ord, renowned knight, faid he, it is not in the power 
of all the clouds of ignorance and malice to conceal 
or obfcure the light of valour and of virtue* This, 
obfervation I nvtke, bccaufe your excellency has been 
fcarce fix days in this cattle, when the melancholy 
and afflidled come in queft of you from the mod di- 
flant and fequeftered countries, not in coaches or on 
dromedaries, but a-foot and fatting, confident of find- 
ing in that mott valiant arm the remedy and cure of 
their toils and misfortunes : thanks to your illuttrious 
exploits, which pervade and encircle the whole habit- 
able globe." 

•* My lord duke, replied the knight, I wifli that 
fame pious ecclefiattic was here at prefent: he, 
who at your grace's table, the other day, expreiled 
fo much ill-will and fuch an inveterate grudge 
to knights-errant, that he might fee with his own 
ejes whether or not fuch knights are of any fervice 
in this world, or, at leatt, be fully convinced that the 
diftrefled and difconfolate, overwhelmed with extra- 
ordinary woes arid enormous misfortunes, do not go 
for redrefs to the houfes of learned men, to the man- 
fions of parifli priefts, nor to the knight who never 
dreamed of going beyond the limits of his own eftate ; 
nor to the idle courtier, who would rather inquire 
about news, that he might have the pleafure of re- 
peating and retailing them, than endeavour to per- 
form aftions and exploits for others to perpetuate and 
record: the redrefs of grievances, the fupport of the 
neceflitous, the protedion of damfels, and the con* 
folation of widows, are i'ound in no fet of people 
more than in knights-errant: that I am one of thefe.

'TpHE duke and duchefs were exceedingly re- 
-■' joiced to fee Don Quixote's behaviour cor- 
rcfpond fo well with their defign. Sancho inter - 
pofing, " I wifli, faid he, this madam duenna may 
not throw fome ftumbling-block in the way of my 
government; for I have heard an apothecary of To- 
ledo, who talked like any goldfinch, obferve, that 
nothing good could happen where duennas inter- 
fered. Lord help us ! what a fpite thait fame apothe- 
cary had to the whole tribe ; from whence I conclude, 
that feeing duennas of all qualities and degrees what- 
foever are ofFenfive and impertinent, what muft thofe 
be who are afHifted, which they fay is the cafe with 
this * Trifaldis, or three-tgiled countefs ? for, in my 
country, fkirts and tails, and tails and fkirts, are the 
fame thing." *' Hold your tongue, friend Sancho, 
faid Don Quixote : this lady, who is come in queft 
of me from remote countries, cannot be one of thofe 
to whom the apothecary alluded, efpecially as fhc i$ 
a countefs; aftid when ladies of that rank ferve as 
duennas, it muft be under queens and emprefTes ; 
for in their own houfes they are honoured with the 
title of ladyfiiip, and have other duennas in their 
fervice.*' 

To this remark Donna Rodriguez, who was pre- 
fent, replied, " My lady duchefs has duennas in 
her fervice, who might have been countefTes, had it 
pleafed fortune ; but the law's meafure is the king's- 
pleafure : and let nobody fpeak difrefpeftfuUy of 
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tluennas^ efpecially of thofe who are ancient and 
maidens; for although I am not one of that clafs, I can 
'eafily perceive and comprehend the advantage a 
maiden duemia has over one that is a widow : and he 
that undertakes to ihear us, will have no eafy taflc to 
perform/' <* And yet for all that, -replied Sancho, 
if my barber^s word may be taken, you duennas re- 
quire fo much to be (horn that — You had better not 
ftir tfaeporridge though it ftick to the pot." ** The 
fquires are always our enemies, anfwered Donna Ro- 
^guec : they are imps of the antichamber, who are 
every minute making a jeft of us ; and except when 
they are at players, which is not often the cafe, their 
whole time is fpent in back-biting, difinterring our 
bones, and interring our reputation. But let me tell 
thofe moving blocks, that, in fpite of all they can do, 
we will live in the world, ay, in noble families, though 
we ihould die of hunger, and clothe our delicate 
or indelicate bodies with a bl^ck (liroud, as they 
cover or (Iiade a dunghill with tapeflry on a day of 
proceffion. In good faitli! if I were allowed, and 
the time required it, I could demonftrate not only 
to thofe who are now prefent, but likewife to the 
whole world, that there is no kind of virtue which 
does not centre in a duenna.'* •* I believe there is 
reafon, and a great deal of reafon, in what the worthy 
Donna Rodriguez obferves, faid the duchefs; but 
(he muft wait for a proper opportunity to appear i» 
behalf of herfelf and other duennas, and confute the 
ill opinion of that malicious apothecary,^ as well as to 
eradicate thofe fentiments from the bread of the 
mighty Sancho Panza." To this remark the fquire 
replied : ** Since the fumes of a governor have expel- 
led the vapours of a fquire, I value not all the duennas 
upon earth a (ig*s end."

her being a duenna, I think you fiiould not move a 
ftep/' •• Who taught thee to interfere in fuch mat- 
ters ?** faid Don Quixote. •* Who, fignor ? replied 
Sancho; I interfere, becaufe I am qualified to inter- 
fere, as a fquire who has learned all the punctilios o£ 
courtcfy in the fchool of your worfhip, who is the 
moft courteous and bed-bred knight that ever the 
province of courtefy produced ; and in thefe matters, 
as I have heard your worlhip obferve, the game i$ as 
often loft by a card too many as one too few ; but a 
word to the wife is fufficient." " It is even fo as 
' Sancho has remarked, faid the duke ; let us firft fee 
a fpecimen of tbe countefs, and from that fample 
> coi^fidcr what courtefy (he deferves." 

At that inftant the fifer and drummers entered as 
before : and here the author concludes this (hort 
chapter, in order to begin another with the fequel of 
the fame adventure, which is among the moft re- 
markable of the whole hiftory. 
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
